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MEMORIAL OF MISS DIX. 



To the Hoi^radle ih Sctmie ajid 

House of Jiepyesetda^ifcs of ihi State of HHnaU : 

Gentlemen: Your ecrioiis conaideralion of the af- 
flicted condition of a nutneroua mid fa;*t increasing 
clnes of sii/Terers In the State of lUinoIs^ is very earn- 
estly Bolicited. I refer to tlie ineane; to those from 
whom the healthful exerciae of the intellectual facul- 
ties ia withdrawn; and whojthroui^h these disabilitiea, 
are alike incapable of self-go vernment^ and self-care. 
I may be urgent — imrortunate ; but this cause sanc- 
tions urgency, and justifies importunity. 

Insanity is no longer regarded as the e^tindirm of 
theraind; a disease hopeless and incurable ; but pro- 
ceeding from physical causes, which disable the braiil 
for a time from the correct exerciae of those functiotia 
through which the inind is represented' And this 
malady is subject to euccoHsfiil phyt^ioal treatment, as 
Burely as a fever, or other cominon bodily disease. 

In view of ascertaining the eonditian and necessi- 
ties of the^e miserable follow-beings^ I have the past 
summer jocrncyed over no inconsiderable portion of 
the State, visiting some of the nortliern, central and 
Bouthera districts j and prevented only by severe 
and protracted illness the last autumn, from a more 
complete course of inquiry and observation. 
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Scenes of misery have met my view, whicli no laa- 
guage, however vividly conibined, can adequately 
describe. In addition to what I have mtneesed^ dis- 
tressing circLiniBtancea have been communicated 
through reliable sources, as existing !n private fauii* 
lies; which yield additioual evidence that this appal- 
ling malady is making eure advances throughout the 
conntry. It is not confined to rank, age, sex, or con- 
dition. All are liable to its attacks; and ail are 
directly concerned to secure means for its cure. This 
can he done only by the establishment of a hospital 
adapted expre,ss]y to this end. No lime should be 
loat in staying the rising tide of safTering. Incurable 
caeeB are annually accumulating; and those of more 
recent origin, already numerous, plead yet more 
piteously for timely aod merciful succor 

But, gentlemen^ I do not come to move your 
iaiei'okrU feelings, ao much aa to present jusi clatina. 
I do not ask of you the performance of gctierms acta 
from yourselves aud cun^tiuentiiir but respectfully urge 
you to fulfill aholuk olli^iitivm ; ihe obligations of 
man, favored with competence and sound reason, to 
his fellow-man^ rendered belpless and depejident 
through indrmities to which fl^ are exposed, and from 
which none are too rich to be exempt, or too poor to 
escape. 

Governments, as communities, are bound by com- 
mon dependences and conv^^ntional usages, not less 
than by moral obligations, to watch over, provide for, 
and protect certain classe.^ made dependent through 
the loss of various senses. Of such are tbe blinds the 
deaf and duitth, and most of all, the insane. All the^ 
re^iuire pecuhar and varioua modes of care^ difiering 
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fio widely from the necessities of other classes in our 
communities, as to east them absohilelj on the charge 
of the State,^ — a responsible and eacred tmet Nearly 
every State in the Union has already eatablislied, on 
permanent fDundationSj pchools for the education of 
deaf mutes and the blind ; and Bsyluma and hospitals 
for the reception and remedial treatment of the in- 
sane, including care of idiots and epileptics; and the 
wisdom of early providing for these, has long since 
been proved, not solely on the grounds of humanity, 
but in practice of a wise political economy. 

T beg to urge a few, of many substantial arguments, 
to sustain and erforce my plea. 

S^ceni caaos, except there be positive ot'gank disease, 
are curable under judicioualy directed hospital 
treatment. 

Dr- Bell, the eminently distinguished and successful 
physician and superinlendent of the McLean Hospital 
at Somerville, Mans., shows that the records of that 
institution ^'justify the declaration that aU cases cer~ 
tairtfy rece^ii^ recover under fair trial This ia theyrwerff^ 
law ; the occasional instances to the contrary, are ilte 

Dr. Earle, the intelligent physician of the Bloom- 
dale Asylum, N, Y., remarks, in his annual report of 
1844,''iL 18 salisfijctorily ^>/-orcr^ that, of cases where 
there is no constitutional weakness of intellect, and 
where the proper meaeures are adopted in the carl^ 
staga^ no le,Hs than eighty in every hundred have 
been relieved in that institution;" and add^ "there 
are few aeuts diseases from which so hrge a per cmtagc f>f 
the persona attacked arc restored as from insanity" 

Dn Kirkbride, in hie reports of the Pennsylvania 
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Hospital, contmu&lly urges ^ear^ Kadiprmvpi removal 
to Buitable hospitals, by which large numbers are 
restored to health and usefulness in society, who 
otherwise would remuu a burthen to themselves and 
their friends." 

Drs. Ray, Stribling, Allen, Brigham, Awl, Butler^ 
Stedman, Trezevuit, Parker, and others who conduct 
the hospitals forthe insane in the Unitped States, press 
the duty and urgency of prompt hospital treatment 
in every successive report 

Besides responding to the touching claims of 
human suffering, a second advantage accrues for 
seasonable care of the insane : I refer to the 
economy of the measure^ whether sustained upon 
private resources, or drawing upon the revenues of 
the commonwealtK A few assured examples will 
suffice for illustration on this point 

Dr. Awl, of Ohio, records in 1842, — " that of iwen^ 
^e old cases, suffered to become incurable, the cost 
to the State and counties had already been $60,600 ; 
whOe i/uiedy-five recefd cases brought under aeaaonaik 
treatment, had cost but $1,130; that hBy fmiy-Jive 
dollars iweidy cents for each individual 

Dr. Woodward, late of the Massachusetts State 
Hospital, reported /tt^^^fe old cases to have cost the 
State alone, $54,157; while the whole average o£ recent 
eases returned^ cost but ^ty-eigU dollars fortg-five cents. 

A report of the board of Kegents of the hospital at 
Columbia, & C, exhibits the following facts: "We 
have three chronic oases among the pay-*p&tient8 who 
have cost their frinds above $11,520. The thirty-nine 
incurable paupei^ received within the last five year^ 
are maintiuned at an annual cost to the districts 
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and asylums of JG,240, Tbere are now in this 
bospitalT ten paupers, who have already cost $16^000. 
The average cxpenRC to Ibe dbtricta in recnrf cases, 
lin« not exceeded $50; anil ihG whole expense not 
$80" It 13 obvious, from a glance at these statistics, 
that humanity and economy aro both largely con- 
cerned in the prompt and judicious treatment of the 
insane in the first stng<^3 of the disease. 

To those whoj in the good Providence of Heaven, 
have had no experience, for it is only those who 
would advance the idea that the insane can be taken 
OttTG of in their own dwellings, I repeat, that recovery 
13 as rare as it is nearly hopeless while the patient 
remains with his family^ exposed to all the exciting 
causes which have developed the malady. Did my 
limits permit, I might quote innumerable examples 
which have fallen under my own observation within 
Gve years. It is a fact as well known, as U is alrnoat 
unexceptionable, that those to whom in health the 
patient has been meet tenderly attached, become, 
while under the iuUnence of mental aberrat ion j objects 
of moat vehement didikc, if not hatred. A stranger 
may tranquili^e and control the fiurPerer, while the 
tender officec^i of the most affectionate friends, hasten 
and aggravate paroxysms of phrenzy. Agjun, the 
disturbances created by the insane, destroy all 
domestic order and business. The esample they 
often nnhappily exhibit, produces most pernicious 
consequences where there are nervous persons, oc 
children. The proprieties of life are disregarded, 
and Ihe once delicate, retined and religions, become 
objects often of the utmost anguish, horror and 
disgust. 
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The insane require a peculiar physical and moral 
treatment, which few, if any families, however abound- 
ing in riches, can direct and command, Suitahle medi- 
cal care cannot be hod out of hoepitals, escept on rare 
occasionfi. The curative treatment of insanity is a 
branch of the profet^ion requiring as accurate dUiim^t' 
v?9 eduffoCmt and esperiencejas does the skillful practice 
of surgery ou the one hand, and the intelligent treat- 
ment of fehrile and other common diseases on the 
other. Physicians in general practice; are mfre- 
qnently summoned to prescribe for thi^ insane; and 
consequently, suppose no adverse mlluencea from the 
patient's being exposed to excitements at home, his 
mode of treatment is as likely to aggravate and 
eetobltsh the disease, as to control and cure. Again, 
of the insane who are regarded as harmless to 
themselves and others, and wander abroad, who has 
not witnessed the cruel persecutions by which they 
are often assailed on the part of thoughtless and idle 
men and boys? I have some recollection of several 
cases of fatal terminationj severally, to the persecutors 
and persecuted. 

Again* there is a large number of the insane who 
are extremely dangerous to the commiinily^ when at 
large J many whose destructive and mischievouB 
propensities are so uncontrolled, that most disastrous 
histories are reported in almost every weekly journal 
Suicidal acts are common. The destruction of valu- 
able property by fire is frequently noted, Ilomicide 
is recorded, under most horrible circumstances, and no 
longer attracts special notice, '^ because it is common " 
Insanity frequently seems to quench all moral 
sensibilities, overthrows principle, and lets looso the 
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most terrible passions, unrestrained by those laws 
'which before governed the mind. In Hamburg, 
Germany, an insane man murdered his wife, to whom 
he had always been fondly attached, aad his five 
children, in one night I know of several devoted 
mothers in New York and Massachusetts, who, while 
laboring under in&anity, have killed their favorite 
children. 

la Ohio, not long since, a young man, well known 
to be laboring under insanity^ killed an elderly man, 
hia neighbor ; was tried and acquitted on the absolute 
e\'idence Bhown by numerous wituesaea In Indiana, 
the past season, several cases of homicide under very 
distressing circumstanceSj have, occurred within my 
knowledge. Let an example suffice : A respectable, 
worthy man, residing toward the western border of 
the State, had for several months exhibited traits of 
increasing insanity. One day in August last, he 
broke into a violent paroxysm, rushed into the kitchen 
where his wife was employed, and clove her head and 
face in a ghastly manner. She was tbouglit to be 
djTDg -when I left the place. In Kentucky, the 
devoted and affectionate father of a family, a respect- 
able farmer, became gradually insane ; The affections 
of the wife prevailed over all prudential considera- 
tions : She insisted that he should not be restrained : 
For some time he was rendered tolerably quiet; but 
a paroxysm seized him : He attacked his wife, 
wounded her in the head and throat, and leaving her 
for dead, seized his youngest and darling child, and 
butchered it frightfully ; Then, flt every instant more 
excited, sought the other children ; but they had fled, 
shrieking, to the neighbors for protection. In this 
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State, I understand that a case of homicide lately 
occurred: On trial, the murderer v/bb fully proved to 
be laboring under insanity; and there being in the 
State neither hospital to receive him, nor law to 
authorize legal re&tr^^ he was discharged; and a 
consequence shortly was, the murder of his father. 

In 1839, the honorable judges of the quarter ses* 
sions, and of the criminal sessions, in Philadelphiot 
gave publicity to their opinions on this subject in the 
following terms > — ^"The want of a hospital for the 
insane poor, oHen occasions painful embarrassments 
to the courts, when the defense in a criminal charge 
is insanity, fully sustained in proof Although the 
jury may certify that their acquittal is on that 
ground, and thus empower the court to order t^e 
prisoner into close cmtody, yei thai eusio^ can be in no 
other place than the common prison j places illy fitted 
for such a subject of incarceration." 

Under the administration of General Washington, 
Drs. Bush and Shippen, of Philadelphia, were called 
to attend a man who had been convicted of a high 
offense against Government ; but who had exhibited 
traits of insanity. Afler a patient and long examin- 
ation of the case, he was pronounced insane, and 
irresponsible for any act or crima He never recov- 
ered, but died in a ^ mad house," as receptacles for 
the insane were termed in those daya No insane 
person con be considered harmless to go at large. 
Public security and individual safety alike demand 
that these sufferer^ who have our hearts deepest 
sympathy, should be secured in, and have the pro- 
tection o^ hospital control. 

I recollect an incident stated in a number of the 
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Quarterly Review for 1844, which illustratea this 
obligation: A young gentleman of fortune, of mild 
and engaging manrei'Sj became insane; but only 
exhibited the malady in a wayward propensity to sit 
near, and continually watch wind-mills. For daya he 
would maintain one place, and go aay distance for 
the strange pleasure of gazing on the movement of 
the sftili His friends, in hopes of destroying this 
illnBion, conveyed him to a part of the kingdom where 
there were no wind-mills. He drooped, and finally 
committed mird^ npon a child, mangliug it in a 
frightful manner^ afiirining that now he wbonld go to 
the land of wlud-mills. Had this young man, who, 
for a long time after insanity was manifested, seemed 
to be harmless, been placed in a hospital, under 
judicious care, there is little doubt that his health 
woald have been repaired, and his mind restored to 
the correct e^erciso of its faculties. 

Of late, the plea of insanity la often advanced 
before the criminal courts in defense of many who 
commit aggravated offenBes ; and not rarely on sub- 
Btantial evidence. Many persons sincerely believe 
that most criminals merely Aimulate insanity to escape 
the awards of justice. 

False pretenses may be and have been set up ; but 
to support these,with the means of correct knowledge 
possessed in these times by well educated physicians, 
and intt^lligent, observing minds in general, is not 
easy. In fact, insanity is not a malady readily coun^ 
terfeittd ; and those who have the cunning nnd daring 
to assume it, must be very familiar with the pbyai- 
ology of this disease. If proper measures are adopted 
to secure enlightened opinions, there is no danger to 
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society that tlie guilty and conscious offender will 
escape in this assumed guise. 

In well regulated hospitals, tbe paticnls become, 
with few exceptions, tranquilj cheerful, and as com- 
fortable as their condition admits; while we know 
that in private dwellings, in poor houses, in Jails, or 
in wandering exposed over the country^ they are 
fiubjecta of restleasnessj inii^ruleT wrefcliedneas, pro- 
tracted paroxysmSj and many forms of indeBcribable 
enffering. 

In ho!^pitals judiciously directed, employments are 
regarded as the moat Yalimble remedial agents. I 
offer ft few illustrations, exhibiting the benefit to the 
patient, and the advantages to the institutionSf from 
systematic well chosen labor. 

Dr. Earle, of the Eloomingdale Asylum, refers 
repeatedly in hia valuable reports, to the advantage 
of well-directed employment for the insane, and oflera 
examples illustrative of this opinioUj from which I 
select the following : " During the epring of 1844, two 
farinere, each of whom posseaaed a good farm, were 
admitted to our asylum within a week of each other. 
They were laboring under the most abject form of 
melancholy, and had both attempted auicide> To less 
than a month their condition being somewhat 
improved, they expressed a willingness, and one of 
them a Btrong desire, to work out of doors. Being 
furnished with implements, they daily went out 
together, and worked upon the farm with as much 
apparent interest aa if it belonged to themselves- 
XJnder this course they continued rapidly to improve, 
and both were discharged recovered^ one at the end 
of fiix weeks, the other at the expiration of three 
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months from the time respectively of their admis- 
sion" 

" Another man w[is broufrht to the asyliitQj laboring 
under a high degree of active mania, Hia appetite 
was poor, and his frame emaciated. He was careleaa 
in his peraonal appearance, readess, turbulent, and 
almost incessantly talking in an incoherent ni^inner, 
iipon the delusions ftttending upon hia disease. When 
out of doors, he was constantly wandering to and fro, 
falking to himself and digging the earth with hia 
hands, without end or object, and generally having 
his mouth filled -with grass. For aorae months there 
was but little change in bis condition. At length, 
having become eome^vhat less bewildered, his attend- 
ant succeeded in inducing him to assist in making beds- 
Shortly afterwards he was employed with the painters 
and glaziers upon the green-house ; after this he went 
into the carpenter's shop, where he worked regularly 
for eeYeral weeks. Meanwhile, hia bodily health 
improved, his mind gradually returned to its former 
integrity, and be was discharged cured of hU mental 
diaorder." 

"These cases are fair esampka of the utility of a 
combination of medical and moral treatment; for in 
all of ihem, medicine was regularly administered, 
until within a compoi'atively short period before their 
departure from the institution. They are presented 
also HA cogent arguments in favor of giving to manual 
labor that pre-eminence which has already been 
Ae^gncd to it;' 

Dr, Rockwell, of the Vermont State Hoapital^ writes 
as follows : 

Due provieion has been made for the exerciBOr 
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amusemeBt and employment of the patients. Con^ 
nected with the asylum is a farm of fifty acres, on 
which the patients are employed in gardening and 
farming, to such a degree as shall he conducive to 
their health. Such employments are now admitted 
to he among the most important and successful means 
of restoration. We have a carpenter's and also a 
shoemaker's shop and tools, for the employment of 
those who have heen accustomed to work in them. 
There is also a printing office, in which we puhlish a 
Journal, and have an exchange list of more than two 
hundred newspapers." 

Dr. McFarland, of the New Hampshire Hospital, 
reports to the Legislature concerning the sanative 
benefits of labor, thus — 

" Our farm, we find by an increased experience of 
its curative advantages, as affording labor for the 
patients, as well as economical provision for the 
wants of our household, to be a most valuable append- 
age to the asylum. Its advantages are the more 
apparent, as we are now beholding, on its ample and 
iar stretching surface, the growing means of providing 
for our increasing numbers, and diminishing the 
burden of their support" 

While we believe the benefits of carefully ap- 
pointed employments are incalculable, we know that 
those which are ill-efaosen are most mischievous. 
This position I illustrate by the statement of a case 
lately related to me by a medical man, of an insane 
person who had been very highly excited, and who 
was chained and kept in the cell of a poor-house in 
New Jersey. After a time the paroxysm subsided, 
hut the rigid confinement, waut of air, and a coi- 
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fltrainetl position, bad essentially weakened the 
muscular fibre. In short, he yvna pale^ emaciated, 
luid feeble, but eager to be let out. The keeper 
promised this if he would work; and^ eftp;er for 
enlargement; he readily proroiscd to do 80, lie waa 
accordingly removed from the cell, and directed to 
load a teiim with atone. He went to work with 
alacrity, but was soon csbaiisted and asked for rest. 
This was refused, and the command of *^ work, or back 
to your ceiy proved a Hufficieat incentive and terror, 
to urge him to the utmost through the day. One 
day more in feebleness, and with blistered and lace^ 
ated hands, he punnied tbe unequal task; tben his 
strength altogether failed^ and to the cell he was 
remanded — the master saying to hira, he "was lazy 
and must pay for it." After this, the patient's iacul- 
ties rapidly giive way, and be who mighty with 
judittouH care and prudent direction, have recovered 
reason and ability for a life of useful labor» is now a 
confirmed idiot. Employment 13 highly important 
and useful for tlie insane ; but it is not lesa imporlnnt 
that this should be assigned with judgment, propor- 
tioning the task to the physical strength and mental 
capacity. 

I recollect seeing, during several visits to tbe 
hospital at Lexington, Kentucky, the alacrity with 
which the patients daily hastened, according to their 
elates, to the Held, the garden, the kitchen^ the 
lanodry, and tbe dairy; conducting their eeveral 
varied labors with cheerfulness and propriety. 

At the State Hospital in Massachufictin, ^' the pa- 
tients are employed in farming, gardening, cabinet 
making, matraas and hamCBa making, tailoring, &o_ 
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The produce of the farm alone^ amounted to upwards 
of $3,200. The amusementa are various; riding, 
reading, gamesj walks, cultivation of flowera in their 
Tooma or on the grounds, dancing, singing, &c. 
ArrarigemeDta for sj^sLeraatic employment are in 
force in McLean Asylum, the Weatt^m Asylum of 
Virginia, and other inetitutions, and the respective 
ofliccrs bear the strongest fovotable testimony. Dr. 
Bell, of the McLean Aaylutn, r^peakn of it "aa an 
appliance of moral treatment which has proved 
BUpcrior to all others as regards a large class of 
patients/' 

The benefits of hospital care are ineatlmable- 
Thousands of touching cases might be adduced, did 
the limits of a commnnication like this permit, I 
quote but fe^T illustrations: 

The physician of the hospital for the insane at 
Columbia, South Carohna, offers the following cases: 

C entered the aisytum tec or twelve ycara ago, 

after being confined twenty years in one of the joils 
of this Stftta_ He was very violent, and continut^d 
fio for some years, but ia now uniformly quiet, and 
quite a useful man. 

A was chained for many years to n block, and 

was so violent when admitted into the asylum, that 
ehe ran every body out of the yard, and had to be 
aubdiied by the male keepers. She is now the moat 
useful patient In the house among the femnlctL 

L was admitted into the Lunatic Ad3'lum on 

the 5th of January, 1838, She had for eleven years 
been confined In a small cabin eight or ten feet square. 
The only opening for comraimication with the interior 
of tbia hut, was a small bole cut near the door, about 
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as large aa n common pane of glass, and the door 
closed and kept constantly so» hy substantial pins 
which were drove tight into the facing. 

Sometime daring the year 1829, I entreated tho 
mother of thb unfortunate girl to nend her to an 
aaylmUj where she might have greater liberty, and 
enjoy many comforts which coulJ not be extended 
to her in her present eitualion. My request was 
promptly refused on the ground of possible ill-treat- 
ment, and the poor girl was doomed to solitary 
confinement nine years longer, irom false views of 
maternal duty. 

The solicitude of friends at length overcame the 
prejudice of the mother, and a day was fixed for the 
removal of the miaemble tenant of ihis cheerlcBS 
priaon ; and for the first lirac in eleven years, January 
2d, 183S, the door of the maDisic mub opened to the 
light of day. How revolting the spectacle I too much 
80 for detail In one comer of the filthy cell, a poor 
emaciated female, with long and matted hair, was to 
be seen^ endeavoring to conceal herself with a few 
filthy rags — her face turned to the wall, and every 
efibrt made, aa if to ehrink from the gaze of the 
spectator. In a few days, the eubject of this account 
was placed in the aaylum. For a while, it seemed 
improbable that she could long survive, but contrary 
to our expectation, her recovery was rapid, and in a 
few weeks she was to be seen in ecatacy, enjoying 
the bleseinga which are, in these days of light and 
benevolence, common in similar institutions. 

It is but a few years fiirce ihe alma house of Boston, 
Su0blk county, revealed scenes of horror and abomin* 
ation rarely exhibited, and such as we trust are now. 
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in the mass at least^ nowhere to be foand in the United 
Statea. These mad-men and mad-women were the 
mpst hopeless cases, of long standing, and their malady 
was confirmed by the groBsest miBmanagement 

The citizens at length were roused to the enonoity 
of these abuses ; to the monstrous ii^ustice of herding 
these maniacs in a building filled with cagee^ behind 
the bars of which, all loathsome and utterly offensiTe 
they howled, and gibbered, and shrieked, day and 
n^ht, like wild beasts raving in their den& They 
knew neither decency or quiet, nor uttered any thing 
but blasphemous imprecations, foul language, and 
heart-piercing groans. The most sanguine friends of 
the hospital plan hoped no more for these wretched 
beings than to procure for them greater decency and 
comfort; recovery of the mental faculties for these 
was not expected. The new establishment wafl 
opened and organized as a curative hospital The 
insane were gradually removed, disencumbered of 
their chains, and freed from the foul remnants of 
garments that failed to secure decent covering* 
They were bathed, clothed, and placed in comfortable 
apartments, under the management of Dr. Butler, 
now superintendent of the Betreat at Hartford. la 
a few months, behold the result! recovering health, 
order, general quiet, and measured employment! 
Visit the hospital when you please, at "no set time 
or season," but at any hour of any day, you will find 
these patients decently clothed, comfortably lodged, 
and carefully attended. They exercise in companies 
or singly ; in the spacious halls, they may be seen 
assembled, reading the papers of the day, or books 
loaned from the library \ some labor in the yard and 
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about the groiinda; some busy themaelres in the 
vegetable, and some in the flower garden; some 
ftre employed within dooTi^ in the laundry, in the 
kitchen^ in the ironing-room, in the sewing-room. 
In every part of the house a portion of the patients 
find happiness and physical health, by *ell chosen, 
well directed employment. Care ie had that this 
doe* not fatigiie^ that it i-^ not mietimed; anJ the 
visitor sees, amidst this company of busy ones, some 
of the murables who eo long inhabited the cages, and 
wore away life for years in anguiab, encompaaaed by 
indescribable borrora. And though, of tliis once moat 
miserable company, less than one-aixtb were restored 
to the right nac of their reasoning faculliee, with but 
few exceptions they are capable of receiving pleasure, 
of engaging in some sort of employment, and of being 
taken to the chapel for religious services, where they 
are orderly and serious* Such, to the insane panpers 
of Boston, Suffolk county, have been, and continiie to 
bcj the benefits of the hospital treatment Than 
theirs, no condition could be worse before removal 
from the old building; now, none can be better for 
creatures of broken health and impaired faculties, 
incompetent to guide and govern themselves, but 
yielding to gentle influences and watchful care. 

Of the urgent necessity for a hospital in lUiuoiSj 
many are sensible who will read these pages; but 
there is perhaps a larger number to whose minds this 
claim presents itself under the view of no serious and 
positive obligation. A little in<|iury will satisfy all who 
doubt, that this is eitbcrn great or an increasing evil. 
Illinois, according to the years since the country was 
settled, has a full proportion of Insane, Idiotic, and 
3 
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Epileptic patients; not niimerous enough merely to 
m&ke it expedient to e^tablinh a hospital appropriate 
for their care and cure, for their own protection, and 
the protection of othere ; but an unoompromiaiug 
dnty, from the voice of whose warnings and admoni* 
tiocs there Is no mode of escape or evasion. Here 
humanity, receiving impulse from woejflelfish motives, 
claiming relief from anxiety and perplexity which 
never cease their diatractionfl, and political economy, 
now more clainorouB than ever, combine to hasten 
your efficient action upon thia moat solemn question. 
A few, the timid and superficial readers of their 
fellow-menj bnt a few, will plead against appropria- 
tions for this work on the unsound reasoning that 
their constituents will disapprove the meaflure : but I 
believe that it cannot be shown that the people at 
large ever luonife^t displeasure when their repreaent- 
atives appropriate their money to fiuch objects as 
these. The citizens of nJinois, as other States, will 
not be found backward to make even some sacrifices^ 
should these be required, when it is made evident 
that great sufleringR exist within their borders, which 
they have the ability to mitigate, to control, and to 
limits 

In the poor-houses and county jails of thia Stale, I 
have not found, at the periods of my viaits^ many 
insane persons; but I have seen many in private 
dwellings, in *^ cabins," in **pen3," and wandering at 
large; often, veiy often bearing the marks of rude 
OBsaultj and the effects of exposure to storms and 
frosL Inthepoor-houseat Galena, the mn^er Allowed 
me through a email apartment occupied by poor pa- 
tients ill of fever, of consumption, and others confined 
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mereij tbrough accident, broken limb^ &g. Passing 
ioto the adjacent apartm^iit, also small, I perceived a 
nian-c^e constructed on one ride, with strong perpen- 
dicular barH, iuclcsing n space about six feet by three. 
"There, madam/ said the keeper wiUi emotion, "there 
18 the only place I have for keeping the furiously 
inEfane,wheu they are sent to the poor-house — a place 
not fit for a dng — a place where they become daily 
worse, and where their criear vociferationSj and hlae- 
pbemies, with other offenses, drive all peace and quiet 
from the place. The sick have no respite, and the 
family at lai^e no re&l. W<? want, madam, a hospital 
in our State, and the people ought to know it. It 
costs as much again and tUree-fold aa much to keep 
them here ai* it would in an aj'yium, and when we've 
done our best, they Mre in a dreadful condition. We 
got up a subscription in town, aud sent our last mad- 
maUj under charge of keepers, home to his friends in 
Miehigan — he was furiously crazy, and I doi^t know 
how they can manage him." 

The gentlemen who represent severally the coun- 
ties of Menard, Mason, Fulton, McDonough, Schuylerj 
Marquette, Ca^ Pike and Morgan, can, I believe, 
render you such facts respecting the sufferings of the 
insane in their districts, oa will not only sustain my 
importonityj but carry the conviction to the minds 
of any, if there be any, who may question the neces- 
ffltiefl of this class. I cannot show you the numbers, 
by exact numerical computation, which claim your 
provident care. I am convinced that many caaea have 
been overlooked, but 1 have seen more than enough 
to convince me that no appeals in behalf of these can 
at this time be too earnest. In the aouthem, as in 
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the central and northern countiea, most distressing 
cases, of persons whose limbs have been frozen, both 
through e^kposiire while wandering in the country 
during iiiclemcut .seasons, and Jruui being shut up in 
enmll cella or pens, without clothing or fire to temper 
the cold in the one, or protection from the pitiless 
fitorm^ in the other. 

Tbere is at this time in Morgan county, a man who 
had been furiously mod, moat of the time, for many 
years. Since he became ineane, he haa been sup- 
ported at large expense by tbe county. His nister 
and brother-in-law have charge of him. A county 
offices wtitCB to me concerning this poor creature, aa 
Ibllows : 

"Fanning is in a moat wretched condltioOj being 
kept more like a wild beast than a human being," I 
have, together with several citizciu of Jackaonville, 
visited this maniac Those who are paid by the county 
fur taking charge of him, seemed to me to err through 
incapacity and entire ignorance how to control him, 
rather than through willful neglect and inhumanity. 
His sister said to me, '^ he is a sight of trouble, and 
coats a dreadfiJ deal — but we had rather take care of 
him, than leave him to strangers, became we are kinder, 
and treat him better than they would/' Mow for the 
eotii/ofi, the sHuafiouj tbe ircat/iiient of this unoffending 
man, who, before Ibe accident which induced insanity, 
was characterized, as ia testified by those who knew 
him, for intelligence, industry^and correct habits. 

It w^s an intensely hot day last summer^ when I 
viAited -Fanning. He was confined in a roofed ^wn, 
which enclosed an area of about eight feet by eight 
— probably a few inches over Tbe interstices be- 
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twecn the unhewn logs^ freely admitted the scorcbiug 
rays of the sun then ; as they now afibrd admission 
to the frequent rainsj the driving anow, and the 
pinching frost. He waa without bed and without 
clothing; his food, of the coarseet kind, was passed 
through a space between the logs; ** no better/' Bftid 
a neighbor,*' thaJi the hogs are fed.'' 

Some sort of coarse bed-clothing and ^rmenfs, at 
times irere supplied, but uaunliy not Hia feet bad 
been frozen, and had perished ; upon the shapeless 
fituiupa, he could, aided by some motion of hia shoul- 
ders, raise his body partially against the side of the 
pen. This wretched place was cleaned "once in a 
week or fortnigbtj" in mild weather; not so in the 
vretj cold, wintry eeaaons. I was told that when the 
pen waa opened for this purpose, the help of neigh- 
bors was requisite : ^ We have men called, and they 
go in and tie him strongly with ropes, and get him 
out on the ground, and then they clean the pUee^ and 
him, by throwing over pails of water/' Of course no 
fire is here introduced in cold winter weather; but 
a fflngvdar expedient has been adopted, as horrible as 
it is singular: beneath the pen is excavated a pit 
about six feet deep and six on either side. This 
di'eary, ghastly place is entered through a trnp-door; 
neither light, heat, nor ventilation thero ; but there 
ia to be found a pining, desolate^ sufferiDg maniac, 
whose piteous groans, and frantic cries, would move 
to pity the hardest heart. 

Gentlemen, as you read this terrible narrative, and 
if you cbooae may visit the miserable subject of it^ 
place yourselves for a few dreadful moments in his 
Hituation: realise, if you can, some portion, it needs 
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will be a pmall part, of hia aufferinga : conaider that 
these are spread over years gone by, and may drag 
through years to come, if no hospital unfolds its por- 
tals to receive and give relief for such deep difltress. 
The Saviour, whose disciples tvc profess to be, loft 
one simple, infallible rule, as a direction of the acts 
of man to his fellow-man, viz: *^as ye teould (h<d men 
should do to YOU, do ye even so to thevi." I have laid 
before you one case, yet not revealing half its horrora ; 
it varies but very little from viany I could adduce; 
the list of which other persons can extend, both here 
and abroad. 

But one eflective remedy for these "woes is prfr 
sented; it can only be found in a well eatabliBhed, 
skillfully conducted hospital- 
Legislators of Illinois, upon your action on this 
f|uestion, rest the peace and happiness, the usefulness 
and the lives of thousands of your fellow-citizena ; 
iiay* yc)ur own immediate interests herein, are indis- 
solubly intertwined. Who shall aay that his mountain 
standelb firm, and that he is securely anchored upon 
the rock ? Who shall say that the familiar friend, 
the revered parent, the child of his aflections, the 
beloved wife of his bosom, aye, even he himself, may 
not claim the guardian care now solemnly as urgently 
solicited for others? Timely provide for maladies 
which cauDot be wholly averted, but whose dire 
distresses may be mitigated and oftener healed, 

Kise not from the grave and often perplexing delib- 
erations, which claim your legislation, till you have 
added to acts bearing merely on the political condi- 
tion of your State, this work of peremptory obligation 
to humanity. Retire not from these halls, in which 
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honor, integrity and juetice should rule, till you have 
rendered this noble service to your fellow-citizenB; a 
Berrice which shall he commemorated long after you 
fihall have passed from the active stage of this life : a 
service, the holy recollections of which will assist to 
smooth your path through the ''dark valley;" and 
which the Kecording Angel shall inscribe in the Book 
of Life: '"For the memory of righteous acts shall 
never periah, neither in this world, nor in that which 
is to come ?*

Section 1. Be U enacted hy ihepeopk of tie ^aie <f 
HSmSf repraented in the General Assembly^ That there 
shall be established, as soon after the paasage of this 
act as flhall be practicable, at or within four miles of 
the town of Jacksonville, in the county of Morgan, in 
this State, an institution to be styled and known as the 
Ulinoia State Hospital for the Insane- 

§ 2. That Joseph Morton, James Dunlap, John J, 
H^xlin, John Henry, Samuel D, Lockwood, William 
Thomas, Bezeleel Gillett, Nathaniel English and Owen 
M. Longr of Morgan county, shall constitute a body 
politic and corporate, by the name and style of "The 
Trustees of the Illinois State Hospital for the Insane," 
who shall manage and direct the concerns of the insti- 
tution, and ma^e all necessary by-laws and regula-^ 
tions for their own governance as may not be incon- 
sistent with the laws and constitution of this State ; 
they shall have power to hold, dispose of and convey 
all real and personal property conveyed to them by 
gift, devise or otherwise, for the use of the institution ; 
they shall serve without compensation,and shall serve 
as follows, to be determined among them by lot, viz: 
Three of them shall serve for one year, three for two 
years, and three for three years irom the passage of 
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tliis act, and until their eucces.sors are appoiiited and 
qualified ; and at the expiration of the reepective 
terms of office, the vacancicu shall be filled by ap- 
pointment for three years, to be made by the gov- 
ernor of the Stale. Should any vacancy occur by 
death, resignation or olhermse, such vacancy ehall 
be Clled by the governor by an appointment for the 
unexpired term of the trustee whose place was thus 
Tacated. The said trustees shall have charge of the 
general interest of the inHtitutlou > they shall appoint 
the superintendent, nt^sistant physician and aleward, 
and fix the amount of their adaries. The superia* 
tcudent shall be a ekJUfiil physician, and shall be 
appointed for a terra of ten yeara, duriDg which time 
Ilia salary ^lall not be reduced ; he ehnll be subject to 
removal only for infidelity to the trust reposed in liim^ 
or incompetency to the discharge iLcraof ; he ehall 
be a married man, and with hia family reside in 
the iustitution. The trustees, by and with the advice 
and consent of the governor, shall make euch by-laws 
for the government of the institution as ahall be 
necessary. They ehall appoint a treiu^urer^ who ehall 
give bond to the governor and his successors io office, 
for the use of the people of the State of UUnoi?, for 
the fiiithful discharge of tlie duties of Lis office ; tbey 
tdiall determine his compensation for services, al^o the 
ealariee of such other officers and assi;^tants b& may be 
necessary to the able and economical administration 
of the atTairs of the institution. 

§ 3. The said trustees are authorized to purchase 
or obtain by grant or otherwise, not exceeding three 
Iiundrftd acresof land, situated o^aforenaid, which t^id 
tract of land shall have a never-failing supply of water 
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on the premises, and be conveDiently situated foi 
neceawiry euppliea of fuel. For the purpose of secui^ 
ing said hnd, if necessary, aa also for the purpose ol 
erecting and constructing the hereinafter described, 
buildings, and meeting such expenditures as may bi 
incidental to the'ereclion and completion of the aaii 
hospital and appurtenances, there ia hereby appropri* 
ated the proceeds of a tax on all the taxable property 
in this State of one-fifth of a mill on the dollar's 
worth of such taxable property; -which said tax shall 
be continued for three years, and shall, in addition to 
the taxes now provided by law, be levied as other 
taxe8 are now laiaed and paid into the treaeuryj to 
bedmbureed as hereinafter provided. 

§4, At any time after the said site shall have heei 
secured, not exceediug three months^ the said trusteeg^ 
ehall contract for the erection of the necessary build', 
ingg and out-housea, and the improvement of iht 
ground appertaining thereto^ on the most iniprovei 
plana, having reference to commendable prudence! 
PromdfiljlhnX the hospital building filinll be construct- 
ed in the most improved manner of brick or unhe^ 
etone, the partition ivaila to be brick, and to contaii 
flues for heating, ventilators^ and also water pipes 
the roof to bo fire proof. 

I 5» The paid trustees, on or before the first day oi 
the meeting of the general assembly of this State, a1 
every session thereof, [ahallj liy before each branch 
of the same an exact a^-count of all the conlraci 
expenditures and liabilities which they fiball 
incurred or authorized in the execution of their duties, 
with vouchers for the same; and in case of thei 
failure to do so, their authority to isane on the Stat< 
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treasury to ceaae; and the trustees shall &o construct 
and complete the said building*", out-houses and im- 
provements hA the same may accommodate two 
hundred and fifty patienla and the ueces,sary iitteud- 
ants ; and the whole cost of so doing ^hall not exceed 
Bixty thousand dollars. 

§ G. The sftid trustees shall, before entering upon 
the duties of their office, give bond^ with sucli security 
aa may (be] rerjuired by the governor, for the faith- 
ful and proper appliciilion of the funds placed in their 
liands and performance of their duties. 

§ 7. The treasurer of the State is hereby directed 
to receive from the collectors of the several counties 
in this State the moneys arising from the tax levied 
by thie act, and to keep secure the same as a eepamte 
fund, to be styled and known as " the fund for the 
iasaoe,'' and shall therefrom pay out to the said trus- 
tees, on the warrant of the governor^ such sums of 
money a^ they may require for buitdings and im- 
provements contemplated by thia act. not exceeding 
the amount of said fund, at such timee as the same 
may be required ; and the said governor and treasurer 
shall make reports of their transactions, in connection 
with the said disbursements, at their so reporting : 
Protidfd, that the money constituting the sjiid fund 
shall, under no circumstances, be applied (o any other 
purpose than thoao now herein provided for. 

§ 8, The Buperintendent shall appoint and exercise 
entire control o\er all subordinate officers and assist- 
ants in this institution, and shall have entire direo- 
tion of the duties of the same. 

§9. The said trustees and their suceeAnor^ in oRice 
Khali have power to lake and hold in trust, for the

use and benefit of tlie Institution anj grant or devisd' 
of lands and any donation or bequest of mon^y or) 
other personal property, to be applied to the main- 
tainance of insane peraons in or to tbe ordiiiarR 
purposes of the institutioD. 

§ 10. The admission of insane patients from the 
aeveral counties of this State shall be in proportion 
to the population of tbe same: Prot^ded, that each 
county shall be entitled to send at least one iasane 
patient 

§ 11. Indigent peraons and paupers shall be charged 
for medical attendance, board and nursing, while in- 
mates of this iustitution^ no more than the actual 
cost attending the same. Paying patientfl,not charge 
able to the countiefl, shall pay Huch suni or minifs for 
the privilcgca of the inatitutioQf £13 t^ball be deter- 
mined npon by tbe trustees. 

§ 12- The county commissioneiB* courts of the 
several counties of this Stn.te eholl have authority to 
send to this institution such insane paupers in their 
county a* they may deem proper subjects, and on bo 
doing shall provide^in advance, the costs and charges 
attending the treatment of such insane pauper to be 
paid to the proper officera of the institution. 

\ 13- The courts of this State fchall have power to 
commit to this institution any person who, ha\ing 
been arraigned upon a charge of any capital or felo- 
nious offense, have been found by tbe jury to baye 
been and to be insane at the time of such arraign- 
ment ; tho expense of such peraons so committed^ if 
in indigent circumstances^ shall be paid by the county 
in which be or she may have resided at tlie time of 
tbe commission of the alleclged offense; it shall bo 
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the duty of the court, however, in all cases, to ascer- 
tain the condition of such peraoii, and the nature and 
intent of hia or her property, if he or she have any, 
and certify the same to the trustees of the institu- 
tioD ; and if such person have no property, then 
certify to the said trustees the name of the county 
in which such person resitleJ at the time of thecom- 
miG.'don of the offense charged. In all eases wbero 
such person shall be posecsscd of property, real or 
pen<onal, in his or her own rights and the same ia cer- 
tified to the trustees as herein provided, a lieu ia 
hereby declared to exist on all such property in favor 
of said trustees from the time of the arrest of such 
person, or if not arrested before indictment found, 
then from the date of finding such indictment, to the 
extent of the regular charges of the institutionj for 
the care and oltention bestowed on such person. 

§14, If the county commissioners of any county, 
or the person to whom finy patient sent to this insti- 
tution is chargcablcj ahall neglect or refuse, upon 
deDiJLud made, to pay the trustees the expenses, ordi- 
nary and extraordinary, of such patient, the trustees 
are authorized and empowered to collect the eamc 
by proceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction, 

§ 15, If any person shall apply to the circuit court 
of any county in this State for the commitment to 
thia institution of any inaane person within the jurifl- 
diction of the same, it shall be the duty of such court 
to in([uire into the fact of insanity as is now provided 
by law, and if such court ehall be satiefied that auch 
person is, by reason of his or her insanity, unsafe to 
be at large, or is RuGermg from mikindnesji, cruelty, 
hardship or exposure, it shall thereupon commit such 
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insane person to this institution, making inquiry as 
to hia or her property, and certifying as hereinbefore 
provided, the expenses of such persons to be defrayed 
precisely as is pointed out in the thirteenth section 
of this act 

§ IS, In admitting patients into this institution, the 
indigent insane in this State shall always have prece- 
dence ; and while the provisions of the institution are 
not sufficient to meet the applications for admission, 
recent cases shall have preference over those of 
chronic character. 

1 17. The governor, justices of the supreme court, 
and members of the legislature shall be ez offim visit- 
ors of the institution, 

§ 18. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

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ILUNOIS STATE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 



To ike General Assemh^ of the Sitde of IlSnoia : 

The trusteea of the Illinois Stale Hospital for the 
Insane, in compliance with the act of incorporation, 
submit the following report: 

On the twentieth of March, 1847, seven members 
of the board met in Jacksonville, and severally agreed 
to execute the trust reposed in them by the general 
assembly. Each executed a bond to the governor in 
the penalty of five thousand dollars, conditioned for 
the faithful and proper application of the funds placed 
in their bands, and the performance of their duties; 
they then organized as a board, elected Samuel D, 
Lockwood, president, and William Thomas, secretary. 
They next proceeded to determine by lot their terms 
of service, and the result wan, that Samuel D, Lock' 
wood, Joseph Morton, and Owen M, Long, drew the 
term of three years; William Thomas, Nathaniel 
English, and John J. Hardin, the term of two years ; 
and James Dunlap, B. Gillett, and John Henry, the 
term of one year. 

The board then directed the secretary to open a- 
4 
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correspondence with the fiuperintendentd of other 
hoHpitflls in the United States, to obtain inforniEitioii 
upon the following pomts: 

First In regard to the location of bnildings, and' 
the quantity of land necesaary to the uses of th^^ 
hofipital. 

Second. In regard to the plan and construction of 
buildings, the manner of heating and ventilating, the 
material of the roof, and the cost of such a buildin] 
as the board were required to erect. 

TMrd. In regard to the manner of erecting the 
buildings nnd making other necessary improveraenta. 

Fovrtk In regard to the necessity or propriety ofj 
appointing a medical superintendent to take charge' 
of, and personally superintend the erection of the 
buildings and the making of other necessary improve•^ 
ments. 

Subsoqncnt to this meeting, intelligence was r^-J 
ceived of the death of John J. Hardin, and WilHanLl 
W. Happy was appointed by the governor to supply 
the vacancy in the board ; aad Mr. Happy and John 
Henry, the other member, having executed the honda 
required, entered upon the duties of their appoint- 
ment- 

In reply to the letters of the secretary, the super- 
intendents of hoapitab in other States concurred ia 
the following suggestions : 

First, That buildings for the accommodation of 
the insane are peculiar, and that a thorough knowl- 
edge of all the arrange men tf^, and uses of all the 
aparlmentSj is necessary to their proper coostruclion. 

Second. That the location should be selected with 
a view to healthy to scenery, free circulation of air, 
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the influeDce of the eun, supply of water, and if prac- 
ticaMe^ oa high and rolUng ground, so 03 to admit of 
drainage from the buildings and adjacent grounds. 

Third, That from one to three hundred acres of 
land should be secured, to be used for pleaaure 
grounds, orchards, meadow, and plow-land. 

SburlL That the board sliould acquaint itself with 
the plans of all the buildings in other States, and 
with all the latest improvements, and select from 
amtjng them, having regard to cost, convenience, 
adaptation to climate, and peculiar location. 

Fifih. That if practicable the services of a medical 
man, skilled in the acicuce of architecture, and in the 
peculiarities of such buildings, should be procured 
before any plan waa agreed on. 

*SWA. That unless a medical man, having the 
requisite qunlih cat ions, could be pracured, a scientific 
and experienced architect^ in regard to auch buildings^ 
should be employed, 

ScvenlL That all the matcriala for the building 
Ahould be purchased by the board, and none but the 
beet be permitted to be used. 

£i^htli. That tbo work should bo executed under 
the constant and vigilant supervision of the Buperin 
tendent. 

On the first of May, 1847, the board agreed upon 
the location of the building, provided a quarter section 
of land could he purchased at twenty dollars peracre^ 
and a committe was appointed to make the purchase. 
On the 15th May one-half of the quarter selected 
TITOS offered for ealc at public auction, one-half of the 
purchase money payable in one, and the other in two 
years, to bear interest from the Bale, and the commilee 
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puicbafled the same at $1,600. On the 4th June 
thereafter, the board purchased the other half of mid 
quarter at Bixtf^en hundred and seventy dollars, pay- 
able iBt January, 1848, with interest from the sale; 
possesion of both tracts to be obtamed on the first of 
March, 1848. The land lies south of Jacksonville, 
and the site for the building is one and a quarter 
miles from the court-house. The whole quarter, ia* 
closed and in cullivatioD. It is believed that no better 
location could have been made. The site ia so elevar 
ted as to command a view of the country for several 
miles to the north, south and west, and to admit of 
easy drainage into a running stream passing near the 
same. 

The members of the board having received such 
information in relation to the building in Indiana as 
to induce the belief that the plan of that building 
might be safely adopted, Moore C. Goltra, a carpenter 
and joiner, was employed to proceed ,to Indianapolis 
and obtain the plans, drawings, and specifications of 
that building. Instructions were given to procure 
from the superintendent, Dr. John Evans, such a plan 
as he could recommend, with the necessary drawings 
and specifications, to enable the board to determine 
upon its adoption. 

On the fourth of June the board agreed to contract 
for the common and cut stone, and lime and sand 
required for the foundation of the building, with a 
view to its being laid the ensuing fall; and for the 
brick, joists and door and window frames, which would 
be required during the year 1848; and a building 
committee, con^ting of Messrs. Long, Gillett, and 
Happy, was appointed, vested with powers to contract 
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tat B&id material^ and execute the orders of the board 
in rektion to the building and other improvements. 

On the tenth day of July, Mr Goltra having re- 
turned with tiie grovnid plans and drnwmgr^ of the 
Indiana hospital^ the bojird adopted the plan of that 
building, in regard to the principal building and 
wings, and appointed Mr, Moore C. Goltra mechanical 
Riperintendeiit at two dollars and fifty cents per day 
for the time occupied m the service of the State, 
Mr. Goltra ivaa vested mih power to contract for 
materials, and the execution of work under the direc- 
tion of the board or building committee, and woa 
required to proceed without delay to rtie makirg of 
coutracta necessary to the laying of the foundation 
of the building during that Reason. 

The building agreed upon is described by the 
mechanical Bupcrinlcndcnt aa follows: "Principal 
building one hundred feet in front by forty-eight 
deep, with a basement of eight feet, and three princi- 
pal stories of eleven feet each, an attic of eight feet, a 
center hall ten feet wide, extending from front to rear, 
and a traverse hall, ten feet wide, extending the whole 
length of the main building; on the center to rise a 
plain dome- The front to be ornamented by a plain 
portico, rieiug two and a half stories from the platform 
of five feet elevation, and supported by four doric col- 
umn?; two coTinecting wings, falling back thirty feet 
from the front of the principnl building, and pamllel 
therewith; each wing one hundred feet long in front, 
and one hundred and eighteen in the rearj seventy- 
two feet of wing tobeforty-twofeet wide, and twenty- 
eight feet to be forty-eight feet wide, with a basement 
fttory, the same aa in the principal building, with three 
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principal stories and an attic of eight fcctj upon the 
above twenty-eight feet; each story to be traversed 
by a hiill thirteen feet wide, exfendiug the wfjole 
length of the wing^^ and opening at each end with^J 
venitian windows to the open air/' ^M 

On the thirteenth of Noveniber the board rulopted 
a code of by-lawe, which, being approved by the 
govemorj took cfioct on the ninth December there- 
after. A copy of these with an amendment^ subse- 
quently adopted, and approved by the governor, iS 
hereto annexed. By reference to these by-laws, it 
will be seen that the medical superintendent is madd 
the general a^ent of the boaiJ. lie ih required : 

iBt. To make contracts for materials and labor, 
Tmdet the direction of the board, or advice of the 
building committee. 

2d, To make or procnre plans^ drawirgs and ftpeci- 
ficatione for the U£0 of the board, and of mechaulcs 
employed in the erection of tho building; 

3d. To give his daily attention to the buildings and 
improvements of adjacent grounds; 

4th. To direct the elylo and manner of escccting 
work, to see that raateriala used are of good and euit* 
able quality, and that the work is properly executed ; 

5th. To keep an accurate statemGnt of all contracts 
made, showing the date, the subject matter, the name 
of contractor and payments; 

6th, To make checks upon the treasurer for money 
due, specifying the contract on ivhich they are pay- 
able; 

7th. To keep an account of checks, showing the 
date of each, the name of the payee, the amount 
and on ^hat account. 
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The tieaaurer is required to receive and pay out of 
the fundd of the board; to keep the accounCa under 
appropriate heads, so as to show the eepamte expendi- 
tures for the various purposes of the institution. Re 
pays the checks of the supermlendent ; the contractB 
are filed with him to enable him to determine who ib 
entitled to paymenlajand the amounts. The accounts 
of the superintendent and trejieurer operate as checks 
upon each other, and no error or fraud can exist 
without the means of detection, or the concurrence 
of both of these officera and some third person. The 
iiamediate a,ppotntnient of il medical superintendent 
woe contemplated ivhen the by-laws were adopted, 
but none being made., an order waa made authorizing 
and requiring the mechanical superintendent to exe- 
cute the duties required of that oHicer until other- 
wise provided. 

At the same meeting of the board, John Henry waa 
appointed steward, and James Jackson, Ireasuren 
The latter executed a bond, with security approved 
by the board, in the penally of twenty-five thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the 
dutiesj then or thereafter required by law. 

On the thirleenlh December the board agreed upon 
the rc-setting and repairing the fencing arouud the 
farm, the making of several crosa fences, the planting 
of an orchard, the purchase of the necessary farming 
Utensils and tools for use on and about the farm ; the 
purcliose of a wagon and hor^s, and the building of 
a b&rn, to be used in the first instance for a mechanic's 
shop; and authorized the steward to execute this 
order. At this time it woi* contemplated to cultivate 
the farm at the expense of the board, in order to 
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p]ace it in position and for division into Bucb lot^ an 
for cultivatioD in duch mauner a^ might thereafter b 
found best for the interest and convenience of the 
iuetitution. 

The term of service of Messrs. ODnlap, Henry an 
Gillett expired on the first of Mairdi, 1848. M 
Dunlap was re-appolntedj and Messra James Gordon 
and AciuillaBecraft \vcrG appointed to aucced Mesera-^ 
Henry and Gillett. 

On the first of April, 1848, Mr. Lockwood re^gne 
his office of president of the board, and on tho twdflh 
June, Mr. Thomaa (being superseded in the office o 
secretary by the appointment of Archimedes C, Die 
aOD, under the amendment to the by-laws) was a 
pointed president of the board. 

On the twelfth Auguat^ 1848, Doct. James M. Hig- 
gins, of Gri^gsville, was appointed medical aiiperin- 
tendent, and by a resolution of the board he is no 
to enter upon the duties of bis office before the fir 
of March, nor until the board ahull thereafter direct, . 

On the twenty-ninth Aiignst, Dr. Iliggius notified 
the board of his acceptance of his appointment^ and 
espreaacd his determination to spend the fall nnd 
winter in visiting hospitals in other States, to acquaint 
himself with the plans und arrangements of bnildin 
and with the treatment ofpalienta 

The following is a statement of the contracts mad 
by and under the sanction of the hc^ard: 

July eight!i,1847, Jeremiah Sayre, contracted with 
for the delivery of rock and lime for fonndation. 
For good rock for rough wall, three dollars and twenty 
five cents per perch of twenty-five feet laid in the waU. 

For range work, cut one foot wide, fifty cents por 
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footj lineal measure, and for every tie fifty cents 
extra. 

Fop rock lime twenty-three cents per bushel — pay- 
ment to be mudt? upon the receipt of funds from the 
State; but orders to be j^iven on the treasurer at 
the end of every month for nine-lenths of the price 
of material delivered, one-tenth to bii retamcd until 
the materiula are used^ and in case of failure to de- 
liver a!l contracted for, the board to use one-tenth in 
paying another contractor, ifnecessaryto prevent loss. 

On the second July, 184S, A- W, Talnter contracted 
with for the delivery of five hundred thousand brick, 
&t fonr dollars and lifly cents per thou«ind. Two 
hundred and fifty tliouj^nd to be made during the 
fall, and delivered by the first of April, ilie bakfice 
to be made early in the spring, and furnisbed as 
Wanted to lay in the walla; one-lialf of the price to 
be paid eo soon as funds are received from the State, 
find the other half when the last brick are ready for 
delivery. 

On the fourteenth Angust, 1847, Samuel S. Beek- 
man, contracted with for Ifiying the foundfitinn — to 
be laid in the best manner^ under the direction of the 
Buperinlcndent, the outside walls with stone, the cro.'vi 
walla with stone and brick, arches to be braced, and 
flues made and plastered inside as the walls are carried 
Tip; walla to average four or fourand ahalf feet high, 
and to be finished ready for rnngc work by the fit- 
teenth November- One dollar twelve and a half 
cent« per perch of twenty-five feel, to be paid fur rock 
woric, and one dollar and sovontyfivc eenls per 
thousand for brick used in the cross walh, meaeured 
in the walls. 
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On the first August, 1847, John Gorham contracted 
with for lumber, viz:

The walnut to be used for frames, and to be of the 
best timber, clear of knots, cracks, splits or shakes, to 
be delivered by the first December The joists to be 
cut of sound oak, sawed so as not to spring, to be 
delivered first March, 1848, One dollar and seventy- 
five cents per hundred allowed for the black walnut, 
end one dollar and fifty cents per hundred for the 
oak, payable out of the first year's appropriation. 

On the twenty-eighth January, 1848, Cornelius S, 

Goltra, contracted with for frames for windows and 

doors of the first, second and third stories, to be made 

of white pine, according to specificatlonc

71 for Mcood Biory, 425 00 

71 for third story ,-...447 00 

Mr. Goltra furnishes the lumber, and pays for one 
coat of paint. 

On the eighth January, 1848, Jacob Miller of 
Winchester, contracted with for the delivery of five 
thousand bushels of good lime, at twenty-five cents 
per bushel. 

On the fifth February, 1848, contract made with 
Samuel S. Beekman for laying the brick and stone 
work of the hospital huildingf excepting the foundation 
previously let out. at two dollars and tbtrty-five cents 
per thousand for laying brick, eight cents per foot> 
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lineal raeasure, for setting the cut rock for fourdo- 
tion, And ^vater table. In nine inch wall fifteen brick 
face ftUowed for a foot ; in thirteen inch wall twenty- 
Jwo and a half; in eighteen inch wall thirty ; and in 
twenty-two inch wall, thirty-seven and a half, the 
tneofiuremcnt to be from corner to corner. Sflid 
Beekman to have the nae of a dwelling bouae, 
yardj garden and stable on the premiflea Upon 
the completion of each etory the work to be meas- 
uredt and the contract price paid, retaining aa security 
againfit default^ Ihirty-five per cent, of the price of 
the first story, twenty-live per cent, of the aeconil, 
fifteen per cent, of the third, and five per cent, of 
the fourth; and full payment to be made upon the 
completion of the work. The work to he executed 
under the supervision of the sviperinteodent, and the 
right reserved to rescind the contract in case of dulay, 
negligence, or unskillfulnesa in its performance. 

On ihe fifteenth March, 1848, contract made with 
Nathan Buckingham for 
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at one dollar fit^y centa per hundred, to be cut out of 
sound oak timber, and pawed i^o as not to spring, to 
he delivered by the fourth of July- 

On (ho same diy a contract was made with said 
Buckingham for all the timberfl^ boards &c.j required 
to build the barn, at the same price per hundred feet. 

March eixteonth, 1848, P, W» Tainter, contracted 
with for five hundred thousand brick — 250,000 to be 
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delivered as required for use after the fifteenth of 
August, and 250,000 as required for use after the first 
of April, 1849. The brick to be counted in the wall, 
allowing a nine inch wall, fifteen brick to the foot, 
face measure; in a thirteen inch wall, twenty-two; 
in an eighteen inch wall, thirty ; and in a twenty-two 
inch wall, thirty-seven. In measuring the wall to 
ascertain the number of brick^ all the openings, mortar 
joints and interspaces fo be deducted, except the 
flues, five courses of brick to be called eleven and one- 
half inches, three brick in width to be called one foot, 
and the measurement to be from corner to comer. 
Four dollars and fifly cents per thousand to be pud 
for the brick — one-half payable, in equal amounts, in 
June, July, August and September, and the other 
half on the first of April, 1849. The board has been un- 
able to make any payment upon this contract. None 
of the brick have been delivered, though they were 
made at the time stipulated. The board hopes to be 
able to obtain the brick in the spring, upon reasonar 
ble terms. 

On the third of April, 1848, A Lagran, of St Gen- 
evieve, Missouri, was contracted with for sawed stone, 
for caps and sills, and water tables, at the following 
prices:

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It ia eolid llmcstotie, with no eentns, atratas^ or 
sctika, and wcigba one hundred and fifty Iwo pounds 
lo ih^ square foot When taken from the qiiany it 
ia solt and is saweJ^ bt?fore being longexpof^nl to the 
air, into such a shape aud aizo aa may be desired, but 
n short time of espoaurc to the air ia necessary to its 
becoming hard like otlier limestone. 

Several biJ^ were made by clti^zeiid of Illinois for 
furnishing this rock. The lowest waa more than 
twenty per cent higher than the price paid, and the 
material greatly inferior to that obtained in Missouri, 
It WHS the desire of the board to procure this material 
in lllinoi?, but the great difference in cost, added lo 
the superiority of the article obtained, determined 
the question in favor of the purchase in Missouri. 

On the twenty-sixth of Aprils 1648^ a contract was 
made with Messrs McCorraiLck & Moore lor framuig, 
raiding and finishing o. barn, fifty feet long, tliirty 
wide, post« sixteen feet, one end to bo finished with 
fttalls for horses, the other left for oarrinj^e and wngon 
hotiae, with a threshing floor in the center^ at the 
following prices: 

For framing per square^ $1 25 ; weather-hoarding, 
of planed walnut, £1 25 per sf|uarc; abeatliing and 
shingling with pine shingles, to ehow four inches, 
(1 25 per square; windoww, ^3 each; double doors 
made and hung, $6 per pair; single doora, made and 
hung, 83 each ; flooring gl per square. 

On the thirteenth of May, 184^* Charles Nicholson 
waseontnic;ted with for the delivery of one ihoukiund 
buebeU of sand by the first of August, at eight cents 
per hui^bci Same day. Ah J, Voorhees contracted 
to deliver the same quantity at the ^ame lime and

price. On the fifteenth of May, J, X Meacham con- 
tracted to deliver two thousand bushels, same price 
and time, payable out of appropriation for 1848» On 
the sixteenth of July. Hugh Kenry and D. R Ange- 
low contracted to deliver five hundred busIieU each, 
said Henry byt he sixteenth of Aiiguetj and Angelow 
by the eistecclh of September, at eight cents pec 
bui^hel. 

The contracts for materialH, except those for eand, 
were let to the lowest bidders, after reasonable publi- 
cation of notice. The contracts for the e^LCCUtion of 
work, except that for the builJing of the barn^ and 
for each work as did not admit of specification, wero 
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let in the flame mitnner 

The work done upon the farm^ such oa repairing 
fences, cleaning fence row-s, t-eltJng out shade and 
fruit Irec^ breaking and cultivating ground, sinking 
and walling wells, and repairing buildinga, was per^ 
formed by the steward and persons employed by him 
by the month or day. 

In March, 1848, the steward, by the direction of 
the board, procured from the best nuraeriea in the 
vicinity of Alton und St. Loui;^ one hundred and fiftj^f 
four apple trees of choice varieties, which lie set out^ 
on the ground selected for the orchard, all of which* 
with but one exception, grew and are now hi a thri- 
ying condition. He also procured in this vicinity 
and fiet out, thirty feet apart, in a line parallel with 
the State road passing Die hospital, seventy-one trees 
of Hugar maple. He also set out upon the outer lines 
of the ground demgned for pleasure grounds and 
upon the lines of a fltrcet designed to be opened from 
the State road to the rear of the hospital buili" 
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elm and eycamorc trees, alternalely; nearly a!! of 
which trees, which are designed for ehat^e im well as 
ornament, grew and fire doing welL To fiirniah the 
ncccs^^arv frait and ehadc by the time Ihc buildings 
are Jlniahcd, all the varieties of trees common to the 
eltmate, for both ptirpaaes should be procured and 
set out next spring. 

A email part of the farm has been cultivated during 
the year at the expense of the corporation, the hti\- 
ance rented. The propriety of cultivating the farm 
at the expeuse of the board being questioned by 
some, arrangements were miidc during the last aummer 
hy the building comrniLtee to have U divided into 
four lots, and to sivoid the annual expense of cultiva- 
ting the whole and the risk of loss by depending upon 
renting or leasing, to have the north half converted 
into meadow or pasture. About twenty acres around, 
and including the buildings, into meadow, about 
twenty acres for an orchard, leaving forty acres 
only for annual cultivation. By this arrangement, 
the pasture and nieaJow hind will probably produce 
as much as it would in any other way, and require 
but litlle at- tention; the orchard may be protected 
by securing a careful tenant to cullivate the twenty 
acres, and the other lot may bo rented to the owners 
or tenants of the adjoining grounds 

The outside fence around the quarter section of 
land not being very substantial^ the whole would 
.ilikvebeeu replaced by a fence of new niateriiila during 
fte last year, hut for the Qsccrlaiued deficiency in 
funds to meet engagements for improvements deemed 
of more importance to ihe institution. The expenses 
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of three fences vvill have to be incurred during the 
year 1849. 

The foundation of the building was commenced in 
the fall of 1847> and calculations were then made that 
during the summer and fall of 1848 the wall could 
be carried up to the second tier of joists, but the 
board was compelled to limit the amount of work for 
want of funds* The walls of the principal building 
and east wing are ready for the first story window 
frames; a part of the range work has been set upon 
the west wiug The foundation is made of good^ 
though rough limestone. The walla are from thre« 
to four feet thick at the bottom^ two and a half feet 
at the top, and six feet high, upon which the corners 
of range work is set two feet high. 

There is now on hand, with which to operate next 
season, of rock, three hundred and eighty-four feet of 
range work; eight hundred feet lineal for water 
table; caps and sills for first story ; lumber, do; win- 
dow and door frames for first and second story ; joist^ 
lintels and bridging thirty-seven thousand feet; 
walnut for inside door frames, eight thousand seven 
hundred and thirty-seven feet; lime, eight hundred 
bushels; sand, seven thousand bushels; brick^ five 
hundred and sixty thousand (this includes five hun- 
dred thousand brick contrrcted for with Mr. Tainter, 
and for which he has received no pay). The timbers, 
framed for the barn, ready to be placed upon the 
foundation of stone already laid. 

The board expected to receive, during the year 
1848, at least eighteen thousand dollars, and the con- 
tracts were predicated upon this estimate ; and it was 
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that it was a,scertftineil that not exceeding fourteen 
tboueand dollara would be realised. The failure to 
OAseiis the special tax in Bcveral counties cituscd the 
diflerence between the e^timale and the amoimt 
not until after all the hefivy contracts had been made 
received. It is impOfsiblc now to estimate with accu- 
racy the total coflt of the building:? in progress. The 
price of materials as well els labor, are liable to great 
changes It ia also uncertain what amount will be 
produced by the special tax under the valuation of 
property, according to the provisions of the new con- 
8titutIoD. 'When the act of incoiporation was under 
consideration before the legialature, the estimate wa^, 
thatthe tax authorized would produce at least twenty 
thousand dolhirs per annum, and sixty thousand 
dollars would enable the board to erect the building 
required. If the legislature had not dchncd the capa- 
city of the building, its mze and cost might possibly 
liAve been diminished, but the requisition being^that 
the trueteea shall so construct and complete the said 
buildings, out-houses, and improvements, as the same 
may accommodate two hundred and fifty patients, 
and the necessary attendants," and the members of 
the board knowing that accommodations for a much 
larger number would be required, it was determined 
lo commence the building with a view to this requi- 
sition, rather than to the amount appropriated, look- 
ing to the probable efiect of the valuation of real 
estate, under the new constitution, upon the revenue^ 
and believing it probable that the amount appropria- 
ted will not be realized out of the special tax for 
three years, and fearing that the appropriation will 
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prove insufficient, the board respectfully recommeoda 
that the tax be continued another year. 

Early in the Bpring of 1847, the secretary of the 
board addressed a circular letter to the county com- 
mifisioners of every county in the State (a copy of 
'which is hereunto attached) for the purpose of 
obt^ning information, then deemed important to the 
action of the board, but bo few answers were received 
that no available benefit has resulted from the io- 
fonnation obtained. 

The treasurer's report hereto attached will show 
the amount of funds received and their application- 

At the last meeting of the board, held in December, 
an order was made requiring the mechanical superin- 
tendent to perform the duties required of the steward, 
and dispensing with the services of the latter officer. 

In making payments, the treasurer acta upon the 
contracts filed with him and the check of the super- 
intendent These constitute his vouchers, and they 
'will be submitted to the inspection of the appropriate 
committees and the general assembly whenever 
required. 

The steward's account of expenses and rents of 
iarm have not been stated. They will be stated and 
reported at an early day.

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SECOND BIENNIAL REPORT 



To the General Aifsetiilfy of the Side of lUbipk: 

The trustees of the Illinois State Hospital for the 
Insane Eubmil their second biennial report 

An outline of the plans and views and general 
li&hilities of the board was presented in the last 
report, and as no exceptions eeem to have been taken, 
it ia preeumod that they met with the general con- 
currence of the legislature, and of the people whoni 
iLey have the honor to represent. 

As was to be expected, the responsibilities and 
difficulties of the enterprise become only the more 
apparent at each step of its progress. 

Its nature and its means are peculiar — its end at 
once unique and sublime. It can make no eucoessful 
appeal to any selfisb, sectarian or partisan interest 
ThesCj if evok(id, could hut soil its purity an J impede 
its progresa It must look only to the heart of a 
great and free people to consecrate their annual 
chaiities to the relief of those whose "only hope is 
else but flat despairs.*' It invokes them to "minister 
to a mind diseased,'* and change the madman's wail^ 
"without money and without pncej" to a jubilee of 
household joy. 

By promptly responding to such a call, our own 
beloved State has placed herself in the front rank of 
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those marshaled philanthropists, who are advaDcing 
to the achievement of the glory of the ages, and the 
final destiny of man; and whatever else may he said

confidently hellevc, therefore^ whatever obstnclee may 
intorpoae, that the work will be done, and well done ; 
for the good people of this State will never reel until 
it it^ done. 

But the novelty of the enterprise is alao equally 
pecuhar. Such undertakings are not only new to us 
but to the world — they make a new era. They are 
the dawnings of a new age; the beginning and the 
outworking of a new hope to man. Experience here 
hoB not only to be sought, but to be manufactured — 
wrought out anew. We at once enter upon ground 
over which the oldest and mofit civilized States have 
been compelled to feel their way, groping doubtfully 
and carefully, with many fears and many footfalls. 
How then shall we, a people of yesterday, expect 
to rear an asylum for our insane fellows upon the 
ground from which we have but just now frightened 
the panther and the prairie wolf, without unexpected 
delays and dieap point men t8? 

It bafi added not a little to our embarrassment, that 
our oldest asylums, us their annual reports show, are 
every year growing wiser than before, in regard to 
the atnicture of their edifices, and the general man- 
agement of their charge. They, too, as well as wet 
are compelI*>d, to a certain extent, to proceed empiiv 
ically, and to find the hopes of one Bcason frustrated 
by the experience of the nest- One history of their

The least reflection oiufit convince any one, that to 
devise the mo&t heaUhfiil. safe, and economical mode 
of Wftrming and ventilating a building aome three 
hundred feet long by fifty wide, tenanted by some 
two or three hundred insane p^itientf^ few of whom 
can be trusted with any possible access to fire, ie no 
ineonsiderable taek. It will be eoen by reports and 
papers on tile of this board, that they have omitted 
no known means of obtaining the latest and most 
reliable infonnation on tbia most important eubjcct- 
In addition to the light thrown uponit by the reviews 
and annual reports of vcrioiw hospitals, and the re- 
cent and excellent worka of Dr. Bell and others, our 
Euperintendcnt has corresponded with other Hiipcrin- 
tendents, and has personally visited a number of 
the hospitals of our sister States^ and several similar 
insUtutions. From information thus obtained, it 
became apparent that the plan of heating and ventil- 
ating at first recommended to the board, and adopted 
by them, hud proven sadly defective ; and that in 
order to avoid the hazard of great esponae and Iops 
in future, it was necessary materially to modify the 
construclion of the llues as the walla progressed, 
The doubtfl and perplexities that grew out of this, 
and other difficultict", retarded the progrcsfl of the 
work for several weeks during the best part of the 
year 1849; so that, in connection with the general 
cauaea of delay indicated above, the work of that 
Reason did not progress so rapidly as might reosonably 
have been anticipated. 

The plan and elevation of the building, also, was 
at first copied from a part of the architectural design 
for the Indiana State Hospital, with little or no regard

to difference of site, locationj convenience, or variety 
of design. This courae, bo far as the mere foundation 
of the edifice is concerned, involved but little incon- 
venience or losa, as it fortunately admitted of nearly 
all the changes in the fluperstrncture which the nQ-_^ 
turc of the case seemed to demand : though perha] 
an earlier attention to this point might have savei 
eonie valuable room beneath the building. It ^as 
first proposed to erect the central parts of the orig- 
inal design in exact imitation of the same parts of 
the model, leaving off the extreme wings, with their 
peculiar finish, thus wholly mntilating and destroying 
the design of the original archilcct, eo long as the 
building should remain in that condition, which may 
be for a long series of years. 

But the board were anxious that the buildings ni 
in progress, should be not only a lasting monumei 
of the benevolence and philanthropy, but also of th< 
architectural taste and skill of the State; or, at lei 
that while it commended the one, it ehould not dis-' 
grace the other. After due inquiry and deliberation^^ 
therefore, they proposed, af< far as possible, to carrji^ 
out the design of the architect, instead of erecting 
truncated parts of his model This has been effected 
by bringing the tinish of the original extremes upoa^ 
the extremes of the present structure, so far niodi<S 
fied in its various parts as to meet the exigeneiea 
of the case. By this arrangement, the present build^H 
ing, BO long as it atanda alone, will present nearly, il^ 
not quite, as good an elevation as the original model, 
while future additions can be made^ if needed to any 
extent, without impairing the unity and finish of the 



whole ; and if no credit, it is confidently hoped thai 
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it will, at least, be no disgrace to the architecture of 
the State — while it is admitted, by all who have ex- 
amined the subject, that the proposed changes will 
anipl/ repay for the triHiug adJitional expense, 

III the original plan, also, the front roonifi of the 
main building were to bo used for kitchen, &c. The 
impropiiety of this must he obvious to all. But it 
was thought that the needful change in tbi^ respect 
oonid be made without any material change in the 
main walls of the building. 

Whether the board buve, after all their efTort, hit 
upon the best mode of effecting the above ends, they 
cannot positively say, but we have done the best wc 
could doj and it is believed that while the appearance 
of the building will now be at least tolerable, any 
mode of warmingj whether by steam or by stoves, 
which has heretofore existed, or is likely to arise 
hereafter, may be successfully applied to it as now 
being erected, without material change or injury to 
tbe walk But it is, perhaps, scarcely to be expected 
that ditticulties will not be experienced in the practi- 
cal execution of the work, similar to those whicfa 
ethers have encountered before us j ond with our 
best endeavors, we must bercTas elsewhere, crove the 
indulgence of both the present and the future, which 
it \% our aim by these suggestions to invoke, both for 
ourselves and our successors 

Since our lost report was presented, Dr. J. M, Hig- 
ginii, the pref^ent superintendent, has been called into 
service, with a salary of J800 00 per nnnum^ and the 
privilege of employing a mechanical assistant to the 
amount of $40U 00 more ; tbu;! making the whole 
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expense of eupcrvising the work, $1^200 00 per 
anDUm. 

Tlie entire failure of the original contractor for the 
brick-^Tork, to meet his respojisibilities, induced the 
board last spring to report to the alternative of pros- 
ecuting the work by day laborj under competent 
8uper\i£ors. Had all the remaining contractors fully 
met ibeir various reeponsibilitice, the walla of the 
building ^vould, ere thia, have been completed. But 
the extreme wet of the earliePjand the extrenaeheat 
of the latter part of the season, combined with other 
causes of delay and disappointment on the part of 
contmctorSj have prevented our attaining this antici- 
pated and gratifying result. 

As it is, howeverj the roof upon the east wing is 
nearly finished, and it is expected that this part of 
the hnilding will he ready for use in the earlier part 
of the next season, while contracts are being made for 
the completion of the whole at the earliest practi- 
cable moment; and although the board, from causes 
ahove intimated, have net heeoable to do all they had 
intended, it is gratifying to be able to etate, that far 
greater progress haa been made with the work during 
the past than any former feeawon; and the general 
harmony \\hich has characterized the coLnciU and 
action of the board, and of all co-operating with them, 
the readiness ever manifested by all to urge the work 
forward, with the utmost speed cuosistent with due 
economy, gives full assurance that it will be comple- 
ted as fast oa the necessary funds can be secured. 

In this connection, it should be remembered that 
the act of incorporation requires the hoard to **erect 
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the noccMary buildings and outhoasesj and improve 
the grounds oti tt« most approved plans," so that "the 
same mny accotnmodute two hundred and fifty pa^ 
ticnta nnd the necessary f\ttendantJ*" while it was cati- 
mated that J60.000 would cover the needful expendi- 
tures. But it appears from the report in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Insanity, of July, 1849, that the cost 
of the various asylums in the United States greatly 
exceeds that estimate, and tLfit no institution which 
can accommodate that number of palientsj has been 
erected at a less cost than §250,000, except the Ohio 
Afiylnni, which ia reported at only 0160,000, 

Tho Indiana Institution, whiuh was at flrst taken as 
fl model for this State, in its present unfinished condi- 
tion, w understood to be able to accommodate some 
mxty or seventy patienta, while still its present repor- 
ted cost is $70,000. 

From a general estimate, based on the above report 
it would appear that in some twelve different States, 
embracing some fifteen different hospitals, the aver- 
age outlay, for each insane patient, is from JSOO to 
JlUCO. Thb would rcfjuirc, for the buildinga ordered 
to be constructed by the act of incorporation, at least 
J250,000j since !t can hardly be expected, in a new 
cnuntry, where labor and materials of all sortB are 
considerably above the average iu other States, that 
(be same accommodations can be constructed below 
the average cost abroad. 

In the report of 1S49. allusion ia made to thi^ dis- 
crepancy between the requirements and the appro- 
priuttonj* of the act of incorporation^ by our predeces- 
sors in office. Reasons are therein euggesled for 
" commencing the building with a view to the requis- 
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itions, rather tliitii to the ainoiint appropriated " by 
the State, And the course adopted by them^ bo far 
met the approbation of the legislature* that they 
ordered the asfiessmeiit to he continued through nu 
additiocnl year, which (as no definite eBtiinate** were 
presented) it was supposed would meet the immediate 
exigency of the case. 

The buildiug having beeu thus commeni^ed on the 
liberal scale above indicated, by authority of the 
board, and the virtual Banotion of the State, itiH evi^ 
dent that the existing board have no alternative but 
to execute the phin committed to their hands^ even if 
they were so uuwiee as to desire to escape a respon- 
eibility eo eminently just and patriotic. 

It hns, moreover, become apparent that the author. 
iaed assessment will probably fall stvoral thousand 
dollars sLort of the original estimate, while the price 
of all sorts of material and labor has risen in the 
market some twenty-five or thirty per cent, during 
the pa-^t few years. From these general contJidera- 
tions alone, it must be perfectly evident that the ap- 
proprJationB heretofore made, must fall far short uf 
reaching the end proposed. But some effort bos also 
been made to aecertain the amount of funds required, 
by an actual estimate of the prospective work on 
hand. These estimates will he found in connection 
with the report of the euperictendent, herewith sub- 
mitted. 

Winch of these two sources of calculation of future 
expenses will, in the end^ prove most reliable, the 
hoard do not apfiume the province of deciding ; but it 
13 well kno^-n that, aa a general rule, the inevitable 
cost of all Buch institutions is greatly underestimated ; 
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and (he board have thought it their duty to present 
an fair and full a Tiew of anticipated results, aa de- 
rived from each of the sources of knowledgCj as the 
nature of the case tfUI admit, that 3'our honorable 
body may take such action in the premiaea aa your 
patnotisoi and wisdom may approve. 

The board would, however^ beg leave to augg^est, 
that if the present asscBsment isnotcontinued^atleast 
until the next meeting of the legislnture, great and 
inevitable loss to the State, and delay of the work, 
must ensue. 

The present elate of the funds and expenditures 
of the institution will appear from the annexed report 
of the fluperintendent, and the appropriate vouchers 
are ou 6Ie with the treasurer, and subject to the in- 
Bpection of the appropriate committees, or of the 
general assembly, whenever required. 

Notwithstanding the difSculties and delays necea- 
Baiily incident to all such undertakings, we cannot, in 
conclusion, doubt that the blef«ing of Heaven will, at 
last, crowD witbabuudant suecet^s, a chattty so benev- 
olent in ite aim, and so needful in its reeultB ; and we 
invoke your honorable body, aa the representatives of 
the good people of this State, still to aid and foster it, 
by mich means and measures as your wisdom may 
Buggeet

Gentlemen : The time is at hand when yoa are re- 
quired to ]ay before the State legislature an account 
of your Btewardship over the important trust com- 
mitted to your hand^ and it becomes my duty to sub* 
mit the following report of what bas been done 
under your direction since your last report to the 
same honorable body. 

The work on the main building was ordered by the 
board to be resumed on the 16th of April of last 
year, the day on which my duties as superintendent 
commenced, and was prosecuted with such force aa 
the contractor, S, S. Beekman, was enabled to employ. 
This force was far too small for a work of such mag- 
nitude, and no effort was spared on my part to have 
it increased to an extent sufficient to erect, at least* 
two stories; but my exertions were unavailing, and 
the finishing up of the first basement story, ready for 
the reception of the bell course, was all that could 
be accomplished during the season. 

In a communication which I made to the board at 
an early day after the recommencement of the work^ 
the opinion was expressed, that the plan for wanning 
and ventilating the building, which was then in con- 
templation, would probably not prove satisfactory ; 
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ami that n more efRcient motie of accomplishing those 
very desirable objects coulJ be introJuced at small 
additional expense, arising from the necessity of ta- 
king dovm a, email portion of the ball walla of one 
wing, for the purpose of Cfirrylng up io them a series 
of warm air flues. Tlie plnn then recommended re- 
ceiving the hearty approval of a number of the 
board- and objected to» so far as J know, by none, baa 
been fully introduced in the erection of the huildiiig ; 
and it is confidently believed, will aflford, when put 
into operation, an ample supply of fresh watm air, 
in the coldest weather, throughout every portion of 
the house to be occupied by patients and their ntten- 
dant0> It provides for the admisBion into the halls, of 
air previously warmed in the cellar space beneath the 
liallA, through numerous npertures to be guarded by 
registers on either side of the halls, and extending 
Irom one oxlrcmity of tbcm to the other ; instead of 
pennitting it to pass in through otte large opening 
near the end of tbeballj aji was contemplated in the 
origiual plnn. 

The impure air, it is intended to discharge through 
large ventilating tiucfl, constructed for the purpose 
in the external walK and running from each room to 
the top of the walls, where they will terminate in a 
horizontal shaft or flue, communicating with the fur- 
nace chimney, by which arrangement* when the fur- 
nace ia in operation, a continual demand will be kept np 
on the airof every portion of the house whence the foul 
air flues proceedj in addition io its natural tendency^ 
when beatedj to ascend. In this way, vitiated air, no 
longer fit for use, will be constantly departing, whilst 
fresh and wholesome supplies of warm air freely enter 
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to take its place> The mode of warming and ventil- 
ation, as thus hastily and but imperfectly described^ 
has been of late tested at several institutions in the 
east, and has invariably, I believe, given the highest 
satiBfaction. The expense incurred in the alteration 
has not exceeded fifty dollars. 

It may be remarked, while speaking of ventilation* 
that should, at any time, the downuford mode be de- 
fflred, the building is abundantly supplied with fluea in 
the partition walls, extending one from each room of 
every story, to the cellar floor, through which impure 
air can he readily conTeyed along shafts running hor^ 
izontally to the furnace fire, so as to supply its fur of 
cumbuation. 

In order that the walls might be finished during the 
present season, which the board determined should 
be done if possible, it was necessary that arrange- 
ments should be made last summer for an ample sup- 
ply of brick, to be made and kept ready for use the 
next spring, so that the work could be commenced 
eariyy and advanced with requisite energy, until an 
additional quantity could be made. Accordingly, with 
the advice of the building committee, I closed a con- 
tract on the 30th of July, 1849, with Mr. R W. 
Twnter, the former contractor, for 1,800,000, at (5 
per thousand, delivered at the building; extensive 
inquiry having been previously made, ba to the price 
at which brick could be obtained from others, which 
resulted in convincing the building committee and 
myself, that they could not be at a less rate than that 
just named. Under this contract, some 600,000 were 
on hand this spring, and were nearly sufficient to last 
till others were ready. 
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The brick being provided for;, as well aa sand and 
Hme, it rema-inf^d to procure the necessary caps nnd 
gills for openingSj so that no detention should be oc- 
caflioned during the present bggsod, by the lack of 
material. It was exceedingly desirable io obtain the 
same beautiful kind of rock for this purpose that ha<l 
been used for the first story, and of which there waa 
then on hand a auificient amount for the boll coursOj 
or wfttet^table ; ao a-s to preserve a uniformity in the 
nppeamnce of the rock throughout the structure. 
Thie rock has been procured from St QenQvieve,Mo., 
at a very low price, and it was hoped that an addi- 
tional quantity, sufHcient to coniplete the building, 
could be gotten from the Batae quarry, and on favor* 
able terms ; but, unfortunately, on making applica- 
tion, it was ascertained that works at the quarry were 
fluspeuded ; and notwithstanding repeated efforts 
were made to induce the proprietor to engage to fur- 
nish them, so that we could have them by spring, he 
finally assured me that he could not nndertalte to fill 
the bill at all It became necessary then to direct 
attention to other sources, and proposals were solicit- 
ed from various persons engaged in cutting stone, for 
furnishing all the caps and sills requlreil- Mr. John 
M- Taggart^ of Jacksonville^ was the succeBsful bid- 
der, and a contract was made with hira on the 24th 
of January last, for all the rock needed, at eighty 
cents per lineal fool, delivered at the building ready 
for setting, 

A fair prospect was now presented for being able 
to push forward the work vigorously on the opening 
of spring, and with an adtqiiate force, for completing 
the walls in time to recei^'e the roof by winter. S.

S, Beekman having relinquished his contract^ and the 
board having adopted the policy of employing hands 
by the day in future, on the 2d of April last, the 
work was coinmenced for the aeason, with fifteen 
bricklayers, and a sufficient number of laborera to 
attend them. For several weeks the work went 
bravely on, and there was every indication that our 
calculation in reference to the finishing of the walls 
by the middle of October, at farihestj could be fully 
realized ; and this could have been eaaly accom- 
plished but for the repeated disappointments which 
were experienced in not receiving the caps and aills 
as they were needed. On this account the work had 
to be suspended, temporarily, several times, and of 
course was much retarded; so that the season has 
passed away, and a portion of the walls, I am sorry to 
say, remains unfinished. In speaking of this f^lure 
to furnish the rock according to contract, I feel it a 
duty to the contractor, to say, that it seems to have 
been occasioned by most unexpected and vexatioufl 
faUures on the part of those who had engaged to fur^ 
nish him the rough material. 

Notwithstanding the embarrassments and delays 
above indicated, I have the gratification of announ- 
cingj that the walls of the east wing were put up, 
and the balance so far advanced that about three 
weeks' work, by eight or ten masons, will suffice to 
complete them next spring. 

The brick work not being completed, no strict 
count of the brick laid during the present season has 
been made, and hence an exact reckoning of the cost 
of laying them per thousand cannot ttow be made ; 
but from the best estimates I have been able to moke 
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it \B believed it will not exceed $3 25, wlicli, consid- 
ering the superiority of the work, and thut nil were 
laid nbove the fir^t story, mny be regarde^l aa a mod- 
emte mte ; and taken in counection witb tLe amount 
paid Mr. Beekman for work previously done, presents 
an aggregate of about $2 50 per thousand.

Arrangements have ju&t been made for the comple- 
tion of three stories of the east wing, eo as to have 
theui rtady for the occupancy of patienta as early in^ 
practicable : and the cheering prospect js now pre- 
sented of having three warda, possessing a capacity 
fur thi? Dccommodatiou of somt? sixty pattent^j in a 
state of preparation to receive them early nest 
ijtimmt'r. 

With what commendable feelings of pride and 
pleasure must every philantbropii; mind throughout 
our enterprising and prosperous Stale, contemplate 
the fact, tbat in so abort a time, the means will be 
provided of administeriug relief to even njxid of our 
unfortunate fellow citizens who are Hiifieriug from 
that moat fearful of maladies — the malady of the 
mind ; that the noble enterpriae, eet on foot by the 
enlightened and lumiane policy of the leglsluturej 
and kept alive and in motion hy the liberality and 
benevolence of the groat people they represent, is 
about to escrt ita power and eiScacy in rescuing bom 
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the depths of wretchedness and woe> many a pitiable 
subject of insanity, now deprived of the aid and 
comfort he so much need£^ and to furnish him a safe 
and comfortable retreat, where, in the midst of kind 
and attentive friendSf his wants may be supplied^ and 
his sorrows alleviated — where he may receive from 
the hands of his sympathising physician, an anodyne 
for his pains, and the most efficient treatment, phyn- 
cal and moral, for the restoration of his disordered 
mind to its primitive condition of order and health. 
Surely no serious doubt can be entertained, but that 
this odspriag of enlightened views, sound judgment 
and humane feeling, will continue to receive the fo£k 
tering care and attention necessary to perpetuate its 
useful career, from the same source whence it derived 
its . existence ; that our legislature^ in their wisdom 
and beneficence, on examining the want^ and neces- 
sities of an institution called by their fiat into being, 
and promising so much good to suffering humanity in 
its most forbidding form, will freely and cheerfully 
administer assistance, when it shall be shown to be 
required.

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Future Operations, — ^Tt is impossible to dceignato 
llie precise amount necessary to prosecute tLe work 
on tlie biulJing to Its completion. Fi'oin an estimate 
made, ho\Tever^ with tlie nkl of our mf^cbauic, Mr. 
Goltra, it appears that the future cxpendituroa for 
tbat purpose crtnnot full short of ^40,000 00. Aa- 
suming tliiw amount as the cost of the materials an3 
work required to finish the house, and deJucting 
therefrom the estimated value of material now on 
hand, which is ^1)^0 00, together with the amount 
in the Imnds of the treasurer, viz: $1,985 87, there 
remains the Bum of $43jOG4 00 yet to he received 
to complete the house. To meet thia reriuisitionj 
there mil probably be reEtlized from the revenue due 
nest year, with the amount due from delinquent 
couutiep, which did not assess the hospitnl tax the 
first year, the sum of $24,000 00; which taken from 
the last mentioned amount^Tia: §43,004 00, leaves 
the fium of ?19,0G4 CO yet to be provided by the 
legislature, for the purpose of completing the buildrng. 

In the above estimates, however, no account has 
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been made of the amounts necessary for heating 
apparatus^ furniture, out-buildings^ drainSj &c.j all of 
^'hich, of eoursGj will be indispensablej and wUich 
cacnot be set down at a leas eum tbaii $10,000 00* 
So that, at least, two yeara' additional appropriation 
v.i\\ be required, before the entire building can he 
ready to be put into successfLil opemtion — an event 
so ardently to he desired, since hundreds of unfortu- 
nate sufferers from insanity, within the borders of 
thia SlatCj ought, at this mouienl, to be receiving the 
comfort and relief whieh can only be extended in an 
asyhini euch as the State is engaged in providing; 
and it is devoutly boped that the legislature will, 
with the kindness and liberality Avhich have hitherto 
characterized their action toward the inj^tltutionj pro- 
vide the requisite means to enable the board to pursue 
with energy to its final consummation a work, whicb, 
if appropriately conducted, must prove the pride and 
glory of the State of Illinoie.

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THIRD BIENNIAL ItEPORT. 



To the G^ieral AssmA^ of the State of llUwi^ -■ 

The trusteea for the Hospital for the Insaue submit 
their third biennial report. 

The general views and plans of the board in regard 
to the structurGj arch! tec t are j hoatiny upparatua, fur- 
niture and prospective cost of tbe eslabliahment were 
Bubmitted to the legislature in their lost report. 

Within the lost two ^'Cara they hare found no occa- 
idoiito change those views^ and the building has been 
completed and furniehed in accordance with the 
principIcB therein indicated; thongh at much leas 
cost than was then anticipated, as will be seen by the 
accompanying report of tbe auperintendent So far 
BS it has yet been tried.- the whole apparatus of the 
establishment operates with entire eucceas. The 
Brchitecturej as well as the mechanical execution of 
the building, is acknowledged on nil hands to be eup^ 
rior to any other of the kind west of tbe mountains, 
and procured at less relative cost ; and the engineers 
and architects who have exammed it, in reference to 
its convenience and security in respect to heating 
and ventilation, and other important practical uses, 
have pronounced it e<iu!il, If not superior^ to any 
amilar building they have ever seen. As tbe proper 
and economical use of tbo funds in the erection of a 
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euitable and convenient edifice for the insane, with- 
out needless waste or coat to the State, waa the great 
paramount (3uty of the acting membere of the board, 
and the superintGndontj for the past four years, we 
think WG may justly congratulate ourselves and th e 
citizens of the State on these successful results. ^| 

During the past year, alsOj although at great hazar^^ 
and inconvenience, a commencemeut hsm been mai^^ 
for the treatment of patients, ^| 

With only two wards completed for either sex, 
with no possibility of proper classiGcation, the noisy 
and the melancholy, the fastidious, the filtbyj the 
obscene and even the idiotic, being all necessarily 
crowded together in the same wing, if not in the 
balli^vUhout any apparatus whatever for heating 
ventilating, save a common box stove, with the con- 
stant noise, hurry and confusion of workmen on all 
parts of the preniiaea, we hardly expected that much 
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if any good could be done to the patients, beyoEi^H 
rendering them secure and comparatively comfortable^ 
for the time being, especially considering the large 
number of cbronic and incurable caaew nece?«arily 
received. But in this we have also been most happily 
disappointed; and we believe the gratifying results 
presented in the superintendent's report will compare 
favorably with even the oldest and most thoroufrbl y 
ec|uippeJ Hud experienced institutions in the hiu^H 
It will be perceived from that report that iDcluding 
the patients on hand and hopefully restored, or m 
near prospect of being so, thirty per cent, of all re- 
ceived into the institution have experienced its most 
beneficent results, at a cost highly creditable to the 
Buperintendent under the circumstancea 
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A comparison of the reBulta reported from oldGr 
and more thoroughly equipped and experienced in- 
fititution^ will tend to set tbia aubject in its proper 
light 

The following table will ehow the per centage of 
cures and deaths on the whole number received into 
the ho-^pitftls in the ten States named, according to 
the lateet reports that have corae to our bands; and 
also the relative cost of cures for each insane patient

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While it ia true that no unfavomble inference 
ehould be drawn against any particular institution 
from any such tabular exliibition of results^ without 
a more minuto knowledge of all the particulars of the 
due, it 18 al£0 true that having no other means of 
compariHOTi, or oF judgment in this our first attempt, 
the result is, considering all our disad vantages, most 
creditable to our infant int^titiition and its ofhccrs, 
and must be highly gratifying and hopeful to the 
people of our State. 
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The BY-LAva of the institution are mofltly copied 
from the laws of existing iuatitufionsj with the deai 
of amending them from time to timej as our o 
personal experience should dictate. Both the boa 
and the oflicera of the hospital deemed it moat 
io commence our administration on the ground of 
existing precedents, mther than of imtricd theori 
towever plausible, and to depart from those pre 
dents only as admonished hy experience. So 
modifications of these precedents have already be 
found needful, and others will doubtless be demand' 
jn future. 

The ACCOUNTS of the institution have been kept 
the most thorough and accurate manner, as the e 
hibit of the superintendent will show — so ae not on 
to show accurately the gross amount received an 
expended^ but the particular expense for each item 
and claas of itcraa, with the vouchers for the same. 
So far as any diderent impression haa ari^n, it 
either the result of carelessnesH on the part of the 
observer, or in consequence of examining the subject 
at a time when from pressure of busineey, the analy 
and posting of the accounts had not been fully co 
pie ted- 

That the discitlike of the iiifttitnion, in one eho 
year, haa been rendered complete and perfect, is what 
no aenable man would either assert or expect. The 
trials of the first year, and especially while in a con- 
dition fio unfimshed and unprepared for patients as 
■we have been, are in this respect peculiarly severe; 
hut all impartial observers will admit that the cure of 
the insane, and the results reuched, have been achieved 
with a degree of benign quiet and comfort to them, 
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and willi far less fiictian and collision between them 
and the auperintendent and officers, than is usual in 
Buch institulions, and no small part of our unexpected 
fiuccesa in cures ia attributable, doubtless, to that Tery 
fact- 

The CA3DALTIES that have occurred are only eiich as 
are well known to be unavoidable in all eimilar ineti- 
tutions, although possibly, and even probably, a 
greater vigilance on the part of all employed about 
the premises^ would have prevented moal if not all 
of them. But the condition of the work ueceRsarily 
rendered the premises acceaaible to a great variety 
of irreaponsible persons, whose entire prudence and 
carefulness could neither be enforced nor secured, 
from which evil the future will be exempt when the 
buildings are completed. There has been an eflort to 
attach blame to the superintendent in respect to tbeso 
cofiualtie^ but tbe acting members of the boai^ are 
prepared to show that this ia unjust and unfounded 
wbenever cidled upon so to do. 

The provisions for the future wants of the institu- 
tion, alluded to in the report of the superintendent, 
are most respectfully commended to the aerioua at- 
tention of the legislature. 

The board would also call the attention of the legis- 
lature to tbe principles of past and future auperviaiou, 
The original charter of the institution provided ex- 
pressly that six of the old members of the board 
ehould be continued from year to year and only three 
new appointments annually made. The evident de- 
sign of thia provittion wfis to secure a majority at all 
times in the board of men already familiar with the 
actual history and wauls of the institution. At the 
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hazard of the seeinmgindelicacy,ivfi venture to affirm 
that the piinciple att<^mpteJ to be secured here is not 
only a sound one in theory and in practice, but one 
irithout which no such institution can permanently^ 
prosper: and should we go fully into tbe history a^| 
cither the motives or the method of those who sought 
to subvert the principles of the original charter, it 
-would not be very creditable either to their patriotiacn^ 
or their sagacity, Tbe following clause occurs in thd| 
Stale constitution; **No private or local law which 
may be passed by the general assembly eball embrace 
more than one Bubject, and that shall be expressed in^ 
the title/' fl 

Now the object of this ckuec must be cpparcnt to 
allj and its necew^ity and justice are equally clear. It 
was to prevent the originators from inserting in their 
local and private bills, isolated and detached ckusee^ 
in 6uch a form and manner as to secure other personal 
ends than those indicated in tbe title, without attrad 
ing the defmite and specific notice of the legislature^ 
In other words, it was to prevent a practical fraud on, 
the legislature; the very identical thing wbicb an; 
one can eee, we think, was in principle attempted L 
this ease. True, it wum done in tbe case of an act 
which is tecbnically public rather than private or 
local; but does that alter the principle involved 
Let any honest man of common sense open to tbi 
one hundredth page of tbe State laws of 1851, and 
ask himself wby tbe organic law of an already exist- 
ing icslitulion for the insanCj entrusted with th< 
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future control of hundreds of thousands of dollars, i|i 
may be, of State funds, and tbe moat eaercd intcrcsta' 
of afQicted citizens and farailiesj was eoiight to baJ 
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changed in an incidental clause of "An act to amend 
An act entitlGd ' an act to establish the Illinois Insti- 
tution for the education of the Blind!'" Why at- 
"terapL to reduce the number of trustees for the lusane 
Hospital at all, whilst twelve of the original number 
Tpvere still allowed to the Deaf and Dumb, though en- 
trusted with a far ieaa amount of Ktate funds^ and 
especially, why effect that reduction in a short Isola- 
ted clause near the close of the same act -which had 
declared, in eeetion second, that the governor should 
appoint nine instead of aeven ! 1 Did the authors and 
concoclors of thnt inimitaljle bill really think it im- 
portant that the governor should first appoint nine 
trustees and then reduce them to seven, ibr the sake 
of the ceremony; or Lad they certain sinistor ends to 
accomplish which they thought would be best con- 
cealed from the eyes of the legislature in a bill of 
this form? If the plain object was not revolution 
without legislative scrutiny, it would trouble a fusi- 
ble man to divine what it could be. Why all this 
bungling confusion of objects and ends? Was it 
ignorance or awkwardneaa? or what is more probablpj 
an attempt to be cunning, in which, it must be con- 
fessedj they were temporarily successful. 

We intend no reliectiona on the legislature or their 
committees — all know how, at a late and confused 
hour of the sossion, that bill was forced through the 
committee and the house, as ako the evil coneequen- 
cea to the institution and needless troubles and ex- 
penses to the State that have resulted from It. 

Let it alBo he remembered that at the time this 
revolution was thus attempted, there waa not even a 
pretended cause for it 
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The then existing hody of trustees were entirely 
httiinonious among thcnif^elvef^ as all their records 
and acts ahow ; the building in all its parts was pro- 
greeain^^ more rapidly and more eatiefaclorily to tha 
State than it had ever been before, and the repreeten^f 
Etivesofthe people were not only willing to grant 
all the board asked of them but even more, 

^ow it mvist be apparent to all that Bomc just and 
proper provision slioidd be made against all such 
attempts at agitation and revolution in our public 
infllitutlonsj or they cannot long prosper. In hospi- 
tals for tha insane all expenence shoiivs that this is at 
once peculiarly needful and peculiarly difficult to 
attain. Stdbility here is of vital importaucej and 
change and agitation and revolution peculiarly disas- 
trous — and atiU an aasurance of actual competency 
and lidelity on the part of those to whom theli" IrusU 
are committed ii^ equally indispensable. 

The general duties of a board of trustees of an in" 
aanc hospital are exceedingly complex and various, 
and require that they should be neai' at hand, while 
it is ditficult if not impossible, in a single neigl 
Ijorhood, or even Boraelimea in a State, to find many" 
men who are (save iu their own conceit) actually good 
practical judges of the most important duties in tiuch 
an institution. 

To meet these practical difficulties the trusteei" 
would respectfully suggest the propriety of appoint- 
ing, iu addition to the buard of trusteet^ a committee 
of visitors, whose duty it shall be to visit and examine 
the institution annually, confer with the board of 
trustees, and report to the legislature their views of 
the condition of the institutioiij and the chongesj if 
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&nyj thoy might advise to be raride. Let this eom- 
mittee be appointed by the governor of the State 
aniuially or biennially, and consist of the auperin- 
tendent of some sister ir&litution fur the insane, who 
shall be cbairmaii of the committee^ and two of the 
most able physicians from different ecctiona of our 
own State, T^et the expense of this committee be 
defrayed by the Stiite, In this ivay it is believed 
that the tnlcnt and experience requisite in an a^Svi- 
eatory body could from year to year be brought to 
bear practically on the vittil interests of the institu- 
tution ; while if the plan should be rtciprocaled in 
other States, as it is believed it would, great mutual 
sdvantage would be derived from this reciprocal in* 
terchange of visits among sjperintendeuts. 

With the proper adJuslmGnt of the incorporating 

law^ we cannot doubt that this or some similar 

system of visitation would give to all our institutions 

of this class, all possible security and all needful sta- 

Ijiility at the eame time. 

Doubtless some will think that our report should 
here close, without any more definite allusion to the 
troubles through which this institution has been called 
to posB, attended as they have been with such need- 
leas expenditures to the State, arising from n system- 
atic effort at revolution, comiueneed in the bill above 
alluded to. It will in this case, as in olherSj no doubt, 
be said by some, that any allusion to such topics in a 
public document is out of all taste and quite beneath 
the dignity of a grave, corporate interest like the 
[present. 

But BO long as we are conscious that we are only 
discharging a solemn duty we owe to onr trust, and 
8 
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reitemtiug truths Jind Tacts to which we hu,ve repeat- 
edly invited the scnitiny of the State^ and of all the 
committeoe representing ita interests, we foci no great 
concern for our own dignity, and shall leave others 
to take core of thein^ and their tastes too^ as best 
they can. 

lb is known throughout the whole State that a 
series of attacks during the past two years, ever since 
the passage of the above named bill, has been made 
upon the acting majority of tins board and the prin- 
cipal officers of this institution^ which we deem totally 
uncalled for in fact, and unparalleled in their modes, 
ends and aims. Rumors have been circulated through 
the State and enforced upon the attention of tt|H 
legislature, in the highest degree derogatory to all 
the beat interests of the institution, and adapted to 
produce the impression either that we were totalljr 
incompetent to our tru.'^s, or actually abusing theil^| 
The superintendent has been represented m totally 
■unfit for his duties — we have been charged with an 
extravagant and useless appropriation of rooms and 
of funds — wasteful e:£pcnditure upon furniture and 
supernumerary families and attendants. At one time 
our walls were about to fall down — at another our 
heating apparatus would certainly fail, through the 
incompetency of the superintendentj while the State 
was suffering great loss by the oversight and Igno- 
rance of our mechanic — and no one ought to expe^^H 
that the ship could bo sailed successfully by such M^ 
crazy crew for a single week, even if successfoUy 
launched- Our by-laws were all wrong, and ou 
counU and our discipline all in confusion. 

We have called for a definite statement of 
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particuUr facta and cases in which either we or 
our officeffl have been in fault ; but have received 
BO reply, except false aaaertiona^ sophistical dediic- 
tioas and unmeaning general impressions. We have 
challenged the severest scrutiajj and etill do ro. 
We ask our opponents to point out to ua and to the 
legidlatiire the specific facta on which their charges 
are based, that if they exist they miiy at once be cor- 
rected or removed- For without tliis^ mere general 
impressions and inamuationa directly contrary to all 
the known and admitted facta iu the case, can be of 
little avail. Definite and specific evils must be made 
knowt], if they esast, before they can be removed ; 
and to attempt a revolution or any serious change in 
6uch an interest, without any !?uch known, open and 
admitted exhibition of the ficts on the basis on which 
it should proceed, Is in itself in the highest degree 
absurd. The various officers of such an institu- 
tion, like the generals of an army, must be judged, 
not by any pre-conceived notions of etiquette, or 
fitnc83, or propriety, but by their actual practical 
sacceAs. Much leas should they be adjudged on the 
ground of their unfitness for many or even all other 
ations, or the mere unfavorable impreaaion which 
either their conRtitutional or characteristic peculiari- 
ties may make upon the fastidious or the envious 
and malicious observer — least of all should they be 
condemned by those who will not take the pains to 
observe at all, or if they should, are utterly incapable 
of any just judgment in the case. 

We maintnln that the competency or incompetency 
of the officers of all such institutions can be deter- 
mined only by a candid and patient eicamination of 
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facts. Should we therefore admit (whicli "we do not) 
much of the vague, adverse rumora respecting any 
one or all of the officers of this institution, it does not 
at rdl touch the merits of the question. 

What have they done, and what are they doing? 
That is the questioHj and the only question ; and the 
only answer that can, with even any show of truth, he 
given to this queBtioii, is, that at a very moderate 
and satisfactory cost, a hospital building has been 
erected^&nd all its complex and difhcult adjuatmentd 
and conveniences put into practicnl operation^ in n 
Btyle of workmanship, whether as regards tnsle^ dura- 
bility or convenience, to say the least, equal to any 
other of like cost in the United States ; and they have 
instituted within its waJb, under all conceivahl^ dis- 
advantages, a aystem of practical curative meao^^ 
which in oueehort year, throws our infant institution 
into favorable comparison with the oldest and most 
approved in the land- We maintain that facta like 
these challenge candor, if not forbearance — and that 
they are not the proper preludes of agitation, vita, 
peration and revolution. 

A change on the ground of mere prejudicej oreven 
of hopeful theory^ from measures which have hitherto 
worked eo well, and from men well known to have 
been so devoted in the past, and apparently «o guc- 
ceasful in the present, to others we know nothing of, 
and in whose favor one half of the same amonut of 
facta could not be cited, would be in oil probability,JL« 
change for the worse, not for the better. -^^ 

It may be that all this is the result of mere accident, 
or magic, or miracle. It may be the building sprung 
up on the proirie in spite of the incompetence of the

auperiDtendent arid the board — and that the ciiree 
chanced, in spite of the ignomnce of the oificerfl who 
sliould hnve effected tliein. 

If so, such miracles will^ probably, in due time, 
ceoj^e, and thrust the ignorance they have hitherto 
flheltered, from their fostering care, and then it will 
be fairly open to an honorable and successful attack, 

Wc maintain that, till that time, it is better still to 
trust to the same accident or magic which baa, as a 
matter of fact, cftrried the institution safely so far, 
rather than throw it into the arms of those who have 
done the best and worst they could to prevent and 
defeat these auspicious results. 

The pertinency and propriety of these remarks 
will be more fully seen by a reference to a copy of 
the false record of the spurious board and the protest 
against it, our protest against the report of the com- 
mittee of the lust special seBsion, and the bill of alle- 
gations presented by a member of this board to the 
commission appointed at the same session, all of which 
will be placed on file with the governor of the State. 

With many reasons for gratitude in the past, not 
only to Divine Providence, but also to your honorable 
body, and with cheering and auspicious hopes for the 
future, even amid all tbe embarrassments alluded to 
abave, we confidently again commend our infant 
institution to the blessings of that same Providence, 
and the benign and fostering care of the executive 
and representatives of our State.

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To the Tnaieei of tfte JiUfUfis State Hospkalforihe Luanfi^ 

Gentlbmen: In compliance with tbe liwe of tl 
inatitution, the following ^'report of the operationd of 
the hospital," tbt-^j'j/ since its doora were opened for 
the admission of patients, is respectfully submitted. 

According to the notice^ published and sentlhraugl 
out thetState three mouths previously, as required b; 
laWj the hospital was opened for the reception 
palieuts on the third of Xoveinber, 185L 

Hot that the house, or any part of it was at Ihj 
time actually ready for the accommodation of thoflO' 
for whose benefit it was erected ; but ou accoitnt of 
the numerous and urgent applications for admiaaion 
from every portion of the State, especially by such 
as bad friends for years bereft of reaBon, and who, 
having no appropriate means of taking care of them, 
and being in many iufltaucea almost worn out vith 
long continued anxiety and fatigue, readily embraced 
the earliest opportunity presented of committing 
them to tbe care of tbe bcspital ^ 

That this was the case ia fairly inferable from tbdfl 

:t, that of the whole number reported up to the 
time of making our eeleclions, not one in eleven was 
under twelve months' continuance. 
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Hence, nearly all of the early cases admitted were 
necessarily chronicj and mostly of an incurable cliar- 
acler. 

There were at firat but two warda that could be 
used; so tlmt for several motitha we were enabled to 
have but one class for either sex ; and the noisy and 
the quiet, the violent and the harmless, the ra\ing 
miniac and the mopish elemented, were of nece.ssity 
thrown promiscuously together- In addition to this 
exceedingly defective classiiiLjationj which ia so much 
to be deprecated in the treatment of the iueane, we 
were subjected to extreme annoyance from the noise 
and confusion occasioned by the various mechanics 
who were obliged to be admitted into the wards occu- 
pied by patients, in order to complete certain por- 
tions of work not finished previously- 

As we have heretofore had no other mode of 
warming the bouse, we have been under the necessity 
of using stoves. These in the patients' apartments 
were exceedingly objectionable, as they were attended 
with much danger, both to the house and its inmates. 
And it haa required unremitted vigilance to avoid the 
most disastrous consequences. 

Indeed, notwithstanding all our care and watch- 
fulness, duriag the last winter^ the pall of raournlug 
was suddenly spread over our bouBehold in conse- 
quence of one of our aged and demented female 
patients having fitllen a victim to the flames. At a 
moment when the attendants, whilst engaged in ad- 
ministering to the wants of others, did not have an 
eye upon her, the clothes of this unfortunate creature 
took fire frum the slove, with which it is supposed 
she had come in contact, and before the Hamea could 
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Le extm^ished she yfs^ so dreadfully Luriit that ^i 

died in sis huura 

Thifi Iiaa been the only fierioua casualty which boa 
befallen our household since our organization; and 
we have abundant cause of gratitude to a kind anctif 
beneficont Providence, that we have been to so great 
an extent preserved from fatal accidents, as well as 
from the pestilence that has fearfully spread over^— 
various portions of the land, sweeping suddenly, d^ 
with the beflom of doBtruction, thousands of mortals 
into the grave. ^H 

The above are some of the difficultiesj togethe^™ 
with many others, not easily described or readily un- 
derstood by those who have not encountered theci|H 
by which we have been surrounded most of the time 
we have been in operation. We have, however, only 
realized whnt waa before anticipated from commenc- 
ing the peculiar and dfficult work before us without 
being prepared for it; and the matter w alluded to 
here, not in the spirit of comphuning, but with the 
two-fold object ia view of reminding our friends that 
due allowance should bo made for any apparent short- 
comings; and of guarding those who may be ^oiflj 
engaged or may hereafter embark in the good work 
of building hospitals for the insane^ against the seri^ 
ou3 error of receiving patients before being ready. 

So highly objectionable is this regarded by t' 
talented and experienced superintendent of the Butler' 
Hospital, of Rhode Island, Dr. I. Kay, that in an inter 
esting and valuable paper read by hiiu before the 
last convention of medical superintendents, in the 
city of New York, he remarks, -'Were the matter 
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proper regard for his own reputation and peace of 
mindi wojld ombark in the care of one of these un- 
finished establishments." 

The extraordinary disadvantages under which we 
have labored have been measurably removed^ al- 
though we are by no means so favorably circum- 
etanced for conducting the treatment of our patients 
to eucceJiaTul isbuesT aa every similar iDstitulion is with 
Tphich I dm acquaioled, nor as we shall be hereafter* 

As yet, we have but two classes for each gcx So 
soon as the west wing is ready for occupancy, which 
we trust will be the case in a few days, it will at once 
be appropriated to females; and then we shall have 
four wards for either sex, which will aflbrd us a fairer 
claaaificatlon ; and the ill effects nriaing from placing 
the sexes all in the same wing, and having their win- 
dows one over another, will be avoided. 

But let it not be supposed that, with the present 
building, which is believed to be in most respects un- 
eurpnseed, as far aa it f^oeji, by any similar one in the 
United States, we can ever have an infititution per- 
fectly adapted to the objects to be had in view in the 
erection of institutions fur the benefit of the insane. 

As at present arranged, noiyy patients who are to 
be found in every such institution, must of necessity 
be placed in proximity to the quiet and convalescent, 
Rnd are tbus permitted to disturb their tranquillity 
by day, and their slumbers by night. The evils ari- 
sing from thifl state of things are incalculable. The 
inmates of an entire wing maybe kept frum sleeping 
all night by one noisy patient Nor does the evil 
stop here; for ho not only keeps them awake, but is 
sure to throw more or less of all within hearing dl.^ 
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tance into a state of excitement, which too often by 
no means disappears with the ehades of the night, but 
whose bad effects may eometimes be seen "^ after 
irianj dnja.'' Pro\mon should be mode for this cIeas 
of putientSj so as to prevent their hurtful induence 
upon others. 

There arc other classea that need to be kept en- 
tirely separate from all others; such as the HUhy 
and obscene and the epileptic. Arrangements should 
be made for all ench, which are to be found in con- 
siderable nurabcra in every large insane hospital. 

This can only be done, in onr case^ by the erection 
of the reversed wings at the ends of those already 
put up, as contomplafcd in the original plan ; or of 
separate lodges at some distance from the present 
huildicg. The fornier plan ia every way preferable- 
TheUj and not till then, can we havo a perfect system 
of cloa^ilication, which is so prominent a feature in 
the appointments of every well organized hospital 
for the insane. All eonversunt with the management 
of institutions of this afilicted portion of our fellow- 
beiogSj agree perfectly with regard to the importance 
to be attached to the proper classification of patients. 

At their meeting held in Philadelphia, in May, 
1S61, *• the Association of Medical SuperintendentB of 
American Institutions for the Insane " after mature 
consideration, nnunimously adopted, amongst others, 
the following proposition, viz : 

"Every hospital having provision for two hundred 
or more patienta, should have in it at least eight 
distinct wards for each sex, making sixteen classes in 
the entire eatabliehmenl" 

The addition alluded to and here recommended, 
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would accommodate about one hundred and fifty 
patients, and could be built, it is believed, for some 
$35^000. Suitable accommodations for such a number 
could hardly be made for twice tbat amount, if erected 
as a separate catablishmcnt. So that whether we 
exftmiue it oa the score of economy, or on the ground 
of strict propriety in arraugementj or of thp real re- 
quirements of an insane institution, we shall find 
strong reaaona for giving the plan a hearty support, 
and carrying it into effect at the earUest practicable 

riod. 

The present accommodations will unquestionably 
be insutiicieatforthe suffering hundreds of our fellow- 
citizens who may need the benellta of hospital care ; 
and no doubt can be rationally entertained but that 
the additional wings will be urgently needed by the 
time they can be got ready for use. About two hun- 
dred and forty applications have been already made 
nough to fill the present houee ; and if there be 
not more than twice that number of insane in the 
te, we have an unusually small proportion. 

In view of all these facta, it is to be hoped that the 
tax now levied for the " insane fund " will not be di- 
minished by the legislature this winter, as the revenue 
produced by it will probably be sufficient fur the 
maintenance of tbo institution, and afford bcsidcB a 
redundancy which, in three years, would be nearly 
equal to the cost of the proposed addition; within 
wbich time the entire work sbould be completed. 

Of so much importance ia it that this addition 
should go upj it would be well for our legislature at 

ensuing Bession, to make a provltiional appropria- 

m of |10,000, to be used (or any part of it^) if it 
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should be nscertamed by the governor that the work 
should actually require it. This course is the more 
desirable, aa it is at present uncertain what ^tmount 
can be spared for the purpose from the ** fund for tho 
insane," and as the work, if undertaken, might other-- 
wiee Buffer materially, before e. future legislature 
could relieve it. 

As yet, hardly anything lias been attempted in the 
way of laying off and ornamenting pleasure grounds 
for the patients, a thing so highly important in con- 
nection with all institutions for the insine. This has 
not received our attention, because it was foreseen 
that the completion of the building and the necessary 
fixtures would require all the available funds that we 
could commaud the present seiLaon. The I'esult 
hna proven them insufficient; and we shall have to 
draw largely on our next year's revenue to liquidate 
a portion of the liabilities contracted the present year* 
It will be necessary to bestow much attention on thi 
desirable work next year 

No enclosures have yet been made in connectioii 
with the building for the safety, as well as the in- 
creased comfort of patients, for the reason just givea 
for the omission of improvement of grounds ; and we 
have sustained no alight inconvenience from their 
absence. 

On this account certain classes of our inmates have 
not enjoyed the benefits of out-door air and exercise 
to flo great nn extent os was desirable ; and we have 
had much trouble and some expense on account o 
the frequent escapes which certain patients have teoi" 
porarily made ; there having been nothing to prevent 
their shpping oft] when out of the wards, but the 
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mremitted walclifjlnesa of the attendantB or othei*a 

whose care they may have been for the time com- 

mittetl. Greatly will be enhanced the comfort and 

■well being of our patients^ and much reduced the 
anxiety and trouble of officers and attendants, when 
tlie plan for enclosing the grounds adjacent to the 
^HuDspital as at present devised, shall be in effective 
^^Operation. This too, will require prompt and vigor- 
^^oufi attention the coming season, and will nmke con- 
siderable demand upon the hospital funds. 
^K In addition to the expenditures already alluded to, 
^ni portico in front of the center building, which is so 
lecessary to give the proper linished appearance to 
le house, ought by all means to be erected next 
'ear. 
The bam, also, will have to be re-buiU, This biiild- 
ig was unfortunately, on the twenty-second of July 
*tj fired and burned down by one of the patients, 
who for weeks appeared so nearly ralioujil, and bo 
^■fintirclj harmless, that he was permitted to go out 
^^flailyj without being nil the time ioimediately under 
the eye of an altendant Loss, including contents, 
about 6800. Besides all this, together with various 
minor expenditures for furniture for patients^ fixtures 
of snndry kinds, &C.J the six thousand iloll/irs loaned 
by the State, in accordance with a provision made by 
^■the legislature at its regular session, will have to be 
^Hefunded, unless the general assembly at it^ present 
^^ession shall otherwise direct And it ia earnestly 
hoped that this honorable body, in consideration of the 
presaing wants of the uum^roU9 unfortunate insane in 
^Htfae State, will not exact of the institution the retm- 
^Tjuraeraent of that fund which has been used, it ia 
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confidently believed, to tlie very best advantage. If 
this be remitted, it will be practleablej probably, to 
make an advantageous beginning of tbe additional 
wings next year ; if not^ it will require, I presume^ all 
the revenue of the year to meet the current expensea 
of the institution and other demands before alluded to. 
Rear BuaoiNG akd IIeatino AppARiTOa.— During 
the present year a building iifty-six by thirty feet, 
and tWp'o tind a half filories higb^ has been erected, 
eighty feet in the rear of the center building of the 
hospital^ and to be connected with it by a latticed 
passiige way proceeding from the second story. Ihia 
building is designed for a laundry^ drying and ironing 
room, kitchen, bakery and dormitories for the domea- 
tics and others employed on the premises. Heretofore 
yve have only had temporary arrangenienta for those 
purposes. Attached to the rear of this building is a 
shed for the boiler and engine room. Here steam is 
generated for warming and ventilating the patients' 
apartments, and for propelling the engine by which 
till the water for sjpplying tbe two wings is thrown 
up into large reservoira or tanks, holding together 
two hundred barrels of water^ and placed in the fifth 
ptory. Here, too, h placed along side the boilers a 
large iron tank containing about thirty barrels of hot 
water for the supply of the bath looma This tank 
is connected with the reservoirs above, by means of 
a pipe, and receives its supply of cold water from 
them, which^ after becoming heated, is readily forced 
to the various stories llurough another pipe, hy simple 
hydrostatic pressure exerted by the water above. 

The steam for warming the wings is conducted 
from the boilers in a six-inch cast iron pipe, through 
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subtermneati archway into ilie cellar beneath the 
halls of the wings. Here it is thrown into a seriea 
of caet iron tuhee, suspended in a succession of hori- 
zontiil layers which serve as radiators, and by which 
lecold air introduced from without and circulating 
longfit them is warmed. The air thus wanned rises 
ia flues, constructed for the purpoee, in the corridor 
walls, and enters the halls at -virious points and on 
either side of theui. The water formed by the steam's 
larting with iU caloric, is conducted back into Iha 
»ilcre by a descending drain pipe, to be reconverted 
ito steam for the purpose of heating. In tlii» wav 
le Bame water is employed again and again, (there 
sing butvery little wastage at any time,) and with the 
;ided advantage of entering the boilera nearly or 
lite boiling hot; so that it is ready at once ttj he 
mt back in the form of steam, to continue the work 
which it had Just before been performing. 
^B One peculiarity about the arrangement of our 
^Barm air chamber, fiB introduced by the intelligent 
^^entleman who put np the heating apparatus, Mr. 
ThomaaKite, of the 6rm of Reynolds, Kite & Tatum, 
of Cincinnati, and that which gives it a vaat superi- 
ority over alnictst all bthera I have seen, deserves to 
^Ae mentioned. The plan generally followed hereto- 
^Krc ixBS been to have one air chambcrcommon to all 
the storiea to be warmed. In our case the long cham- 
^Ber under the halls is divided into eight distinct 
^Tlpartmentfl, each ten feet long, two of which arc ap- 
jropriated exclusively to each ward to be heated^ so 
lat no ward can obtain a supply of warm air at the 
:penBe of another^ and every one is sure to receive 
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that which is intended for it, from ita own appropriate 
apaitmentd. 

The apparatus hna been tested in the wing which 
is occupieiJj and fully demonstrates its powers to give 
the highest satii^ractioo. Tho halle and rooms are filled 
with nn abundance of freah, wanii air, agreeable to 
the fedings and eminently conducive to health, and 
whilst enjoyiug iL one ia forcibly reminded of the 
delightful atmosphere of summer* 

Application for JJon-be31 dents. — A number of ap- 
plications have been made for the admission of non- 
resident piLtients- As a general thing, the law making 
no provision for the reception of auchj tho hoard has, 
doubtless very properlyj he^tated to receive them. 
But, a few urgt-nt eases, preseiiLiug strong probabili* 
tics of being speedily restoreJ, they could hardly feel 
like rejecting; especially as the law did not prohibit 
their being received, and the room could at the same 
time be temporarily spared. Fourj in all, of euch 
persons, have been admitted, one male aud three fe- 
males, of whom one only remains. Two have been 
discharged cured, one improved, nnd the one remcun- 
ingi who has been in the institution but a few day^ 
will probably be restored in a short time. 

TJiese patients Iiave pjud the institution for board 
and treatmentj from $3 00 to $3 50 per week, and 
their friends have been placed \mdcp obligation to 
remove them when required to Jo so, 

Oor State has acted nobly in providing an asylum, 
*'free as air," for her own aftlicled children, whose 
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reason haa become dethroned ; ard our citizens every- 
where can but contemplate, with laudable pride^ the 
high and commendable postilion she occupieB in tliia 
respect. But ahull v.e who pa'seess the moans of 
di^fp^nsing auch blesaings confine them exclusively 
to onr own people, and flatly deny them to nil 
othei^ becnufie they happen not to live on our oivn 
BOil ? Such a coiirao is certainly incompatible with 
the free and generona feeling usually exhibited by 
onr conntrymen, and does not well Bccord with ihnt 
great rule of rule^, which requires us to ** do unto 
olUers fti* we would have them do unto ue.'* 

Several of our sislor States have ae yet no meanB 
of nct-oinmodating their Insane Their attention haa 
been directed to the fiubjcct, but they are yet in their 
infancy, and have hartlly had time to effect the desi- 
rable object in view. Now, when their citi^ns shall 
occneionally eeck assistance amongat ue, and ofter 
iimple remnneration for the aid bestowed, shall we 
turn a deaf ear and refuse relieC especially if we have 
it in our power to nftbrd it without debarring our 
own citizens from tlic beticBtethc hospital bestowa? 

The legirtlalure will be but amplifying the great 
principle of humanity which prompted the erection 
of this benevolent institution, in authorizing the 
tnisteea to admit patieuia supposed to be curable, 
from olher States; provided our own citizens shall 
not be excluded by euch adniissioiiR And it is to be 
hoped that, with the spirit of liberality usually char- 
acterizing thai body, they will do so. It is believed 
there will be periods for several year?, oa there have 
been heretoforej when a very few patients living out 
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ofllic State might be received, for a time, witb all 
propriety, and williout interfering with the rights of 
our owu people. 

Of Iliots. — As the law le at presentj it ia thought 
that idiola caniiot be legally excluded from the hoa- 
IJitaljftad several idiotia persons have \ery reluctantly 
been received, Tliese unfortLinatea, whetlier honi 
idiotic or afterwarda rendered so by force of disease, 
are unquestionably unlit subjecta for hospitals for the 
insane^ and should he excluded with reference to the 
intereatg of others. No legfxl distinction seems, at 
present, to csiaL between them and persons, strictly 
speaking, insane or mentally deranged; but it is 
hoped the legialalure will at once create such diatino- 
tion, so far as their relations to the hospital are con- 
cerned, prohibit their adaii3sioii,aud thus prevent the 
percicioua eOectn of their intruJitclion amonj^ hmatic 
patients. 

The law regulating the admission of patients into 
** the Indiana Hospital for the Insane" provides that 
^* no iJiot shall he admitted into the hoHpital^ and 
every sueh patient therein shall be discharged." Any 
one who haa witnc^^cd the abhorrence with which 
Buch poor creatutoii are looked upon by other pa- 
tientSj and the ill effects produced upon their minda 
by their presence amongst them, can but perceive the 
judiciousness of the reguhtion juat referred to, and 
here earnestly recuuimended. It is the policy, I be- 
lieve, of nearly or quite all well regulated insane 
<)8tablishm(.'nts. 

Reception of PATiExm — From the third of Novem- 
ber, 1851, to December first, 18fj2j a period of thirteen 
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months, (nearly,) titere Lave been received one hun- 
dred and thirty-eight patients, of whom seventy-tbree 
were maid?, and sixty-five wer(3 femnles.

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Of those who died, one fell by consumption, one 
from cxhnu9tion withiQ ten days sifter admission, one 
from hjiving been burnt, as before statecl, and three 
sunk under obacure lingering diftca-scs, their mental 
and physical powers having become reduced for some 
time previoiislyj to a very low limiL 

A good defil of severe disease of dysenteric charac- 
ter prevailed amongst our patients djring the laat 
aummer, but no death occurred from Ihin cause ; /md 
our hill of mortality, all things tontiidered, must be 
ro^^arded as srnalL 

The per cent, of deaths on the whole number 
admitted, (excluding the accideiihil case,) is 3.62- 

Of those who have been discharged recoveredj none 
have been returned to the hospital relapsed. 

We have been visited by ^ome, and heard from 
others by letter^ either through their friends or di- 
rectly from themselves, and learned that they retained 
eoundness of body and mind, and are lilling creditably 
and successfully their several stations in life. Wo 
fiincerely trust that olbera, from whom we have not 
heard, continue in the possession of the reason re- 
gained whilst in our wardsj and are rendering happy 
once more, hearts which wore sa recently torn with 
yrief on account of their woful condition. 

With regard to the per ccnlage of cures presented 
in this our firat report of patients, it is evident that 
it would not be proper to reckon it as a finality on 
the number admittedi Elnce many of those no\? under 
treatment, (a number of whom have been received 
within a few weeks,) are manifestly improving, and 
will, without doubt^ uliimately recover. 

Our humble endeavors have so for been attended 



Tfith highly gratifying results, such as we could hardly 
have anli*^ipnted under the disadviLntagcoiis circiim- 
itartQes surrounding us. It has frkdden&d our hearts 
io wittier so mnny of the aftiicted ones who huvc 
been hrought into our inidat — some raving maniacs, 
tearing their clothes and iiltering the moat horrid 
oaths nnd imprecations — some pining under wretched 
nielancholy, and others with ininddflo enfeebled aa to 
be apparently almost obliteratedj becoming (heiii- 
eelves ugain, and ready to return lo the homes tliey 
were compelled to forsake for a time, with heartfi full 
of gratitude and joy in view of the deplorable state 
from wliicli ihey bad emerged. Upon the whole, we 
consider we have much reason for gratitude foi' the 
past, and encouragement for the future. 

The average length of time spent in tlie hospital 
by thoi^e received, has been u.90 months — by those 
discharged cured, 3 1-3 months. 

The average number of patients in the house per 
months has been aixty-three. 

Ineluding eompensaliouj^ of oflRcers, attendants, Sic^, 
together with fuel and provisions of all kinds fur iho 
whole, sane aa well aa insane departments, the coat of 
keeping each pntiL-nt has been at the rate of about 
$140 00 per finnuni. 

Thia ia a much larger amount than ever will be 
required again, as the expenses per hea<l will necea- 
iarily be diminished, m the number in the house shall 
be increased, $100 00 per annum, or even lesa, will 
probably be suSlicicnl lo defray rill expenses for each 

patient in the future operations of the catablish- 
ment. 

Our patients bav^j as is usnal^ been engaged in 
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certain light work, in a way useful to tbemselvea and 
profitable to the Jostitution. 

Those of the males T^'ho were capable iind willing, 
have been, from time to time^ occupied ia cultivating 
vcgctablce, sawing \vootl> handling lumber, pumping 
water into the tanks which supply the bath rooms 
iinJ water closets, &rC. As we have heretofore Itad no 
other mode of throwitif^ up Avater, large quantities of 
which were needed, Ihia latter operation has afforded 
theta much exerci^ee. Ourfemide patients, under the 
direction cf our malron, have made for the use of the 
institution, asaiflted by their attendants, (we have not 
yet employ ed ti seamstress,) the following articles, viz : 
244 sheets, 185 under-bed ticks, 3f5 tahle clotha, 37 
ehirtBj 16S pillow cases, 12 restraining jaekela, 45 
drepses, 3 pairs pantaloons, 7 lounges, ottomans, &.c^ 
11*G towels, 78 window curtains (for patients' apart- 
mentSj) 127 bed-.spreaJa, 5 pairs drawers, 3 carpets^ 
112 comforters and quilts, 9 pairs hose, several beds 
and piUowfl, and a few fancy arliclca. 

The malting ol' the above nrticlefifat a very modern 
ate valuation, is computed to be worth $^40 00. 

In addition, they have done a largo amount of 
mending, a.^isted in ironing to ponie extent, find 
helped uiiiterially in keeping their halls and rooms in 
s, cleanly cnndilion. 

The Cause of Insamtt. — The causea of mental de- 
rangement arc involved in the moat part in great 
obscurity ; and it not unfrequently happens that the 
disorder nmkes its appeunince without our being able 
to trace out any Bnlisfiiclory c;iU8e for it, either phys- 
ical or moral. It is at^ often the case that tho 
friends of the patient lul'^tiikc a t*y]iipto[u or an indi- 
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cfttion of insanity for the cause itself of the disease; 
or in other words, the effect is regarded as the cnuae. 
HcncCj in many instances very Utile reliance can be 
placed upon (lie nccoiint^ received of the wiipposed 
cause of insanity. Still, there are cases in which the 
exciting cnuao may, with considernble certainty, be 
ascertained. Wlienever it can be, the fuct may be 
sometime seized upon as an important guide in con- 
ducting the treatment of the ease: and hence it is 
desirable to ascertain in e\Gry instance as correctly 
m practicnble, the origin of the disease.

— I am happy to state tbat the 
building, whicli is now finished, (except the portico 
and El very ilttle inside work,) ia the admiration of 
nearly all who visit it. The hrick work is remarknble 
for the neat and siihstantiul manner ia which it is 
put up. Notwithstanding the iniincnw she of the 
Louse, Bcarc'oly n crnek can be discuverud in any part 
of it, owing to the solid and permanent character of 
the work in general, but more parlicnlnrly of the 
foundation. The carpenter's work in done, generally, 
in a jilyle highly yntisfactory ; and the plastering by 
those excellent and skillful mechanica, Messrs. Melick 
& Mounl, is perhaps iineqiialled, certainly not BU^ 
pafl^cd in the western country. 

Much praise is necessarily due Mr. M. C, Goltra, 
our aroliitect, who has so fiiilbfully and Buccei^fully 
anperiiitended the execution of the work from the 
layinir of the corner stone. 
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Aa a good deal of speculation bns been indulged 
dtli regard lo the cost of the hrick work, \i mny not 
»e amiss for me to state, that, if the calculation be 
Lade on the number of brick counted in tlic walls 
jcording to the fitrict requirements of Ihe contract, 
>y which all the ULimerous upciiin^a and tlie niorlar 
[oinla are excluded, it will be found that the laying 
of the brick has co^t about $S 70 per tbousand. But 
if the count be made in Ihe usual vray, i. e. according 

ii mechanic's measnreuiont, thoy have cost about 
3 IS per thousand ; so that the brick laid in the 
all^ including kbor and materlala of all kinds, 
ive not cost on an average more than $U 25 per 
loaeand. 
This, considering the fluperiority of the work and 
the extraordinary heij^ht of tlie wall*, cannot be con- 
Pidered a liigb price. 
^^ Before concluding, I onnnot omit lo beartestimony 
^^n favor of the other ofUcers of ihe institution who 
have labored with so much zeal and efficiency iu 
helping to forward the arduons work which lay before 

Pbei Whilst the steward, Capt, Ilcnry, has been en- 
gaged in liifi appropriate e.\ercisef*j prinuipally out of 
^Joors, where he has found, during the past year, much 
^Bl engage his attention, our aseUtant physician. Dr. 
^Bones, of whose sterling worth I can hardly speak too 
^nlglily, h:i8 been Jictive and viglhmt at his pont, and 
done effective eervice in adminietering to " mind 
fOrted." And our matron, Mrs, Mary N. Crockerj 
rhose post is a remarkably difficult one. which few 
qnalified to til], has contrihuted much to the order 
id propriety of the house, especially in the fomale

For tlie complete protection and pre^orvfttion of 
the lii53pitnl building from any danger arising from 
the fires used in generating steam, a brick building 
tliirlj-five feet long, twenty-five feet wiile, and ten 
feel above the ground, is constructed ninety feet in 
the rear of tlic hospital for the accoramodatioti of the 
boilers, sleum engine, and various llxturea for the 
ample supply of hot ami cold water, &c. 

The steam iwed for warming and ventilating the 
hospital is generated in two boilers, each twenty feet 
long, fuur feet in diameter, and contitiuing four flues, 

A cj'lindvical boiler, twenty f^et long and thirty 
inchea in diameter, beats tbe water, furnishea the 
steam fur \Taslnng and ilrylng the clothings &c., and 
for driving the engine which circulates the water 
through the entire buildings. Au iron lank of the 
capacity of thirty-five barrel.% is abo pkced in this 
room, and in which tbo wat<*r used for bathing, and 
other purpose?, ia healed. 

A steam engine of eight horac power, fini.^hed in 
superior style, works the pump?, one nf which raises 
from a well, Co some large tank;? in thu fifth story of 
the center buildings capable of holding two hundred 
barrel?, the water used In the house. This pump is 
so constructed that with hose, in case of fire, water 
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in large quantities can be thrown upon any part 
of tljtJ bnildings. The other pump returns to the 
boilers the water naed as steam in warniinp; and ven- 
tilating the hospital. 

^Vhi.'^ engine is aW designed to propel machinery 
for sawing woud, driving a com mill^ &e., &c- 

The eteani for wnrming and ventilating the hoapi- 
tal, ia condncted from the boilers to the hot air 
chambers under the wings, through a cast iron pipe 
Eds inches in diameter, covered with felting, and 
placed ill an archway under the ground, to protect it 
from the atmosphere and prevent radiation. 

The heating and ventilation is efleeteJ by passing 
large qnantities of pure air among wrought iron 
tubing, disposed in horizontal layers, through which 
the Hteam constantly ciicnlate.s, and ou btin^ con- 
densed, parts with its latent heat. The water formed 
by this condensation, is returned to the force pump, 
and from thence to the boilers through a large wrought 
iron pipe. 

An important feature in the construction of this 
AppfiratUH, is the complelc ecparation of the varioua 
heating apartments, instead of one long chambt-r ex- 
tending the whole length oE'the ward, the lieretofore 
most approved plan. Our entire heating surface is 
divided in each wing, into eight different compart- 
ments; two of which are allotted to eneh ward, and 
deliver their warm air through iiumerons fhies in the 
inside walls, opening near the celling of the ]m\h ; thus 
securing to each waix] itsproper amount of warm ain 
^k system uf downward ventilation — a most import- 
ttni recent improvement — is here effijctcd by fluea 
wisely placed for the purpose in the outside walls, 
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and opening at the floor, in each separate rooitij llii 
maintaining a constant circulixtion of pure, warm ixvt 
from ihe ceiling to tbe door, and from the haUs 
tliruuj»li the ruonif* to tbe oiiblde walls. Those Hues 
terminate in a large ehaft five feet flquare, discharg- 
ing their impure air into the ventilating cupolaa. ^M 

That an idea of the practical workings of this app^* 
ratjttiuay he ohlLihteil, it Jy necessary to hear iu iriind 
that the words heated eonlain 360,700 cubic feet of 
space, and the amount of piping used is 4,400 square 
feet, or one sipiare foot of healing HUrfitce to eighty 
cubic feet of &pa?e. 

The openings for the admission of cold air intotl 
heating apartments amount to furly-five square ft 
ill each wing, and the motion of the air through (hes* 
apartments is computed at four feet per second, ^^ 
the actual amount of pure warm air supplied Lo tb^| 
wards is 10,800 cubical feet per minute to each wing 
or 21,400 to the whole building, Thius during every 
fifteen or twenty minutes, Uie whole amount of air 
in the wings \s changed, and a most thorough veiitit- 
atinti effected, an indispensable condition of miccj 
in all effurts and means for the well being and rei 
ration of the insane. 

A pipe atlaclied to one of the large wooden tan] 
in the upper part of the cenlral building, conveys 
water to be heated fur bathing and other purposes, 
into the bottom of tlie before mentioned cylindrical 
iron tank in the holler njom. In ihts tank is phicei 
^a series of iron lubes filled with steam, whilst fri 
ihe top a pipe conveys the hot water to the halhi: 
rooms in each wing, asimple arrangement connectinj 
this pipe with the small tanks in the cross wings. 
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The motive power wliich enables hot water to be 
freely drawn in each story is the Lydrostatic preesuro 
of the descending column from the ivooden tank, 
wbilst by the simple contrivance above stated, a com- 
plete circulation of heated water is kept up through 
these pipes, and thus not only preserved from freezings 
but the water in the small tanks moderated in tem- 
perature. Other pipes from this tank supply boiling 
water to the kitcbens, laundry, &o.. Sea 

For boiling the clothes of the patients, previous to 
waahing^a jet of steam from the cylinder boiler is 
introduced into the vessel containing the soiled gar- 
ments, wbilst they arc dried by being placed upon 
racks ^hich slide over a series of eteam tubing- 
The adviintages of tho present arrangement are: 
Ist. Producing a pure warm atmosphere through- 
out the building, the air being supplied in great 
abundance from pure sources, 

2d, A fiy&tem of downward ventilation, wliich dif- 
fuses the warmth uniformly throughout the various 
apartments— thus pure air is introduced in the top 
of the room, whilst the Impure air is withdrawn at 
the floor. 

3d, The enfcty from fire, both in the building and 
as regards the patients ; in a lunatic asylum an im- 
portant consideration. 

4th. The freedom from the noifle, dust, dirt, and 
danger usually attendant upon fires in atovea 

Dlh- The whole heating arrangement being under 
the care of a single individual, it is much more easily 
managed, and a more uniform heat preserved than 
when done by the attendante, leaving them more 
time to attend to the wants of the patients. *

REPORT OF TRUSTEES 



Jh Oie General Assenihljf of tfie SMe of I&'rim: 

PnascANT to the statute organizing tbia institution, 
the Trustees herewitli submit llieir Fourth Biennial 
Report. 

It will ho remembered, that, at the last regular 
session of the Oeneml As-scmbly, a reorganization of 
the Boart] of Trustees of this lustilutiou waa efil-cted. 

The present Board of TriisteeH entered upon the 
performance of the trnst assigned thorn "with no 
especial experience as to the dutie.^ appertaining to 
tlieir oilice. They Iiavo felt the great responsibilitiGs 
involved in the control of an institution so important 
n£ that committed to thom, and have endeavored to 
discharge the duties of tbeir oflice in strict accord- 
ance with the benevolent purpose wbich wiis had in 
view in its foundation. They have fell that Iho 
ohligutiona owed to the State and the unfortunate 
objects of its bounty, were higher than any others 
which were merely personal or partial 

The performance of tlieir duty has been involved 
in some embarrassments, which have been increased 
by a knowledge of the fact that there were those, 
wliose disinterested regard for the well-being of the 
institution they would not question, who conceived 
views of poUcy esaentially different fiom their own- 
Fully assured of the rectitude of their Intentions, 
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and believing that if their early and steadfast convic- 
tions of the course necessary for the permanent 
prosperity of the institution were properly carried 
oul, the event would be Kallsfactory to the publicj 
they have made eome changes in its organization, the 
result of which ia herewith embodied, with, as they 
beheve, all other necessary facts relative to the insti- 
tutioii. 

The organization of their mimber, as Board, took 
place on the Cth day of April, 1803, It became 
necessary, for obvious reasons, that a careful state- 
ment should be laid before Ihem of the actual finan- 
cial condition uf the institution at that period. It 
appeared, that, when the last Report was issued, 
owing to the unfinished state of the buildings, and 
the ntimbc»r of contracts in process of execution, no 
clear statement could be given. In an extract from 
the Treasurer's stalcnientj in the last Report, it is 
observed, that ''Exclusive of bills for heating appa-

Tho work in progres,^, at the date of llie hist Report^ 
has been carried to completion, with the exception 
of the structure designed to counecl the main edifice 
with the building in ihc rear^ used for the doinestio 
purposes of the institution. The objection to thiH 
part of the bulldini^ is adverted to in the annftscd 
Report of the Superintendent. 

To tlie lorce of this objection the Board ia fnlly 
alive, and has directed the suFjpension of the work 
till other measures are matured. The amount ex- 
pended upon this work before its BuspcnsioUj and that 
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necej'sary to carry tlie liiiilding to completion, have 
been BOiuewhat largo, li wrLs found that, itllhough 
the buildings hfwi been in part occupied for about 
two yetiTP'j much reiniilned to be done before they 
could be sfiid to bG completed. 

Tbc heating apparatus bas roquircdsome consider- 
able extension of pipes, and the brick arch under 
which tbey nrc conducted to the wfirds has been re- 
laid. Much has been dotie in the way of paving and 
grading. Subterranean cisternd, of great capacity, 
have been completed, anH additional 'U'clls dug. Hex- 
eritl hnndred rods of hedging and ditching have been 
flccomplitihed, and the roads and walks have been 
extensively graded and top-drcsacd* IVuit and shade 
trees^, to a large extent, have been distributed about 
the gronnd-1, and a coinmeneement has been made in 
the work of oniamenting IIjo site of tbc Ilof^pitnl in 
a manner io conform to its great natural beauty. AH 
of the principal edifiee, with the exception of the 
parts recently completed, has been tborongbly re- 
painted. Much new and Hubslantial fnrniture, de- 
manded from the great increase of pntient^ has also 
been supplied. New buildings have also been erected, 
for further rolice of which reference ia mndo to the 
Superintendent's Report. 

The portico in front of the main budding has been 
completed, with the exception of putting together 
the wood-work of the superstructure, which is framed 
for tbc purpo^^e. This will esHsenlially contribute to 
the good appearance of the building. Tbe plan of 
tbia addilion was designed by Mr. G, Sutton, of 
Springfield. Proposal-^ for tbc work and material 
were advertised for in the papers in the vicinity. 
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TliG stone work liaa been executed by Mr> Daniel 
weene/, of Alton. 'Ilia wooil work is in the harJs 
of Mn a S. Golira, of Jacksonville. With thisslight 
exception, and the Qight of steps leading to the cup- 
, the building of the Hospital mny be said to be 
"complete. 

The con;^truclioii acconnt, even for the principal 
building of tht^ inf^titution, could not properly be 
dosed until the making up of this Report, The fin- 
ished condition of the main edifice will enable the 
Hospital, in its future operations, to put in practice 
that close economy, ^vhich alone can make such an 
institution a favorite with the publii^. For tha past 
two years, labor, fuel, provisions, and most other arti- 
cles of eonsuniptionj have been steadily rising in 
price. Notwithstanding this, it will be apparent to 
any one, who fully unLlersluiids the ircvitablc ex* 
pengejf of such an establish men t, and bears in mind 
how much of the diflburscmonts of the noi=pital, for 
this period, have been to put it into a condition 
creditable to the I^ltatt', that tlio expenses of the sup- 
port of the institution compare favorably, in point of 
economy, with oUiera of a like nature. 

On the Gth of June, 1S53, for various reasons un- 
necessary now tt) slate, the Trii,sleea deemed it their 
imperative duly to make a change in the siiperin- 
tendcDcy of the institution. Accordingly, with a 
Kingle disfsendng voice, they adopted ret^olutions re- 
moviug the Supeiinlendeul from office, — imposing 
his duties, while the appointment of a successor waa 
pending, upon the Assistant Physician. The late 
SuperintoTident, however, tleclined leaving the insti- 
and did not until the action of the Board was

GfiNTLiiMEN: In presenting this portion ©rilie Fourth" 
BienaJjil Report of the Iiistitiilioii, the Lmderwigiied 
must be considered ns passing in review Uie biatorj' 
oF fi period with but a fourth pirt of the duration of 
which he has hiniself been eoriversaiiL Ahhoiigh 
Ihe v:iluG of this Report mn,y sntTor from the wriler'a 
per^nal knowledge bein^ hmited to six months only, 
cf the two years embmced therein, Ihi^ ia believed to 
be a lesser evil than to brenk tlie Btatislical iind 
historical unity whiuli is siUvniy-s d<?s[mble to be icuin- 
tained in llic aflliireof uu important public in.stitulior. 

At the date of tbe Inst Report, tijcre remained in 
the institution eighty-two patients. Since that time 
there have been oiJmitted two hundred and eixty-fivo 
coBeti; milking ihe whole number who have enjoyed 
the benefits of the Ilospital, irom December 1, 1852, 
to December 1, 1S'j4, three hundred and furty--scA'en_ 
During the same period, one hundred and Gijj;bty'Ona 
have been discharged, leaving one hundred and sixty- 
sii novT under treatment. As the Hospital affords 
accommodation for tlje two ^exes equally, and tho 
whole had been oecopied tho most of Iho timo 
recently, the number of males and females baa been 
nearly the game.

The general results nffurdeJ Ijy tLe rocorria of this 
institution, tlifler little, in any particular, from the 
other State inatUutions in the couiitrj'. They com- 
pare favorably in every particular- AcctJcntal cir- 
cumBtiincGs may, for a single year, vary the reaulti 
while the summary of aeveral siiccesaive years will 
be the aamc. 

For the past few months^ the chief difficulty attend- 
ing the management of the institution has arisen 
from the unpleasant necessity of selecting more care- 
fully than would he dosircd those of the many appli* 
cants most euitahle to be received. The lodging- 
rooms and larr^e dcirmiloriea have been eonatanlly 
occupied, and \vc are gradually converting the rooma 
originally designed as fiitting-rooms into donnltonea 
for the lodgment of additiomil numbers, By theae 
moaBure^ we believe that none have been excluded 
whose claims for admission have been truly urgent.

The boJily IienltL of the inmnfes of tbe Hospital 
Lna been genemliy good. No epidemic has at any 
time prevailed, although, during the post summer^ 
the dnnger seemed suincwhiLt iinniiiienl from till 
frequency of cases of cholem iu the vicinity. Tl 
instances of morlnlily have mninly occurred amoM^ 
those exhausted hy long-con 1 in ued mental disease. 
The fact cannot be qiieationed, that most forma 
mental disease shorten the period of human life, 
the exceplion.s to the rule, in all ca-^ca of high cscit* 
mcnt, it Villi be found tiiat lucid intervals occiu 
■which allow nature to recover itself before the poll 
of exhaustion is readied. Epilepsy, palsy, and con- 
eumplion, ^'ill annually claijn a class of victims 
whose tenipeniment certain predispositions exis 
But the natural termination of mania, as it usually 
occurs, is in A form of disease which has eluded th^^ 
nomenclature of medical writers. It consists in the 
failure, scriiilun, of those physical functions wliose 
healthy performance depends most directly on a 
normal innervation. Tlio hesitating step, and a diffi- 
cluty of utterance, are among the earliest indications 
that the bruin is losing ilssnpremauy. Calorification 
fails; the extremities become cold^and the individual 
;|a found hovering about the registers, or other sources 
of artificial beat Soon tlie circulation becomes cftH 
feebled ; the face assumes a stolid and swollen ap^ 
peamncc; the extreniitiea swell and become purplo, 
especially if in a dependent postioa Digestion 
becomes involved, and emaciation quickly foIlow^H 
The legs break out with ulcers^ which soon become 
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the nucleus of extensive spacelalion, and death is 
welcomed lo close the ecene* The individual usually 
sinks before all the singes in tins succession ofpIiyHical 
ilecny have been tuken. ScienCfj has ^iveii no njiinti 
to this di^ose, whose aspect is fziniiliar to all ^vho 
treat the Associated insane. It is neither pal^y, 
droppy, or nianisnius^ and yet it combines fiomclhing 
of the features of each.

I room. Each ward, it will be perceived, is full with 
fcenty-one patients, while one hundred and sixty* 
■ght fill the building as deigned, Wc are now 
converting these parlors into dormitoricSj which will 
^^liow us to add fifty tu this nnuibcr. We rL*gret the 
^Bece^ity for this abridgement of the comfort and 
^ftijoyment of our patients, hut the outward prci^ure 
^Bpon uscumpeb it. The email amount of room thus 
^^piined will skion be all occupied, iL therefore be* 
comea necessary for the Board to adopt a line of 
ilicy which shall govern our action in this rapidly 
^p^oaching emergency. The State, having once 
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assumed thercjiponaibilily of providm^ for tbc wants 
of tile ias;Lii&, it bccomea impossible for Ibose wbo" 
are carrying its Jeaign into execution to discnminati 
wbo shall or who shall rot b3^ pnrtifipanls of i(a<j 
boiintv-- Allowini^ the smne ratio of the number of 
ihe in^aTle to the whole populntion to exist in lllinoia 
as is found in other Stales, there still remnin' several 
hunrlrcda yet nnpravided for, not to spenk of tUo'- 
prospeclive wants of a rapidly increasing popiihition, 
Whether the original plan of Ihe eJillce shall be 
carried out — llius nflbrding the means of receiving 
an additional number more than equal to ibiU now 
under treatment — or a new institntion be erected in 
another part uf ihe Slate, will of oonr&e be at the 
decision of those having the bounty of llie Siate at 
their dispo^^ah The original phm of thia institntion 
contemplated a insun building, with four wing^, capa- 
ble of aecominodaling not far from four hundred 
piilicnt^ But two of the wirgf^ hiive been completed- 
In favor of carrying out the original design, the foU 
lowinj; siiggestiona will perhsipa he found worlby of 
considerntion. 

The coat of supporting ench patient in au institu- 
tion of this nature if* very raatcrinlly lessened by 
adJiiloua to the j^ross number under treatmeuL In 
this lIo^'pital, a .Superintendent, Assistant Physician, 
Steward, Matron, Housekeeper, Engineer, and Car- 
penter, are sulnned officers, whose compensation ia 
regnhiled in no respect by the number of patients 
under treatment. They could as well serve tbe 
requirements of four hundred inmates^ as of half 
that number. So, also, of the night-watchmnn, llie 
liretnan, and the corps of assistants employed ia 
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riuiis ways about the farm. The rGsponsiblo per- 
ns who inaimgc the cooking, bnkhig. nnd laundry 
ork, are the same, be the establishment birge or 
Bmrill ; nnd to perform iho labor rcqiiireJ for ad^lU 
^onnl numbcr?,as every huusekeepor hns espenunced, 
quirc3 but a email additional force. An atlendunt 
the wards to every ten ar twelve [Datient^ with 
wo or three subordinate cooks and washers fur the 
hole number, would be an in?ignifiL'jinl item of 
pense, added to the whole amount now paid for 
bor, with salanos included. These cofisideriil!on«j 
always important in the economy of every public 
institution, become doubly so here, where labor is 
highj and nrtidea of consumptioji conipanitively low, 
Willi but two hundred patieiita, this institution, from 
plan, manner of healing, etc, must bo an expen- 
sive one to sufltiiin. With the completion of ita 
dcsi<fii, its expeni^e h at once reduced to that of 
hera of the same kind. 

Again, the size of the center-building ill comporls, 
in any particular, with tint of the wing^ as at present 
existing, Nona of its architectural conveniences fit 
it for the occupancy of palienln, save as an extrenio 
and temporary expedient. Yet it ia much too large 
r the present corps of oHicerB and nssistiinls. The 
cost of keeping it in good order would, of conr^ieT be 
no more if it served the domestic usea of an cstab. 
hment of live hundred sonla than at present. Its 
dispioporlionatc aizej a*i appreciable to the eye from 
without, is not as great aa its disproportion in tha 
more essential point,^ of convenience and economy* 
The completion of the plan restores the symmetry of 
e edifice, and it then beeomesj as a whole, not sur- 
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passed by any institution in the West for beauty oE 
pi'oportion, ani en.se and economy of supervision. 

To those having iho manigemGntoflhe institution 
most directly in charge, the question, whether or not 
the execution ol' iti^ plan shall he completed, ia not 
one of personal interest, Have that an addition to 
numbers adds only to tlie labors of those thus enga- 
gedj wit!ioiit adding to tlieir pecuniary emolument. 
Yet, the pride i^ perhaps an excusable one, whicb 
would have the institution such, in all pnrtiuulars^ 
that every citizen on visiting it would ehare in thes 
sentimeiit- 

We hhould have presented but one of the aspecla 
of this r|ucstion if w^ omitted (o state, that there ard 
many who Bcriously doubt the expediency of a.^sem-* 
hling under one head a number l-irger than about 
that now here gathered. I carinot heller present lUe 
chief objection to this oxpanaion of uuiubers than by 
adopting the language used in the laEc Keport by &■ 
genllemaii, wlio, alone^ would have ennobled this 
particular department of ihc medical profession. Dr. 
Luther V. BcU, Sepei'intcndcot of tUc McLean Asy- 
lum, near Boston. 

** I am perfectly aware that your Board, in eommon 
wilh all experienced nnthoritieR, have uniformly en- 
tertained the conviction, that the absolute number of 
insane persona under one charge ought not to exceed 
about the present number here (200). No one dt- 
rector, no matter how vigorous pliysicnllyj encrgelio 
intellectually, or blessed with Bcnsibilitics ever cheer- 
ful and undngglng, can ftland the pressurB of a greatef 
duty than thij^, for many year??, and live. That raoi^ 
tality which has swept away so many of our beloved 
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bund of brethren in this speciality within a few years, 
— ieftving me at no advanced nge the oldest in service, 
— id too melancholy a proof that ihey who have at- 
tempted duliea beyond a certain limit have uniformly 
fallen overpowered at the wayside." 

I would not differ from nn authority so eminent, 
only, that the circnmytances here are different from 
most other instances. The policy adopted by this 
State peculiarly favors the aggregation of incurable 
patients — giving the institution a double aspect, that 
of a Hospital for the treatment of cases supposed 
curable, and a receptacle for the immensely greater 
class who look to it only as a life-long f>helter These 
latter, associated in wards by themselves, require 
comparatively little supervision. Whether we will, 
or not, give this class consequence in arranging for 
the treatment of the insane as a body, their claims 
press too strongly to be utterly ignored. If, in the 
adoption of the phrase, "Hospital for the Insane," oa 
the style of this institution, it was the design to limit 
its functions entirely to its curative ability, the intent 
must fail There are, and must ever be, a very great 
proportion remaining, concerning the propriety of 
whose seclusion not a, doubt can exist, but of whose 
recovery hardly a hope can he entertained. There 
are some, whose unrestrained liberty would be at the 
price of public safety, and othera, whose helplessness 
would expose themselves to suffering. There are 
many who, in an asylum, are orderly, healthy, and 
happy, but who, when left to the guidance of their 
perverted propensities, lose every attribute of hu- 
manity save its outward semblance. It is true, that 
the constant presence of the incurably insane is a 
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Berious drawbndt upon what is usually regnrJcd ns 
the eiicces-s of an itirtlJlution, v.r it bccoraca apparent 
in it.s published reporls. They tliinlnksh its per ccnl- 
ni^o of ri'covt-rles, nnd inevitably ndJ to its p^r ceiit- 
ayo of dualh,^ Yet lUe higher r43t!li:ig3 of humtinity 
arc ii^vi?r cuUulI more strongly into exercise, and the 
best ability more worlliily put forth, than in throwing 
some lew niyw of sunligliL upon sucli n fiombre piL-tnre 
03 ihat of God's own image groping its shadowed 
way tbrongh Ibc desolate vale of irrecoverable mad- 
ue-v*. Ill ail expt^rieiiee gatlL^red from the charge of 
abont ft thousand insane persons, the writer of l\m 
Report nmy indut;^e the remark that, beyond the 
satiisfiLi^llon of seeing restoreJ to reaj^on and ibc sod* 
cty of" lliL'ir fiii-ntls lliase wlto have been mannied as 
lost, lliere j.s a higher one, m that unseen, unreported 
euccef^js which comists in giving comfort to tliose 
w]iu>e sources of outward happiness are so nearly 
driiid up, and prolongiJi*; for a tinie the twilight of 
torruw which precedes the lerLutnatioii of inciinvbli 
insanity. 
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Jjcu^lk of titnc ihol the paftrnfi rnnointufj Dccemhir 1st, 13i 
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Tlje fear lest tliis especinlly iiniiortant. elass of the 
ftillicteJ mny be gverlookei-l in our future prorisiunSj 
tony have loo much prolonged these rcmnrkfi; but it 
mny he suggested, in n*Juitioii, tliat fLltcmpts which 
have rtt vrinoiis limes been nidde in oh]i>r comnniuz' 
ties to furnish for iho incurable, but harmless iuj^une, 
II chvs of accommodations less expensive limn n well- 
re;;idiited hospital, have sigrinlly failed. All rcceptri- 
cles plni"iiied wiih tliis view liave ultiumttly fdlen 
\infler tlio severest censure, from the condition in 
which they have been found. No nltcrnfilivc should 
be allowed to the confinement of the in.-'Tine in the 
custody of their rehitivt^s and friends, olhc-p than their 
&ccliiHion in an r»pylum,he!d in i\\\ ila manngement to 
islrict accountabilily. 
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BUPEilVISION OP THE iKSTITDTtO^T. 

It 13 hoped thiit the Superintendent will no 
consiJered jis traiwconding his proper subject, in the 
BUggestion,thiit nothing cun eerve to insure the future 
pro?*perity of the in*<titiilioii more than tlie strict 
mfti nten.ince of a vigilant fiiipervision of ils afiiiirs 
on the part of its Trustees. It would seriously im- 
peril the briglitncaa of its prospecta, if the Board, 
truflllng too confiilently in ita orgniiization, phould 
nh:indon iwy lliirig of its present wiitchfidness. At 
this periodj llio public eonfidonee in hospitals for thi 
insane has reached what appears to be almost an e\ 
tremo point The rapiditj' with which tliey hiv 
epritng into oxistenct?, for !he past ten years, has nol 
dituinl^hed the crowd that perpetually presses at lh< 
doors for admission, Whiie this proves thai tl 
earlier prejiidiceH which existed towards such inatitl 
tions have yielded to the belter information ofhiti 
linicfl, it also fchowa how readily those bonnd to tl 
unfortunate by the lies of kindred and afTectii 
funloose those obligations, and commit the stricki 
Eiineri?r to the kct^phjg of the stranger. This is a 
foi Innate state of things for those chiefly concerned j 
for, williont f|ne5tion, when mental derangement lias 
continued fur any considerable period, the obligations 
of kindred arc less reliable than tliose imposed on 
individuals under public surveillance, and provided 
with the proper Eipplinnces. In this fJict lie? thi^^ 
[great responsibility attending the management oftU^I 
a.'isociiited inf^ane. The skill, sagacity, prudence, and 
otlier moral qualities of a single individual, miiflt 
supply ibttt for which the lies of blood and afiectii 
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on the part of hundreds bave been found insufiicient. 
The difficulty of tbc cafie is incrcdsed by the fact, 
tliatan interested public* insteitdof iiminlaming insli- 
tiitiunn for ihe ciiatoily iind relief of llie insnne under 
a steady and well-regulated in&pection, too often neg- 
lect thcra ftltogethor.lill some acciJenttilcircume'tnnce 
tbrowfl their afiiiira open to tlie public eye>and leaves 
lem exposed to & severity of opinion wbicti is Ihe 
lOre extreme in proportiou to itfl past leniency. 
n?<titutions]ikcoLirs,yctin their infancy, and situated 
liftmid a population not thoroughly fiiiiiHai' with insan- 
(ity ftuJ its medlco-lej^al relations lo sGCit-ty^ are lesa 
imperiled by eucb liabilities than those which have 
Iheir existence in older comuiunities. The period 
arrive?, sooner or later, when piihlie sentiment be- 
comesfully alive to the importance of the functions 
which theyaasuuie. From being regarded merely bs 
^^hospitaia" for the cure of disease by medical agen- 
CieSj their eqnitlly important irse.'* as pUicesS of deten- 
tion for those improper to be at large becomes devel- 
oped; and it is a danger- that, with this discovery, an 
undue aeiiBitlveness bet^omes mauife??t lest such a 
delicate tru-^E as the inhibition of peraonnl liberty be 
not abused. These responsibilities, which are una- 
voidable by those who become the cuwtodians of the 
iDRane, and the severe requlrementa of an enlightened 
^public sentiment, render it necessary that, while an 
'institution ia at the flood-tido of prosperity and pub- 
lie confidence, it should maintain in its aifairs all 
tho^ safeguards which would protect li: fi-om the 
hasty and adverse iinpulHcs which are apt to succeed 
exce.^tiive popular favor. There arc Horne similar 
iu^jtitutions to this in this countryj which have, ever 
12 
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mnce their roundation eeemcd to Boat on a tide of 
unbroken prosperity. No breitth of public cenj^ure 
has asaailed tliom ; the organization of their several 
corps of officera lias remained for a loii^ succession of 
years unbroken, and the pursuance for so long a time 
of a fixed policy, bas given them a high rank among 
Iho benevolent institutions of the world. The chief 
eecret of this success has been, the ''.lose supervision 
niHJutiuned over their aflairs by their boards of man- 
agement. If an institution is well conducted, it is 
worth an effort to keep assured of the fact ; and if it 
id not, no long time should be permitted to clapj 
before the obslactes to ila success are removed. 



F1HAKCE3 AND IMPHOVEWENTS. 

The financial aRuira of the institution will be ui 
derstood by reference to the Treaaurer'a Report. An 
explanatory statement is, hovreverj not out of pla ce ^ 
here. j^H 

At the date of the last Report, but one of t^^^ 
Tvinga of the building was ready for occupancy. 
Bince that time the other wing has been finished 
and the requisite furniture supplied fur more than as 
many patients ay were then under treatment, and 
altK) for the nurses and attendants required, in addi- 
tion to the former corps. The grounds have been 
extensively graded, and the preparatory steps taken 
for their being Inid out in such a style as their natural 
capacity, and the wants of such an institution demand. 
Several hundred load^ of lime refjsc, cinders, clajj | 
and mason's rubbishj have been collected and spread 
upon the roads and walks. 

From the necessarily hurried manner in which the 
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earlier drains were liiiJ down, and the materia] of 
which they were constructed^ much of that kind of 
work has required renewing, at considera,ble labor 
nnd expense. The experience oT the last year has 
(lemonairated that the original provision made for 
the t^upply of water ^va^ quite inadequate* Four 
wells, and two cislerus for the reception of the water 
from the roof, were thought ample. During the 
severe cold and dry weather of last winter, it was 
foimd necessary to dig an additional well,— the sup- 
ply on deposit in the cisterns haying been exhausted, 
aiid the wtllft being nearly or rjuitedry. This proved 
expensive, from the depth necessary to dig, and the 
necessity for protecting the workmen, during its pro- 
gress from the inclemency of the weather During 
the excesaively dry weather of the summer past, 
this well, also, failed with the rest. Another well, 
making the eixth, was dug in a different part of the 
farm, which has served to supply our stock, and two 
underground cistern^^ capable of holding not far from 
sis hundred barrels, have receully been completed- 
Thef*c arc lined up with brick, and cemented in the 
moat careful and sub.^tantial manner. An exigency 
i§ hardly suppojuible for which we are not now in- 
sured in this most essential particular. 

A brick pavement, twelve feet in width, bounded 
by A curbing of dressed stone^ haj been laid around 
the main building; and another, of similar construc- 
tion, eight feet wide, around the rear building. In 
this work there are, by measurement, 1100 square 
yards of brick work, 10G8 linear feet of curbing, and 
144 square feet of flagging. The wooden bulk-heads^ 
eight in numberj through which cold air entered the 
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healing chnrnbera, for the purpoBe of wdrraing and 
Tentilaling the wiinls, have been token up, and strong 
iron ^ralingp, Iju"! in heavy borders of linniinered 
Stone, have been eubslitiUerf, The eecnrity and ^ood 
appearance of the buildingat its focndalion urgently 
demanded this meii-sure. Two additional building?, 
one 20 feet hy 3lf, and the other 22 by 34, buUt of 
brickj are now being completed. The former of these 
Ib un ice-houae and siiioke-hoiise, and the latter is to 
be used aa a chandlery and leachery. B^ith of theAe 
buildJngH were iiinch needed ; they have been built 
in the the most substantial mannerj and are conve- 
Dienlly located for their designed purpose. The 
two buildings required something more than 145 
thousand of brick. Their cost has been not far from 
81,800. 

The ** Arcade," or passage way, between the two 
buildings, has been eoiupletedf so far as seemed e^fpe- 
dientj without fjrther advice from the Board, This 
etructurc, hcHides being costly if carried to full com- 
pletion, appears 111 adapted to its intended piirpose- 
It ia of lattice-work — highly ornamental in its style, 
and two stories in height> the lower etory being-^n- 
tircly open* It only serves as n covered passage-way 
between the two buildings. Should fire break oat in 
the rear building, where the dunger from such a cal- 
amity chiefly lies, this structure would eerve as a 
ready communication of the destructive clement with 
the main edifice. I would moat urgently sugge^^t 
that, in view of such a calamity, the two buildings 
ebould be either lelt totally diaconnectctJ, or else 
joined by a substantial one of brick, made as nearly 
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BB possible fire-proof, aiicl made to serve nlpo for llie 
kitchen, bakery, family diinti)^>room and chapel. 

It was hoped thnt, before this R(.'port was submit- 
ted, the porticOj the building of which wan put under 
ccntrnct last Angnat, would have been coicpleted. 
The failure of the contractor for the stone work to 
fini-sh his portion of tbe iindertnliing, in due seai^on, 
will delay the snperstrnctiire until next spiing. This 
only remaining esceptioji to ibt* completion of the 
ediliec, will very materially heighten its exlcrnnl 
architectural effect. Its co^t haa been about ^4.400. 

The cookuig fixlureft have been materially im* 
proved by the late introduction into two kilchem of 
three of Pond's cooking ranges. By menns of these 
improvement?^ this department of labor will be made 
more convenient, and, as we tliitik, morci t'conornieah 
The apparatus which they have eupplanted was pecu- 
liarly rude and inetlicient. This improvement has 
cost §328 13. One of Miller's drying pre-^^ej* has 
al?o been placed in the wa'^ii-room. This has cost^ 
including transportation, (tbout $135. Thei^e fixtures 
which are now univer^ially approved, and are in gen- 
eral untf, will, it is believed, annually repay their cost 
in the saving of time, labor and expense, which they 
afford. 

The condition of the building haw made it advis- 
able to repaint those parts which have been longest in 
use. Accordingly, during the latter part of theprcKent 
:»eason, al! of the eaat wing, mo?t of the center build- 
ing, and much of the we^d wing, together with the 
cupoluK, eornices, and the brick freizes, have been 
thoroughly dressed with two coata of zinc pnint 
Tliia has cost $1,011, These several additiouB and 
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improvcraenta have been done after mature delibcn 
tion and in the most siibstantkl maiiDer. We havej 
attempted to avoid all luake-fihifts and temporarji 
expedienta, believing them the worst policy* li 
enumerating these items of expenditure, it is not to 
be inferred that they are the chief iinpravements 
tbat have been efTeited since the last Report Tbe. 
great change which bas taken place in tbc conditioi 
of ibe instimtion could only he appreciated by thof 
cogni?iMit with its state at boHi periorls. Tliere 13 
wide and deep space to be filled, at much expeni 
lying between tbe time when a great public undej 
taking may be said to he ready for use^ and tbe tii 
when it can properly be B-Tid to be complete. The' 
two years embraced in this Eoport cover iDUcIi 
tbat space in the history of this institution. It hi 
been a period during which incomplete accommodi 
tions have been brought to a finish, temporary espi 
dietits made to give place to permanent conveniens 
and from being a place where the inf^nc could I 
treated indeed, but at much disadvantage, it has be< 
placed in posseGsion of all the means and appltancca 
necesaary to the full and perfect operation of suol 
an institution. 

It bas been fortunate for the institution that t! 
plan adopted in tbc principal cdilicc 13 a good od< 
and that, in its delaib, so few departures were Miffer^ 
ed. Tbe same commendation, however, cannot b^— 
bestowed upon other part^of tbe establishment. I^| 
the rear buildings, SO feet by 56, and two stones and 
a Ijair hi^h, all tiie laundry work \s done, including 
washing, ironing, drying, and the cooking for all the 
patientSjattendants'and assistants of every kind. 
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Affords a dining room for nearW all those iu the 
loy of the institullon, and al.'^o uleeping-roomp for 
about twenty. It also contains the bakery, and in a 
flhcd attiicUed, arc the stefim engine and the boilers for 
generating tteaiB for heating the bLiilding?. Bo many 
depiirtnients of hibor crowded into so small a t^paco 
must necessarily be performed at u disiidvanlage. 
The enlargement of thia building aeems deuiandcd 
by every consideration, and its liability to fire should 
be guarded against by essential changes in construc- 

!tion. An additional barn should be erected at the 
earliest praclicable period. We have, at present 
b&rdly anything that deserves the naniGj in view of 
our aetual wants. In the present state of things in 
this particular, a woate of the farming products is 
olmoT^t unavoidable, which aliould never be lolii^rated. 
The farm of sueti an institution aa this, in view of the 
great advantages for its thorough cullivalion at hand, 
should be a model one for the State, Good buildinga 
are one of the first essentials for good husbandry. 
Thenfihould follow, implements of Jhe most approved 
kind, Btock of choicest varieties, and the best methods 
of tillage which the science and CKperiencc of the 
tunenS suggest. Our position and fatilitlea adnut all 
this. The buildings of the Hospital (with the excep- 
tions above named) being complete, and the interior 
discipline, as we believe, equal to the fitandarrl of the 
lime>*, the improvement of the farm and grounds 
becomes one of the most important subjects of at- 
tcntion.

The greater number^ 
however, arc mo^t benefited and best plca-sed with 
employment out of doors, to gratify the desire of 
doing soiiietliing showing aetiial resultsu The sewiiig- 
roomf under the direction of the matron^ oflbrds op- 
portunity for constant labor for the female patients. 
The omnibus is in daily use for such as require passive 
exercise in the open air, Heading partiey nro regu- 
larly holden on two evenings of the week, and an 
oecasional danoing party is given, in which such 
patieiiis j<ji[i us woidd not be injured by a teuipeml 
use of this kind of amusement. 

Chnpel servicer have been sustained on the Sa' 
batli with little interruption. For the pa§t four 
months. Rev. PieMdent iSturtevnnt, of Illinois Collegej 
^lias ofliciated a.'^ Cliaplain, Hia mini^lration.s have 
been eminently judicious, and are much enjoyed and 
.appreciated by the patients. His audience usually 
inumherj* seventy or eighty — as hirge a number ns 
in well he convened in the room set apart for the 
mrpose. With nothing to distinguish the Sabbath 
'om other days of tlje week, save the su^pen^jon of 
labor, it is, among the insane, u day of especial resi 
le^eneaa and irritability. Those who work off excite-' 
ment on the other days of the week out of doora^ 
are a souiee of disquiet to the whole number on 
Sunday. The neat and well-arninged chapelj — tha 
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choir under the direction of the Apsislant Phj^sician, 
nuA the peculiarly well-ndJipleiJ JL^couise of the 
Chnplam, are features which make the occasion al- 
WQTr"* one of plcaaing anticipation. There are few en- 
jojmenta or priviicgL'* of the in?stitiitiou which could 
not he mere more wiUmj^ly sacrificed thatithi^ 

Another feature in tlie expcrieDco of the Hospital 
for the past year, too inter^,-sting j»nd loo important 
to be passed wilhout notice, U the foniiation on the 
part of the ladies of Jacksonville of a benevolent 
Q^ociation, having, for ita exprees object, a regular 
and fltflted visit to the institution, on the Saturday of 
each week, hy a uouiinittee its^igned in rotation. 
This society — appropriately staled iho '^ Dix Associ- 
ation," Tve regard aa a conception of the most happy 
kind, and itfl opernlions have been peculiarly prodio- 
tive of the welfare and happines,^of the unfortunate 
persons for whose benefit it waa instituted. We 
carne-stly hope that the zeal and faith of the society 
maybe su^^tainod, fidly believing that its formation 
is an itnportant era in the history of the institution. 
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To the gentlemen t'oiinected with the newspaper 
press throughout the State, our obligations are due 
tor a varied and valuable i^npply of newspaper read- 
ing. A Ii?it of the papers ivhicb reach us from e\i^ry 
part of the State is large, and even could the receiv- 
eiB be chooaera, it could hardly be improved, We 
do not regard the gift of a newspaper auhscrtption as 
a mere compliaicut and nothing more ; it is felt as a 
substantifLl gratuity, as material as if purchased at its 
monied value. 
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COKCLUaiON, 

Dr Cha*L C- Cornetl is associated witli mo, as Assist- 
ant Phyaician, in the manai^oment of this institution ; 
Capt John ilcnry ptill helda the office of Steward. 
By recent appointment, Mn*. Eliza, M. Rugue ii\h the 
Simportant office of Mutron. Mrs. Isabella Henry dis- 
charges the laborious and varied duties of House- 
keeper. Capt. Flenry nnd Mr?. Henry are so well 
known in this conunutiltyj that comment in regard 
to them is superBuous. Dr. Corcelt and Mrs. Hague 
have been but a short time with us. They seem well 
adapted by nature and inclination for the duties 
which devolve npon them. 

The viewH and MAtemente above presented nre all 
thitt oecur to us of sufficient value to find place in 
this Report. Should there be other infonnation depir- 
flble, eilher in regard to the curative result;^^ the rou- 
tine of daily managetnent, or its finances, not herein 
presented, our recottla and other books will show it at 
a very brief Inspection. We are restrained only by the 
obvious limits necessary to bii placed on this Report. 

We can only add, in concluit^ion, that the fulnro of 
[this institution appcara auspicious* What events may 
lie imdisclosed in the two years which, according to 
iieage^ will elapse before its affiiirs will again in this 
manner be made public, is known only to llim who 
■controls the destiny of all men and all things. Hum- 
bly relying on that Power which thas guides and 
controls, in an earnest desire to maintain the present 
prosperity of the lastitullon, I respectfully pubmit to 
you tliia lleport.

Tvhicb patients are received and kept id the iBstita* 
tion. At the quarterly meeting of the Boitrd, holden 
on the 6th of March, 1S55, after fully examining the 
capacity of the buildings for the ftccommodation of 
patients with safety and comfort, it was iceoIvedB 
that the number under treatment should be kept 
within a maximum of two hundred; and, in accord- 
ance with that resolution, a list of all patinnts coneid- 
ered incurable, but harmlc^, wa? prepai^ed in th^ 
form of a scale graduated to the supposed expedienc; 
of ibeir discharge- This measure will be found to h* 
in accordance with the provisions of Sec. 14 of tl 
Act of 1853, in relation to this imtilulion, 

Providioniiry orders were therefore issued for tlie 
discharge of those enrolledj as the necessity migl 
arise in the future. Fifty were thua ordered to b( 
diflcbarged during the year 1855. Of the ordurs 
issued to those responsible by law for their executioi 
neatly half met with no response. Thirty-six, how-' 
ever, were removed^ either by their friends or the 
counties holden, or by the institution itself; while 
some fourteen included within the orders biI 
remain. This dilatorincss on the part of those! 
responsible, and a dislike to the extreme exercise ol 
the rightof the Board, led to all possible modification 
of the purpose contemplated iu their resolution ahovi 
named. 

Rooms in the upper etory of the center building' 
designed for the use of the domestics, were give] 
over to the occupancy of the patient^ as dormitoriei 
This materially expanded the space at the comman< 
of the institution. 
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Greater stringency was also enjoined in the admis- 
Bion of cases of long standing than had hitherto been 
used. By these means, less embarrassment has been 
felt than was anticipated. Tlie utmost extent will 
have been reacbed to all the space at the command 
of the institution^ both ordinnry and extra, when the 
number of patients shall reach two hundred and fifty. 
For ihe lost year, two hundred and sixteen has beea 
our largest number; and about two hundred, the 
least, 

Wilhin a few months past the institution baa been 
apparently compelled to the admission of a few 
patients from out of the StalCn In nio-'^t instances, 
their arrival at the door of the Hospital was the first 
intimation of their coming. To reject them^ luudly 
seemed possible, in th9 exhausted condition thc?y were 
usually in. When they have appeared quickly cura- 
ble^ they have been admitted, and discharged at the 
earliest practicable uiomenL The aggregate so ad- 
mitted has amounted to fifteen. Three now remain 
— all from Jowa — nil curable, and will probably all be 
removed before this Report is laid before you. All 
persons so admitted have been charged with the full 
cost of their support^ and the funds so received added 
to the Treasurer's asecta 

It may be proper to add^ that one gentleman, so 
admitted, in the fullness of his gratitude for the benefit 
gained in his complete restoration in lea? than two 
weeks, besides paying a liberal sum for the coat of hia 
board and atLeodnTice, presented the institiilion with 
a fine clock for' the ward in which be was placed, 
with a donation for the purchase of maps and books, 
to the aggregate value of forty dollars. 
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In the annexed Report of the SuperinteDdent^and 
D the Report of December, 1S54 (copies of ^^hicl^^ 
will be rt>supplied with this,) varioua considerations" 
are presented respecting tlie expediency of carrying 
to completion the unfinished portions of the original 
Hospital dedgii- By reference to the sraoll cut 
placed in thi.s Report, the uiifmisbcd pertioiiH will be 
Been in their relation to those already built and 
occupied. ^| 

As means for the further construction of such 
buildings must be wholly derived from legirtUtive 
appropriations, the Trustees forbear any suggeslious 
on the enbject farther than those contained in tbo 
Superintendent'd Report, as they believe themaelvei 
free frciu nny peisoiml or pzirtiul views as to what^ 
may be the best method of providing for the gre&tj 
mmiber of our afflicted fellow-citizens who can hav< 
DO other fit resort than auch an institution as thi& 
Hospitals fur the insane have beconii? incorporated 
among the social necessities of the age. This institu- 
tion was conceived at a period when the future off 
the State appeared, to an uncommon degree, be- 
clouded. It was carrii^d lo lis pre^ut t>taEe of ad-H 
vanceraent when the burden of its erection was felt" 
by an impoverished Trooaury, Timea have now 
changed. To double its present capacity, and at thi 
Kiime time nijike it greatly more perfect, will demand] 
an expenditure trivial, relatively to the ability of th^j 
Statc^ in comparison with what it has already cost! 
The plans have been prepared in detail, and the] 
cotnplele state of order which now reigns in the 
institution, and the harmony which pervades every 
department of its organisation, are eminently propM 
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By reference to the Treasurer's Report it ■will be 
seen, that the disbursetnents of the two years have 
nmoimted to ibe gross sata of ^72,321 41. This 
includes the sum of $4,258 45j the amount of claims 
against the Ilospilal at the time the last Report woe 
issued ; and it also includes the fitmi of $221 75, paid 
the Committee of Investigation, in June, 1855, for 
their expenses, in default of any appropriation by the 
Legislature for that purpose. 

The institution Iiaa now no acknowledged imlebt- 
edness. There is a claim of eoraething more than 
S400, preferred by a former officer of the Hospital, 
for the payment of which no affirmative vote has yet 
pa&sed. Seme wood and coal contract-s now being 
filled, will full payable during the winter. These 
amount to about $1,000. The system of accounting 
ia minute and rigid, and the expenditures kept as 
low, in our opinion, as ia consistent with the efficiency 
and character of the institution. 

The Trustees respectfully suggest, that, should the 
institution be supported during the nest two years 
by appropriationj as in the past two, the appropria- 
tion he fixed at ^36,000 per arnnm. Although the 
average number of patients wiJl probably be fifty 
more than the past two years, yet it is believed that, 
with the increasing productiveness of the farm, and 
the present freedom from debt, its current expenses 
may be maintained within that amount. 

Important improvements are^ however, very much 
needed, which would require special appropriations 
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For these, we reBpectfulIj refer to the SuperiDtend- 
ent'a Report, and beg leave to urge that the special 
fiubjectfl referred to in this and the appended reports 
receive the attention of your honorable body which 
the importance of the charge committed to us un- 
doubtedly demands.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 



To the Trusteeis of ih lUimis Stoic Jlospifal/or the Insane: 

Gentlemek: In laying before you a report of the 
domestic concerns of thie Institation for the two 
years now elapsed, the Superintendent wo jU join you 
in sincere acknowledgement of the goodness of Ihe 
Being whose guardianship during that period has 
been eignally ninnifeat. 

If the heathen voysiger, guided by the teachings of 
an uninspired faith, piously laid his votive offering 
upon the nearest altar that met his eye on approach- 
ing the shore, it surely becomes u?, in the conduct of 
an enterprise burn of the higliest Christian philan- 
thropy, to recognize an obligation to a common Pro- 
tector ^vhile wc render an uccount of our stewordship 
to that public whose servants we are. 

There were in the FlDspital at the dale of the last 
Report (December 1, 1854)^ one hundred and Rixly-eix 
patients. Three hundred and two have since been re- 
ceived ; making the whole number in the inatitution 
during the two yeai'w, four hundred and sixty-eight. 
Two hundred and fifty-four hnve, in the mean time, 
either been discharged or have died; leaving now in 
the Ilospittd t\v'o hundred and fourteen. Ninety-four 
of these are males, and one hundred and twenly are 
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females. Of those discharged, one hundred and 
eighteen were, in our opinion^ becotered. Fiiiy-mx 
were in a decidedly ihpboved condition ; but dis- 
charged short of full recovery, for reasone considered 
sufficient. Thirty-six were discharged by theTrusteef^ 
in obedience to the provisions of Section 14, of the 
Statute of 1853 — they being considered incurable, 
but perfectly harmless. Twenty-one were discharged 
at the request of their friends, in a stationary, or 
wholly unimproved state. Twenty-three have died 
from causes hereafter to be stated.

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It will be perceived, on examining Table I, th&t 
somi? few caHefl have been received fram out of tbe 
State. The iiiriuiry very properly arises, -why tbia 
should be, when the institution is already inadequate 
to the nece^sitiea of this State, To this we can only 
reply, tlint those admissions were suffered because it 
■was almost morally impossible to avoid it. They 
-were mostly recent and acute cascSj brought to the 
Hospital without premonition, generally quickly 
ciirabk', iiud often in snch a state of exhaustion as to 
make their rejection fatal. Common humanity fo^ 
bade their being sent away. No curable case from 
this State was kept back by their admission, and for 



the board and medical nttctidatice on each a full 
compennation was paid the Tr9,isurer and applied to 

the general assets of the institution, oa appears by liia 
Iteport, Every State eontiguoiiy to this, eithiir hns 
in exUtcuce or in process of conj^tniction, an institu- 
tion for its own insane. The cases thua received 
were, with liardly an exception, of an extremely 
violent chamcter, and the result of treatment usually 
euccessful. Three only remain. 



AS EVIL TO BE AVOIDED- 

In pawing \hU portion of the Report, it is proper 
to call the attention of connly authorities to au evil, 
■whicbj we fear, acts prejudicially upon those liaving 
a claim upon the Xlospital^ no les^ than on the institu- 
tion itself In eome inj^lance^, tho^e having insane 
friends have applied fnr infonnation in regard to 
their admission to the Ilospital^ to the aiithorilies of 
the coucty in wliich they reside ; and have been met 
hy the reply, that the institution coidd only admit a 
given number from each couiityj that thetjuota from 
their own was already made up, and that bo more 
could bo udmittod. We have cause to suspect, that, 
in some instances, ^vhcro this reply haa been giveUf 
tho^ in the iu^titution from the ccjunty have I^eeii 
the paupers from its almshouse or jail, while those 
seeking in vain for admission were the ones whose 
means were taxed lo support the institution. There 
is no remedy fur this huL lu the fidelity of those who 
are supposed to be best informed iu relation to the 
Hospital. The truth is, that, full as the institution 
always ip"^ no case aDording any just iiope of cure or 
material relief, has ever been denied admi.'^ion. 
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A CAUSE FOR ItEafiET. 



It 18 a matter of regret and surprise, that cases of 
insanilj^ of from one to five jeare' duration, are still 
brought to the bospitiilj in a Iiopelt^ss state, which 
have gone on to their incurable stage, while withia 
the State arc provided the appliances for their euo- 
ceasful treatment — all to be had merely for the 
seeking! SoTne of those cases are pitiable, indeed. 
Confined, ria they have bccn» in improper places^ and 
Bubjecled to harsh treatment or gross negligence 
they bear on tlieir deformed or scurred persons, and 
in their perverted propensities, indellible proof of 
how unreliable^ under the visitation of insanity, arc 
all the obllgalionfl of kindred and aflection. We can 
hardly say wLelber the pk'^yure or the pain is greater, 
on ficnJing a recovered patient to a distant county, 
to receive immediately from the fiame, several caaea 
ivhicb would have reiimincd in tbeir neglect but for 
the advertisement thus accidentally aflbrded. Hap- 
pily» however, thia evil grows less with each succeeding 
year. Society owes it to Its individual members that 
the iinfortiiiiJLtfi ins:tiie should be sought out, and 
directed to the proper sources of relief, before the 
light of reason is totally aliut out.

COSaiDEBATIONa OS THE CAUaES OF iKSAJilTY. 

The causes of insanilyj tis [hey m-^y appear in soch 
a ilociiment &3 tbis, arc usually luoked for 'witli 
e&pecial uttentioii by those who are interested in tbe 
subject as pliyslcianp, philftuthropista, or political 
econoraists. Those ^vlio are called upon to prepare, 
from thG facts before tbeiQ, anything in the form of 
staUfiticnl information on tbis point, find hardly any 
task ao embarrawaing. The u.'^ual routine of causes, 
Kbich^ time out cf uiind, have served to fill out a 
tabular statement, have long been consideredj in tho 
eye of experience, extremely umatiflfactory. Yet it 
is diffictdt for popular sentiment, or even for science 
ilself, (o become dive.sled of the old nud easy belief, 
that insanity, in its cause, characterj treatment and 
reeult, will observe the mathematical sequence of a 
problem in proportion. 

Nothing can be more elusive Ihan an attempt to 
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predict what form of mental disenae ^rill follow Ihe 
operation of any plain, given cause; and^vrhen it ia 

considered, that hiirdly a tithe of the cases submitted 
to our ftltention are ihue traoeahle, but that the 
cbaracter of the individual mind in its sane etate, the 
efiect of education, social poj^ition — all that gives or 
takes away the tone of the physical system, all that 
reaches the nndcrstandin*^ or acts through the senses 
— in ahoitj all the accidents of life, combine to make 
lip each case as we find it, we are prepared to regard 
every case as a unit, impossible to be eonsidered, 
analyzer], or treated with any great reference to its 
history. To attempt more, is to claim an acquaint- 
ance with the depths of mental being which the evfi 
of the Infinite only has reached. 

It would be a plau&iblo supposition, that the treat- 
ment of a given case of insanity should be adopted 
with reference to the cause that had called it into 
existence. This would be so if the relation? of cause 
and effect were always calculable. If the ovei^ 
whehning enunciations of t!ie theologian always sank 
the frenzied hearer into the insanity of bopeleaa 
dci^pair^— if the Buccessfnl speculator^who had clapped 
fortune at a single bound, was always thrown into a 
fltate of maniacal rapture, or diseased ecstacy, we 
could predicate on the one case a cheerful and stimu- 
laling treatment, and on the other, a spare regimen, 
and a gravity of scenery and ?iociety. Yet the actual 
fact ia frecjuenlly the reverse of what might be 
expected. 

Another result of cantinned observation among 
the insane is, that special or exciting causes have Iwi 
weight in the production of mental disease in th 
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111058 of cased, thftD such as arc prcdispomng or consti- 
tutional. What ia frequently given hy the itnskilled 
observer ns the cause of the Jiseaae, is merely one of 
its accidental manifestntions. 

An individuaK for instance, among whose near or 
remote ancestry insunity haa been recogni/.ed, changes, 
without appiirent eiiufie, the ordinary course of his 
life, or becomes marked by pcciiliarilics not before 
known to exiat- These pcculiantic& may have a reli- 
^oua caat. Why that aspect ia more commonly 
presented than others, will be hereafter considered. 
From being careless in spiritual mattere, he applies 
himself to the perusal of the JSiblCj to convcr^sation 
on religioiift subjects, and attendance on religious 
worship. This, at firstj attracts no especial attention* 
Gradually, a fervor ia infused into his exerciece not 
wholly natural or temperate; his vigils grow pro- 
tracted; hij* food and eleep are neglected; and the 
most fearful apprtjhensiona of the tormenta of a com- 
ing judgment till his soul with terror. His exhorta- 
tions grow vehement, the consistency and connection 
of hia ideas finally break down, and hirt reason totally 
disappears in the mental chaos which follows, This 
ia acute mania, in ita completest form. 

The case is committed to us os one mH]uestioDably 
caused by "religious excitement," Yet nothing can 
be lesfi conclusive- The religious cast infuHed into all 
the outward manifestetions of the insanity is simply 
accidental. 

There appear to be two reasons why the mental 
manifestations of the insane have bo frequently a 
religious tinge. One is, that preceding every attack 
of insanity from constitutional causes, there seems to 
1-1 
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be a period when moat individuals have an indistinct 

coDsciousneBs that something iinnsnal is about to 
happen. The mind dimly and fearfully apprehends 
the storm that b approaching. Ueason, trembling 
wilh these fearful premonitions, seizes for anpport on 
that latent religions sentiment whieh lies in every 
human breast, and when the ntorm really bursts in its 
fury, this sentiment remains prominent in nil the 
ruin that follows. Another reason seems to be, that 
Ihe insane mind has a natural nflinity for the unseen 
and the mysterious. The talk of the insane man i^ 
often of " apirita," "^ heavenly telegrftph.%*' ^meami 
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ism,' "magnetism/' — of subjects lying on that debri^| 
table ground where natural science loses itself in the 
mythical. Nothing is ^ natural, then, as that the 
great "Mystery of myaterie?" should, more than 
all else, Jill the clouded and contracted circle of the 
maciacal vision. That thG truths of the Christian 
religion, brought before the attention by any ordi- 
nary induction, ever produced insanity in a mind of 
healthy eofistitutioHj is supported by no valid expe- 
rience. If the conception of religions truth produced 
JiHanity, by it:^lf, we should infer that those grea^H 
comprehensive and impa^sionerl minds which, in Ea^^ 
wardH and WhitCeld, glowed with such religious fi 
would supply cases in proof. On the contrary, th 
brought to ua aa of that character, ore quite aa fi 
qucutly like him, 

" Wlto ni^v^ had 4 *\vien ilioaglitH In «I| hU UA, 
And netvr ubtti^^ ihtir vonne." 

On the whole, while willing to allow thai a ir< 
balanced mind is fre(|uenlly thrown from its eqi 
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paise hj specific causes, in the great nititiber orcasd9, 
long antecedent preparatory influences have been at 
"Work* 

That these inflaences are deprewing in most if not 
all caHes, ih proved by the success which attends the 
modern treatment as distinguished from that in 
vogue three-fourths of a century since. Tlic general 
and locnl depletionfi, the counter-irritantj the spEire 
dietj and the routine once prescribed under the gene- 
ral phrase of ''the antipljlogistic regimen/' have long 
aince yielded to a method! diametrically opposite. 
Even cases vvliich bear on iheir surface the tokens 
of sthenic action are now met, ivith constant eucces?, 
by a liberal diet and properly gradulatcd stiuiulanta 
We allude to this more particularly because we 
yet occasionally receive putieiiE^ who have, to 
quote a descriptive letter recently received ivith one 
of theiUj '^been well bled and bliateredj but without 
apparent effect " 

The peculiar pathological conililion of the system, 
known among medical men as *^tLo puerperal state/ 
boa been an extremely proliBc cause of insanity 
during the period which this report covers. I'his 
may be partly an accident of the time, though we 
are satiafied that insanity from causes incident to the 
child-bearing state is more freqLient hi tlie circle 
from which the patients in this institution are derived 
than those contiguoua to moat other hoapitala whose 
report reaches up. Marriages entered into before the 
physical ny^tem has reached its fidl maturity ; the 
great dearth of nurses of suflicient intelligence to 
render proper assistance at such a critical period ; 
the discomforts attending a sparse population; and 
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the otber depriyfttioae of frontier life, are sufficient 
to account for the prominence of this among the 
cfLiises ennmernted in our table. The number of 
chronic crises of this character has }^omewhat si^^ 
prised U9< ^1 

The following case (not a euppoaed one) will eerve 
ns the type of several that have come under o^^H

dently left her bed and aat by the fire, in the oii|^| 
room in which she nt that time lived, while the floor 
was being washed. Tlie next day elie appeared 
uncommonly cheerful and talkative, and left her bed, 
etatinj; that she ivafl well, and that no further attend* 
ance Wiw necessary, FroTii that time it was observed, 
by those intimate with her, that her former character 
and disposition appeared changed. She became ca* 
pricioujs^ in her attachmeuta, fjealou? of the tnoEives 
of those about her, treated some of her children wif^H 
ungrounded aversion, and rannifeFited other indic^^ 
tiona of an impaired moral sensibility. There wna 
distinct periodicity in the exhibition of the^e ny\ 
t6ni9L At length, after Beveral yearj' continuance 
tbia latent mental di^eaBe, it developed itself into im 
attack of violent taenia, during which fihe was 
brought to the Hospital, where inquiry revealed the 
facta above noted. Many such eaees doubtless escape 
the attention of medical men. but nre the occasion of 
untold dislrej^ in Ih*^ family in which they may 
occur The forms of insanity known in the book* aa 
(Hhiomama^ fmorbid state of the domcGtic rclation^^j 
and Ktfpt9jmsm. (unnatural propensity to steal.) ore, 
doubtlen^ frequently traceable to this particular 
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cause. Those conversant with the doings of the 
New York police conrta will remember the very 
recent case of a lady, from n high position in society, 
who waa arrftif^^ned for theft. Among the reasons 
urged in mitigation of sentence, it was elated, that 
thiii was her tirst ofTent^e, and that she liarl a babe at 
home but ni?ie weeks old. The last fact furnishes 
abundant explanation. Cases of such a kind are 
often of life-long duration — riving asunder the family 
lie in many instances, unless, as in the case first 
quoted, it changes into the form of open and unequiv- 
ocal icsanity. 



CAECALTIES, ETC, 

The two years that have elapsed since the last 
eport was submitted, have been somewhat more 
than ordinarily checkered with accident. "We lay 
them fully before the Board and the public, conscioua 
thfttj while each might have been averted could it 
have been anticipated, the class of accidents to which 
they belong will always exist under what vigilance 
■oever where the insane are associated in numbers. 

On thq 9th of December, 1854, while an employee 
of the Hospital, assLsted by some male patients, was 
engaged in cleaning an obstructed drain, one of the 
latter discovered and concealed about his person a 
root of the '^wild parsnip" a poisonous weed not 
before known to exist near the institution. He ate it 
undiscovered, and Pome time afterwards violent eon- 
Tuhion^ ensued, attended by vomiting. The latter 
revealed the nature of the case, which proved fatal. 
The patient had been six years insane ; one year and 
two months in the institution. 
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A Germ&n girl was admitted to the hospital De- 
cember 29, 1S34. She liad been six months in the 
country. Jupt ftftcr Innding in New York, she had 
been the victim of an infamoua abuse from an ein> 
graiil-ruiitiiT-, nnJ liml lout her reason inconsequence 
The whole of her residence witli us was one continu- 
ous effort at aclMeslruction, put forth with consum- 
mate ingenuity, as one method aller another waa 
frustrated by the vigilance uf lier attendant At 
length, when reduced by these determined efforts lo 
a fltage of extreme esbauf^lion^iaving taken no 
food for many months ,save by compulsion — she 
be<mme hclple&v and apparently aliuast mottonkss. 
While in an almost unconscious state, a door was left 
open for an instant, by the person in attendance 
upon her, leading through a short space-way into a 
dining-room, the windows of which had not, at that 
time, been eccured by the customary iron eash, 
With tlic quickness of a Ihoughtr she sprung from 
her bed, and, gliding noiselessly Ehrongh the inter- 
vening spacfij precipitated herself through an open 
window. The fall, conjointly with her previou!i]y_ 
exhausted condition, terminated her unhappy life 
about eight hours. This took place on the Ilth 
Juno, ISoo- 

On the 0th of January, 18oC, an employee of 
hospital waA binng assigled by one of the patients 
the care of the cows. The former proceeded to tl 
watering-place with the cattle — one-third of a mi 
distant — while the latter engaged, as had been 
custom for many mouths, in getting the atalli* rcai 
for their return. On the return of the former 
the spring, the patient was found suspended from tl 
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neckjn a retired part orilie building. Life was juat 
extinct lie had been nine years insane. 

Four days only after tliis event, a patient, regarded 
as nearly imbecile, BniLtcbtdH.ni/or witb wliich he 
was about being shaved^ and, before the instminent 
oould be wrcflted from hia hand, he had inflicted a 
fatal wound in his throat. He had been insane for 
nn iindetennined period — litUe being known of hiia 
by the authorities of the county which, three years 
previously, had sent him to the Hospital 

On the 10th of April, 185*5, a female patient put 
an end to her existence, in her room, during the 
night, by hanging with the lies of a drees which phe 
had Accreted in her bed during the day previous. 
Ilcr insanity was of a recent date, but unpromiaing 
nature. 

The conslant dread of auch accidents as those above 
narnttecJ, and others of a kindred nature to which 
the insane only are liable^ makes the care of this 
class of our fellow-be in ^ss the most harrassing employ- 
ment conceivable. The very contributions to his 
comfort, the indulgence of Ida commonest desiresj 
the bestowal of confiJence in seeming triflew, all may 
be converted into means or opportunities for eelt 
injury'. The art with which auch ends are compassed 
by those determined on them is sometimea consum- 
mate. Tlie much quoted ^'instinct of self-preserva- 
tion " is reversed, and an instinct of eelf-destruction 
usurps its place in the insane mind, too fertile in 
resources to be always ke[)t within the compass of 
the most sagacious. The epidemic propensity to 
suicidal acts is an old, long-observed phenomenon, 
both in the world at large and in institutions for the 
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iDSCtne, Sometimes tbe epidemic propensity yisii 
one flintill locality with great intensity, and at othei 
it is observable over a wiJe extent of territory, bi 
clearly traeeablo as an epidemic. The contagion 
example in the public at large doubtless extends i| 
In the instances we have nerrated do aiich infiueiK 
could hiwe operated — each baviug been completelj 
ignorant of the aclB of the others. 

Thirty-two cases of determined suicidal insanity 
have been admitted since June, 1855- Of the re- 
maining nineteen cases which have proved fatal, 
eight were from the exhaustion consequent on long^ 
continued maniacal excitement^ five from the dirccfl|H 
exhaustion of acute tnania; two from pulmonary 
GonsuniptioD ; two from paralysis ; one from typhoi 
fcvcn and one from typhoid dysentery. 
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'MCESSITY or DISCEIMWATION IN COUMITOSO PATIENTS TO 
TUE HOSFITAL. 

It is now morally certain tbat, before another 
iTeport is issued from this ini^titutioa, many applicanU 
[must be rejected from utter inability to receive thei^H 
County authorities into whoae hands this Report wil^^ 
te placed are urged to make as carefjl a discrimina- 
tion fifl poasiblc among those for whom tbey are 
called upon to make out commitments. We appr^ 
hend tliul there is no part of the accustomed verdict, 
rendered in euch case?*, less attended to by the phytd- 
Ciun^ required by the statute to be on the jury of 
inquest, than the pbroHe which declare^i that tl^H 
subject is "^ a tit person to be sent to the Illinoia State 
Hospital for tbc Insane/" 

It by no means followa that the existence 
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insanity, in certiLtii forin^ implies tlie necessity or 
propriety of tlie removal of the iodivitlual so nflLict- 
ed from the place of his ordinnry residence. An in- 
Bane hospital bears the same relation to the deranged 
mind tlitit the splint and bandage do to the fractured 
limb. It protects it from tlie dangerous extraneous 
induc-uces, and holds it in a position to admit of the 
requisite medication. As there are Home fracturea 
where neither of these demands exiat, so there are 
tn&ny caaes of insanity where nature and art may 
effect the cure without unusual interposition. To an 
inwne person, whose domestic attachmentfl remain 
iinn^ and whose delusions in no way impair the moral 
nfiinity which should exist to those about him, remo- 
Yal to the care and society of etrangera is a measure 
of, at best, cjuestionahle expediency. 

Of course it is unnecessary toguard medical meuj 
or even others, againat the fatal error of committing 
to the hospital tliose whose mental aberrations are 
only the prodromic fiymptom of acute physical dis- 
eases^ and especial!}', fevera. This error, sad and un- 
neccBsary as it apparently may be, is too frequently 
committet], as our reconls annually phow. Cases of 
insanity occurring without known cause, in a neigh- 
borhood and at a lime when fever is epidemic, 
ehould be examined with great caution before a 
tedious journey to the hospital is resolved on, ns that 
etr£.tn on the vital resources is almost invariably 
made when the system demands strict quiet in order 
to pass the coming crisis of the disease. Especially 
ehould such a transference be avoided when the pulse 
has become disturbed^ the mouth and teeth encrusted 
with sordeSj and other symptoms of the typhoid state 
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have begun to show Ihemselves. A joiirriey udJ 
such cireiimetttnces \s ]illle short of injinslaughter. 

It fLould not be forfjotten, in tlie haste with whicH 
a recent caee is often dispatched to the hospital, tha' 
the existence of insanity, e\en for a short per! 
is apt to be viewed by the masa with reproach. 
frequently etands in ftfter life in the vrwy of advafi- 
tageoiia aettlementa, or blocks the avenue to anc^^eaa 
or trust in biisines.H. In young persons, particular! 
eoniG weeks at least should elapse before the extreme 
step is taken. This we nrge, still keeping prominent 
the fact that insanity is of difficult ctn'e much in pro* 
portion to the length of its continuance. 

OBSERVATIOKS ON A CtAflS OF CASES OBOWIKO CUT OF 

DEFECTIVE SOCCAL 8VSTEM. 

There is a class of eascRj worth especially considei 
ing, which is at once the dread and the opprobriui 
of those who treat the insane in public institutioni 
A true impression of tlie class cannot beller be pi 
Benled than by taking a supposed cage from the mul- 
titudes who throng this oe well as other in^litutionfl 
fin this country. ^H 

The subject, whom we Buppose^ is a young mai^^ 
twenty yoara of age, whose parentJige U from a niiti^ 
d]ecla**fl in society, and whose early education is aft' 
tlie strictest model. Plirenologically flpeakjng, 
intellectual fnt^ulties decidedly j^ropouderale the se 
Bual. Ilia muscular system is sparingly developed, 
Lis skin fair and thin, — in shorty he bears on hia per- 
son tlio marks of what the older physjologlsta we 
fond of styling^ the '■ ner\o-lynij>halic " tempentme 
HI* mental and moral traita correspond with ih 
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exterior iiidicationa. He is amiable in Lis diaroi^itioTi, 
refined in his taste?, rather imaginative than practical 
ill his aims and piirsuils; anrl i.s aUogether siicli an 
ono fis parcnlal partiality ivoiild destine from the 
family group for one of the learned profesaiona. 
Tliose yvho could be in a position to watcb the first 
inroad of the evil we contemphile in such ii subj^et, 
would discover that the accomplishment of his 
designs bore small comparistm to the vividness of 
llieir fii'st conception — that hiH undertakings^ whether 
literary* mechanical, or oommercial, broke down in 
the niiddlcj simply because some newer achome 
eclipsed the one in hand when lialf brought to cora- 
pletioiL At this period there would also he observed 
an unusual impre^ibility in the mind to all Bubjecta 
of an emotional nature. The individual is easily 
moved to tear«, or is found pur«uiiig, while the pro- 
ject is nevr, some iraprncticable or pseudo-philanthro- 
pic design which accident may float across his at- 
tention. Almost imperceptibly thia state of mind 
gives way to one of alternating excitement and 
depression. Periods of Reclusion, taciturnity and 
pecvifihneea are succeeded by unusual hilarity ; 
visions of approaching poverty, of apprehended dis- 
grace, or fearful views of eternrd perdition, are fol- 
lowed by the raOFt buoyant hopes, or by the extrem- 
ity of reckle&snesa In thia stage the firj^t absolute 
delusions take form and shape. The intlividual has, 
in his opinion, secret or open enemies who wish to 
thwart his design?, to ruin hia reputation, or to take 
bis life. Thia opinion he grounds on the most frivo- 
lous or absurd reasons. He sometimes arms him- 
self to resist an anticipated attack, or deema his own 
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safely to wnrrani au attack on otbern. SoiDe of tlii 
most fearful homicides found in the ftnnala of tht 
jurisprudonco of ineanity wore committed by 5«cl 
suljjccts, and under the spur of such delusions, Tb< 
progressive changes in the case are sometimes thi 
slow operation of months or years. At this stage 
the evil an attack of acute mania ia not unui^uaV 
■which ftt once introduces the patient to the physiciai 
of the lunatic hospital. 

The case as it thus presents itself is among thi 
mo^t hopeless Tve are ever called upon to treat- 
Even if the commitment to the hospital is before th&_ 
manifestation of the violent form of iusjiniiyT hardl;(H 
ft hope of cure can be entertained ; and many alto- 
gether question whether an institution of such 
character is ever the proper resort save where publ 
saftJty 19 com promised. 

The physical evils which attend the underlying 
cause of aJl this difficulty have in the mean timi 
kept piice with the progress of mental dilapidation,' 
The hair becomes dry and falls off; the eye hecome^^ 
vacant and watery, and the lids are red and tiimid^l 
the countenance is pale and expressionless ; the flesh 
wastes; the limbs hang loosely to the trunk, (lie 
muscles arc Ikccid, the ekin loose and skurfy ; the 
hands are pur{)le and cold, and the palms exude a 
conslart, viscid sweat. Long periods of ntler iaao- 
tion arc sometimes suddenly broken by spells of un- 
controllable fury, spending themselves on the nearest 
object within reach. Finally, the wretchcnl objec^ 
becomes motionless and inert He rises and aii 
down, cats and sleeps, only as he ia prompted to &w 
aclfl by others. We throw a vail over the close 
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the seen e, which is often protragtad long afYer the 
form of the man has lees than even the hietincta of 
Ihc brulc. 

This cafle hflfl heen sketched by ite sjniiptoma at 
length, rather than hy their briefer analysis, in order 
that the description may guide those who are in the 
Tvay of detecting, and, if possible, of preventing the 
occurrence of the reality. It is mmecessary even to 
bint that the consequences above exLjibited had their 
cau^ in a secret evil lying far back of anything 
manifested to the closest observer The corrupt 
family servant, the vicious sebool-fellowj llie libidin- 
ous book or picture, or dimply the unchecked work- 
ings of a wanton imagination, \ir\s sown the Email bnt 
fatal seed of ruin — has broken down the golden wall 
of youthful purity anr! let in rice in one of its moL-^t 
loathaomc and destructive form?. It is a fact of deep 
and painful significance, that this vice recruits its 
victims, not from the ranks of the naturally low and 
sensual^ but^ aa we have shown above, from a chifls 
comparatively high in the social scale. Whence 
comes this ? ia such an evil without remedy 1 if not, 
where shall the cure he found ? 

The answer to these inquiries would expand the 
brief page of n hospital report to the dimenBiona of 
a volume. It would carry us back to an examina- 
tion of the iufluencea which make our society what it 
is; it would bring us into the domain of the instruc- 
tor of youth, and dangerously near that which the 
religions teacher claims na his own. If the briefest 
Bynop^is of B reply was attempted, it would goto 
ehow that there are certain elemental parta in the 
Gonstitution of every healthy mind which demand 
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some sort of outward expresaion ; and that the en 
of the ngo coiisisU in considering the kind of cspi 
Bion Jemanded as fiomething to be suppressed* di 
couragfdj or, at any rate, to bo ciiptj trained, 
dwarfed to it Bhapo nt whteb exubemut ii&tui 
revolts, TLe crater of natural espreeaion is 
tliorouglilv cjipped by the force of public opinio 
that secret vice^ gniiw and gender in the bidden 
recesses of the soul. When the writer of this repoi!^| 
altenipted, several years since, to find this class o^^ 
ca»e« in the insane huspitaU of Continental Kurope, 
to Lis siirpris<3 they were almost wholly wanting; 
and although iibounding to a greater extent in those 
of Great Britain, thL'y were derived from what are 
there termeJ '* the lower clashes." The carelets afmn- 
(Ion with which the populaliun of the former yield 
themselves to the full enjoyment of the almost muu- 
mcruble fi^slivale ivhich Jbllow each other in BUcb 
quick euccessloD as to make n great portion of lift; 
a mere gala-day, give.s us the key to their genera^^ 
exemption from tho^o detestable vices which develo{^| 
ithcm^elveis where such enjoyments are proscribed. 
An olwerver t:iM\ find loienince for Ihe Sabbatfa^H 
crowd of a <Terman beer garden, in the counter ob^^ 
fiervation that it keeps down the population of the 
lunatic asylum. The race-course, the regatta, thi 
cricket-grountl^ and th<? boxiiig-elub, baniJ^h aiich' 
vices in a great measure from the wealthier an* 
more educated classes of British pociety, and confini 
them to the sedentary artisan, forced to celibacy b; 
hU poverty, and denied the eo.'itlier amusements 
\m richer and more aristocratic neighbor. The caro^ 
i'ul persistency with which manly sport and cxerci^ 
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iH made to bltnd with English Univeraitj life, did not 
est^ape tlie quick obsL-rvation of our count rynian, 
Irving, wlios9 baronelj havinfr beard lliat his son at 
college had diamis^eJ his tutor and taken a liorae, 
uttered no reprimand, but docbled iiia allowance, that 
he might iiiForJ both. 

So long as ive Lave no national amusements what- 
ever, ao long ne mirth and^port arc considered dkcIu- 
fiively as puerilitiesj so long as the college is without 
its gymnasium, and its traditional imports, and the 
school-house has no well-trodden play-^roiind, so long 
fi3 man is an iron-bound and close rivitcd dollar- 
grinding automaton, wliicli bends every moment a.t 
some false fihrlne of morality or res:pectability, just 
so long will the warda of J^me^can inslitullona for 
the insane be thronged with such subjects ;i.s wc have 
describech If Bociely will constantly wear its Sunday 
dress of enforced coni^traint it must pay for the priv- 
ilege in such coin as violated nature cboo&cs to exact. 

OV THE aUCJECT OF COUPLETLNd THE HOSPITAL KDEFlCE. 



In presenting the last biennial report, (Dec. 1854,) 
the Superintendent at Home lenglb referred to the 
increasing demand for hospital accommodations, and 
the necessity cither of ounipletiny the unfiuished 
portions of this institution, or of matting provision 
elsewhere for the great nmnber of insane persons in 
the Slate not yet provided for» Ah copiea of that 
report will again be laid before the membei'a of the 
Legislature, at Its coming session, it will he sulTicIent 
to refer to the considerations therein contained ; 
simply adding the remark, that everything then 
apprehended has been more tban experienced. Not- 
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withstanding jour Board has repeatedly issued orders 
for the discharge of the nambers in excesa^ amount- 
ing in *he aggregate to thhty-six cases, and ibat of 
the applicnnta for ndmission, about eighty are yet in 
waiting, and that recovered ca-^^es have been sent away 
as rapidly j\s is consistent with prudence, the number 
in our charge has increased to a point where the cura- 
tive efficiency of the institution is in danger of being 
impaired by the crowded condition of its apartments. 
Mental sufTerlng can lind true solace in the Appliances 
of an institution just properly filledj while only new 
sorrows are reflected from the faces of a crowd* 

If any considerations, either of humanity or econ- 
omy, had weight in the creation of this institution, 
and its maintenrtnce to the present period, they are 
equally forcible in urging ita full completion. The 
full execution of its architectural design Ia essential 
to its perfectnef^a as a curative institution ; because, 
having been planned aa a pymmetrical whole, each 
part being contingent to the reBt» it suSers by the 
omission of any of its details. For instance, in ita 
present state, what were intended as apartments for 
recreation, retiracy and social resort, are converted 
into dormiloriefl, which, with the addition of what 
waa originally contemplated, would be restored to 
their intended purpose^to the great advantage of tbd 
institution in every respect 

It must aI:*o he kept in mind that a proper cla-ssifi- 
cation of the iniuateif of an in^titulion like this lieH at 
the bottom of all success, and, indeed, of all specific 
treatment As at present arranged, we can only 
divide each sex of our patients into four clasae& Tlie 
completion of the edifice according to its plan wiU

double this number of cliidses^to the infinite comfort 
of the pntienta, and, moBt unquestionably, to the suc- 
cesa of treatnient. Insanity, na eeen in its aa,*ociated 
form, presents an iufinile variety of shades, each indi- 
vidual having hia peculiar tastes, habits and propen- 
fiitie0> either agreeable or repulsive. With the pro- 
gress of cure^ these manifestations change in a manner 
greatly to affect the relation of the individual to those 
around him. With the progressive steps of his im- 
provement, he must pasa into the society of those 
whose degree of menlnl integrity shall influence him 
favorably. Although kept within the same walls, ho 
must pflis, step by step, from the eceue of hie violent 
inaanity, into one fis different as possible. Tliis !» the 
radical principle of treatment as it regards the insane. 
An institution ■without a good system of clasaifitation 
ifl a '^bedlam'* indeed, Icatancea arc of the most 
common occurrence where a case has seemed station* 
ary or retrograde, which has changed as if by magie 
and gone on to rapid recovery, merely by removal 
into the society of new faces and a slight change of 
scene. It ib related of the insanity of King George 
m, that, when other measures for the relief of hia 
mental malady had been tried in vain, he wag placed 
in a closed coach and driven for n long distance 
through the streets of London, but conveyed back 
again to his palace, where strange attondan(», a scan- 
tily furnished and very plain apartment, and the 
sight of no femiliar face, produced the illusion neces- 
sary to hb recovery. 

Humanity in its onward march, under the leader- 
ship of the great Founder of the Christian religion, 
fihowa no comjuest more brilliant than that achieved 
15 
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in tliia field of philantbrcpyp It 13 hardly yet s cen- 
tury FiDce tliE treatment of the lunatic consLp^ted in 
the short prescription of a "cell and straw/' yet ia 
our country, where eociely ia hut in its inioncy, hoe- 
pitftlfl for the inAaoe abound^ filled with mean^ of 
latioaal gratifi^tion which only the refjned audricb 
could then choose for themselves. Libraries, plctare- 
gallcricn, lecture room^, muaeums* coDBcrvatorics^ 
gyinnasinins ; every form almost of inrtocent recrea* 
tion is now provided for those whose regular employ* 
ment being su^ponded^ soon lose mental vigor unless 
mental exercise is supplied ia a form to attract 
With the completion of this Hospital, after ils original 
pkn, with some improvements, the most valusthle of 
these fertile sourcea of enjoyment will be afiforded. 
Tliey coat comparatively little in raoney^ while their 
advantages are hardly within calculation. 

This subject has been dwelt upon in the Iftsl and 
the present Reports at a length wliich may have the 
appearance of special pleading. It would, howeveti 
in our egtimatiou, have been a clear dereliction ofj 
duty not to have eet forth oonsidcralione so constantly 
forced on our attention. Even before it can be hin> 
ried to completion, it is not easy to calcidate hoir 
much of suQering must be endured among thosa 
whose claims to ehelter and care ai*e as etrong aq ' 
those of its present inuiatea For an idea of the 
extent of the contemplated ndditiou-s and their rela- 
tion to what is already in existence, reference is madd 
to the small cut facing tbe title page of this Beport. 
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Tl may not be improper in tliis place to venture 
some observations upon the iavidious and eometiniea 
very embarrassing Tolalion which the phyaiciau of an 
ittatitiition for the relief of the insane bears to the 
criminal jiirippnulence of the Stale. This is espe- 
cially proper on tbia occasion, as there ore eome in- 
stance? pending where this relationship ia likely to 
be eflpecially trying and reaponsible. 

The enlightened usage of courts very properly 
makes a discriminatton between the penalty for 
Crimea committed under the undimmed light of rea- 
son, and with a full realization of their enormity and 
their just consequencea, and the same offeiiaes grow- 
ing out of a dis^jascd state of the reasoning powers. 
It was long after this distinction in the degreea of 
accountability was recognized, before it asserted its 
claim to ^ape the action of the courts. It has now 
ftuccceefiilly done so^ and the eight of an insane per- 
son paying the penalty properly exacted from an 
ordinary criminal, wonlil bo an outrage upon the en- 
lightened sentiment of the age. Yet, as would be 
expected, popular acntiment has not fally kept pace 
with the progre*^^ of juri?*pnulence on thi:* subject, 
find the plea of insanity as a defense in criminal cases 
IB apt to be considered little else than an attempt to 
rob justice of its due. 

Tti order to throw light upon the decision of the 
question of insanity, in its bearing on any case in 
hand, it ia usual to bring into conrt those whose 
studies and obaervations are supposed to enable them 
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better than others to judge of llie probable esistence 
of mental disease in the arrsLigned pereon fit the time 
of tlie commission of the offense. Verj properly, the 
BtatuteH of the State of Illinois exempt the Super- 
intendent of the Hospital from attendance at court 
in all civil caaee — confining his obligations to such 
as are penal or capital offenses. The crime of homi' 
cide is the one most likely ever to demand his 
presence in court. This crime, when committed by 
an inmne personj generally bears the appearance of 
imuHiial ati-ocily. The fact that the motive for ^H 
existed only in the imn^aation of the offender, ii^* 
Btead of being a palliation, 03 showing a diseasi 
slate of the reasoning powers, aggravates, in 
minds of the nnreflecting, the enormity of the crim< 
and when the plea of insanity comes in, it is m 
surprising that public indignation is hardly to b^^ 
appeased. The scientific witness — or expert, as he ^| 
styled in the language of law courts — summoned U 
may be from a distance, hears the testimony of fact 
from the proper witnesses, and that of other physi- 
cians who saw the nccuwed at the time of, or imm^ 
diately after, the commission of the crime. The cir- 
eumT^tanccB attending the tranf^action, its ftppari 
motive, the pa^t history of the accused And 
heiedilary predispositions, his mental and pLydi 
Btate at the time of the transaction^ are gathered to 
assist the e^cpert In founding an opinion. ^M 

Where the insanity of the accused is clear an^^ 
unquestionable, the expert should nut hesitate to 
throw the weight of his reputation boldly into the 
scale, and abide the justification which the future of 
tie case almosi

possible. Often circumstances are discoverable which 
lerely throw doubla on the «iniiy of the accused a,t 
the time of the trarpaction ; or which make it appear 
that some mental disturbance unriuestionahljexisleJ, 
but whether of a kind or degree to arrest Bentence, 
would admit of queatiott The latter caees are full 
.of painful rcppon^ibihty to those whose profcaaional 
lOpinionawill influence the verdict. The witness iiiids 
ihimself, from the nature of bia testimony^ ■vested wllh 
iBemi-judioial powcra. A jury leaning at all to the 
Bide of mercy ia wilhng to accept hid qualified and 
modestly expressed doubts in the ease, and give them 
a stress which he did not himself contempkte. With 
the integrity of justice on the one side and the lifo 
hOf a fellow-being on the other, and eurroutided at all 
points with an atmosphere of misconception and post- 
eibly of prejudice^ nothing short of a stem and un- 
bending adLcrence to tbc truth as he conceivea it, 
twill sen'c hira- To those who contend that the plea 
'.of insanity has been abusedj it may be beneficial to 
(fijggefit the fact, which we think baa never been con- 
iradicted, that the plea has never been sustained by 
ly considerable number of individuals engaged in 
the treatment of the insane, aa a profession, in this 
countrj-j where the eubacquent history of the person 
acquitted did nut vindicate the full propriety of 
the defense. 

TOUNfJ BrUJECTB, IDIOTS, FTO, 



In repeated instances within the lost two years 
application has been made at this Hospital for the 
admission of young subjects of ten or twelve years 
^of age, and even youngerj who having been feeble- 
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mioded or idioticj sometimes from birth, and Iiaving 
had no Tvell-regulated education or training of any 
kind, have become a source of great ansiety, trouble, 
and sometimes danger, to their parents, or to thope 
having them in charge. The great majority have 
been rejected ; as we deem & hospital for the insane 
ill-fitted to receive those who demand such a peculiar 
and careful treatment One, a lad of uncommon 
aptitude in some respects, with facutlies quite capa- 
ble of profitable training, was kept in the institnlio' 
two years or more, but finally discharged, from t 
belief that what he could gain would be more tha 
CDuntcrbalanced by a demoralizing a,?sociation with 
the adult insane. From reliable information we think 
that there are many such in various parts of the 
State, whose cases and condition demand investicrn- 
tion ; ftnd thai au in<iuiry, carefully instituted, would 
furnish factfl of an interesting nature. The officers 
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of thks Hospital have sometimes discussed the prQ^| 
priety of setting inquiry on foot with the view o^^ 
incorporating the information gained in their regular 
TReport, but have been deterred from it, believing 
thiit inquiries would be facilitated better by bei 
mnde under legislative sanction. Such an inqui 
would be attended with inconsiderable espeuiieT ila 
would be conducteil by txirrespoudenccs extending 
into all parts of tho State. The movements which 
have been made in many of the States of the Unio: 
toward collecting and tniiiiiiig these peculiarly unfo 
tiinate felluW'being-s nnd the aiitonbihing results that 
have attended those efforts, would seem to suggest 
that those of thiA Slate should at least be made sub- 
jects of inquiry. 
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nOSPTTAL FARIU. 



Tbe resolution lias been constiintly kept in view 
lopnsh theproduetive ant] oninm^ntal capabilities of 
tlie line farm, attached to the institution, to the high* 
est point conMstent with true economy. 

For two years past, and, more especially, the sea- 
son of lSo5, the crops were most abiindant and profit- 
able, as will be seen by reference to the overseer's 
table at the close of this Report. During the present 
waFon, (the dryest in this section of the Slate ever 
kno^vD,) some crops were cut short, bnt by reason of 
early planting, did not fail us altogether. The com- 
mon vegelables of thia latitude were raised in great 
profusion, and have formed their due proportion of the 
dietary of the eetabliHhmont* The cropa of corn and 
oats have been etjually abundant. Notwitbfitauding 
the quantity of the former used in fattening our 
large herd of ewine, a year and a bnlfa etock is yet 
on hand. One-third of thia, however, Bhonld be 
placed against the amount purchased in llie year 
1855, to supply the failure of the crop the year 
previous, Perraanont improvements have been cai^ 
ried on as fast as our means and the laboring force 
at onr command would admit. All the wet lands 
upon the farm have been substantially drained^ and 
brought under cultivation. One mile and twenty- 
one rods of plank under^rain have been put down 
in the must elllcient manner the material would admit 
o£ Forty rods of plank fence have been conatruoted, 
and the mttterial procured for as much more in the 
spring. Dykes have been raised, to flecnre any de- 
scending portions of our grounds from waste by 
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washing. LrLst spring five kundtcd onKHQcntnl trees 
were set on the lawn -Hurrounding the buildings, and, 
on tlie failure of a- part from the extreme drought of 
the summer past, three hundred and fifty-six addi- 
tional have been set nvithin the last month. Especial 
attention has been paid to thorough manuring such 
parts of the farm as have been brought into cultiva- 
tion. Besides that nmde hy the stoek, which has 
been increaj*ed by proper admixtures^ atIe&5ttwo 
hundred loads have been drawn on to the farm from 
abroad. The farm buildiu^e have been made more 
ample, though still infinitely short of what the imme- 
diate neee^^itiea of the institution demand. Ma* 
chinery has also been purchased, and geared, hy which 
the corn used for feeding stock is ground in the cob, 
by steam-power. Various other labor-saving machines 
have also been procured, as well as a full equipment 
of the best farming implements. At the time the la^t 
Keport was submitted, this kind of material wa^ nearly 
exhausted. On the whole, we think the condilion of 
the farm will affurd fiatisfaction to your Board, and 
the agricultural public. 
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PKESEST flTATE OF HOSPITAL BUILDDJQS, nXTURES^ ETC. 

StQce the flute oFtlie last Report, all of the Hospi- 
tal biiiMings have been put in a state of complete 
repair, A carpentijr liaa been attached to the work- 
ing corps of the institution ever since its first occu- 
pancy ; and, two yeara since, a, Bkillful painter, on 
being discharged from the institution in a recovered 
state, after eome montlib'' re.Hidcnco, ^viahcd to enter 
our aervice as painter, glazier and cabinet maker, at 
a compensation merely nominal in view of Lis skill 
aa ft workman. The labor of these persons haa boen 
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a Toeasure of true Gconomy, as will unquestionably 
appear on any inspection of our premises. The wear 
and tenr of buildings niid fixlurea occnpietl and used 
by the insane i^ as migbt be expected^ inces-sant 
When decay gets largely in advance of repnir, the 
loss js not easily recovered. A eingle item in such 
repairs may be mentioned: the euni of about ^500 
in rt^pairing and leplacicg the tanks and other fix- 
twrcs belonging to the water-closcta of the east wing. 

The Sivst few years in the history of any enterprise 
where buildings op other Ktructure.s are among the 
means, are iisiially costly, from the incomplete Ptate 
in which IhosR means are when firat applied to the 
accomplishment of the ends of such enterprise. This 
is especially true of hospital buildings. A thousand 
conveniences are required, which develop themselves 
only after some length of occupancy, 

Tlie general item of " improvements and repair^" 
in the Keport of the Treiiaurer, besides embracing 
everything under that head fur the past two years, 
include8, al^o, no Amall part of the indeLtedneas found 
exwting against the institution after making up the 
last Roporti — it being for construction purposes dur- 
ing the years 1S63-4. 

DJPROVEMfiNTS REQCIEED, 



T!ic Superintendent cannot, consislenlly withdiity, 
forhertr again bringing upon your notice Ibe great 
neeesjiily that exists for certain improvements advert- 
ed to in his lai^t Report- It seems demanded by every 
consideration of convenience and economy that the 
buiUlings standing behind the main edifice, in which 
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almost all the domestic labor of Ihe Hospital is per- 
formed, sliould at hnsi he <luu)>IeJ in capacity- Great 
inconvenience and i^reat needless expense are incui^ 
red wbich \s'Ould be avoided by giving greater ampli- 
tude to the fipace for washing, cookings baking, and 
tlie many other officea which the present suiall build- 
ing is now compelbd to serve. 

At the same lime, an additional boiler tihould be 
added to tboee now in nj^e^ and the «team-b eating 
pipes extended into the center buildingj which, up to 
the present time, is heated excliLsively by slovea. 
The employees of the iustitutioUj as well as the 
patients, are continuHJly passing from th« ^tealn- 
heated wards through the long halls and passages of 
the center, whose frigid temperature ia productive of 
deleterious eBeots too obvious to escape our notice. 
Course,^ of radiating steam pipes carried through 
tbepe unwarmed spaces would be a prompt and com- 
paratively cheap cure for this very serious eviL 
Even fihould the dimensions of the institution be no 
further extended than tbey are now, these additional 
facilities for its efficiency ahould be added whenever 
means are at command. 



RELIGIOUS OBSERVANCES IN TflS flOSPITAL. 



Eeiigions services have been continued every Sab- 
bath in the Hospital since the last Beport, with 
ficarcelyan inteiTuption. The audience usually num- 
ben* from eighty to one hundred — aa many as cmi be 
<»nvened in any single room in the building. Half 
as many again would be present if epace permitted. 
Should the suggestions made respecting the CKtcnaion 
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of the rear building receive encouragement^ a 5pacioua 
niid well lighted cliapel will be among the conveni- 
ences that will be secured to us. 

The observance of the Sabbath by appropriate 
religious exercises is & usage which cannot fail to 
receive the sanction of all. Adequate provision for 
it seems to have been overlooked in the demgn of 
thia institulion. As it must henceforth become oue 
of the settled cusloma of the Hospital, the provision 
of suitable accommodfitions for it has been suitably 
considered in our plans for the future- 



DOMEBTIC LABOR. 



The domestic labor of the Hospitol appears now 
under performance od a good and economical basifi. 
The corps of officers and assistants of all kinds under 
daily employ may be enumerated aa follows; 

Superintendent* assistant physician, matron, seam- 
Btress, nine female attendanis, nine male do., engineer, 
fireman, night watclmmUj baker, carpenter, painter 
and glazier, lanndry-mnn^ three laundre^e^ two male 
and two female cook&, dairj'woman, overseer of farm, 
three furm lahorersj carriage driver, porter, cliambei^ 
maid. 

The domestic labor of females is under the charge 
of the matron. 

The sewing-room, under the charge of the t«e»m- 
Btress, has proved a most valuable appendage to the 
institution* The seamf^treas famishes the foUowinj; 
an an abstract of ^uch Inbor done in her department, 
02 can easily be made matter of record. 
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EXPENSES OF THE IN3TITUriON. 

Bealizing that economy is one of the comer Btones 
in the ultimate success of a public institution, the 
finances of the Hospital have been a subject of 
especial attention on the part of the SuperiDtendent. 
The system of purchasing supplies, of making pay< 
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ments, and of regiatering expensesi, is tbc most elfi- 
cientj minute, and perapicuous that can be devised. 
No ju&t idea of its minutenes-g can he obtained frooi 
the brief abfltinct drawn upfor the Treasurer^a Report. 
At half an hour's notice, the exact financial condition 
of the institution can always be given. This is 
m<?re]y as it should be — we state it that the supposi- 
tion ehnll not be entertained that any expenditure 
is blindly incurred. It may surpri!*e those whO' 
observe the amount just reported as disbursed by Ih© 
Treasurer, to be aasuredj that in economic considero* 
lion?, no inatitution of a similar character in the Union 
stands in a niure favoruble light. 

Anticipating an aggregate of about two hundred 
and fifty patients under our care for the two years 
on which we enter, I would suggest the sura of 
$36,000 per annum as the amount to be set apart for 
the support of the ITospital during that period. 
Should the suggestions in this and the last Report in 
regard tu the extension or improvement of tlie Hos- 
pital buildinga become the ground of any action, 
distinct eatimatea will of course be called for. We 
have them prepared, subject to such a contingency.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 



To the Hon. the Senate and House of Represenlatives 

of the State of JUin<nt : 

The Trustees of the Ulinoia State Hospital for tlie 
Insane respectfully report : 

It is a matter of gratification to us that we can 
report the continued and increasing usefulness of this 
institution. 

The management of the Hospital during the last 
two years, under the energetic and skillful superin- 
tendency of Dr McFarlanDj has secured our unqual- 
ified approbation. For the details of that manage- 
ment we refer you to the Report of the Superintend- 
ent, which is herewith subraittedj and for which we 
ask a careful examination. 

It shows that during the last two years the whole 
number of patients under treatment has been five 
hundred and twenty-five ; that during the same period 
'forty-two have died; fifteen have been discharged 
as incurable, by the Trustees, to make room for recent 
cases ; that thirty-one have been discharged improved ; 
and one hundred and sixty-four have been discharged 
recovered. 

An examination of the records of the institution 
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shows that since the opening of the HoEfpital for the 
reception of patients on the 3d Novemberj A. D. 1851, 
there have been under treatment one thousand and 
seventeen patients. Of this number, ninety have 
died; one hundred and thirty-four have been dis- 
charged as incurable, to make room for recent cases; 
one hundred and thirty-two have been discharged 
improved; four hundred and thirty have been dis- 
charged recovered; and there are now remaining 
under treatment at the Hospital, two hundred and 
twenty-nine. 

The general management of the institution, during 
the period of our supervision, has been uniformly 
characterized by a systematic economy. We have 
indeed doubted whether the idea of cheapness may 
not in some departments have been too strictly 
adhered to, We allude more particularly to the 
furnishing of the institution, — not so much of the 
rooms more immediately open to the public, — but to 
the straw beds, the uncomfortable wooden seats, and 
the other cheap surroundings of the patients' wards. 
Again, nothing has been done, (if we except the 
farm,) in providing for the occupation, education, and 
amusement of the patients, beyond a chance donit- 
tion from some grateful recovered patient, and the 
contribution of newspapers by their generous pnb- 
lishersL In whatever may contribute in the way of 
moral influences to the recovery of patients, by giving 
occupation and amusement, and especially in securing 
humane, capable and intelligent attendants, cheapness 
is very far from being economy. 

In a careful inquiry into this question of economy, 
we made a comparison ofexpenditures per patient in 
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the Illinois State Hospital fur the Insane* for tbo last 
two years, with the expenditures of eight ainiihir in- 
stitutions in the United States of the inost repulalion. 
The largest expenditure in this list of eight was two 
hundred and ninety dollnrrt for each palient for one 
year; the lea5t expenditure was one hundred and 
eighty-two doUriry; the aveniye expeuditura in th« 
eij^ht hwtitutious wajn two hundred ami thiny-five 
dullar* In this instituliou, the expenditure for one 
patient, for each of the two U-^t years, has been one 
hiLiidred and forly-four dollars- 
la connection with the subject of the general man- 
agement of the llo.^pital, we would respectfully Mig- 
gest to the consideration of the General Assenihly, 
whether there should not be some modilicutiun of 
the law regulating the attendance of the Medical 
Superintendent, a** a witness in criminal cases. 

Under the present provisions of the law,, upon nn 
CT parte Fh(»wing of the materiality of the te&timony 
of the Medical Superintendent ar^ an expert, the 
Judge of any CircuitCourt tmiy, by an order, rerjuire 
bis attendance as a witness in wtf/ mmiitcii ease^ It 
bafl already happened that the Superintendent, dur- 
ing the past year, was under such an order in attend- 
ance OH a witness in a criiijinal piti^eeutionj for three 
GUCcesaivG weeks. 

We would Buggest, whether, in view of the detri- 
ment to the in.stitntton that may arise from frerjuent 
and prolunged abtieuces of the Superintendent, liifl 
compulsory attendance as a witness should not he 
limited to capital cases; and whether even in those 
caseH, the tinie of his attendance should not to some 
extent be made dependent upon the question whether 
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the absence of the Superintendent, at the time at 
■which he might be required to attend, would or would 
not eeriously hazard the interests of the institution. 

INSURANCE. 

"We desire also to refer to the General Assemblj 
the question, whether the Trustees should insure the 
Hospital buildings, and if so, to what extent. We 
find upon examination, that there has always been a 
partial insurance* At this time there is a policy of 
insurance for $10,000, at a premium of one per cent 
per annum. 

FARM. 

For the details of the farming operations, its ex- 
pense and productiveness, we refer you to the Report 
of the Superintendent As will clearly appear from 
that Report, the farm is a necessity, furnishing the 
only occupation for convalescing patienta There is 
also abundant evidence that the farm is remunerative, 
and for its judicious management, we need only refer 
to the fact that the appropriate committee of the 
State Agricultural Society assigned it the highest 
place in the order of merit among farms of equal site 
in the State of Illinois. 

BCILDINa 0PER4TI0N3. 

The chief business, and the chief anxieties of the 
Trustees, during the last two years, have had relation 
to the expenditures of the building fund. 

By the 1st section of the act approved February 16, 
1857, '^the Trustees of the Insane Hospital were re* 
" quired to proceed without delay to complete the 
" building of said institution^ according to the original 
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** plan and (Jeaign thereof; abo to enlarge the buil^iling 
••ill the rear of tlie miiiii eJifice, and to mak^ such 
" change in the connection of the said buildings as the 
'^ vrantd and pafety of the institution require ; nl^o to 
^ provide for heating the halls of the center huilJirg, 
" and the additional wings authorized to be conetruct- 
''ed, and to make Pitch other necessary additions and 
'^ improvein£»nt8 aa may bo re<nilred to increu:<e the 
"capacity and ciu^ative ability of the institution" 

Under these legislative inatpuctioas the Trustees, 
having first decideil, far obviou.s reivsons, to let the 
contract as a wl»ole, in March, 1807, advertised in the 
manner and in the newspapers det^ignaled by the 
law, for proposals for building the dcw additiona On 
openiMf^ the hirL% ifc was found that among various 
item huh, there was hut one proposal made^ in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the notice, for the whole 
work. That bid, which was for 314^1^00, waa imme- 
difttely withdrawn, i 

The chief difticulty in the way of bidders was the 
insclficiency of the sum appropriated for expenditure 
for huilJing purposes^ for the first two years, and the 
consequent necessity that there would be, if any 
considerable progress were made in the work, on the 
part of contractor^ to make large advancea before 
the Legif^lat ure could again make appropriations- 

The direction of the law to proceed "without de- 
lay " was deemed by ns imperative, and our relatiouR 
to the inrstitution had strongly impressed ua with the 
necessity fur these additions, by bringing to our 
knowledge the crowded condition of thellof^pital and 
the frequent unsuccessful applications for admission. 

With thefti> convlclious, we ngain advertised^ in 



June, lS67j in conformity with the law, for propowil 
In response to llils wecond ad vert lament, (here wer 
several blda.Tarying from $140,500 to §180,000. I 
both of our advertisements, we hndrcsor\cd tberigh 
to reject all bide, if deemed extravagant. 

The Trustees, after a careful examinnlion and vari- 
ous compututionsj based upon the item bids received 
under the firsl advertisement, accepted the proposal 
of Mesars. Ilannon & Kagsdale, deeming Jt then and 
now a fair hid, and entered into a contract with them 
to build the additions to the Hospital. This contract 
vnuB flubsecjuentlj modifieil by substituting Mr. Eagd- 
dale for Hannon & Hagsdale, A copy of the contract 
is herewith submitted. The work advertised an 
contracted for did not include the heating and venti- 
lating apparatus, sewcrw, nor some other itema her 
inufter parlieularly mentioned. 

In the arrangement of the detEiiU of the contract, 
as will be obvious on iuspcclion, we compensated to: 
the deferred payments, by making advances at the 
connnencemenl of the work, as jiu equivalent. To 
secure us in making these advancen, ns well tm t 
eecure the full performance of the contract^ we 
r|uired the execution of a bond, nith good secunti 
in the penal sum of $2OD,0UO. 

Under this contract the work has progrc&sed th 
fur satisfactorily, nnd so far as completed, has bee 
executed in a good aod workm:inliki' nmnner, and in' 
accordance with the terms of the contract. 

Tho west extension, compri^ting a lateral wing 4 
by 100 feet^nnd a transverse wing 43 l}y UK) feet, the 
lirwt lour aloiies, iind (he other five stories, huH been 
completed. The engine hou^e and chiipel huildin 
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under one roofT bavc been completed except the 
plastering and sentin^ of the chapcL The cellar \vallB 
,ofthe east extension, of the f^aiiie dimensions with 
the ^\"ost wlug, HFC completed, ready for the puper- 
struclure, the first floor of joists being on, and the cut 
stone basement conrflea set.' 

In addition to the work thus ecmpti^ted, the con- 
tmctor has delivered on the ground sufficient flooring 
Ibr the entire ea-st wing and kitchen buildings yet to 
lie erected. The doora^ door frames, window frames 
And sash, are all in a state of forwardnes*?, and will be 
completed by the Ut March, I80&, Eight hundred 
thonsjuid bricks are made and contracted to be deliv- 
ered at the building by the Ist March, 3S59, and all 
the cut stone work required for the completion of the 
additions is finished and in part delivered. 

By a comparit'on of the work completed on the 
l&t December, 1358, with the work stipulated to be 
done, by the terms of the contract, at that date, St 
will be observed that the cellar walls and fuundation 
for the east wing have been substituted for the com- 
pletion of the corridor connecting the main with the 
rear biiihlings. This has been actjniesced in by the 
Trustecfl under the advice of the arobitoct that the 
superstructure of the east wing could not, dnrinj; the 
next -'^casern, be safely erected upon the foundation 
built in the next spring. 



/RCniTECT, 



Very early after entering upon ibe work of const ruc- 
tion, the Trustees were Balisfied that the interests of the 
State rendered it expedient to employ an nrcbitect of 
skill and experience to superintend and direct the 
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building operations. In fact, we deemed it indispeas- 
able. The Trustees had neither the skill nor the time 
to manage this department. We therefore employed 
Mr. John M. Van Osdel^ of Chicago, an architect of 
experience and high character, at a compensatioii of 
two thousand dollars for the whole work, and he haa 
thus far, by his careful supervision, and especially by 
his timely advice, met our high expectatiooa 

HBATINO AND VENTILATINQ. 

In executing the direction of the law in providiBg 
for beating, we found that on the completion of the 
additions, the supply of steam under the old arrange- 
ments would be insufficient, and that the chimney 
would be entirely too contracted in size. After care- 
ful examination, and aided by the best advice we 
could procure, we were satisfied that the most eco- 
nomical plan was to place the steam arrangements at 
once on such a basis as would be required on the 
completion of the additions. We accordingly pur^ 
chased of Miles Greenwood, of Cincinnati, five new 
boilers and a steam engine, at a cost of $4,063 2& 
These have all been well arranged, and ample pro 
vision thus made for a supply of steam, as well for 
heating the whole institution, when completed, as for 
ventilation, and all the other purposes to which steam 
may be advantageously applied, Provision has also 
been made, by the use of steam power, for a system 
of forced ventilation, 

la the erection of a new chimney, it was con- 
structed partly of iron, in such a manner as to vent^ 
late the privies and water closets by a system of 
downward ventilation. For a minute description of 
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the beatiDg and ventiltiting apparatuSf and its adap- 
tation to eflFect the purposes designed, we refer you 
to the Report of the Superintendent, who demon- 
Btratea in a very clear and forcible manner the 
demand for the provisions for ventilation, ns essential 
to the health of the inmates of the Hospital. The 
heating apparatus has been erected for the center 
buildings, and re-arranged for the old wards, and is 

now, at a much less cost for fuel than under the old 

arrangement, in successful operation. 

The heating apparatus for the west extension is all 

delivered at the building, and most of it erected By 

the meeting of the Legislature it is expected to be 

completed. 

SEWERS. 

In making provision for the sewerage of the new 
additions, the old sewers were found, upon examinsr 
tion, to be in a ruinous condition. They had been 
originally imperfectly constructed — were too small, 
and ran in directions conflicting with the ground 
plans of the new winga Durable sewers, twelve 
hundred and sixty feet in length, and eighteen 
inches in diameter, have been constructed to meet 
the present wants, and they have been so arranged 
as to conveniently receive the sewerage of the new 
additions. 

OAS. 

On the erection of gas works in Jacksonville, the 
Trustees made an arrangement with the Gas Com- 
pany for a supply of gas, and the institution is now 
entirely lighted with gas. In this arrangement, which, 
including fixtures and fittings, was made at a coat of 
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{4/501, the Gaa Company have bound themselves 
to furnish gaa during the continuance of their char- 
ter, at the prine charged to other customers in Jack- 
sonville, not exceeding at any time the rates paid at 
Chicago, Gas pipes have alBO been laid in the west 
wing. 

As the Hospital was at a considerable distance from 
the Gas Works^ and in a direction where there were 
but few customerSj the arrangement wa^ deemed a 
favorable one for the institution, 

ESTIUATES OF MONEY NEEDED TO COMPLGTB AKD FUENIEH 
THE ADDITIONS. 

The west wing, of capacity to accommodate one 
hundred and fifty patients, will be ready to be occu- 
pied as soon as it can be furnished. The east wing, 
capable also of containing one hundred and fifty 
patients, will be ready to be occupied by the 1st 
December, 1859. In view of the present condition of 
the work, and the time of its completion, the Tru^ 
tecs, aided by the architect, have made and now 
report estimates of the amount of money necessary 
for the completion of the additions, including beat 
ing and ventilation, cisterns, pavements and the other 
minor improvements essential to the finishing up of 
the work, and for furnishing both wings.

As to the time of paying the appropriations, we 
would suggest that one-half of the sum be made 
payable as soon as practicable, one-fourth on the 1st 
July, A. D, 1859, and the remaining fourth on the 1st 
December, A. D, ISSfl, 

For. the ordinary expenses for the year eftding 
Dec, 1, 1859j the sum of forty-eight thousand dollars 
will be required, and for the year ending Dec. 1, 
1860, the sum of fifty-eight thousand dollars. This 
estimate is based on the assumption that the new 
wings will be occupied as completed. 

We herewith submit the Treasurer's Report, which 
shows as well the whole amount of money received 
and disbursed, as the amount paid out for building 
purposes alone. 

Upon reference to the original law under which 
the Hospital buildings were erected, it appears that 
the roof was required to be fire proof, and we have 
therefore, in the additions, made the roofs fire proof. 
For some reason not known to us. the old buildings 
are covered with a shingle roof We have deemed it 
our duty to bring this fact to the notice and consid- 
eration of the Legislature, that you may determine 
whether you will make the whole fire proof. In aid 
of thai consideration, we have procured our architect 
to estimate the cost, who reports the same at twenty* 
three hundred dollars. 
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Before eubmittiog our lieport, we desire to express 
our earnest wish that all the memberaof the General 
Assembly will viait the Hospital during the ensuing 
session, that being the only true method by which 
the improvements being made can be fully under- 
stood, and the beneficial operations of the institution 
fairly appreciated.

The admissions have not been as numerous by 
about one hundred as they would have been with 
room at command to accommodate all applicants. 
The number recovered somewhat exceeds that of 
the two years previous. The number of deaths ex- 
ceeds that recorded in the last report, though there 
has been no epidemia Most of the deaths have been 
from the exhaustion of mental disease, of either long 
or short duration.

In passing in review the two years that have 
elapsed since the aSairs of this Hospital were made 
subject of report, very little of marked importance 
in its daily current of events is worthy of notice. 
The excellent basis on which legislative enactment, 
and the by-laws adopted by your Board, have placed 
the institution, are so eminently promotive of har^ 
mony in its administration, that long periods of time 
elapse, leaving nothing to record of especial interest. 
If the perfection of machinery is to be judged in any 
sense by its noiseless action, we have reason to be 
satisfied. Few changes have taken place, even 
among those in subordinate stations ; while, among 
those holding posts of responsibility, there are num- 
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bered the a^eociates of several successive years. Fa- 
miliar witli the routine of their duty, nnd tried in its 
faithful perfonnaDCOj every year adds to their value, 
and affords new guarantees that the hnmane policy 
irhich lies at the fonndation of the institution, is 
being perpetuated. 

During the last summer Mrs, Elizii M. Ttague re- 
signed the office of Matron — leaving us for other 
domestic relation?, after an aflsoeiation of about four 
years, Tivhich have passed away in a raanner especially 
happy. Her place is very ably filled by Mr8_ Mary 
r. Comett 

The prominent feature in the operations of the 
institution for two years^ has been the busy work of 
the builder^ g^^^g o° ^^ three eides of us; and 
although the Supcrinlendent h very properly ab- 
solved from responsibility in conection with it, yet 
the partial absence of tlie architect has inevitably 
imposed an increase of care. Although more than 
fifty cxtm workmen have been about ua, the judi- 
cious arrnngementp of tiie contractor have eared all 
collision or confusion. The contractor is ready to 
report to you that the west wing, designed for female 
patients, is ready for occupancy, so far as his portion 
of the work i*^ concerned ; thut the east rear build* 
ing IB nearly complete; that the brick and Btone 
foundations, and the floor titnbcra of the east wing, 
are alao laid. The plan which you have adopted, 
while it presei'veH enough of the features of the 
''original design" to keep within the meaning of the 
act of appropriation passed by the last Legislature, 
has modifications which make it essentially more per- 
fect. It is a fortunate circumstance that lack of 
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means, at tLe time tlie institution was founded, ai^ 
rested iu construction with the completion of the 
two first wings. The seven years that have passed 
since that time, have witnessed great improvements 
iu the architecture and arrangement of institutions 
for the insane, all of which have been fully and 
faithfully incorporated in this. All concerned in thfi— 
improvemeutft of the two yearn now passed, caiH 
safely repose on the verdict which posterity will pro- 
nounce on their labora The institution, ns it w 
atand when fully completej will he excelled by fe 
in the Union in point of size, and by none in th 
excellence of its interior arrangements. Durability 
of conatriiction and simplicity in arrangements are its 
distinguishing featurt^s. The almost monastic plain- 
ness of its design and finish, will cause any one t 
search in vain for a single dollar expended in me 
ornament. If regarded fiiraply aa "additions," t 
work involved in existing contracts may appe 
costly- Tet, considering that when complete, the 
buildings will aa easily receive five hundred paticnta 
as the present one does two hundred, they will 
additions in which the major part is added. 
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STATE OF THE INSTETUTION I^ POIKT OF KUMQER OF PATIE5T3. 

In the last two Report^ the .'^tate of the institutio^fl 
in regard to the number of patients proper to be 
^ceommodated, has been dwelt upon at such length 
as to leave little more to say on the suhject, except 
in the way of reiteration. The inteution of main- 
taining, for the future, the numher at any time re^- 
dent in the Hospital at aliout two hundred and liHy, 
was expressed in the last Report* In pursuance 
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tbia (lesign, the omiesions were allowed to over- 
balance discliargefl, until, in the early part of thG 
present year, our daily average for some weeks wfia 
something over two hundred and sixty. But it was 
soon diacovered that this number was a large and 
dangcroua excess; and, aa rapidly as a ciirtaLlment 
could he effe^ited, the munher was reduced to abuut 
twu hundred and tweuty-iive; at which point it is 
thought beat to hmil it till the new apurtmenla arc 
ready for occupancy. To decide who, of a large 
number of applicantsj aball be admitted, and who re- 
jected, has been an embarrassing duty — rendered 
doubly so by the frequent fact, that the one who 
iDUst be rejected is already at the door of the Hospi- 
tal^ perhaps after a long and expensive journey ; for 
U tieems to avail little tliat the provisions of the statute 
are express, that admissions shall be only after appli- 
catiou athnnatively responded to. We do not for a 
moment think that any local preferences will be 
charged against the officers of the institution in deci- 
ding who eliall be received. The broadest interests 
of the State^ alone, are consulted. It is true, it will 
be foundj by reference to Table No. 2, that some 
counties in the State have had a representation of 
mmibera in the Hospital not warranted by their 
population. This is especially true of tliose lying 
contiguous to the institution. The true explanation 
is, that, in those counties^ the benefits of the Hospital 
are more generally and immediately thought whenever 
a case of insanity occurs than in those lying remote, 
and where the institution is very imperfectly known, 
or entirely misconceived. The advantage possessed 
by a county near the Hospital in this respect is, how- 
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ever, more apparent than real, as the foUowiDg expo- 
sition will show. Four persons, for instance, will be 
taken insane, and become proper subjects for the 
institution in Pike countyf and the same number in 
Winnebago, each having nearly the same population. 
Of the former, the entire number will be sent to the 
Hospital in the early stages of their disease, and will 
recover after three months' residence. Those in the 
latter remote county will be subject to delays and 
ineffectual treatment at home till the cases are be- 
coming inveterate, when two will be sent to the 
institutioD, who may recover only after a stay of dx 
months. Thus while, numerically. Pike county may 
have had the apparent advantage, the one has drawn 
just as much as the other upon the material resources 
of the institution. It was the evident mtent of the 
founders of the institution, that its prominent func- 
tion should be that of a " hospital," in distinction froln 
a purpose as a mere asylum- This is apparent, not 
only in the name appropriated to it at its organization, 
but also in the several statutes of subsequent enact- 
ment, which provide against the accumulation of 
incurable cases. 

Although there may be some counties of small 
population that have, thus far, received almost no 
benefit from the institution in the way of support of 
their insane, we think a careful examination of our 
records will show the, that more populous ones have 
received at least benefit relatively to population and 
taxation.

In those caees wbere a rGsort to the institution is 
concluded on after many moutbp of incScctual trial of 
other meana^ we hear the universal regret expressed 
at iho measure was so long delayeO, — ahowiug that 
Tt 19 simply ft matter of procrastinjition, or an aversion 
a step in itself somewhat unpleasant 
It 19 with uo slight satisfaction that we look forward 
to the time when, with accotumodationB here for the 
comfortable treatment of five humlrcd insane pei"son3, 
we can, with tlie present population of tlic State, 
receive at least all the urgent and curable cases 
With that extensive provision, there will then be no 
reason why application shall not be made in due 
season; and tliat the sight of an iuenrably insuTie 
^ttei'flon shall not be a standing reproach againat the 
^^Bumanity of the State. 

^H It must be a melancholy thought to the philanthro- 
^^)Lst in fiome of tlie older States of thia Union, that, 
while instilutions for tbe treatment of insanity arc of 
early date in tbeir biatory, they have exerted little 
mparative intltience in diminishing tbe total of in- 
curable capes in the 'communities in which they are 
tuttted. The records given to the world from their 
stitutiona, show a painfid preponderance of cases 
without hope, — to say nothing of the multitudes who 
alms-houses ami private families, linger out an un- 
cen existence. Does not the fact that, in moat of 
those Stalee, none can enter those retreats — which 
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should always be open as Bethesda'B pool — unless 
be can deposit his security at the door, have an in- 
fluence in holding back cases, originally full of hope, 
till all hope is fled, and thus swelling the host which 
perpetually moves on, unmarshaled and unsuspected, 
to a welcome grave ! May we not hope^ in this State 
of Illinois^ where humanity^s portals stand forever 
wide open, where the distictions of wealth and inflt^ 
once are all unrecognized, that the beneficent result 
will be, not only that thousands are restored to reason 
and usefulness, but also that the aggregate of incurar 
ble mental disease in this State will be so much di* 
minished as to be susceptible of demonstration when 
compared with States where a less liberal policy has 
been adopted. 

FABMING OPEKATIONg. 

The farm of the Hospital haa been, as usual, a 
source of decided revenue, besides its still greater 
value in affording an agreeable and highly salutary 
kind of employment for many of our patients. 

The inmates of the institution are largely gathered 
from the agricultural class; and with the earliest re- 
turning convalescencej their favorite employment is 
at once sought. Each finds something to do that suits 
his taste, and the bent of each is gratified whenever 
possible. 

We cannot too strongly urge the consideration of 
the appeal in the two last Reports, for the construo 
tion of a barn of suitable capacity, the only one we 
have being wholly too small 
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The following table shows the revenue of the farm 
for the past two years:

The farm has by no means yet reached its period 
of greatest profit. When some recent changes in its 
arrangement, with a view to make garden culture 
more convenient, are fully carried out, a new source 
of revenue may be broached, in raising of vegetables 
for market The whole one hundred and sixty acres 
composing the farm, are under close tillage — its land 
being considered too valuable for grazing, as good 
pasturage can bft secured in the vicinity at a very 
reasonable rate. 

The stock on the farm is annually growing better. 
The improvements attempted for the past few years 
in onr cattle and awine are becoming manifest. We 
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think that the agricultural public will not be disap- 
pointed in the expectation that the Hospital farm may 
yet do something for the promotion of agricultural 
science. 

The average stock of the farm consists of eight 
horses, about thirty cows and other neat cattle, and 
something more than one hundred swine. The sup* 
ply of farming implements is all that we can wbh. 

FINANCES 'of THE IHeTITCTIOS. 

By reference to the Treasurer's Report, you will 
perceive that the entire disbursements for the two 
years, and the funds now in his hands, amount to

The indebtedness of the institution is somewhat 
more than covered by the money on hand and amounts 
due^ principally for clothing supplied to patientsL 

The average number of patients in the Hospital 
having been, for the entire two years, not far from 
two hundred and fifty, the coat of each, per year, has 
been about 144 With the completion and occn* 
pancy of the wings now being built, the cost, per 
patient, will be somewhat reduced from this amount 
for reasons fully set forth in the Report of 1854. 
Considering that every expense whatever is embraced 
in this sum, it cannot be considered high. 
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We had hoped that the saving effected to tho Hos- 
pital from the estimatcB uiade to, and the appropria- 
tioiift b^ the last Legislature, on account of the reduc- 
'Won in the cos*t of its supplies within the past year, 
nmounting in the whole to between eight and ten 
thousand dollars, could have been applied to the bet- 
ter fitriiiahing of the apartments of the patients; 
wbichT we regret to say, is not in keeping with the 
building itself, nor mich as the well-being of its in- 
mAtefl require. But the introduction ofga?,and the 
necessities of the bnilrling operations, oompflled ua 
Teluctaully tosee these means, so carefully buabanded, 
diverted to other and more pressing usea Added to 
this, should also appear the board of three, and some- 
times four or five, workaien upon tlie heating appa- 
ratus, for about half the time since the last Report, 
■with the labor of trucking from the railroad at least 
one hundred tons of iron freight, and a large amount 
of excavation and other kinds of labor^ not capable 
of being brought into any account 

We doubt much whether any further reduction in 
the expenses (}f this Hospital could be efiectet!, other 
than from greater revenues arising from the farm, 
without in some manner impairing its UBcfuIneBa, 
Any curtailment in the capacity or numerical sufii- 
ciency of its employees, or any abridgment of the 
material comfort of its inraatea^ is not, of course, to be 
thought of; and it is tho worst of all economy to 
neglect the moat ample repairs and improvements 
merely for the sake of showing, in any paticLilaryear^ 
a gratifying balance-sheet, 

Tho Superintendent condidcra it proper to state, that, 
on taking charge of the Iloapital, several years since^ 
18 
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tt system of financial maLag^meut was iustituted, so 
minute fini:) bo persptcuoiia in [ill its detailar thai the 
finger of inquiry can always rest, at a moment'^ notice* 
on any past transaction, wilh a full conipreheiifilon of ita 
every particular, Although but a synoposis appeais 
in the Treasurer's Report, the whole details are kept 
io folio records, with duplicate sheets for the printer, 
if required. The bulk of these documents excludes 
them from incorporation with any ordinary report 

The cxpcuBes of tlie instilution for the ensuing two 
years cannot be estimated in advance with tbe &atae 
positive certainty as they have been for the four years 
past. They must depend entirely on the action of the 
Legislature in regard to the completion of the work 
now in progreaa. The new wing, now just completed, 
will receive one hundrifd and fifty additional ]>atient^ 
at a codt not far from $12,000 per annum, if filled at 
once, as appears probable. The remaining wing, if 
finished in one year from tbia time, will demand, for 
one year's support^ $12,000. Then estimating that 
the cost of supporting the older parte of the eslabllsb- 
ment remains the same as for four years past — i,e, 
^35,000 per year — we have then the following sched- 
ule of esLiniates:

It was considered best Io open each addit ional wing 
indiacriminately to those whose applications are now 
on file, and thus have them filled immediately, 
the sum above named might not prove sufficlentr 
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On the other hand, if the new wings should only be 
gradufllly opened to patientf*, requiring only a gmdual 
increa^G in cost of snpport, there might be left over 
something at the milking up of the nest Report We 
state $100,000 fts what vre believe a close but careful 
estimate, under all probable contingencies. The in- 
stitution can safely challenge comparison with any 
similar one in the matter of careful expenditures; 
and it surely fihould by this time have won confidence 
that any excess in its treasury would be no temptation 
to depart from an economical policy ivhich ive believe 
one of the comer-stonca of its continual success.

^V Any one who reflects on the diPficultica to be en- 

^Boimtered in properly heating apartments occupied 
by the insiine, will perceive that the proper execution 

^Kf this essential part of the work is of prime import- 
ance. When such inatitutiona were first in operation, 
a fireplace, protected by n screen, or a stove, shioided 
from approach by a grated covering, were the common 

^■esorts; and such methods may be found yet in use, 
in some of our older inatitutione.. A great improve- 

fieut was considered as gained when the hot-air 
amace — now a very common method in the heating 
f large buildings — wa^i first invented. This^ besides 
removing the fire from the vicinity of the patients' 
^^partments, and beyond the reach of thot^e liable to 
^B>e injured, supplied the rooms to be heated with 
^■resb air drawn from without, — the ingress of which, 
^wid consequent expulsion of that dready contami- 
^^aledj kept up the necessary activity of the lerial 
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circulatioD* For many yearfl, nil Ibc advance made 
consiflted in various modifications of this ayatem. Yet 
thifl method of heating Lad very grave defects. The 
air, heated by contact ^ith iron eometimeE red hot, 
was deprived of its natural moisture — prodiicin, 
headache, and other ill consequeiieesj the heat waa 
irregiilar, being dependent on the steadiness with 
which lire was raaictained; there was great liability^ 
to araokej from any defects in the jomta of the ii 
work; and, lastly, they were prolific of accident froi 
fire, as in the calamitous instance of an Eastern insi 
tution, where nearly thirty lives were loat, whi^ 
were in an eminent degree, fiacrificed to this especial 
method of heating. ^H 

The introduction, within a few years, of etcam a? A 
healing agent, ha? brought the warming and ventil:^ 
tion of public buildings andj e^^pecially insane boa] 
taX9f to a perfection wbich seemfi to leave ua Uttl 
more to expect, or hardly even to desire ; and as this 
institution will afford, wlien its details are complete, 
one of the moat perfect exauiples of the carrying out 
[of thie system, some account of it will be of intei 
to the public. 

In one of the rear buildings — the one noted in the' 
bird's-eye view of the institution as having tbe tall. 
chimney attached — are placed fivo Btcam boiiei 
each twenty-four feel long, and forty-four inches 
diameter Thi^se all cunn^et with one large Meoni 
pipe^ which passes downward, aud takes ita direct^ 
CQUrw towards tbe center of the main edifice ihroii^l^B 
a subterranean channel of brick-work, oval in form, 
and ^x feel in ils vertical diameter, — the larger si 
of which is for uses hereafter to be described. Wh< 
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the main pipe reaches the center of the chief bui]d> 
ingp it divides at right angles^ and is extended the 
^QtirG length of the cellar of the edifice — ngain 
branching to supply the transverse wings at Ihc ex- 
treme. Tlieae pipes are of wrought iron, — nil except 
the smaller f^ubdiviuion^ being of thick platea, riveted 
ivith short bolts, boiler fashion, — caet iron pipes not 
being thought trustworthy, in view of the liabihty to 
fracture. Aa the.se pipes pass ouwanl in their 
couree through the cellar, aa ihey give oBJ at right 
angles, in intervals of from six to ten feet, a double 
set of smaller pipe-'^f one inch in diameter, whit^h enter 
into two ruws of hot air chambers, — ont? being ranged 
on each side of the middle corridor of the cellar, and 
running its entire length. These hot air chambers 
made of wood and lined with zinc. They have 
« direct communication at the bottom with the fresh 
dir outside the buildings, which la let in, in ample 
eupplicf^, through windows in the cellar wall. At the 
fop they discharge into flues, which open at frequent 
intervals in the brick wall, and rise directly iuto the 
apartments in the several stories above, occupied by 
the patients. On entering these hot air chambera, 
the pipe is connected with acircuit of pipes of similar 
size, which completely fills the chamber — heatingthe 
air within it to a high temperature. Thus, when in 
operation, the fresh cold air is entering the bottom, 
being heateJ, raising with a strong current through 
the flut^e, and being poured through registers as it 
may be required. After performing this circuit, the 
eurplufl eteam and the water of condensation pass 
directly back towards the boiler in another set of 
pipes of cast iron. But, by on economical device, 
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the steam oa its backward passage is arrested in ita 
course, and made to ascend to tbe center building 
of tilt! Iluspital, wliei^e tt Is carried iuto'coils of pipes 
arranged in the various halls, dining room^ parlors, 
and oQiccSj — all of which are tims kept at an equable 
and easily regulated temperature. The steam, noir 
pretty thoroughly condensed to water by this Juuble 
use, is 'lonveyed back to the building in which it was 
generated, where^ by a steam pumpj it is again thrown 
into the bolleri*, yet almost boiling hot, again to be 
through its unceasing circuit, — losing in its long 
journey almost none of ils heat, except a.? it bdiatrib" 
utcd to its required locaUties. Thia description, with 
an understanding of the »mp]e law by which air in 
its heated state riseSj will sufficiently explain how 
frosh[y heated air la poured into the occupied apart- 
ments of the inaiitittion. The smaller division walld 
are again filled with air flues, which open from th« 
rooms both at the top and bottom, and all discharge 
into the attics, from whence exit ia mode through the 
cupola.^. By these means the contaminated air is 
expelled in the some degree as fresh air enters,— it* 
exit from the rooms being also controlled by registers 
to suit the exigencies of temperature and atmospheric 
levity or density- Thus, however tightly every win- 
dow and door may be closed, there is, by this system 
of heating, a constant renewal of the atmosphere in 
all the patients' wards and rooms. 

But (his is not all. It hn^ been found that the 
simple law of gravity, as applied to heated air, is not 
always sufficient to compel its ascent with the desired 
freedom where the buildings to be warmed are several 
stories in height^ and in which Hu^h can only be con- 
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Btructed in the division walla, where they must necee- 
aarily be more contracted than would be deeired. It 
alaowill be considered that, in siirainer weather, ivhen 
no artificial heat is being iisedj there can be no circu- 
lation by this system; and all the change of air 
effected is by the ordinary means of open doora and 
windnwa. This haa given rise to the modern inven- 
tion of forced vcntiMion, which is employed in nearly 
all the lefldin» hospitals in this country where etcem 
power is at command, and is now being introduced 
into the new halls of Congress at Washington. In 
lis application to this institution, it may be described 
as follows : 

In the same building which contains the eteara 
boileri^ and directly over the mouth of the large sub- 
terranean channel above alluded to, 18 now being 
placed a circular fan, fourteen feet in diameter, driven 
by the steam engine which supplies fuch other mo- 
tive power us the domeslic purposes of the institution 
require. When set in rapid motion, a current of 
Iresh air ia received within the wing^ of the fan, and 
thx'own witli great velocity along tlie steam pipes 
through the large channel, and forced up the flues in 
Bitch quantity as entirely to displace the air within 
the building in the space of a very few momenta 
Thus the system at our command gives us the abso- 
lute control of vital necessity^despite the state of the 
hygrometer, or the capricious changes of the chance 
winds of heaven. 

But there has been anulhor recesaity, almost pecu- 
liar to this Hospital] to meet which especial provleions 
have been required. 

In all institulione for the custody of the insane, it 
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is obviously necessary that the privies and water 
cIo^U be In such contiguity to the Apartments as to 
bfi at all tlme^ accessible. The offense arising from 
such close proximity of theae coavenicncica ia usually 
oijvlatei] by such an arrangement of seats and recep- 
tacles that a current of water is niaile to pass through 
them at every time of use. This arrangement was 
made in the erection of the earlier parts of this 
Hospital. But the experieuce of several years liaa 
proved that water cannot be obtained in such quan- 
titicB, and forced into the tanks in the attics at sucli 
times, aa to make this method practicable in this 
iustilutiou, with it present water supply. 

The water-closets being on the couth eiJe of the 
building, and separated from the other apartmcntd 
by a single door only, hnve been a source of perpet- 
ual contamination, from the prevailing wind of the 
hot season coming from that tiuartcn In very dry 
times when a close economy of water has had to be 
practiced, portions of the wings have been almost 
imlnfaabitable from this eourco of offense. In the 
new wings thia evil is being remedied by the follow- 
ing method, — which it is also proposed to extend, at 
some future time, to the original building. 

Instead of being placed within the walla of the 
building, the water-closets are eitcated in a semi' 
octagonal projection without, st the base of which 
a cemented vault is constructed, which discharges 
through a trap into the main sewer- A Tew feet 
above the outlet at the bottom, another large open- 
ing is provided, whiuh, by meann of a eubtorranean 
channel of brick-work, will commimieate directly 
with the chimney-stack before mentioned- 
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Tlie conatructiou of tliia chininey deserves especial 
notice in connection ^ith its office in producing an 
eKhaustive ventilation in these watcr-cloBeta. Ita 
smokc-tliie ia of rjiPt iron, three feet in its interior 
diameter, founded iii tweuty-nine sectiuns, weighing 
on an average tliree-foiirths of a ton each. The ele- 
vation of these aectiona to the grent height required 
— the chimney being ore hurdred and fifteen feet 
high — was » triumph of engmeering, accomplished 
under the direction of the architect, who has had 
direction of the reet of the work. Between the iron 
flue and the brick Avorkj a spnce 13 left, one foot in the 
clear, designed as a foul air flue, with which the aub- 
ternincan chn,nnel9 from the water-closet vaults con- 
neci The obvious result of this arrangement is, that 
the column of air standing between the amoke-Uue and 
the brick work becomes heated, rises to the top and 
ia diflchargcdx and its place is aupplicd by that drawn 
from the vaiiUs through the underground paasagea 
This draft will not ouly ht? sufficient to exhaust the 
foul gaseea from the vaults, but also to produce down- 
ward currents from the privy raoma whenever the 
fteatfi are opened ] — thus, as wo confidently expect, 
entirely removing what has hitherto been, at certain 
pcftsona of the year, a source of great discomfort, and, 
we fear, no small aggravation of the current amount 
of sickneit'^ 

The chimney above alluded to, is based on a most 
substantial foundation of cemented etone-work ; ita 
hi\BC is widened largely by buttresses continued to 
the height of forty feet, from whence it rises in the 
form of an octagon to its Bunimit, which ia capped 
and corniced with cast iron in a workmanlike man- 
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ner Tlie aeveral buttreea retreata are capped with 
bammeref.! stone — a belting of the same also niDDing 
round tbe shaft at the point of thoir insertion into 
it. In the pcrforToance of its double function of a 
rnnoke nnd foul air iiupj this chimnej seenifl capable 
of standing tLe use of agei^ and only liable to di^ 
turbanco by some natural convulsion- 

Uoqueationably, the inquiry will be EOnietimcS'i 
made, whether an apparatu.s !*o extensive, ra costlyi 
and BO apparently complicntedj is really necessary to 
effect the end eupposed to be desired. If there is 
any part of this Report to which we solicit earnest 
attention, it is to the reply to this very nfitural in- 
quiry ; for it leads to an exposition of one of the 
features of that enlarged philanthropy which calb 
into its Rerrice the resources of science and experi- 
ence Mherever suffering humanity demands relief. 

It mupt be remembered that an ingane a^yluni ii^' 
to the large body of ita inmatee, a place of abK>lutQ 
confinement. Notwithstanding many — and perhapfly 
uoder very favorable circumstances, the majority- 
may be, as Iftborors in the fields, as assiplanta in the 
domestic affairs of the institution, or as participants 
in walks and riders, at times exceptinns to this ralc^ 
it nevertbeles^ faolda true, tlmt taking our patients 
as an inifire hodff^ nine-tentha of the time j^pent at the 
inetitution — night?'> of course, being included in the 
calculation — is i^pent in its wards, and behind a lock 
and key, Variou?< sources of ctmo^phorie contami- 
nation are about them. In every ward will always 
be found eome who are the subjects of offensTe 
physical disease; and the natural propensity of the 
in^ne to habits of uncleanline^ even under the bcpt 
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espionage, shows itself in waye innumerablo. Added 
to thi^ is the pbjfliological fact-i-yet noesplaiQed— 
that the persons of matij' of the inaoQC, when they 

Ere in a state of hi^rh excitement, exhale an effl.uvium 
at once pungent, penetrating, and almost ineradicn- 
fclc- Even if the air were not deprived of its vital- 
izing properties bj being breathed over find over 
ftgaiu, these means of contannuatlon would be Kuffi- 
cient, in a few hours, to make it unfit for healthy 
respiration. Now if air would, like a civil but weari- 
Bome guest, rise up and go out when its presence 
Lecomea no longer tolerable, we should not have to 
go far for a remeJv. But it is n fact iu chemical 
philosophy that the more depraved the air becomes 
the less movable it ia. A few shifty, fitful and dele- 
teriouj^ air currents, let in at the chance-openings of a 
door or window, or the relief once vainly Bought by 
, certain openings left in the walls, fondly termed 
i^'alr flues," hut along which air had no possible in- 
fducement to go, are all a mockery, if relied oa 
against the slow fisphyxiatiou to which patients in a 
crowded lunatic hospital are inevitably exposed. 
The deplorable conseqiiencefl of this state of exist- 
ence are but too apparent to the observant physician ; 
not in any inmediato reeults, aa the production of 
epidemic disease, but iu the alow conatitutioual dete- 
rioratiou of all who are for a long period subjected 
to such inSueuces. The cheek loses ItB freeU tints, 
the eye its expression, and the whole countenance 
bears witness to the physical lassitude tbat hsis taken 
the place of all the natural forces of the individual 
But it is chicSy in certain latent consequences, which 
do not reveal themaelvcd to the eye^ that the alow 
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poison of & vitiated atmosphere aliows ita operation. 
Kaliire becomes imperceplISjly disa^rmeil of that con- 
eervalive force by which the inroad of disease is 
Bverted. FcYora^ nfLtumlly of a mild form, easily 
pass into Ihe typhoid htate ; wounds of a Iriviul na- 
ture become erysipelatous; abscesses form without 
apparent cause, which are slow in maturing and heal- 
ing; and, in short, that poverty of the constitutional 
forceSj which physicians term the ** cachectic fltate/* 
sooner or later prostrates the healthiest system, when, 
for a long period, subjected to the inhalation of the 
Bubtle miasms of an over-crowded and ill-ventUaled 
hospital 

The grave question arises, whether the majority 
class in society is not truly criminal whcuj under the 
pretext of good, it imposes restraints on ao unfortu- 
nate miuority, without at the ^aine time, a careful 
provision of all the eloaients of a healthful physical 
eSkistence. This question must meet, with all its i^^| 



portant bearings, those who are designing, erecting, 
and furnishing institutions for the treatment of 
tlie insane ; and the means and appliances above da- 
ecribcd, costly and extensive na they may appe 
are simply those which humanity demands of the 
great commonwealth in which we live. 

DOMESTIC, 

The domestic force in the service of the institut 
is much the same in point of number as cnnmerat 
in the last Report. It is no email accjuisltion to ha 
a corps of employees of suitable natural qualilica- 
tionsj and well trained and experienced in thi 
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duUea Unliko other plnccB of ecrvice, a lunatic ^H 
afyliim demands of all id any -way connecterl witli ^^1 
it, however humble the duty, certaio mental and ^^M 
moral traits^ rarely combined. While rcmcaiboriiig ^^M 
with grateful pleasure many who have served lui in ^^M 
subordinate capacities, we cannot refraiti from naming ^^M 
Mrs. Mary R Glossop, no\/ of Lynnville, 111., who ^H 
organised on an escetleut baaia, and for nearly four ^H 
years auperintended^ the eewing department. Tlie ^^H 
ilems of labor effected in this deparlment are given ^^^H

coNCLraiOK. 

At tills Jaie in Ibe history of this Hospital we c 
look back on a record down the pages of which 
stretched an array of mtmes numbering nlrendy mo 
than one thousand. Its originators who have liv 
to abide a justification of their experiment, m 
perceive, in the many tokens of its success, that thei 
measures were dictated by a wise and iar-reaching 
phihmthro[)y. But if the past i^ so satisfactory, ho 
BUggestivG is the futurel Before another report 
tissued — legislative favor being continued — the insti- 
^tutionwill have such bread capacities that more than 
one-half of the above seven years' result will ente. 
its doora between each biennial report What 
ample refuge for the unfortunate insane of this ^late 
Yet we look on such widened and immensely respo 
gible duties without dismay — confident that th 
great trusts will not Buffer by being eo widely ci 
pandcd. The gradations of authority and responsi- 
bility being properly adjusted, the navigalion of th 
river sloop and the I ine-of-bat tie-ship involve ad mi 
istrativc labors little diflurent. 

When county nuthorilics will carefully regard th 
institution, in such commllmentfi bs they encoumg^i 
in the higher light of a hospital for the cure of & 
curable malady, and not too much txs a place of fin 
consignment for those desirable to be forgotlen, 
when physicians wlW not consume time in\'atn cflbr 
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at restoration by mere medical treatmeut, while for 
want of the mffral agencies of such an institution 
deludons are becoming confirmed, aud all the preju- 
dices and perrersioos of insanity are grounding them- 
selves in the mental constitution^ — when on intelli- 
gent public opinion shall fully agree that, even ad- 
mitting the possible evils arising firom the consocia- 
tion of the insane, a properly regulated institution 
does immeasurably enhance the prospect of cure, and 
that opinion is made to hear on every cose in its early 
stages, then shall tbis Hospital have full scope for its 
usefulness, and dl that its warmest friend could hope 
will certainly be achieved.

ACCOUNT OF MONET A?FBor[tIATED FOIt FOItSldHIIia NIff

Asnomoney was appropriated to meet the expense 
of occupying the west wing, nor any appropriatii 
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made for tho plumbers' work neccsaary to the occu- 
pation of the new wing, (requiring an expenditure of 
42,000,) it Ima not been occupied, except as a Hospi- 
tal ward, during the last aunimer. Under these 
circumstances it was not deemed expedient to expend 
the money appropriated for furnishing the west wing, 
in advance of it« occupation. So much only has been 
expended as could be judiciously invested in materialst 
to be made np under the immediate direction of tlie 
,Superinleadenl. Fifteen hundred dollars have been 
drawn on the furnishing necountj of which $1,280 havG 
been expended for Binks, bathing apparatus, mat 
tresaea, table.') ?ind eeata, and the buUncej $3,500, 
remains Jti the State Treasury, This balance is 
deemed sufficient lo compete the furnishing of the 
west wing. 

OBDISAHT EXPENSES A5D REPAIREL 

For a detailed statement of the receipt and expen- 
diture of .money a.ppropriated for the oidiimry ex- 
penses of the institution and repairs we refer you to 
the Treasurer's Report herewith submitted. Ordina- 
rily some of the indebtedness created up to the date 
of the expiration of tlie quarter year, haa been post- 
poned. At this time we3 have the pleasure of report- 
ing that all indebtedness, of every kind and descrip- 
tion, incnrreJ previous to the 1st Decemberj 1860, has 
been fully paid. Among the items of expenditure 
are payments on account of a barn» Those expen- 
ditures were made under the immediate direction of 
tlie Superintendent, and we refer you to his Report 
ibr the detaila This work was authorized by us^ 
unJcr a conviction that it waa necessary j and, upon 
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examination, we GnJ that it has been veil and 
ecDnomicttlly done. 

CKANGE IS THE PLAK OF CONDUDTLNG THE HOSPITAL. 

Under the existing k^v^, no patiente, whatever 
their pecuniary ability, are required to make any ex- 
penditures, except for dotlilng. It is estimated that 
from oue-fiflh to oue-eixth part of the patients are ia 
such pecuniary circumstancea that their friends are 
able jind willing to pay the full expense of keeping 
them at the Hospital. The Trustees advise a change 
in the present policy of conductinj^ tho Hospital, in 
thia respect, and unanimously recommend that pro 
vision be made by law, autborliing and directing the 
Truf^teee to collect, from euch patient?, as are able to, 
pay^ the full cost of their support, 

SCPPLir OF WATEK AT THE HOSPITAL. 

In the law of 1847, authorizing the Beloction onr 
site for the Hoftpital, a provision was inytrled, (we 
nnd^rBtand at tlie suggestion of Miss Dis,) directing 
that euch tract of land should be selected bb "shall 
have a never failing supply of water on the prem' 
ises," The hnportance of this instruction seems lo 
have been overlookcdT ftnd the present Hospital 
grounds have no supply of water except from cietcmsl 
and wells. Frequent attempts have been made fo 
procure an atlequate Bupply of water by wells, (ia 
one instance by digging to the depth of 112 feci,) 
yet all these attempts^, in view of thii (piautity of 
water required,*have been faihirea. During the past' 
dry season* and at other time?, a greater portion of 
the water ufied has been hauled from a dtatance. lo

naej^uence of this scarcity^ leas water has beeo used 
for bathing and other purposes than the health of the 
p at ientfl required. From Ihe tendency to nncleanly 
habits among the insane, from the necessity of their 
confinement, and from the proximity of the sewars to 

e apartments of the patients, a large and constant 
supply of water is a necessity. As an aid lo the coo* 
Bideration of this subject, we have prooured from Mr. 
Chesbrough;, of Chicago, well skilled in this depart- 
ment, a phin for the supply of water, with an estimate 
of the cost, which is herewith submitted.

1. On the nssumption that the new wing sh.tll bo 
fully occupied, ami that the recommendation of the 
Trn**tees, its to the rei^niring payment of those pa- 
tients who are able, shall be adopted, the sum of $11,- 
250 per quarter year— making an annual appropria- 
tion of $45,000 — will be required for the ordinary 
expenses. If such recommendation shall not ha 
adopted, the sum of S;12,500 per quiirter year — 
making an annual appropriation of $50j000 — will be 
required. 

2. To enable the Superintendent to occupy the 
ew wing, an appropriation of $2,000 will be required

TLc 
completion of the rear biiildinga will require an ap- 
propriation of $0,715 ; and tlie necessary fixtures and 
furniture for the kitchen and laundry^ the further

4. An approp rial ion of about $10,000 will be 
required to secure an adequate supply of water 

0. Il ia deemed very important that the privies 
the old buildings, which are now on the laside of the 
walls, should he rumoved to i\iQ outside. This change, 
which is necessary to the health and comfort of the 
patients, wiU require an CKpenditure of $1,000. 

0. The corridor, connecting the main buildings 
with the rear buildinga, is now built of wood, and is 
hazardous from its very combufltible character. The 
proper corridor will be hre-proof, and will cost 83,- 
27S. An appropriation of $150 is also a^ed for 
lightning rotla. 

?• Inclosures for private grounds for patients wiU 
require an appropriation of $To0, 

8, The completion of the east wing will require, 
including pstension of tlie heating apparatus, an ap- 
propriation of $36,189.* 

i). The same sum will be required to furnish ea»t 
wing as was appropriated for west wing, to wit; 
$5,000. 

These several appropriations for building purp 
are advised after a late visit to the Hospital of Mr 
John M. Van Osdel^ of Chicogo, the architect under 
whose supervision most of the recent improvements 
have been effected, and whose full estimates have 
been laid before ua 
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The Trusteea bave arranged the objects for ^hich 
appropriationa are asked, sls ahoYe, to indicate, by 
their Dumerical order, the relative urgency of the 
vaDts of the HoepitaL If the filtiaiicee of the State 
will permit it, of which the Trustees do not presume 
to judge, we most urgently recommend that all of the 
appropriations above designated be made.

be presented so as to produce their intended effect In 
nveying to the public the fuUeat and most conciae 
formatioa If the document was expected, at its 
each returning appearance, to meet the eye of a 
totally new set of readers, a, few columns of statiatics, 
and, pcrhnpa, the biennial reprint of certain pages of 
Ite description, relative to the daily internal life of 
Buch an establishment, would answer every purpose.

The above BtatUlical tables present, in the most con- 
densed formj the result of the past two year&* opera- 
tions of the institution in the prime object of its estate 
liahmciit — the cure of insanity. While looking with 
iiDdeuiable satisJaction upon the accomplished fact 
that, while three hundred and twenty-three of our 
fellow-beings have entered the Hospital^ stricken 
with thid most awful of diseases, one hundred and 
fifty-four have left it, "clolhed and in their right 
mind/' to continuGj as we hope, in the future uninter- 
ruptcd enjoyment of reason, there ia the more mel- 
ancholy retlection thnt so slight an impression has, 
notwithstanding, been msule on tlie mass of cases of 
insanity known to exist in the State. For some years, 
and more especially for the two Isist, a wide-spread 
knowledge has existed of the crowded state of Ihc 
institution, and it lias nnque^itionably prevented ap- 
plications for aJmisflion in a larj^c majority of casc^i 
a8 the pre-requisite formalities are generally attended 
with some expense. Of the regular applicatiuns for 
Admij^ion, at least three have been declined to one 
received. The circumstances attending the rejection 
of many, were those of peculiar hardship. Ignorant 
of the necessity of making previous application, their 
friends have brought them to the institution only to 
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leftrn at its doors that they could only be admitted in 
^^^olation of good faith towards other?, Tf'ho bad filed 
^Hletr applicAtiona as the ]aw preacribee, and \v-ere 
^^atienlly awaiting their tiirnn Thufi fort^ed to carry 
back a Iiiirden of wliich they liad confidently ex- 
pected to be relieved, it is not surprising that their 
disnppolntnient has eometimes been almost too great 
to be overcome by all llie explanation afforded, 
^^Hardly less trying has been the case of cithers^ who 
^Kiust be denied the benefits of the institution because 
^Kc case presented vroa obviously too hopelcBS to be 
within the scope of the object of the institution, as 
a '"hospitar" for the treatment of the curable, nnd not 
an "aaylum" for the sbclter of all cases alike, without 
respect to the prospect of alleviation, 
^K It is already known to you that the original pro- 
^^ect of this institution contemplated an establishment 
^capable of receiving, according to raodiScationa that 
^^^ight be adopted, from two hundred and fifty to 
four hundred patients. A symmetrical portion* 
though only about half the whole plan, was po far 
completed as to commence the admiseiou of patients 
in the autumn of 1851. 

If the institution had been designed as an ayslumjin 
the wide son«e of the terra, it would have immeditely 
been filled at its opening. But with the restriction im- 
p lied in its name, it had only reached its entire coinple- 
^faent in 1855. Then, for the first time, the Trustees 
put in force the law of 1853, wbich provides for the 
litfchiirgo of tliose proving insurable. They al^o, at 
;e same time, after a careful examination oF the 
stual capacity of the inetitutioD, decided that two 
itindred patients were as many ns should at any time 
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be under charge; providing for tbe removal of tho 
excess by the operation of the law referred to. 
Partly, however, from tbe imperfect operation of tha 
lawj and partly from tbe great pressure of npplica* 
lions, it liaa always been found nearW impossible to 
keep the limit as low as at that tiini^ fixed — the num- 
ber under tix^atment somelimea being fifty or sixty 
more than the prescribed maxininm. The imperfec 
tion of the law is, that instesd of iixirg the time be- 
yond which no case tihall remain under treatment, it 
ia left wholly at the discretion of those having the 
powLT of discharge. Yet, with all (be impeifecliona 
of the law, ita eflect haa been to clear our warda in 4 
great measure of that large cla^ of quiet* baiTolesa 
incurables, whose care involves labor"* by no means 
proportioned to their number* Consequently, the 
type of insanity, as shown in the aggregate of the 
casea lierc, is of a more active kind than prevails in 
most inatttutioDs of the aame class. 

In ihe plans ibr the completion of the institution, 
laid before the Lugifilaiurc of ISoO-T. and upon 
which the appropriation then made was based, their 
fullest expansion was adopted — providing, had the 
extensions been fully effected, rooms for eix hundred 
quite as easily aa the buildings at present occupied 
contain the Tiumber now reported. Aa the preaent 
Board of Trustees was inetalled at the same time 
with the passage of the appropriation bill, subaequent 
events need not, of courae, be bronght to your notice; 
In what manner, the work of extension was arrei^ted 
when midway toward completion, and by what unfo^ 
tunute omiaaion the completed portions have for two 
yeara been kept vacant, needa no alIiif<ion here. Uf 
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all the labors and reeponsibililies involved in the 
management of the ine^titution for two yeara past, by 
far the moat trying has been^ the task of discrimina- 
ting among the mnltitinie of applicants; and if deer- 
'■ fl0U3 have seemed in any case unjuBt, the failure 

ImuBt be attributed to the imperfect dsita from ^rbich 
Ihey have been made. Even were all onr contem- 
plated buildini^ tompleted, the ungracioua duty 
ipould etill remEiin of admitting eoine and excluding 
others; for, unJeae the State should attempt the her- 
culean ta»k of providing for all its insane^ the harm* 
less imbecile must yield hia claim to the stronger one 
presented by the maniacal case of short duration. 
Whenever an accurate census baa been attempted, 
H ban been shown that the number of the insane in 
any community is in about the ratio of one to the 
thousand of the whole population. This calculationt 
which we have other reasons for believing not far 
om correctj would give us an insane population not 
r from eightoen hundred, the condition of nearly 
1 of whom would he alleviated by the iniliiencea of 
ft well-artfluged hospital. Those who imagine that in 
this institutiun an adequate provision hEis been made 
for this class of the suifering, will be undeceived by 
ihe statement that it does not provide for half the 
incre^Lse of cases since it was opened ; or^ in oLiier 
words, there are now oh many in the State unprovi- 
ded for OS there were ten years ago, with the number 
now here added. 

At the risk of treacling on ground which your 

Board may occupy in its recommendations to the 

Legislature, the undersigned would urge, that, before 

he work now suspended can be resumed and finiMbed, 
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there will be such an accumulation of cases wttLin 
the State., that still further room mil be ioiperative- 
]y required. Any further extension of this will be 
out of tlie cjueslion* One Superintendent, bowever 
iii[]u8triuiis and gifted with aJmiuifitrative nbility, 
T;vill have full employment in the care of four or five 
hundred euch hclplees nnd dependent human bein^ 
as Will be gathered here. That three lirst class insli- 
tuliouH in the State, of whieh this will be the ceiitrul, 
will be required nt an early day, doee not admit of a 
doubt That one of these should immediately be 
begun is dictated hy every necessity, Coii^iderationa 
of relief to the burden which will rest on this insti- 
tution till that is ftccompli^hGd, would, independent 
of other reasons, require that the Bubject be urged 
on the attention of the Legislature at its approacbiug 
Bcpsion. 

The general health of the inmates of the institu- 
tion Las been better, with the exception hereafter to 
be eonsidered, than for the time embraced in the la^ 
Report. Aa naual, the great porportion of deaths has 
been from that natural terniination of insanity, which 
for want of any distinct appellation, is termed 
"maniacal exhaustion/' It iis subject of frequent re- 
mark that the insane in our institutions are Xg&s liable 
to physical disease of acute character than any other 
given number of individuaK This is only true as 
It regards fevers and di^asesof a purely inllammatory 
character. The regularity of diet uud habit:^ of re- 
pose, and the evenness of temperature secured hy 
eteam heating, are unquestionably favorable to the 
prevention of acute disease. Within the laat sjx 
months, the Erst striking exception to this rule has 
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icurred, known in our experience. In the month 
June last, cases of typhoid fever began to make 
leir ajipearaiice in the western, or female division of 
■fhe Hospital. Gradually becoming more markcdj in 
_tbe number aa well as violence of the cases, it 
^Beached ita highest degree of intensity in tbe month 
^Hf August, when about twenty individual ]ucluc|ing 
several of the officers and attendants, ivere at one 
time prostrated by it. During the course of the epi- 
demic, about thirty cases occurred, three of which 
t'oved fatal Conalderiug that our whole household 
imbered nearly three hundred individuals, in the 
oat imminent state of exposure, and ^vith conatitu- 
^tion especially open to the reception of the vinia, we 
^^^y regard ten per cent, of cases, and one per cent, 
cf deaths, a Bniall tribute to this sometimes remoree- 
lei« visitant. Thl,'? favorable result was solely due to 
^Jhe prompt isolation of the aiTected cast?^, happily 
^prnde very complete in the wards of the unoccupied 
wing. Those who died were qU uubjccts of incura- 
ble mental disease. It ia suggestive that nil these 
^^ases hut four were in one division of the iastitiition; 
^fcd, of the four exceptions, two were officers brought 
Hpto contiguity with the eick in the discharge of their 
^antiea. Ji fieemed lobe clenHy contagious, as proven 
by severnl curious facts shown in the course of the 
epidemic. It wae unqncstionably caused by the 
mephitic exhalations from the subterranean eewera 
which drain the division to which it lias especially 
mfined itself. 
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WATER BCPPLY, 

The acknowledged fact that a virulent diseaae 
gairitjd entrance to the Hospital from a source of 
such apparently ea^y remedy, brings prominently 
before uh the only drawback upon the full success of 
the JnE^titution — scardJf/ 0/ water. Six years since, this 
subject was brought iuto notice nfter the Jry ^asoa 
of 1S54, but the intervention of Rome wet seosona 
since that time hofi prevented the evil from aa'^umin^ 
the portentiona dimensions it has now taken. No 
industry or skill can compensate the luck of an 
element eo completely vital. After enumerating the 
common domestic uaea of water in cooking, waging 
and ordinary cleansing, the great purposes of the bulk 
of wattr required here are yet untouched. 

1. There is no means in the treatment ofinpanity 
80 positively indi-'^pen-^able as the woler-balh, in its 
various forms nnd temperatures. It meet** number- 
less exigencies in the daily condition of patients, and 
no remedy is po universally acceptable to those who 
require it There is no agency in the proper treat- 
ment of the !ni>ane whose absence makes it^lf 80 UQ- 
luistakjihly fell. I sbould fear to disclose how limited 
has been the enjoyment of this essential, lest those 
who comprehend its necessity should pronounce the 
iuBtitution virtually a fuihure so far aa it regards po* 
cession of facilities for properly treating the insane. 

2. There is next to be taken into account th« 
enormous expenditure of \;'ater in the production of 
Bteam for heating the entire cubic tpace within llie 
walls of the Inatilution, the healing of all the water 
used in washing, cooking and bathing, and the de- 
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mandfi of the ftenm mechanical power. This demand 
for water must obviously be patiefied, whatever other 
iolerests may Buffer. A supply has been malntaiticd 
for thi.s demand, in groat menaure for two years past, 
by the labor of men and horses In drawing it, often 
jm a distance. 

3. To this wc again add the larn;e quantity of 
'ater necessary to keep free from offense the water 
closets, vaults and aewers. Where these conveniences 
fcro kept in close proximity to the apartments of the 
usane, no care will prevent their being sources of 
loiaomeness and disejise in the absence of constant 
^^currents of water. The late additions to our build- 
^BfaigH has thrown tills source of oRenae^ in the wct^tcrn 
^Hilvision, into the most objectionable relation to the 
^^iipartments occnpied by the female patients — an evil 
the remedy for which is provided, in our plan, by the 
removal of the convenience to another locality, 
here the descent from the building to any proper 
mtlet for the sewers i^ so grarlual aa it must be in 
^our location, these must be carried to a great distance 
im the buildings, and made of such liberal calibre 
tft to be beyond danger of obstruction. Hence, an 
Immeni^e inferior fiurrai?e exists, eminently favora^ 
,b!e to the generation of the most oflensive and dclelc- 
ious gaseous product. Nothing can remedy tliJs but 
rater m such free currents as will carry the elements 
of decomposition rapidly to n safe outlet. Otherwise, 
the pent-up gasees — the result of a secondary decom- 
[posttion, the most offensive imaginable — will ri.se into 
le wards of the patients by the obvious law of gravity^ 
and that disease should follow is only a natural con- 
sequence. 
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4, The peril of Iinman life, to say nothing of 
the amount of property at bazaril, would alone 
demand attention to the supply of water in the event 
of fire. The awful consequences that would follow the 
extensive breaking out of fire^ especially in the winter 
season, can only be imagined. It may be true that 
the peril constantly felt begets vigilance in its pre- 
vention; but the tension of protracted watching 
caunot forever be relied upon, and the anxiety often 
felt with the multiplied dangers of confliigration about 
us, and the pittance- of water left at the bottom of a 
few exliausted wella our only relianccj is by no 
menus an enviable feeling. Thia consideration alone 
has more claims than any language of mine can fully 
express. 

The subject of a supply of water is environed with 
difEicultiefl. Of all the methods sug^sted, no one 
fjiandn promineully forward as unqcstiouably feasible. 
By your n.dyhe and consent, at the la-sl quarterly 
meeting, the subject has been i*ubniittt?d to the exam* 
inalion of E. S. Che?brough, Esq,, an eminent hydraulic 
engineer of CliicagOs a brief report from whom may 
he expected to be (tubmittcd with this. The lime at 
the command of this geulkman was too limited for 
a thorough osamination of the subject, yet hie ob- 
servations, as preliminary to further inquiry, will be 
of great value, 

RELATIONS OF THE BOgPITAL WITB THE STATE PEXITESTIARV- 

1 would hIk) ftron^dy urge upon your attt^ntion an 
abuse now suffered by this institutionr which, if not 
corrected at tbia especial juncture, mny become en- 
grailed upon it. to iCspennanent injury, TMa is, the 
practice of transferring to ita keeping convicts from 
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the penitentiary, who may either be actually insane 
or who may feign insanity in evasion of Ihe Just pen- 
altiea for crime. This evil receives the emphatic 
condemnation of every enlightened philttntbiopist. 
For one cose ^here the procedure is a laudable act 
of mercy to an innocent individual, in ten it ia either 
a fraud upon justice or a cruel imposition upon those 
who must euffer from Buch aseociation. The State of 
New York, in obedience to the recommendation of 
ihe Trustees of its State Lunatic Asylum, Las erecteJ, 
distinct from its other penitentiaries^ a place of custody 
for ita convict insane, a proceeding well worth a par- 
tial iniitation here. 

In the first place, an insane hospital aflbrda no 
security against the escape of one who ia as despe- 
rately bent upon it as the convict usually is, who has 
a suspicion that, when he recovers, he will be re- 
manded again to his prison. The orjinary insane can 
generally be assured^ by tboae having them in charge^ 
ihftt in the hopeful event of their recovery, they will 
Again join the home circles which they have left by 
reason of a necessity involving no reproach. Thus 
buoyed above their misfortune, they,in a majority of 
instances, patiently wait the conKUmnintion pprpetu, 
ally held out to ihem, and are not tempted by an 
opportunity for escape afforded them. All the re- 
straining appliances of such an institution are modified 
to becomL^ the leust ofTenaive to this class. The locka 
are so simple and light as hardly deserve tlie name; 
each employee, of whoae carelessness every advan- 
tage may be taken, carries a key loosely in his pockety 
of which a bit of twisted tin makea an efleclive imi- 
tation. Beeidej?, the first study of a humane attend- 
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nnt is bow to grant the largest indulge nciea compo^ti 
ble witli the safetj of the individuiLl in his car 
stuJy totally inconsistent with the stern duty oft 
jailor. It is practically impossible to designate ons 
or two individuals in a ward, as objects of especial 
Yigilancej and except them from the lenient control 
ex9rci**ed over others. Especial watch^ if attempted 
will in time be rela:£ed, and perhaps a dangero 
person let loose upon the public. Besides this, thi 
insane have their prejudices like others, and t 
entrance and association of those who have the stigma 
of tLe prison-house fresh upon them ia matter of loud 
and painful complaint Dn Workman^the eminen 
Superintendent of the Asylum at Toronto, Can ad 
holds the following language respecting this abuse, 
which 13 certainly no elronger than it deserves: **It 
is," he says, " an outrage against public benevoJenc 
and indignity to human aniicti*ui, to cast into t 
same house of refuge with the harmless, the feeble, 
kind-hearted victims of ordinary insanity, those moral 
monsters which nature someti[nes seem.s to ha 
formed for the purpose of teaching us the ineetimabi 
value of the constitution with which the species h 
bcca blessed; or^ yet worse, those villains who affe 
insanity as n meani^ of evading the just punb^ini? 
of the most atrocious Crimea" 

The Trustees of the Pennsylvania State llospit 
nn institution circumstanced exactly like our own, 
thus treat this subject in their annual Report for the 
year 1858: ** Enlarged experience in reference to 
this cla^ of case? confirms the board in thi-Ir opinio 
given on former occa-^ion^^ that it can very ritrLdy bo 
justifiable to introduce into a hospital for tbo iuMne^ 



and intended for all claasea of our fellow-citizeDs, indi- 
viduals who have been convicted of crimes, and who 
bave become insane after entering n prison, or persona 
of dangerous character who have been acquitted of 
bigU charges on the ground of insanity. Many of 
these are at all times dangerous to those about tliem ; 
often disliDguished for their ingenuity in house- 
breaking; andj on many accounts, peculiarly Lndeai- 
rable in a community of personn who have never been 
exposed to such a^ociations. Cases of thiu kind are 
almost certain to escape, and are rarely recovered, so 
that the whole community have a right to a^k that 
they should not be exposed to the dangers incident 
_to their being at liberty-'* 

In the succeeding year (1859) the eatne Board 
again take the evil under consideration; '^ Every 
year,' wiy they, " adde to the convictions of this Board 
OS to the correctness of these views, and all whoae 
DeeesHitieR compel them to refiort to this in^ftitution 
ibrreliefjand thecitixensof the State genetallyj must 
feel the impolicy and injustice of compelling those 
who are only unfortunate to mingle with individuals 
whose irregular lives or evil propensities had made 
them tenants of our penal institutions A suitable 
hospital building, made properly secure but still not 
a prison, erected within the boundary walls of our 
penitentiary, or in immediate proximity to it, and 
placed under the care of a competent medical officer, 
would not only add to the nccommodations of the 
State Hospital, by taking from it a!l belonging (u the 
class referred to, but would meet all the requirements 
of humanity, by giving those suflcring from insanity 
about all the advantages they now poaHC3P,and reliev-

ing the ordmary insane from what cannot but b< 
regarded as a serious evil." 

The above opinion, expresseJ nod reiterated froi 
nmoet commanding view of the Bubjecti is well worth; 
of attention, no less from the high character of tin 
institution from which it emanates^ than on account 
its complete adaptedneaa to our own condition. As all' 
arehable to the Bud visitation of insanity— the person 
refined and sensllive nature as well as others — and 
the radicsil principle of all insane hospital treatment h 
that of regulated association of numbers together, lliii 
subject cries loudly lor the aid of the philanthropi' 
legialtLlor. Now, while the penitentiary at Joliet is ia] 
process of conetruction, is the time when this reproad 
should be taken awny from this institution. Every 
prison, of course has its infirmary^ and it only nee* 
tha attachment of some rooma of greater strength, to 
give such cases of insanity aa may arise comfortable 
accommodatioa Then, the repeal of any actauth< 
izing the transfer of such cases would forever remedy 
the evil. Either this must be done, or the ends of 
justice and the designs of philanthropy must continue 
to be infringed. 

The mibject reduces itself to the plain question: 
*• Wiicfi is the mori proper, to have a hospital aiiached to 
pcniioitiarrf^ot fohavcapmiatiiar^afitxckcd fo aho»jfiiaif* 
The former is a necessity in all instances, a humane 
juxtaposition, which xliould never be wanting; th« 
latter is a needless incongruity, cornipting to the 
whole employed corps of the Hospital, and if f^ufiered 
to continue, would surely be eventually regarded u 
a reproach upon the ruling sentiment of the State. 

1 could not pass thiti topic without thus much ol 
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censure. To have said leas would be to consent to the 
fruitage of an evU now only in its tender bud. 

I The ITo-^pital farm has been, during the period 
hich this Ruport covora, a means both of pleasure 
and profit. It has afforded a recreation of tbe most 
salutary kind for the patients, and suppUed roalerialfi 
for their comfort, attaimible otherwise only at large 
expense. The following table sbowp, with tolerable 
bctncbef tho amount raised; 
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The amount of hired labor required for the fiirm 
iaaa follows: 
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The above amcuiil piiiJ for labor^ with the wear of] 
agricultural implGmcntp, are the chief expenses at- 
tending the management of the farm. 

We have been accnjitomed to regard the farm o\ 
this institution as sustaining a certjiln relationship 
to the general agricultural interests of the iStatc. It, 
hasunu8unl facilities for showing what a well-regulated' 
system of tillage may ilu upon a soil of i»ueh natural 
fertility. Without assuming the charaeter of an 
experiruental farm, it may, in its ordinary profitable 
operationa, present interesting resiiltfl in rertilizationy 
draioajre, stock-feeding, and other procesBea interest- 
ing to the general agriculturietT but not alwaj-s within 
the ability of hi^ own practice. When the efi'ect ot 
irrigation with newerage water, and other liquid 
manures now in use, begins to be felt^the returns wiQ 
Burpaas by far all our former experiences. 

The consent granted at your quarterly meeting 
ntue months since, to use ahout eighty thousand of 
brick loft in an exposed condition on the BUspenRtoa 
of the building operations, with the shingles taken 
from the main buildings when tin wns substituted ob 
tooling, and the pale of surplus from farm produce, in 
erecting such a bam as the institution needed^ has 
led to the following very gnitifying results: 

The buildings which we have erected under th^ 
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aJvaiitage of this consent, besides being an omamc^nt 

to our premifiea, from their plenping designs, are of 

the moat enduring cod struct ion. The barn is of brick, 

ighly feut by forty, commodioua enoiigti to nccom- 

odate all the horses and dairy Gtock ic present nsei 

,nd afford Rtorago room for (iOy or sixty tone of hay 

in bulk. Jt 13 fitted with every necessary nppliauce 

or the healthj care, und feeding of the anhiuils 

ntained. and, in a word, completely carries out the 

e&fl that have long been gathering on the eubjectof 

the beat method of providing for one of the elements 

essential comfort in bofipitnl life — horses and dairy 

ock. The other building is nearly corlignoiia, 

fio of brick, with steam boiler and furnace stack ^nd 

spacLOu.'t enough to do the food cooking for all the 

wine and other stack. Thest? improvements have a 

fib value of at least $5,000, and in their construction 

demand ha.sbeen made on the appropriations by 

e Legislature. About $oOO ifl yet due for lahor,all 

f which will shortly be paid from the same resources. 



MKANg OF OCCUPATION AND AMUSEMENT. 

A lar|;e majority of the male patients of the iuati- 
tution are from the agricuUural claee, and to such the 
farm is a proHfic source of employment. Some four 
or five are constantly engaged in assisting the dairy- 
lan in the care of the dairy cowHand the awine. A 
Ltge corpa is required for garden i\'ork, and compa- 
nies are also engaged at otlier seasons in hay-making, 
and other kindri of field labor. The kitchen, laundry, 
ibake^hop, and carpenter's shop, also draw material 
assistance from the labor of patients. In the winter 
iasOD, mattrass making and mat braidings both 
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iovolving considerable labor in the preparntion of 
material^ are excellent methods of en^ging the at- 
tention of many who would otherwise find the time 
hang heavily. For in-door amuaement, book^ news- 
pnper^, games of chance and skilly witli an occasional 
•h\ re-uaion, at which large numbers of the insane, 
jfbolh sexes, with their attendants, join for a few 
hours in temperate festivities, arc all relied npon, and 
each commenda itself to eoiae especiiil cljias. Yet, 
after enumerfiting all the ordinary recreations 'm\me 
to while away the monotony of hospital life, the list 
would be radically deficient if no mention was made 
of what is, after all, the mo&t unfailing of all enter- 
tainments — the mutual attrition of minds go abojndilig 
in angularities and eccentricities that thought asaumes 
shapes grotesqje enough to amuse the gravest audi^ 
tory- No one can be long in an institution for the 
insane without perceiving that the influence ofin^ne 
persona upon one anotlrer is generally good, notwith- 
standing excitements among them are to a degree 
contagious 

Some of the most salutary intluenccs have been 
proved to have arisen from the contemplation by one 
insane person of another in a still wori^e condition- 
But the nioHt striking of the^e mutual influences is. 
produced by the entrance of some new comer, who 
bring74 Into the common :4ocial stock Home accomplitli* 
ment of a novel kind, or somo new ^ sensation " idea, 
by which he can make himself couflpicuoua The 
gentleman who could utter vocal sounds from hii 
throat nearly resembling the strains of an .'1u>lian 
harp was for some niontlis as good as an everpresont 
instrument of agreeable music. Oue gentleman, of 
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fine education and much general mlelligence, with 
ginguliir mental activity, has kept those about him 
for months together on the high wavo of interest at n 
•cheme for founding " the Kepublic of Pomona In the 
Boiilh Orkney Isliinds." From the first conception of 
ibis plan to its present complete development^ every 
department of art and Rcience in any way contingent 
io it has been discussed with a thoroiighneaa that has 
een quite exhaustive. Thedistiulsitions pronounced 
pon geography, navigationj purveyance, political 
economy, municipal government, and etate religion, 
KouJd have done no discredit to the author of the 
Uew Atlantis. These spontaneous sources of interest 
are sometimes better than any sot entertainment. 

It somewhat unfortunately happens that the country 
around the institution Is lacking in that variety of 
scenery and surface that ordinarily makes walking 
and riding out an agreeable kind of eserciBe and di- 
version. Almof^t half a mile must be traveled over 
before reaching any natural object that will screen 

I the aun in summer or temper the winds in winter. 
Without an agreeable change in objects that meet- 
the eyej walking is hardly a diversion to any one, 
Hence the conviction that means of diversion and 
employment muet be raullipUed at home to satisfy 
llie wants of that large class who cannot labor, and 
who, without mental employment ofaome sort, easily 
lapsQ into complete imbecility. About an acre of 
undj adjoining each of the two divbions, has been 
laiited wilh shade treej^^ and now only needs inclosing 
to become fine recreation grounds for the patients, and 
to which they can have access without exposure. At 
those long periods of the year when walking and 
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riding abroad are impracticable tliese inclosurea will 
be found of the greatest advantage. They will prove 
ample enough to permit tho cultivation of dowers, 
the pursuits of gymnastic exercises^ and allow full 
room for M'^alkiog, without the present iieha and 
espoaurea 

Among the agreeable incJdenta of the paat two 
years we place prominently a viait from Miaa D. Ix 
Dix, in the summer of 1859. The spirit which aetu< 
ated this philanthropic lady in setting on foot the 
measures which led to the establiahmcut of this insti- 
tution wa^ on this late occasion^ found to be still oa 
active as ever. Appealing in person to the liberality 
of those benevolent citizens in whom this community 
happily abounds, a fund of several hundred dollars 
was raised and pbiced in llie hands of a couimilteep 
which, Laving been remitted to her, resulted in the 
purchase of a library of about two hundred and fifty 
volumes, Kome fine sterescopes and a large collection 
of engravings, which, being framed at the institution, 
are scattered with liberal profusion, about the patients" 
• wardd and f^leeping rooms. 

CLOTHING AND FtJBNISIIU40. 



To those who examine the diSerent items of px- 
pendilure into which the treasurer's diaburscmenti* 
are divided, the large amounts expended under tbe 
head of clothing and furni.'^hing may require explt- 
Dfttion. Of course all the bedding, and furnishing 
supplies of like character, are made up in the institu* 
lion, chiefly by the hanJs of patients. From the 
dietancc which patients are brought, it also becomes 
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necessary that supplies of clothiog, to keep their 
equipment complete, muet bo obtained here, us beitg 
both more convenient nnJ economical The purchase 
of the iimt4*rinl is n. dnift on the Ireasury which comes 
back agnin with the cost of manufaetunng added. 
This b a revenue to the inBlitution just sufficient to 
pay expenses and afford a margin to cover unavoida- 
ble delinciuencep, which, in six years past, have hardly 
exceeded one thousand dollars in alL Certain kinds 
of clothing, for male patientSj have hitherto been 
purchased, ready made; hut, by a recent exteuaion of 
the faciiilit^gfor doing such work, all the clothing sup- 
plied patients, with very little exception, will be mndo 
here. This will save $1,000 per annum, and still 
aflbrd the articles cheaper and of a better quality 
than can be elsewhere purchased. 
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We believe that success, in the treatment of then 
insane, largely depends on the ability to engage every: 
mind in some sort of em ploy me at or i^ecreation. Th* 
doctrine that insanity, even when unconnected wit 
palpable physical dlaeaae* is to be IreaLcd by tbftj 
appliances of the apothecary's art merely, belongs t< 
a by-gone age. Hence, no means b to be despii 
that will draw any mind from its morbid contcmplj 
tiona. 



CUAPEL ESESCtSES. 

Somclhing niore than six years ago the usage wi 
established of having regular worship at the instill 
tion. on the Sabbath, conducted by some cleryj'mai 
engaged to officiate ptatedly- It is n duty requirii 
at lea^t as much talent, and tiiT more tact than full ti 
the average of those who occupy the eacred deal 
Forlunately for the institution, Rev. Dr. Stll^tcva^^' 
president of Illinois College, on being approached 
in reference to the subject, consented to hold om 
Bcrvice each Sabbath — a pleJgo which baa been k^pt' 
to the present timij with very feir intcrmption^i 
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Rarely Las any institution been so favored in this 
important particular, ae lew individuals have ever 
combined the special qualities that v^ill hold the at- 
tention of a large audiencej composed of insane 
pcraonfi, through the ordinary duration of a logical 
discourse. The attendance on chapel worship is 
strictly vuluntiiry — a simple annDunccment of the 
time baing the only invitation, Tet the room, hold- 
ing about one hundred, is usually filled. A brief 
' daily evening service is also niEiintained, 

^K Dr, Charles C. Cornett, who very acceptably filled 
^f the office of Asaifltant Physician for over five years, 
f resigned his position at the close of last yean He has 
been succeeded by Dr. A^a P. Tenny, who brings an 
experience gathered fi'om several years' connection 
with a similar institution at the east. Mrs. C, M- 
Waldo, late of St Charles, occupies the post of 
Matron, 

Again I take occasion most heartily to thank those 
gentlemen of the newspaper press, who have con- 
tinued, for many years, without interruptioUj their 
fuvors to Its, Tbeir kindness is most fully appreciii- 
ted, and in again printing the li^t in the appendix of 
thia Keport, I desire to make them conspicuous fl3 
acknowled^red benefactors of the unfortunate. 



In conclusion, I beg to add that, at your frequent 
viflitfl to the institution, you have learned that its 
posts of responsibility are not sinecurea For your 
patient and regular attendance at the quarterly 
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meetings, (a quorum failing, I believe, only in n siDglfi' 
instancej] and your careful considepation of even the 
smallest details of busineas, I am profoundly grateful. 
An experience, now somewhat protracted, givea mq 
llie right to aay^ that it is neither eotifinement. physi- 
cal labor, the eights aud dounds of deepest woe, not' 
the cxcrciae of the ordinary firmncaa and vigilance 
incident to the trust, that gives to the care of the 
insane its long acknowledged character of being the 
most exhaustive pursuit beneath the sun. He whoi 
holds in his bands the liberty* and^ to a large degree 
the happiness of hi,s innocent but ftuffering felloW; 
beings, conjures up the spectre re»pomibiIif^^ — which,i 
like the pursuing phantom of the Spanish dramatist' 
never leaves hiiu for an hour. It starts up in thej 
social circle, hoveii* around the disturbed pillow,^^ 
makes home the habitation ofunrelaxiDg oare, am 
rings its reproofs into the \Yearied ear during the fe' 
days of ollotted annual absence. This would be ii»1 
endurable hut fur the staled reappearance of those 
whose high power bring to instant decision every 
perplexing point* and whose approving judgment 
makes clear the pathway of the future.

All IndebtedneHs incurred up to the dnte 
of this Report, on account of the Hospital, of every 
kind and dcscripliotij has been fully paid, ivith a small 
surplus in the Treasury. The Hospital buildings, 
barns and out-houses, are in thorough repair; and the 
Hospital farm is in a high state of cultivation. The 
internal fittings and arrangements are. for all substan- 
tial purposes, excellent, and leave but little to be 
desired- More than three hundred patients are now 
accommodated. The plans adopted and executed for 
0, supply of water, have been entirely successful, and 
we can now reporlj fur the first time, in the history 
of the institution, an adequate supply of that import-

At (he first meeting of the Trustees, held in 18C1, 
we caused advertisetnentj* to be published in the 
Springfield and Jacksonville papers, inviting bids for 
the erection of the rear building attached lo the IIos- 
pitah The proposnln of Messrs. rfownrd & ThoTiipson, 
and Waddell & Wheeler, which wore ihe lowest bi(il^ 
and which were deemed ren^nnble and fair, were 
accepted. The Trustees entered into a contract with 
them to erect the rear building, for the 8um of 
$7/015 33. 

Afl the attachment of the new building to the old 
kitchen building recjulred the entire remodeling of 
the latter, and, as it was impracticable to obtain bidi 
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For tlic M-ork as a whole, it waa done under the 
directiun of the Superintendent. All of tlua work 
has been well and economic.a.llj done. PliH settle- 
Leotfl liave been tiiaJe with Messrs Howard & Co,, 
And with all parlica who furnished materials, or per- 
librmed -vjork under ibe direction of the Superintend- 
ent; and ail liabilitieH rontracted in the erection of 
iJhe rear bnilding, and in the remodeling of the old 
iicitciien have been fiill^ paid. All of the appropria- 
tion for the rear building was expended in the com- 
Ipletion of this work. 

The rear bnildingH, as now completed, contain a 
Jsitcben, bakery> wash-room^ ironing-roora» drying- 
room^ boiler, and engino room^ sitting, dining, nnd 
[filee ping-rooms for the employee3; and in one of the 
ang3 is a large room, (intended, ultimately, for a 
Icbapel,) in which there is umchinery for grinding, and 
hvliich is now tomporarily used as a carpenter's whop. 



lCCOCKTOP MOKBY appropriated FOa THE SUPPLY OF WATER. 

Ae the work required to be done was of a peculiar 

character, and few would undertake it at specified 

irice for the whole, the Truateea first proposed to Mr. 

[CbesbronghT (the engineer, who made the estiioatea,) 

to give him the ten thousand dollars appropriated, 

less the land damages, estimated at five hundred 

dollars, to complete the work; hut thi.^ offer wa^ 

declined. TLe Trustees then advertised for bids, and 

ultimately, with eome difficulty, made a contract to 

►complete tlic work, with Mr, G. S. llJbbard. This did 

lnot include the land diima^ge.s, engineering, and n small 

imount of extra work, not covered by the specifica 

tions. The Truetecs employed Mr Chesbrough, at an 



expense of tbrco hundred and ten dollars, inoluding 
traveling expenses, to superintend the ^ork as it pro- 
gressed, and constituting liiin tlie arbiter of the contract 
with Mr.Hibbardj as to anyqiieation that might arise 
as to the quality or completion of the work. The e*-; 
pendilurea for land damnges, engineering,, etc., and 
aHmnll amount of extra work, amounted to {IfSOl 6Ii 
On the report of Mr Chesbrough, settlements wer« 
made with Mr. Ilibbard, and all other parlies famish- 
ing work or materiali*. Payments have heea made 
in full and dyeds obtained, securing the title to right 
of way and land necessary' for the water works. 
surpljs has been left of this fund^ unexpended, to the 
amountof six hundred ninety-three dollars and thirt 
nine cents. 

The water worka have been in continuous and 
successful operation for about ton montL^ and the 
object to be attained by the appropriation has been 
fully accomplished.

The appropriation for Ihia purpose, was seven hu 
dred and fifty dollars. Upon entering upon thij 
improvement, it wan found heat lo make the fence 
double, I. r^. to phuk it on both its fucee, to prevent 
its bting scaled from within,and relieve ila uumghll 
appearance from wllhouL It Vfos nlso concluded 1 
no far extend it as to embrace all the principal build*^ 
ings within ils inulosure. It is mostly eight feet high, 
stands on cedar posl^^ and is well capped throughout^ 
It measures one hundred ninety-five and a bnlf rod^H 
in length. Seven caniagoand twelve foot entrance^ 
gales Lave been constructed in connection with it. 
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There hasnlsobeen laid down, partly in connection 
with this inclosLire, and partly to replace the old foot 

i-walk leading to town, eiibstantial plank walk to the 
nmouot ofcigliteen thuuaand ii\G hiiadrcJ and eighty* 
two surface feet. The amount paid out in the con-

would have prevented. 

After a rao&t careful scrutiny of the subject, we are 
prepared to say that all llie care is exercised in the 
selection of ca&es which the obvious difficulties in the 
%vay render possible, and that it must very rarely 
occur that any curable case is rejected. In the tem- 
porary retaining of jiome who are tleenied incurable, 
the eclcction is made of those who aro the most 
friendless, and whose discharge would be moat injuri- 
ous to their families and the public- 
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flrSTEM OP REQlUBlNa PAY FHOM PAlIENTfl* 

By the proviaiona of the law of 1861, making ap- 
propriations for the Illinoia State Hospital for the 
Insane, the Trustees were directed to collect pay of] 
such piitients a9 were ot*BufGcieiitnl)ilityj and to report] 
the namea of the patients on whose accoimt paj 
Ejhould be received, and the araoimt received. 

At an early day eflbrts, the best we could devise, 
i\ere adopted to ascertain the pecuniarv ability of 
the patients, and directions were given to colleetof 
such as had ability the cost of their support, not 
exceeding, in any instance, three dciUan? per week. 
The Trustees herewith submit a statement, sLovving 
the amount collected, and on whose account.* 

The ta^k of di-scriininating ia a didicidt one. It iff' 
not esiay to determine the question of ability. The 
friends of ^ome of the patients misrepresent, in order 
to escape liability ^ and others, in their anxiety to 
have a patient received or retained, prorairte, readily, 
a remuneration, when thorough investigation showe 
that they ought not to be charged. 

We respectfully advise a continuance of the system, 
and we believe that, with experience, a close appTOxi- 
mation will be made to a juBt discriminalron, and a 
fair adjustment of the burJen of an^taiuing the inati- 
tution will be the resnlt. And yet, after all, a large 
majority of the cases will not be charged. This Bad- 
dest of all ealamities twW^ m large proportion upon 
the poor and the liiendleas.

If the system iacontinucdof requiring pdy of tboee 

patients who have BufTiciont pecuniary ability, the 
sum of eliiven thousand two hundred and fifty dollars 
per quarter year, will be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Hoapitol, making necessary an annual 
appropriation uf forty-live thousand dolliir."^ which is 
the amonot of the appropriation that was made in 
186L No special appropriation will be urged by the 
Trusteca, with respect to the completion of the caat 
wing. Some twenty thousand dollnra have been 
already expended in work and materials towards its 
erection, moat of which is in a good state of preserva- 
tion. The cast wing will require, including the ex- 
tension oF the heating apparalu-s^ an appropriation of 
thirty-six thousand dollars. As the present eteam 
power, kitchen nrrangementfi, and supply of wateij 
are all of capacity suificient for the demands of the 
east wing, it is obvious that an appropriation for Its 
completion will be a moat judicious act, whenever the 
finances of Ihc Slate will permit* 

It may be proper to remark that the various im- 
provements that have been made for the last six years 
have been merely carrying out a plan adopted at the 
date of the establishment of the Uo.'^pital ; and every- 
thing has been done thus far in respect to the durn- 
bility and extent of the structures, with reference to 
that original plan, which will bo fully carried out by 
completion of the east wing. 

"We cannot doubt that tins institution will receive, 
aa it has heretofore receivedj the enlightened consid- 
eration of the General A&aembly. Its power of use- 
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fulness was never so great as now, and, so far as we 
can judge, there was never so just an appreciation by 
the public of its benefita

considerable addition. As recoveries and deaths wilL 
in fntiirC; create all the vacancies ariaingr the great 
jncrentiing pressure fur ndoii^sion must be salisfied by 
a more rigid selection from among the applicants, and 
the free exercise of the law for the diacharge of 
incurables. The idea has sometimes been suggested 
of establishing, by legisladve enactment or othcrwiiJe. 
a period of time beyond which no patient phall 
lemain in the institution. At present^ this limit is 
fixed only in the dlscreliou of those tuiving the power 
of discharge. The prospect of ultimate recovery, 
the dangeroua character of the subject, and, to a cer- 
tain degree, the situatioo in which be or she may be 
placed at home, are all taken into consideration in 
BUggestiDg any name to the Board for discharge. 
"Where anything in cither of the finst two considera- 
tions is clear, there is usually little difhciilty in doing 
Ijustice to any question which may arise in the course 
of Ihia important duty. But, while, with the circum- 
stancefl in which a palicnl will be placed after leaving 
the inslituliorij the Trustees inny have^ in the abstract. 
nothing tu do, the case is perplexing when it is well 
known that their return to old scenes and aasocialion? 
of home will be attended by an aggravation of their 
disease or will be followed by cahir nitons conse*[uences 
tothoae there subject to their presence. The discharge 
of an incurable man, still in his plj'sical vigor and 
activity, who will either be consigned to the lock-up 



of an alms-house or w cell in the county jail, or else 
be ufiing hia liberty to endanger property, or terrify 
and annoy neighborhoods, is certainly not a irelcome 
duty. Desirable aa it may be to do an even justice 
to all who need the benpfitn of the iustituliott, there 
are almost insuperable objections in the vta.y of 
cefftbliahing an unalterable period of residence* The 
present method, of malting each case the subject of & 
wise discrelion, appears the only feasible one*

BELECTIOS OF CASES FOR TREArUEHT. 

Where, aa in this State, the accommodations for the 
insane muat unavoidably be far le^ than the demand, 
%i becomes important that those cases only be direoletl 
to the hi»titution which will reap the most benefit 
from it. The law of the Slate very properly excludes 
from it all '^idiotic" persons; leaving the Trustees to 
define the meaning of that somewhat unsettled term. 
It aUo provides that such information Hhall be prelink* 
inary to admission as will disclose the age of the 
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indiviiiual, and the cause of the existing insanity. 
No persons far advanced in years are admitted. They 

torly bear the change from liome to a scene so 
^tinu^ial ; they are especially liable to accident i and 
may better 6nd the care and quiet they need by some 
private firc-side— the most fitting goal for the rged» 
Those whose mental impairment has followed fits of 
palsy or epilepsy are only received where the disease 
occura in the youn^, and mayyield to medical treat- 
ment These reatriclions upon admL'^aion are deemed 
necessary, in accordance with the purpose of the 
inatitutlon as a '^ Hospital" and not an ** Asylum/' 
merely 

The general rule may safely be laid down, that all 
Cannes of insanity of an acute character — meaning IhosB 
whose invasion is somewhat sudden — where the case 
is not a direct attendant on some febrile disease, arc 
always best managed, and infiured a favorable result, 
in an institution like this, than under the most favor- 
able circmnstancefl elaewhere. This truth is now eo 
generally acknowledged in thia community that it baa 
never been deemed necessary tu enlarge on it iu IhcJ'e 
Reports, Yet, even here eome discrimination ie 
necessary. Where there is the least question as to 
the pliypical ability of the patient to bear remo\"al to 
the institution, the advice of some competent medi- 
cal man should be taken just on the eve of the 
journey. If this was more generally done, some of 
those deaths which annually occur here within ten 
days of arrival, would, possiblyj not occur. 

But with the larger proportion of coses, where the 
invnaion of the disease is more gradual, the rule above 
kid down should not be so general In a former 
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Report (Dec, IS5C) it la sUteJ^ that «it by no meam 
follow.^ tlmt tlie exiBteiice of insaDity in certain forms 
im]ilies the necessity or propriety of the removal of 
the individual ro aflected from the place of his ordi- 
nary residence. An insane hospilal bears the same 
relation to the deranged mind ihnt the splint and 
bandage do to tin; fniotiired litub. It pratecis it from 
dangerous cstrancona influcncoa. and holds it in a 
position to admit of the re^uiaile medicfttion. As 
there are somi^ fractures where neither of theat 
demands exist, so there are many cases of insanity 
where nature and art may effect a cure without 
uruRiial interposition. To an insane person whose 
domestic nttachinents remain firm, and whose delu* 
eions in no way impair ihe moral affinity which should 
exist to thoae nboul him» removal to the twciety and 
care of strangers is a measure of, at be.it, cjucstionnble 
expediency" 

It cannot bo expected that institutions like ihis atiU 
multiply fast enough to keep pace with the rapid 
increase of our population, even ihou^'h the ratio of 
the insane to the whole be no greater than at prea^-^nt 
Large as thi.'i seema to be, the number of the insane 
yet unprovidel for in the State is now niueb greater 
than before its establifthmont. ConserjuenlJy, many 
of the insane most always be with no other proviidoil 
than that supplied at their home, or in places of 
cOTumon Bupport of lesB pretension than this. They 
cannot, therefore, be dismifsed from public view by 
the ready verdict, "send them to the Hospital." One 
whiJHe only offense may be bis motley raiment, or, 
perhaps, the irregular way by which he supplies the 
wants nature has created within him, shoultl not, cvC'tt 
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if he could, always be thus sutunijtrilj disniissi_^d from 
the ffyinpathies of liia fellows. And, even, if con- 
signed to the Hospilal, he shortly re-appears^ from 
the necessity of the cnsr, n^ain to cljiim a seat at the 
Gither^s tiible. Society has yet a duty to learn 
toward the lunatic. His statohas no kindred to crime, 
and ehonld be regarded without aversion. He ia not 
n fr.ictional pnrt as dangerous n^ he even appears. A 
few kind words, looks of confidence and sympathy, or 
a eeat at the table, will smooth away the most danger- 
ous features worn by any. It is mostly the neglect 
of society which has made Iiim dangerous, niut when 
this truth ia fully learned ho will he regarded with 
far diflbrcnt eyes than at present. 

Tbcflc remarks have their especial jippliciition here, 
where insanity and poverty seem generally allotcd as 
companioned and where the former, when discharged 
from the temporary care of the State, too often hope- 
lessly heats the burdenw of such a companionship. 
While an institution for the insane id sometimes 
resorted to where other means, involving, pcrhapa, 
more of expense and sacrifice, might be longer tried, 
there is still a large proportion, even of cases of shiw 
approach, where a commitment to the Ho>pital com- 
prises literally all that can be affected towards a cure. 
Where the disenpe in any way hinges upon the 
responsibilities, dulies, or even enjoyments of home. 
removal gecms the only effective remedy- An 
animosity toward any one of those to whom the rela- 
tion should naturally ije the reverse, always beromea 
intensified by time, and is a perpetual bar to improve- 
ment while the object of it is in t^Ight. There is 
probably no form of insanity more dangerona from ita 
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occasional tendencies, than tlie somewhat common 
one marked by the delusion tbat the subject of iL u 
comiog to want and starvation. This, too, is seldom 
cured while the sufferer remains in the society of 
tliose whom he conceives are to perish with him. 
Even a legitimate affection, wholly within the family 
circle, may become so thoroughly morbid as to demand 
a aeparation froin the object of it. 

It mny .'^em unnecessary to add to the number the 
class whoae disease is kept up by pursuits, studies or 
gratifications, to which the subject has free accees so 
long as he ia master of his own actions. Kepeated 
experience shows that even ihe best of studief^ may 
be pursued with an abstractedness which soon amounts 
to disease, and must bo stopped, even at the expense 
of personal liberty. Habits of excessive eecUiMon, 
especiaUy in young persons, often degenerate into 
a form of insanity, hopeless in its nature tit] its 
cause is broken in upon. The aniraoaitieB, jcaloumCsS 
anddelusion.^that take possession of a mind not braced 
by contact with society are of the most painful and 
obstinate kind. The Bociety of an insane asylum is a 
thousand fold better than the unnatural shapes that 
quickly begin to share the room of the confirmed 
recluse. 



DITTIES IKVOUXD IN PLACIKQ THE TKSAKE UNDER TBEAT«E!rt 

As a further extension of thepe remarks is iiicom- 
pntihlc with the limits of this Report, a few words 
nmy be added upon the duties involved in committing 
any one to the institution. 

It must be remembered that the act implies t^m^ 
thing more than simply placing an individual tinder 



particular medioal aclvjceanil treatment. It involvea 
a deprivation of pei-sonal liberty; an abrogation of 
the first right of a human being; a denying of hia 
competent agcnrj in all that man was created for. 
Like the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus^ it ia 
an absolute peiziire of the righta of man, i^hich only 
the gravest necessities can justify. While the lawa 
of this State are highly wise in the safeguards they 
throw around this tight^ as it regards the insane, 
they cannot afford all the discrimination which even 
a clear case Bometimea requirea, or act upon the 
incidental circnm^lanceH that may make a commit- 
ment expedient or olhenviso. Therefore, before 
placing any one in the institution, there should be i 
tolerable unanimity among those called to act, in the 
advisability of the measure. A cliviHion of opinion 
RH to the elep, especially in a ca^e not certain to 
recover, ia moat nnfortniiatc. It stands in the way 
of all hope of cure — as the patient ia seldom kept 
ignorant of the facts of the case — and is a rankling 
irritant ever afterward. In a case nob immediately 
urgent, discuss the idea fully among all those directly 
interested; examine well as to the value of the change 
to be made; and when a preponderance of opinion 
is eecured, act decidedly and at once in using the 
agenciea of the law. And when this decision is made, 
above all things, we implore that there be no decep* 
tion used toward the one most affected by it. Inform 
him candidly and without disguise, that, by a common 
agreement among hia best friends, he is to be placed 
for a while in the Hospital^ nnd, in the majority of 
instances, the ospected opposition will not appear. It 
is better even that opposition he overcome by the 
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judicious use of force, than by a fraud, however fuclle. 
There is, in the delcptation of deception by Ibe insane, 
somelliiug quite pretemalural. It outlasts llieremem- 
brnnce of nlinost any otliep species of abii^e. The 
coinplaint is alinost ciaily heard here, "I can forgive 
tliern everything else except llieir deceiving me," 
Nt»r ii this stniiigi?. When everything in themselves 
IB selfileceiving; when reason, imn^nnation, even ihe 
outer eenaes, yield no reliuhle response; and iho 
afflicted person, bewildered In everjlhing that hu 
lihherto guided liiin, turns trustingly to those whose 
mental vision has no cloud, how sharper ihan a ser- 
pent's tooth is the discovery, that, even there, another 
deception has been added ! The following ij* a literal 
extract of a letter, brought wilh a young lady, who 
stepped smilingly into the Hospital entrance, in the 

Slimmer of 18C1 : " Capt. B , an uncle of Mi«i 

B > leflvea with Iier for your plaec to-morrow 

inoniin^. Sheseeomtiuile delighted with thepro;9pect 
of *a tri^i East/ One of her fancies is Hat she is on 
the point of marrying a gentleman who went Eut a 
diiy or two nfuce. Otherwise, it wonld have been 
dillicuU to have her go rinywhero." Imagine Uio 
shork of the immediately discovered reality. 

When tlii'se duties have been conaclentionsly pcr- 
fonned, there is mill another, not less important, be»t 
expressed in the sterling commandment, Lft/umaiont, 
The dil^icully in cifcctin^ a cure in a patient, whoBO 
re^idL^nre Is in sight of the Hospital windows, is often 
reniarkod by those having cliarge of the insane. The 
human mind is the tendcrest texture that posses 
through the Creative mind. Without the most subtle, 
precbfe, and guiirded adjustment of trcatuicnt, its 
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ivounda are aa difficult to heal as the lorn fLlaineiit8 

of gossaiiiGr. TLg pitieiit whose eiitiTc thonglits nre 
atramed for ti week in expectation of a lett<^r, — witli 
each dflv a fresh disappointment ; stirred and excited 
at its eventual reception; warping Itrt most comnion- 
pluce exprL'wionsiiito a totally false and self-injiirioua 
meaning' ; ^^xcited again till iho means for ils anawet' 
ate supplied; then writing a long and passionate 
reply, every line of wliicli ndd;^ fuel to the fire iLat 
dictates it ; then f^vftriahly awaiting the mail again ; 
iftinn cuTleof excitements from which an}- emergence 
id out of the (jueation. "^What does he aay about 
liomef' was the hiCe anxious inquiry of a Isuly, in 
regard to her eon, then forlunalely convalescent, - I 
am hiippy to say" wna the reply, "that he hna never 
yet said a word on the suhjecL" 

These fiiels cannot be well underslood without 
conBidcring that insanity, in the majority of instance?, 
either entirely reverses or essentially changes the 
mind in ils mEUiiier of receiving inipresniorH, Tho 
light, so pleasurable to the healthy eye, becomes an 
unendurable irritant when thrown upon an inflamed 
surface. Those emotions that give pleasure to the 
healthv mind, jirc even luore injunrius when tlie inind 
i& disea^Jed, than h a flash of ^unli^ht upon an inllamed 
retina. 

AnolliEr obligiition due the inE=ine becomes in force 
after tiiey have left the institution- There ;i re few 
personsdiecharged, after a coarse of treatment, though 
pronounced rccoveredj who are really bo in point of 
fact. In most cases, even of a favorable nature, sume 
weeks or months elapse before the person is found to 
have got back thoao nice shades of character which 
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were natural to him. This period — apt to be one irf 
foreness and irritntion^astfl till the iodividual ia 
ah\e, with perceptions quite restored, to look back 
with a proper nppreciation of hia past coaJilion, 
Kotwithatanding the expressions of gratitude and 
kind feeling i^^itb ivhich he left the institution, his 
niinrl, on reaching home, becomes wholly engroa^ed 
with complaints of his too protracted retention^ and 
pcihfips multiplied details of ill-treatment. He aflectfl 
to believe that he has never been in^ne at all^ and 
even takes counsel concerning an action for defama- 
tion of character and false imprisonment Of course it 
is not (irgnmeuts or remonatmnccs that are necessary 
in such ft case, but time, simply. A few weeks make 
all tlie difterence in Ijis views, and he is at length found 
regarding his experience in a light quile just, A 
highly reprehensible practice, common among friends, 
in dealing with such a case, is, to show, in their owa 
defense, the letters received in relation to him, from 
the inatitntion, during the term of his residence. This, 
A9 it amounts to just half an acknowledgment of tho 
justne,«s of his complaint, serves to lengthen uut the 
work of time in bringing him to a right slate of feel- 
ing. The remark is perfectly enfe, and not in the 
slightest intended as a professional vhidication, that 
in more than nine cases in the ten^ where persons 
lately resident abound in complaints of an inatiCulion 
from which they have been difichargetl, it will be found 
that there are in the individual, still e^^isting evidences 
of mental unsoundness. 
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It ia unnecefisary agaiu to repeat, wliat has been 
heretofore f^ufficiently shown, thai no partiality te used 
ia distributing the hcncfila of the institution among 
the diJlerent counties. If those Mljficeiit to the insti- 
tution appear to have an nndue proportion, it is only 
because they have presented much the larger oumbec 
of eHgible cases. The nninber rejected from the 
vicinity of the inslllnlion is imieh greater than froni. 
coimnnriities remote. 

It is an old suggestion (Report I8-5V-8) that the 
coinmnnity at large and the institution are botk 
^vronged in the character of the cases mainlained 
here^ in some imtances. For illustration: a countj 
may have in the institution just about ila fair quotOi^ 
and sends annpplication for the admission of another^i 
with the usual represent at ion of facts. It appeal 
that the person applied for may be obviously inad-* 
missible, cither from great age, feeble bodily healtl 
or, perhaps, the evidently incurable nature of thi 
disense. The fact of thia refa^nl \s used — innocently 
without tlonbl — to discourage other applicftttoiia ol 
quite a diilerent nature. County oflicera, bein; 
naturally first applied to, for iiiformalion at least, have 
it in their power, alinost virtually, to select theci 
that may be went. Hence it may easily be, that pau- 
pers, of foreign birth, alone represent a county in the 
Hojtpital, while lax-pnying citizens, at great co**t and 
iuconvenienoe, transport their insane to distant inst^ 
tutiona. Thii^ misuse of the " children's bread'' can 
have no remedy save in the fidelity of county officera 
to theinlerejHtaof the bonu/dcsiutl substantial citizena 
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THE PR^EM WAR; IT3 INFLUENCE IN TRODUCENa ISS-^KlTr, 
A5D ITS FtnraE IlEiRrNG ON TTIE ^^mOSAL MIND. 



The question is dailj iLskeJ, IIciv fur the great fact 
of the flny — the Iife-or-death etrugf^Ie on winch the 
nil of our civil iostitutiona 13 now staked — is influ- 
encing the public mind in the pixjdiTction of menljil 
disease? It woald iiutunLlIy be supposed tbiit the 
issues involved, so momeotona in the mind of every 
patriot; the absorbing anxieties pervading so many 
faniilies; the bereavements that huve rlsid so innny 
households in mourning j so mnch of personal suffer- 
ing, in camp, field, and hospital, \rould assuredly have 
made itself felt in such on institution as this; that 
here wonhl lie one of the most dehcate pulses at 
which the tumultuous beating of the great public 
heart might be jiccurntely touched. Nowhere cer^ 
tninly, in the Avhole country, haa the sentiment of 
devotion to the common cause heen mere universal ; 
nowhere has fill the strength of families po frequently 
been risked to the chances of the battJe-iield aa in 
the commimily from which this institution draws its 
subjects. While the result of so much intense feeUng 
in the public mind, and of suffering on the part of indi- 
vidual will surprise, from its comparative amallnesa, 
there is enough to he gathered from our records to 
fihoWj pretty exactly, how far^ nnd in whatway, the 
Great Civil ITar has become an agent in im^ucing men- 
tal disea:^e. The most interesting part of the inrpiiry 
13, "Whether the siifierings and privations of the field 
itaelfj or the pympathies and bereavements of those 
left at home have contributed most of our reflults? 
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A first lljouglit would asaign as much of the weight 
of the common affliction to the latter, at leostj as 
to the former; would npprolicnd more of danger 
from tlie intense syuipnthit-s, the dreiul iipprehensionSj 
anJ the crushing ber*»avemeiita of the wide circles 
that remain at thoirhomesj than from the casualties of 
militnrv service itself. Yet, it is atrikin^^ly evident 
thut the reverse i.H true. The hardships UEid jiofTeriHgf 
of actual warfare have nmde themselves palpably fell, 
while the excitements, anxieties, and Gometlmea over- 
whchniiig bereavements, of those wbo^e all has been 
pledj^ei], have hardly made a trace on our reeortla 
It proves thai Iho same devotion which gave fathere, 
brolhersj and sons to the chances of the conflict, has 
so nerved all hearts to the coiiseqiiencca of the sacri- 
lice.that even the terrible disclosnres of the battle-field 
bulletins have carried few beyond the hoimJa of tem- 
perate griet Indeed, it may he claimed that the 
**war eseitement '' — ^limitin^' the phmse to it:^ true 
meaning — has been healthful in its operation upon 
the public mind. It U purely an objective^ and not x 
subjective emotion; or, in other words, its inllnenees 
come upon the individual mind from without, instead of 
beint; a fyelin^ generated from within. Hence its great

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Mournful Rsany tableof morliilityorsuiTeriug must 
be, especially, when miide necessary by the crimes of 
others, the true psychologist sees in the above but n 
small price for the vast invigoration of the American 
punil which present events are sure to result iti 
provided the contest is not carried to the point of 
Gxhau9tion. It ia a national athleticism on a grand 
scale — the protracted tournament of a \vIiole people 
— in which the valetudirmriiiuisjusof n lung pyace, ami 
the enervations of an ultra pacific policy, are to give 
place to national vigor, and open the dawn of a new 
national life. We see, if the conditiona now indica- 
ted do not disappoint ns, a fresh infu,sion into all 
those streams which make groat a national character. 
We hail our near future ha the birth-time of ideas 
worthy a great people, when science ^hall take lon^jer 
strides than ever before, literature receive a now in- 
conceivable impulse, enterprise stretch in all direc- 
tions its giant arras — when national honor shall he 
inviolable everywhere, and our country dainn her seat 
among the highest in the councils of tbc nations. 
The preparatory ?chool for all this i:^ now open; c 
echool far gmniler than that which produced our poab- 
revolutionary statesmen, and gave science its triumphs 
in the discoveries of Fullon, Franklin and Kitten- 
house, These anticipationSf being ba>'*ed on p^ycho- 
logic:d premiaeSjlmve the same propriety of exjn'ejisioTi 
in these pages that fiubjccta relating to hygiene^ and 
sanitary science may have in the report of a hospital 
far general disease. As the physician, in his rounds 
among the sick, becomef< an accurate observer of the 
intlnences which promote or disturb the public health, 
eo, from a field where the mind diseafscd kais its 
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largeet congregation, the agency of remarkable events 
on the mcntdl progress of tbc community may be 
viewed with some degree of profit- 



LiEOR, AKD ITS RESULTS. 

The quealion as to the beat meani? of making avail-i 
able tht labor of the insane, is an ever-present one 
with thosi? Imving their management. It U urged bjr 
the double motives of economy and of a knowledge 
of tho v;due of employment as a curative measure. 
Yet, notwithstanding the potency of these motive^ 
it must be coiiFuAsed tbat^ in this counlry, a large 
amount of unused phyaicjil vigor always exists in onr 
institutions ; and an imfavorable comparison has been 
made with tlie ditlerent state of things in that respect 
found in some other civilized counlriesj where it is 
known the insane purf^ue, in institutions, varieties of 
handicraft labor not here attempted. The cspcri* 
ments that have been made to introduce in this 
country any; except the simplest kinds of skilled 
labor, fimong the secluded insane, have regnlted in- 
failure. The manufacture of shoep, bata, packing 
boxes, and perhaps other articles, has been tried in 
diirerE>nt institutirjns, and *(o far as information ex- 
tends, abandoned, as a pecuniary Ios^>with no gain to 
compensate for the trouble and risk attending their 
pursuit. The dilllculty i^, that few are here admitted 
who have been trained In aueh employments as could 
be pursued to advantage, and before their teaching 
is far advanced they are found well enough to be 
discharged. Again, it is not in the spirit of our 
people to render willing service with no other 
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compensation than a bare subsistence; and there 
are few, of the io^nne cvgd, ttIio do not have regard 
to payment a,s a necessary sequence to labor for 
others, while the practice of granting find adjusting 
payments would be attended with obvious difficultiea- 

It must be considered that, in foreign institnticusr 
where the success of a system of skilled labor is so 
ranch vaunted, those engaged in it look to the institu- 
tion, where they receive all they can expect to obtain 
anywhere — a bare subsistence — as a desirable haven, 
and confine all their aspirations to its limlta Lacking 
the mental elasticity which chnracterizoa thoec reared 
under democratic institutions, they eooti settle into a 
mental level, too low to be reached by the incentives 
of hope and arabitionj and aiitomically follow^ under 
an unexpensive supervision, those trades to which 
they have been iiccustomed. The kiod of labor there 
pursued with a profit would be a bill of expense if 
attempted here ; and mental occupation full as valuor 
ble can be othcrwit^c obtained. 

There ia, in conneclion with the eubject of labor 
done by the insane, an important consideration, too 
little dwelt on by those who have treated on the 
subject. It is, that the appeamnco of ability to labor, 
among individuals mentally diseased, is extremely 
deceptive. A consenting and co-openitive will ia as 
essential to the pultingforth of exertion as well-strung 
inusclee; and an exhaustion of the former is attended 
with evils infinitely greater than of the latter. Who- 
ever has eoen the insane man attempting to labor, 
while his knees trembled beneath his weight and his 
face was dewed with a cold svitniy has witnessed 
what involves those who permit it in a deep respon

sibilUy. Yet it miist often Oi^cufj among those 
-witlioiit JLseernniGnt ynou^Ii lo discover that such 
symptoms itre iiat merely iiidicatioiifl of ordinary 
fatigue, but the preinoiiilioii^of a fii^tal exhaustion. 

In everything connected with agncuUiirftl and hor- 
ticultural pursuits, we have, in their season, eiuploy- 
moat for rll to wliom it would be advanliigeous. It 
IS in the cokt season, when the transition from the 
well warmed warda to the cold air without is attended 
with evils, that we most feel the want of conveniences 
foi' in-door labor for male patiLmls. Much of the lubor 
performed by luuiates is not sviflceptible of estimate, 
and yet counti^ largely in relleviiii^ the cost of main- 
taining the institution. They assist the engineer, 
fireman, cooks, baker, and laundryman. They prepare 
fuelt and keep in order the coiirta, areas, walk.% and 
roads. Nuiubei'^?, also, are required in the care of the 
domestic animals These pursuits are perc'nnial, and 
to theui are added, in the growing season, the care« 
of a diversided field and gardisn tillage. Thene hibors 
are nil Bpoutanoous — no inducemenla to them being 
ever uBed^ beyond a modamte solicitation. LaboFi 
probably, presents attractions here greater than at 
most other places. The conveniences for it are great, 
the stotrk of the best kinds, and common duties be- 
come almost a pastime, from the pleasing results 
always before Ihe eye. 

Kverytlnng that the needle and 3cissoi"s can do in 
supplying wiuits is eifeetiially clone. The purchase 
of a manufactured article of furnishing, or of clothiug 
worn by any inmate, is almost nukiiown. As raany 
of the female patients as cnn work under thii direc- 
tion of tho seamstress are assembled for labor, eacti 
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working day. in the pipricioug sewing-rooiiL Otber 
eewin<^ circles are also at the ,^me time in operation 
in the difierent wartl^. These means ufeniployincut, 

broken in upon at sufficient intervals hy out-Joor 
exercise and amusement, prove enough to beguile the 
passing houn*. T!ie purchase of two comfortable cav- 
riages, with seats for ten persons, tiaa prov(?d a valuii- 
blc addition to our menna of giving open nir oxerciee. 
A common omnibus ha,^ heretofore been our only 
pi e aau re-car r I age . 



IIECBEATI0N3. 

The airing courts for patients prove to be all thnt 
was anticipated for them. That for the mules is in 
continual use, e?:cept in the cold Beason, The one 
for females, being yet deficient in ?^hade, \y\\i be lees 
nvaiiable till the trees are further gruivn. The work 
of making them in the highest degree attractive by 
means of shade trees and Jlowera will be accompli!!?hed 
in time. 

In supplying such an institution with a thoroughly 
complete and diversified Fv&tem of amusement for 
those whose mental slate requires it, it is perhaps 
better that one means be added to another in a some- 
what progressive order. The primitive and unex- 
pensive apparatus for eheckerpj domino?, backgam- 
mon, chess, and other sedentary games, forms a 
natural foundation for others involving more expair 
sive means, A good library, pictures, stereoscopes 
etc., are soon hidisponsablo j and bowls and billiards 
are in demand as soon aa that class of patients aeeu- 
mulates whose taate leads them to such amusements 
The higher order of recreations, comprising lecturesj 
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tableaux, and perhaps druiuiitic exhibitions are 
aometiniepS practicable and very uaeAil as entertain^ 
ments. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The great difficulties dwelt ou in Ihe last Reports 
attending an inadequate supply of water fbr the in- 
slitutiou, have been most happily removed, through 
the timely appropriation ol" the last Legislature, The 
plan advised in the engineer's report (submitted in 
our la'^t) was substantially adopted.* The water is 
raised from the creek, nbout a third of a mile east of 
the hospital, into a reservoir on the bluff adjacent, by 
means of a Worthington duplex eteam pump. This 
re^rvair i^. In the language of the engineer^ ** circular 
in form,two hundred and one feet in diameter at the 
top water line, and one hundred and fifty-iwo feet at 
the bottom, \vith bank ten feet wideband two feet above 
lop water line, and .side slopes hvo feet horizontal to 
one perpendicular, giving a depth of twelve and A 
half feet of water. In the center of the bank there 
is a pudille wall — that is, n dyke ofpnddled clxiy and 
sand; the inside ^lope is covered with brick laid on 
edge, nnder which there ts a foundation of gravely 
one fool in thickness, to prevent upheaval by froal." 
This reservoir is ertlimated to hoM two million five 
hundred thonsand gallons of water — that capacity 
being deemed neceamry on account of occasional 
drouths. The plan of the reservoir may be seen from 
the anne:(ed diagram:

From tho reservoir water is conveyed to the Hos- 
pital through pipes of earthern-ware — they beirg 
found fully sufficient to bear the slight head of water, 
for most of the distance. At one place it will be 
found necessary to replace about threc^ hundred feet 
with iron pipe. 

The lass of water by "seepage" through the bed 
of the reaervoirj haa been greater than waa antici- 
pated. Yet we believe thsit time, and pome pains, 
will eventually remedy this, and that the experiment 
'will be found a complete eucccas. 

It was fortunate^ in the distressing emergency in 
which the institution was placed, that the Stale pos- 
seeeed among its citizens an individual so skilled in 
one department of Bcienee — that of hydraulics — as to 
eolve all our difficulties at a glance. The amount 
paid Mr. ChessbriJiigh (three huiidretl and ten d^jllars, 
traveling expenpos included,) is another proof that, in 
any important undertaking, the beat advice ia found 
to be the cheapeat 



CHAPEL EXERCISES. 



Regular Bervicea havcT aa heretofore been held in 
the chapel on Sunday, During the summer of 1861, 
Rev. Dr Sturtevantj who had ofEciated seven years 
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as ctaplain, resigned on nccoinit of tlie necessity of 
hi'^ frequeiU absence. Rev. TV- S. Busftell, President 
orBorenn' College, prcvioiu to tbc suspension oTtlial 
institLif ion, wns appointee] to tiuccced biiu. Tlie 
change 1ms resulted in no diminution of the interest 
and importance of tlil? essential element in the life 
of fluch an iiislitntion. The ncarncsa of the residence 
of the present chaplain enables iiiin to conduct also 
the daily evening service. 

The entire force now engaged in the service of the 
institnlion numbers nearly sixty persons It giveS' 
mc pleasure to say that a spirit of order antl devotion 
to the interests they are employed to promote ifl 
coiuniondably manifest. To Dr. Asa P. Tcnncy, for 
three years my able Assistant, this commendation la 
eapecially due, for his unwearied devotion to the 
duties devolving on him. 

The doae of the eleventh year of the vrorking cs- 
i^tence of the institution finds all itH spjire full to 
overllowing. The nncea^ing ebb and flood of which 
it is the center hfis literally left its daily mark 
on our history — there being an averse of about a 
daily change. With the continued favor of llie Slate 
it-H usefulness bus but just commenced, and there 
seems nothing in the way of a long career of benefi-

GENTLEMErf ; At the request of a member of your 
lioariJ, W. I L Brown, Esq., I proceeded to Jackson ville 
on the 26fb ult.j and obtiiineJ, by coiivi^i^ation with 
the Superintendent of the Hoepital, Dr, McFarlandT 
and Irora otherSj and by peraonal examination, such 
irformfition nH seemed necessary fur a pielimhiary 
report on a wntcr supply to that insiilution. 

The Hos[:ital, ^vhen all the buildinga fihiill be com- 
pleted, is to be large enough to accommodate tive 
hundred patients, hesidfi llie necessary ofReers and 
attendants- It h proposed to furnish a supply of one 
harre], or thirty gnllonB of \rftter daily for ouch pa- 
tient» making for the ^vhole, lifteen thousand gullous. 
This would be considered a .^niull HUpply fur any city 
in the northern StateSj having water workSj and is 
lesa than two-fiftha the rate of mipply to Boston. It 
cannot therefore be considered extravagant in thia 
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cnec, especially wlieii llie nmoiint ncce^ary to keep 
tlic w.tter-cloaets and drains in proper order is ndded 
to tilt? other ordinary wants of sucL an institution. 

The nnnnal cost for obtaining the inadequate snp- 
ply it has had for two yeai's pnat, has avernged $L192 
— say $1,200- 'llje piej*enl wells are not HnfCclent 
at all seasong for imperative necessities, and, conse- 
quently, water must lie, Honietinies^ brought from 
more distant points. In case of a fire at any time, 
with the present supply, the btulJing would he in a 
moi-t exposed condition, 

Tho following modes of supply have heoa sug- 
gested : 
An AaiESiAx well, at the Hospitnl: 
A DKEe uBiisiRY well: then — 
S?aE,^ji3, OB OTHER SURFACE BOURCES, impounded, 
puuiped np if necessary, and conveyed In pipes to a 
cistern near the Hospital 

An nrtcsinn wells if siiccessfiil in procuring an 
iibundant supply uf suitable water, t^t a moderate 
deptli> Avouhl undoubtedly he the moat economical 
plan of supplying the building that could be atJopled, 
Of the probability of succesi?, my ignorance of the 
geology of that region disqualifies me for giving a 
reliable opinion- My heliff is that the prospect of 
obtaining an abundant >*upply of water from artesian 
wclU, i^ never good, unless there i.s^vithin a hundred 
nulL'?^. ground considerably higher than that through 
which tiie buring is to be made. 

A deep ordinary well, like thone used for the aiip- 
ply of poiiie towna in Kugland, might be made to 
supply Huffii-icnt Wiiler nt it moileiate cost, eompareJ 
with Che third mod^ mentioned ; but there an uncer< 
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tfiinties about it whicli nothing but actual expenment 
could clear up. The depth to which it would be 

BOces^ary to dig such a ivell is uncertain ; eo are the 
kuids of earth or rock llirough which it woulJ pas^ 
and, consequeutly, its cost ; and so is the continu- 
ance or the supply it might at first aSbrd ; for deep 
TvcUsj as well as shallow ones, sornetimea vary much 
in the amount ihey yield. 

Of the surface sources of supply that presented 
themselvoB, tho two brnnehea of Mauvaiatcrre creek 
appeared to be the only ones within a reasonable dis- 
tance. 

Dunlap's spring, near the head of one branch, it 
was thought would aiford a sullicicnt supply; but by 
actual measurement, about sunrise on the 28th, it 
yielded only one gallon a minute. It was very cold 
then, but during tho day it thawed, and in the after- 
noon the yield was four gallons a minute, or a little 
less than two-fifths of the rate required to supply fif- 
teen thousand gallons a day. Inasmuch as this was 
not tho driest lime of tho yean it would seem that 
all reasonable hope of getting a euRicient supply 
from thia source must be given up, unless other 
apritga can bo diecovorod in the same Ticimty, 

The main branch of the Mauvaisterre appeared to 
present the only visible source of a sufficient supjjly- 
It is at one point only about three thousand six hun- 
dred feet from the Hospital^ eastward. Ordinarily it 
afibrda il much larger amount than would be re- 
quired, hut it is said to be nearly dry in extrnordU 
nary seasonsj for about three months. By the leve!- 
ingsof ChaaR Noble, Esf|., C. E.,the bed of the creek, 
at this point, is forty-eight feet lower Iban the ground 
25 
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juAt back of the Hospital, and the bluff just iveat of 
ibe creek is fift^-five feet tiiglier than tlie creek. 

It is proposed to build a reservoir on this blufl, 
with a top water level &ixty-lwo feet above the bed 
of tbe creek, and to erect a steam engine and pumpA 
near the creek. 

To provide egninst the dry season, and also sgairist 
any claim of damages tbat might be made for taking 
water from olherHj when most needetl, it ia proposed 
to build a resen'oir sufficiently large to hold one hun- 
dred and fifly daya' or about five moutVe supply, in- 
Btead of only three- The safest position for thb 
reservoir, against all coiitingeDces, would be in the 
valley; but the most ecoiiooiicalT and most desirabloT 
would be on the bluff In caac it ebould be found 
best to make this in the valley, a ^mall one would be 
necessary on the hill. It is proposed to make the 
large reservoir circular in form, two hundred and one 
feet in diameter at top water line^ and one hundred 
and lilly-lwo at the huttum, with bank six feet wide, 
and two feet above top water liue, and aide slopes 
two feet horizontal to one perpendicular, giving a 
depth of twelve and a quarter feet of water. In the 
center of the bank tlicre ^iiould be a pudtlle waII — 
that is, a dyke of puddled clay and sand j the inside 
slope should he covered with brick laid on edge^ the 
top aod outside slope should be turfed over, and the 
whole should be Burroiinded by a substantial fence. 

The small reservoir would be needed on the hill, 
in cose the larger one should be made in tbe valley, 
to give time for slight repairs and to avoid the nece^ 
ftlly of pumping at night, or^ in fiict, more than once 
in three days, provided it hold a supply for that time. 
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It is proposed to raise the water Into ihe reservoir 

on the bluftj by a AVorthin^ton duplex ateam-pump, 
like the one used at the Fifth Avenue Jlotcl, New 
Toik, wliicli IS capable uf rair^ing Iwo liiinJrcd and 
aeventy gallons a lumuto. At tliis rate, working tlay 
and night, the largo roservoir could be filled in less 
than a ivcek. The pipe from the pumps to the rcaer- 
voir on the bluff, should be not leaa than six inches 
diameter. 

From the high reservoir, it is proposed to lay a 
three inch gaa pipe to the cistern back of the Uo.spi- 
tul. This, with the ordinary b<.'ad it could have, 
vould be sufficient to supply the ciBtcnij with doable 
the required quautity, so long aa the pipe remained 
free from rvist bliatem IIow soon these might greatly 
dimininh the Cfipacity of the pipe, would depend 
upon the chjiraeler of the metal and of the water. 
Stone ware pipcp, six inches in diameter, carefully 
^laid, would be sLiflicient to resist the slight prc^^su^e 
they \FOuld be subjected to there, and would not cost 
any more than the iron onc3. There iSj however, 
with tliem. greater uncertainty in making the joints 
secure- 

There shoidd be one or more cisterns at the Hospi- 
tal, to guard ngaiiHt having the supply cut oif^ in case 
of repairs of the pipes or other wotks being needed, 
and, above all, in case of Ura For this reason it 
would be desimble to have the means of storing at 
least a week*s supply. 

The estimated cost would bcj for the whole work, 
as follows:

Should it he found bestj after careful consul eml ion, 
to build tbe large reservoir en tlie blufQ wbere^ other 
things being equal, il is most desirable to have it, at 
least one tboiiimnd and perhaps twelve hundred do^ 
lars of the above estimate might he saved; hut, aa 
untbreseen contingencies are very apt to occur in a 
work of this kinJ, it would not be well to dimini^ 
the total amount. 

My r(>!ison fur malting an eii'tiraate on tlie above 
plan, and not on any other, is because it appeal's to 
be the most economical one on which a reliable esti- 
mate can be made, both as to quantity of water and 
coat of construction. Further examinations may de- 
velop nearer or heller sources, or lead to important 
modifications of the plan adopted in this report 

Before concluding, it may be expected that Bom^ 
thing will be said about the anniml expen^^e of main- 
taining the proposed works. 

As a competent engineer is already employed, and 
as an average of not more than one hour's atten- 
tion a day would be required from him, on account 
of the water work?, it would not be nece^-^ry to em- 
ploy another per^^on. One ton of good coal a month 
would be A libeml allowance for punipingj especially 
if the large reservoir should be on the blulT, thus 
avoiding the necessity of tiring up not over once a 
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month, if as oRen. Oil, tallow, and all ordinary re- 
pairs to tlie works, provitled ihey were properly built, 
if added to the probable ecat of coal, could not be 
more than one hundred dollars a year. The interest 
on their eatimated co.st, at seven per cent.^ would 
be seven hundred JolUirs, thus making nn annual sav- 
ing of four hundred dollars, on the present cost of 
supplying the inf^titntion. If the sum of one hun- 
dred and fifty-five dollars and thirty-five cents were 
annnally invested in eeven per centw bonds, interest 
payable flemi-annually, and also invepted in the eame 
way, it would produce^ at the end of twenty-five 
years, tlie sum of ten tbou^iind dollarji, thus leaving 
nearly two hundred and fifty dollars a year to meet 
extraordinary expenses, besides providing a sum 
sufficient to build entirely new works at the end of 
twenty-five years. 

I see no reason why the steam pumps and boilers 
should not lost twenty-five years, if properly cared 
for. The pipes ought to last over fiftyyears, and the 
reservoirs aud cisterns over ont? hundred. 
ILespectftilly submitted,

year in addition to the said three years, and the pro- 
ceeds of the tax for four years shall be applied to the 
erection of buildings and improvement of grounds 
Hereafter the Report of the Trustees of said Hospital 
shall be made on or before the Second Monday of 
each session of the General Assembly, and the money 
appropriated shall be paid to the said Trustees, not- 
withstanding their failure to report on the first day. 
of the present session of the General Assembly, 

This act shall be in force from and after the passage 
thereof

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Section L Bt^ ii ma/^hd hj fhe ptopU of the Stale uf 
lUinab^ reprcmiicd m the Omeral AuaiMy^ That the 
special tax authorized to be levied and collected for 
the purpose of creating the "fiiTid for the iuaane/' 
uhjiH hii incretist-d to one thirtl of a iiiili for the pres- 
flent and Bueceedinj^ years, until otherwise provided 
by law, and eo much of aaid fund ae may he nccesaary 
shiill, nfter the completion of the huildings provided 
for in the act to which ihiM is an amE^ndriieut, he used 
in defraying the csponecs of the institution : Provided, 
that not more than one hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum shall be piitd for each State patient. 

§ 2. So mnch of the act to which this is an

§ 3. The Trustees of eaid institLitionshall proceed 
to finish and furnish rooma in the building for the 
reception and care of patient^ with all reasonable 
diligence; and for this purpose they may use "the 
fond for the insane/ provided that such use of the 
fund shall not interfere with the finishing the build- 
ing under existing contractp, 

§ 4, The Trustees are authorised to receive and 
detain in the institution all reaidenta of this State who 
may be decided to be insane or distracted, hy any 
court or judge vested with jurisdiction or power to 
adjudicate upon questions of sanity or insanity ; and 
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tbe ordor of euch court or judge, or a certifiod copy 
thereof, under the eetil of court* shall be evidence of 
[in] all courts and places wherein the right to keep 
or detain any person or persons shall be called ia 
quci^tion, 

§ 5. The county courts of the several counties 
in ihia State are hereby vested with jurisdiction to 
hear and determine all questions which may arise in 
their rcapective counties, touching the sanity or in* 
sanity of persons residing therein, and the poN*ej4sioa 
of a right to properly shall not affect the question of 
jurisdiction; also of all questions which may arise 
under the provision of chapter fifty of the llevised 
Statute.% entitled '^Idiots and Lunatlca" And lie 
said courts and county judges shall and may proceed 
in the adjudication of all questions arising under the 
provisions of said chapter, in the ^ame manner and 
with the like effect as circuit courts or judges 
thereof, 

§ 6, Proceedings had hefore judges in vacation 
under the provi-Mons of thlfl act, shall be recorded at 
the nextregular or special term of the court- 

% 7- Whenever any person shall be found to be 
inaane or distractedj before any court or juJgc, the 
SheriQ of the county shall be furnished with a cer- 
tificate by the clerk of the court, if the proceeding 
was had in court, or by tho judge, if such proceeding 
was had in vacation, stating that in a proceeding had 
hefore such court or judgo, such person, naming him 
or her, had been found to he insane or distracted^ as 
the fact may have been, and that duch insane or dis- 
tracted person was thereupon ordered to he conveyed 
to **Tho Illinois State Hospital for the Insane;" 
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which certificate eiinll conslitute the authority of the 
sheriil, or any other person to whom the same m^y be 
delivered, to convey such insane or dif^tnietLJtl person 
to the said Hospital; and also the authority of the 
Tnisteea to keep and detain him or her therein. 

§ 8, Persona who have heretofore been found or 
decided to he distracted or insane, may be conveyed 
to and detained in said Hospital, and a certified copy 
of the order of court, or judge appointing the con- 
servator, shall authorize the reception and detention 
of all such persons. 

I 0. The Trustees of the Hospital shall publish a 
notice in two neswpapers published at ihe seat of 
government, three months in advance of the time 
when the building will bo prepared for the reception 
of patients, and a copy of such notice shall be for- 
warded by mail to the jndgo and clerk of every 
county court in the State, on the first publication 
thereof^ the time when patients will be received, and 
requesting that information will be forwarded to 
said Board of the names, a^^^ea and sex of all insane 
and distracted persons in the State, with a statement 
in reference to each — iirst, of the duralion of the 
disease, dating from the lirat symptoms; second, the 
supposed exciting cau-^G of the disease ; third, whether 
or not the disease ia hereditary ; fourth, vrhethcr the 
patient has mjide any attempt to commit any vio- 
lence upon him orherself, or others: upon the publica- 
tion of which notice and request, all persons having 
charge of insane or distracted persons, judges and 
clerics of coimly and circuit courts, shall, without 
delay, be furnished the information desired, in respect 
to all insane and distracted persons known to them ; 
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and one month before the time fixed for the reception 
of patients, tUo TnistecB ehalli with the assistance of 
the medical Superinlendent, make a list of all the 
names fiirnishedj anJ select frum them the tiiiniher 
to be received^ having regard to the provisions of the 
act establishing the Hospital ; and notice shall there- 
upon be given to all persona who have fiirniahei 
nauiea aforesaid of the persons so selected j and, also, 
that in case any patient so selected shall not be ood- 
vcyed to the Hospital within twenty days after the 
time fixed fiir the leccplion thereof^ that another or 
other selections will be made, so that the person or 
poreons not being conveyed ns aforesaid will not be 
received until the further order of the ISoard- 

§ 10. Married women and infanta, who in the 
judgment of the Medical Superintendent are evidontlj 
insane or diistrnctecl, may be received and detained 
in the Hospilal on the request of the husband, or the 
\Toman, or parent, or gutirdian of the iiifant?(, without 
tlie evidence of insanity or distraction required ia 
other cnscs. 

§ 11. The expenses of conveying panpera to the 
Hospital shall be paid by the counties in which th^y 
rctiido, and the expense of carrying others thall be 
paid by conservnlors^ husbands, parents or guardi- 
ans; and in no case shall any sueli expense be piiid 
out of ^ tlie fund for the innane." |{ 

§ 12. JJo person, laboring under any conlagtoua 
or infectioiu'? disease^ phall Ijc admitted into said Hos- 
pital as a patient. 

I 13, In conveying patients to the Hospital for 
the insane, the sheriff may employ one asaifitant for 
each [xitient, and the compensation to the sheriO 
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sJiall be five cents per mile, going and returning, and 
two dollars per day, computing one day for eveiy 
tbirty-five miles travel^ on the usual route of the 
United States mail* and one half of said amount to 
the assistant ; which compen^alion shall be paid by 
counties, in cases of paupers, and by conservatorfl, 
husband, parents and guardtani^ in other cases. 

§ 1-1 Clothing for paupera shall be furnished or 
paid by the counties in which they resided, and the 
judge of each county court shall furnish all nece&mry 
clothing, at the expense of such counties; and a cer- 
tificate of the judge, of the purchase of clothing or 
gooi3s to he made up for the use of p:itients, sliall be 
received in payment of county revenue the same as 
county orders, 

§ 15. Hereafter the penalties of bonds required 
of conservators shall be fixed willi reference to the 
value of personal property and rent?, and when orders 
ftre made for the sale of real estate by courts, addi- 
tional bonds may he retiulred, with conrlitions to 
account fur the proceeds of such sales accoi'diiig to 
law- 

§ 16- The Medical Superintendent shall not be 
required to serve on juries, work on ronds, or to 
attend any court aa a wilnesa in a civil suit, but par- 
ties desiring his testimony in any case aliall be allowed 
to take and use hiB deposition ; nor shall he be 
required to attend as a witne.^ in any criminal cas*'j 
unless the court before whk'h his testimony may he 
desired shall upon being satislied of the materiality of 
Lis testimony, require his attendance. 

§ 17» All persons employed in the Hospital, 
whilst so employed, flliall be exempt from eerving on 
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juries, working on roiid.% and ia time of peace, from 
performing military duty. 

§ 18. The Biennial Reports of the Tnisfee*!, to the 
General Aeseinbly shall hereafter be printed, under 
the direction of the Boards before the meeting of the 
GencFitl Assembly, so that said Reports may be plficed 
on the tables of the members during the first week 
of the session : Proiidcd^ that not more than one 
thousand copies ehall be printed for the use of the 
General Assernblyj and a like number for the use of 
the Hospital. 

§ ID. ]f the fimda appropriated to defray the 
expenses of the rTospitiil fur the Inline, for the years 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-one and fifty- 
two, shall prove insufficient, the governor may, upon 
being sali.sficd of the necessity thereof, make an order 
on the uuditor, directing lilm to issue a warrant on 
the trGOHury for a loan, not exceeding five thousand 
dollars, payable in such euma and at such times &a 
the governor may direct ; and whatever amount 
may be so drawn from the Ireasiirv, shall be refunded 
out of the "fund for the insane" when collected,

SectioW 1, Bt ii eruxcicd h^ ih people of the Stai€ ^ 
lUuuiift, repmaUed in the General AnaM^^ That from' 
and atlcr the passage of this act, it shall be the duty

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of the senate, to appoint nine Trustees for the lIliLioia 
State Hospital for ihe Insane, designating at the time 

of such appointment, their respective terras of office, 
with reference to the following cla,^ilication, to-wit: 
three of said TruBteea shall serve for t^o years, three 
fur four year.*, and three for six years, from the time 
of their appointment and until their Biiccessors are 
chosen and qualified ; nnd at the expiration of tlieir 
respective terma of oIBce the vacancies shrill be filled 
by appointment for sL\ years, to be made by the 
governor, by and with the advice and coneent of the 
senate. The Board organized under the proviaiona 
of this act ahflll have all the power,^, act under the 
same responsibilities and perform the same duties 
which arc prescribed for the Board of Truatecs iu the 
act of which this i^ an amendment. 

I 2- A Treasurer sliall be kept in the service of 
the Board, who Bhall also be the Secretary, lie 
riiall keep the accounts of the institution and receive 
and pay out ihe funds as required by the by-laws. 
The accounts shall be so kept as to show the r*jceipt9 
and disburacments under appropriate heads, and the 
kiiu3, quality and cost of every article purcha^^ed for 
the use of the institution ; and no imlividnal shall he 
Secretary or Treasurer of more than one of the Stale 
institutions^ located nt Jacksonville, at the same lime. 

§ 3, The Trnstces fihali meet for the transaction

This warrant, with the receipt lUoreon, shall be 
relumed to the clerk, to be Jiled by him with the other 
papers relating to the cuse : Provided^ that in all cases 
the relatives of the insane person shall have a right 
to convey him to the Hospitnl in preference to others ; 
Aiid provided also, if he be not found by the jury free 
from vermin and any infectious disease, it shall not 
be the duty of the clerk to ftpply for his iidtnission as 
before provided, until he be so declared by the certi- 
ficate of some respectable physician, which certificate 
shall be forwarded tu the Superintendent with the 
application. 

§11. The expense of conveying paupers to the 
Ilofipital shall be paid by counties in which ihey re- 
aide, and that of others by conservators, huBbanda 
parcnta and guardians, and in no case shall any such 
expense be paid out of the " funds for the insane." 

§ 12. The compensation to the sIitsrifT and his 
assistant shall be four cents each per mile, going and 
returning, computing the distance by the usual 
route of the United Slates mailj and two dollars 
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per iay for the ftlierifl) and one dollar per day for hbi 
asaL^tantj for each day's noce^sar}' absence going to 
and returning [from] the Hospital. 

§ 13, TLe clolhing to be furnished each patient 
upon being sent to the Hospitul shall not be less than 
the following: For a male, three new eliirtB, a now 
and BubsUntial coat, vest, and two pairs of pantaloons 
of woolen clotb, three pairs of woolen socks^ a black 
or dark stock or cravat, a good bat or cap, and a pair 
of new shoes or boots^ and a pair of slippers to wear 
within doors. For a female, in addition to the 8ame 
quantity of under garments, shoes and etockinga, 
there will be two woolen petticoats op skirts, three 
good drcasefs a cloak or shawl, and a decent bonnet. 
Unless such clotliirig be delivered in good order to 
the Superintendent, be sball not be bound to receive 
the patient 

I 14. Any patient may be discharged from the 
Hospital when, in the judgraenl of the Trustees, it is 
necessary. Inournble and barmless cases mny be dis- 
charged when necessary lo make room for recent 
oaeea, as ordered by the Trustees, 

§ 1-5, "Whenever £i patient abalt be ordered to he 
discharged, the Superintendent shidl immediately give 
notice thereof to the county clerk, or to the party or 
parties responsible in the bond for his or her removal. 
Said clerk shall immediately npon the reception of 
the notice, issue his warrant lo the sheriff, command- 
ing him lo remove the patient and return him or her 
to the county froni which he or she has been taken- 
If within thirty days after the notice was given the 
patient be not removed, the Superintendent, if ho 
think it nece.wary. may return the patient to the 
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county from wbich he came, at the expense of the 

county, in case of a pauper ; and of the party respon- 
&ible on the bond in other coses ; the amount to be 
that allowed sheriffrf in section thirteen, and recover- 
able by the Trustetjs, with costs of suit, by proceedings 
in any court competent of jurisdiction. 

§ 16- Whenever application shall be made for a 
patient not residing within the Stale, if the Snperln- 
tendent shall be of opinion that from the character of 
the ca^e it is probably curable, and if there be at the 
lime room to spare in the Hospital, the Trustees, in 
their discretion, may order the patient to be admilled, 
always taking a satisfactory boml for the mainten- 
nnce of the patient, the rate of which the Trustee!* 
shall fix, requiring two months' pay in advance, and 
for his or her removal, when required. 

§ 17. No idiotaliall be admitted into the Tlospilal, 
and every snch ca^-^e shall he discharged, the Trustees 
and Superintendent having a right to decide what 
cases are idiotic.

Be it enaded bf/ (he people of the State of 
IlUnoiSy represented m the General Assanbly^ That the 
Trustees of the lllinoia State Hospital for the Insane 
be and they are hereby antbori^ed and required to 
proceed without delay to complete the building of said 
institiition according to the original plan and design 
thereof; also to enlarge the building in the rear of

They shull reside ia iho iastilulion, and devote 
themselves entirely to its interests. 

Sec. 2, The Superinicndenl shall not resign his office 
wilhoui giving three months' notice in writing of such in lent 
to tlio President of tha Board of Trustees^ and no subordinate 
officer eIjuU resign without giving the Superintendent similar 
notice.

Sccnoic 1. The Superinicndcnl shnll be ihc chief cxecth 
tive officer of tho iaUitution.

aats in its scrncQ. Ho ahnU proscribe their several duties 
and Beo to their fatlbful porforraanco. Uudor tho direction 
of the Trustees he cball irstUute such polico regulations us 
the good order of the Hospital rcquiiiss ; and he shall bo 
respon^iblo to the Trustees for the care of all tho Imildings, 
grounda, stocJc, fuTuiture aod fuxtures appertaining thijrelo.

ASSTSTi-NT PnYSTCIANS. 



Section 1. The Assistiint PhyMcians bhall prepare and 
superintend the admiuiatratioa of medicines. They shall 
visit tho wards frequently, aud carefully note the condition 
End progress of individual patients. ThcysbnU see that the 
directions of tlie Superintendent are faithfully executed, aud 
shall promptly report any cases of neglect or abuso that may 
come under their cogoizanco- They ehall assist in devising' 
employment and recreations for patients, and endeavor, in 
cTory way, to promote their comfort and recovery. They 
shall keep such records of eases as the Super! iiteudent may 
direci, and assist him in preparing staListics^ condnctiug ear- 
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rcspondence, and bucL oLhor duties of his offico aa can 
properly ba deputed. 

i^zc. 2. Iq th9 QbsoncG of thd Superin Ion dent, Ihe Assist- 
ant Physician^ ffhc> is bgdiof by appotDtmeot, hall eiercise 
tho diities of bis office, nnless ibe Trustees sball otborwite 
determine. 



CHAPTERJIX.

SectiOS 1, Tlie Matron^ under the general direetion of 
tliQ Ru pern ten dent, hhvM hive charge of the domestic con- 
cerns of tiie iDstitution, and aa oversight of the female 
att/^ndaata and domosUcs. ^^hc sb&U be particolar in enfor- 
cmg good order, diaciplino and faitbful pc^rformance of dulf 
in tiQr department and shall immediately reprove, or report 
to the SupGrinterdent, any material departiiro from ruLO) or 
anything censurable in moral deportment. 

Sec. 2, The beJiiing, Uible linen, napkin and drapery 
rnrniture, carpets, table covers, and all similar properly of 
the Hospital, as well a« the clothirig of female patieDts, shall 
be under her care aud supervision i aad sbe fball see that 
it is ample in quantity, and of a bind proper for il4 designed 
ui>e. 

Sec. S. She shall mabc duily incpeciion of tbo vards aQil 
rooms occupied by female patients, nnd ehall visit the mole 
wards as rrci]noally as will Batisfy her of the good order of 
the beds, liiblo covers, towels and Kaeb other farniturd oa it 
is her province to supply and supcniitead. 

Sec. 4- The sick among the female patients shall be under 
bor especial care, and she «liall see that their wants arc oftt^a 
attended to, and fabull aho see that those in chnrgc of the 
sick in the mala vrarda are supplied with everything needful 
for their full comfort. In cases of death, after receifiu^f the 
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Supermleodeut^s directlona, Ehe shall sea that the burial pre- 
paration 13 mado wUh scrupulous care and dccencj, 

Hec, 5, ^hc BhaLl spend as much time, as is coQsistcDt ytWh 
gencrEil orersigbt^ in tbo wards of Ibo female diriaion of the 
Hospitalf atid shall fully saliuf;^ herself that cverjlltkg ie 
boiiig doQO by iho atlcndaDtB posBiliEo to promote ttio comfort 
aud recovery of those con&dcd to them. 




CHAPTER X, 



AXTEKDANTS AND ASSISTANTS— GBSEK A L RULES. 

[OK 1. No person sball engage in iha semco of the 
ntal who ia not willing to exercise ail his time, talent, 
and effcrlB in tlio diechargo of his or her dotioe. Those em- 
ployed will learn that character, proper deportment, and 
faithfulneh^s to duty will aloiiG keop them in tho Eituation in 
which ihey are placed. The instiiution will deal in stiict 
good faith with its employees, and will, a^ far ns pr:itticable, 
promote their true interesls- Uwilleipect, in return* prompt, 
faithful and sulf-denjiiig service. Duly will Bomctimes press 
hard on those employed ; but thoEe over-laxed will not bo 
forgotten when pressing e:(igendcs are orer. 

Sec, 2, No one can justly taho offense when mildly in- 
formed by the Superintendent tbat hiaor bcr lemporamool is 
better fitted to Komc olhor employment ; and tliose thus told 
will have opportunity to discontinue thoir service, by a proper 
lOtice and withdrawal. 

Sec. 3- Persons employed at the Ilospitftl will hold ibem- 
«elves in reodbesp for duly whenever direi^ted by its oilicoii^. 
Wtilfl for some hoars no active duly may call for their alten- 
tion, yet, at such times, they cannot hold themselves hoyoud 
prompt response should their services be required ; and to 
neglect any labor or duty on the ground that laboring hours 
arooTer, or to hesitate, after proper direction, on such pmtesl, 
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vili stand as an objection to the £tnes3 of the cmplofce fo 
the pkce be holds. 

Sec. 4. No person employed in thQ core of tho patienU, 
or of their clothing, shall at anj time Ioqvg the instiLntit 
without the coosent of tho Sa peri n tend en t. The Mntri 
iQuy give! consent in tho case of Iha female omptoyGeH.^^ 
^hcu &tiy person shiiU htLvc le&FQ of nbeencc, llie beys used 
lij such persons in tbctr duties shall he deposited in a caso 
kept for that purpose in the office, 

Sec. 5. Persons employed at this institution will remem- 
ber that their duties are pecaliar and confidential ; that Ihcro 
is an obviona impropticty in disclosiog the names, pecnliari- 
tioa, or acts of its inmates; and that, when abroad, Gtriot 
EUence shouldj^be observed regarding the iustitntion, and all 
its affuirs. Tbey i*hould not forgot that the most cruel wounds 
may, by imprudent disclosures, be inflicted on tliose whose 
conduct uiid laiiguai^c, during (bcir misfortune^ should be 
covered with the veil of deepest eccrec/. Ci>nversaLloa in 
regard to the IlQspital should be studiously avoided in (he 
many inatauccs in which it will be sought by the idle and 
misclkicvons. 

See. C. All employed should culUvato a calm and delibc 
ate method of going about tbclr daily duties. Carelcs^Di 
and precipitation are, of all places, uio»^t lo bo avoided in 
institution like this. Loud tilking, hurrying up and down 
stairs, rude forms of address lo one another, unsightly atylu, 
of dress, (tc, are wholly misplaced where every thing should 
bt: btricLly decorous nud orderly. Dutiijt shutting with 
spring lock should always be closed witii the key, I)y this 
means the lock will be spared, and a great aoiouol of unneces- 
sary noise avoided. 

I^QC, T- No person will be employed in or about the ideI 
tutioEk, in any capacity, wbo U hoosvn to be a user of intoii- 
c^iting drinks, or who engages ia gamUiog, or any other 
immoral or disreputable practice. 

SfiC 8. Those who wi^b to deserve the conGdeuco of the 
iofititulioQwiil do well to be careful obsorvcra of tbo ^abbatb^j 
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by regular alteadance on some ptaco of public worship — 
those tttleuding on tlie patients rcUenng each other bj turog, 
on each alternate SabbjttlK Attcudanceon the regular chapel 
service iif CHpedally enjuined. 

Sec, 9- In dealing wuh patient?^, the greatest care should 
bo used that thej bo clway^ treated with uavaryiug kindness. 
They should always be addressed in persuasive Janguage — 
all authoritative expressions being strictljf avoided. In the 
warda^ especially, no commands should be uscd» or call* 
uttered to a patient from a distaoce, if possibly to Lo avoided. 
All threats, taunts, or other kinds of abcise in langungOf are 
expressly prohibited ; and no one will be retained in sernce 
who Lnbiluolly indulges thoreiu. A blow, kick, or any other 
fonn of physical abuse, inlltcted ori a pstient, will be sufficient 
reatou for the pi-ompt dismissal of the ufdividual so offending. 

Sec. 10. When a patient emplujed out »f dtjors, either 
in esercUe or labor,ahall grow esciled, ho shall immediately 
bo returned to the ward from whence he was taken, and the 
fact reported at the office. 

Sec. 11, When a patient is taken from the wards, for 
labor or exercise, the person takiag such patient out will 
always be resj)onEible for hi& or her safe return, miJess, by the 
direction of an oGicer, such patient ia transferred lo the 
charge of some other person, 

Str. 12. The two divisiousof the institution shall always 
be separate to its employees; and no person whose post of 
duty is exclusively in the one, slinll crcr be found in tlio 
Other, unless somo express and proper occasion shall de- 
mand it. 

Sec, 13. Any person who thall encourage, or discover 
without difelosure, an acquaintance between two patients of 
opposite seSj will be held htghly culjmblo for such misde- 
meanor, 

Seo. 14, It shall be strictly a duty, on tho port of every 

person employe J, to check, so far as possihie, ell conversa, 

tion, or allusions, en the part of patieniSj to subjects of an 

obscene or improper nature ; and false impressions on the

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miada ofpnticnts rospcctlng llicir confiocmont or mntiQgGDiGnt 
shoold bo rcmoTod whenever possible, Any person dbeoTot- 
itig that a patient is devbiog plans for escape, suicide, or 
Tiolenco to others, should report it to iti officer without delaj^. 

Sec. 15. No employee of iho instilu lion shall ever engage 
the services of any pntient in the perrormunce or ncy labor 
for him or herself without the consent of the Superinlendeat 
or Matron; and any permij&ion granted shall extend lo fur- 
ther than the mngle instance specified in the request. 

&EC, 16. No person employed shall erer make any bar- 
gain 'ftith any patient* or accept any gratuily or present from 
an/ putLcnt, or his or her fricnde, without the Superintend- 
ent'fi cocsenl; and any employee will ho placed under the 
soverosl penaliijs who shall connivo at the escape of a paUenl, 
or assist in any clandestine correspondence, or in nny way 
conspire with any patlej^t in acts counter to the purposes of 
the inatitutioQf or the patient's true vdl-heiog. 



CHAPTEE XI. 

eUPE&V[S0R3 AKD T&EJB ESPECIAL DUTIES. 

Sectios 1. Under a fall organization of the institution 
there shall bo a Supervisor for each of its two dinsions. 
They shall have, under the dircclion of the SupodnlendenC, 
Assistant Physicians ond Matron, the oversight of the duties 
of the altondantH. They shall ppend iheir time chiefly m the 
wards, and shall have generai oversight of the clothing of ibc 
patients, and the bcddinjj of their respective divisions, us 
provided under the proper heads in these regulutions. 

Sec- S. Tbcy shall aec that tbo rales preacriling the 
dulioa of fltiendanta lowaids the palionls are faithfally ob- 
served ; thai the patrcnta arc well treated, aad, in all respect*, 
properly cared for. They ehall, in an especial manner, have 
the oversight of the fiiek ; that vratchcrs are detailed for such 
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Qs require it. and that ihcir food is of the propor kind, and 
tbeir apartments clean aad comfoi'Lable. 

Set. 3. They sliull make frequent iospection oFthc food 
prepared for their respectiro divisions — tliat it is EuiHcioiil ia 
quantity, good iu qualily^ and well cooked mid served, 

8ec. 4, Ou the Sabhath ibcy ^^Lall eee thai the jvillents 
are usbercd into the chapel at the lime for service* and will 
be generally responsible that thej are dressed suitably to the 
occaaioD. 

The datica of a Supervisor require Iho c:ccrciac of peculiar 
tact and judgment. Tlioy are especially cejoincd to use im- 
partialitT iu theii' dealings with attendant?, carcfuliy instrucT- 
icg theni in their dutiesj and making tbcm fiubjocts ot 
complaint only on the best assured groonda. Any altendaut 
who willfully violates tlic rules, or whose in^si [jacily is obvious, 
shoald lui rpjKjrled by ilie Supurvisur of Uie difiHoii to the 
?upctiiitcndeal. 



CHAPTER XII. 



ATTE^D1N1S AND THEIR DUTIES, 

Section 1. Those employed in ibe especial care of the 
patients, Ttg their utteudant^f should remeirtbcr that tbcir ^rst 
duty 13 to treat them with unvarying; kindness, respLcl and 
attuJiEion. No one is tit for the bitiiation who mu^t place 
considemtions of personal comfort and conrenieacc in oppo- 
sition to the good of tho^c entrusted to bis or lier care, or 
who cannot regard wiU imperturbable good humor whatever 
a patient may soy or do in pereonnl offense. Foolinga of 
mutual good will can, with few eicoptions, bo Euccoesfully 
cultivated between oltondaals and their patients, and eltong 
suspicions may justly bo oetertained of an attendant's fitness 
whoro those are wanting. 
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Set. 2. Tlie first effort on the part of an alteDiIaat, od 

is-cciving a pationt in charge, should Lc lo strive to wm bis or 
her toiiliJcnco, liowovcr inscnsililo ihc |jfllientiLp|ioreoily may 
ba tokiudlyadrancos. TUeattcndaQt should never for^l ibat 
the paiieut generally enters Iho ward with the thorough con- 
viction that CTJI is intended hioi, and the iirst show of li^irsU- 
ness or Torce, however slight, viU conlirm the impreK^iiMi, 
ivhilit kind usscruncesand manirustaiions of sympathy quickly 
disarm him of his Faisc imprcsHons, and the first and great st^p 
iti the way of cure is begun. The atteudaot bUotild consider 
tlic piklicut as his hciDcrcd ^ucst, who ccmcs, tarries for a 
ehurt Ecainou, and i;o03 on hid way, to give to the world a 
good or ovil report of bis entertainer. Faticnta should 
aU-ajs he preclcd, on rising and retiriug, with the morning 
and evening salutation ; should always ho addre^sad in cour- 
teous languikgc^and never bo made sulijoct to aoy opprobrious 
epithet or nick-nume. 

Sec, Z. When a patient maDirosta opposition to the will 
of tlio attcndcLut, in face of some proper request, the point 
Hhould iMver give riso to protracted dlscassion, as opposiiion 
niny he only increased Ihoraby. Fiiiients will usually yield 
when mildly informud that they Ere only asked to comfily 
with a rule lindiDg on all, and that the roqucst is not merely 
oHiitrnry, Esi>eclnl caution in this respcet, is needrul in the 
eases nf {^pilcjttic palicnts, jn whom an apparent wlltfuluesa 
is often the most prominent and troublosocAo symptom. 
Whenever continued rc5i&tance is anticipated, it 19 belter to 
yield the ]ioint to tho palicnt if the request made is one of 
no great importance, or uUe to call in aid from other wards, 
at tho tiight of which tho patient will usually subtniE, withoal 
farther reslgtance. 

Sh€. 4. An attendant shall novor, uader any circum- 
stances, U90 greater forco toward a patient than is sufficient 
to Pi'curc the patient, hirasclf, or others, from ihc effocla of 
hi^ violence. After he is Gocludcd in hi? or her mom, Ihe 
Superrisor, oi' some ftoperior officer, in his absoncc, should 
be informed of what has occurred. 
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6. Tbij aUendaDts* place of duty is in tha wards 
with their potients. Durhig day hoBrs, and while ihe pa- 
Utinls are out of their sloqjing apartmeut&j tliey have no 
business in their own rooras, exccpl for a momentary urrani 
to ail^iast their own clothing; aod any aUcndant diacoiercd 
iohiaorher room engaged in reading, Trrititig, plajing on 
any instrument of music, entertaining viBitors, or otherwise 
off iluty, 13 Dclin^ in violation of rule. 

Sec. tj. Darinr^ the evening, after patlonts have retired, 
one attEMkduat shall always be present in the ward, or in his 
own room, in order to discover any disturbance, or minister 
to any necessity that may arise, SLoald a patient, after re- 
tiring, call for water, us will often he tlie case, or for any nid 
within the attendant's power, it should l)o immediately sup- 
plied. 

Sec. 7, ^hilc attcndantE are not proliibilcd from occa- 
Bioually visiting each other within their divisions* it should 
never hecomc a habit, and the indulgence is only allowed in 
viow of the spirit of emulation which may thus be encouroged 
by BOmetiuiQs iaafjecting each ctlier'a splioro ofdnt^. Whon 
it is discoTorod that the permisEion is abused, or that visits 
are bciujj; spent in idle conversation, it will be held as a 
violation of rale. They are not allowed to loiter about the 
kitchens, work-room?, offices, or where Iboy have no well- 
defined and pro|)er business. No attendant shall over leave 
the ward wiihout sBeiii^ tliat bb associato is aware of his 
intended absence* 

Sek- 8. "^Vhile on dtity during the day, altendanls ara 
ezpected to make the care of tho patients, and the patients' 
clothing and sleeping apartments, the objects of Iheir cxolu- 
Bivoaltcnlion. All miihingof drosses, working of embroidery, 
or any mechanism for the attendant's personal u^o, is pro- 
hibjtfld, nuIOES by the special permission of an officer. 

Sec, 9- On rising ia tho morning, attendants shall see 
that the patients under their care are properly dressed, 
washed, and otherwise in good condition to appear at break- 
f!ist. The beds shall be made ; rooms, balls, diaing-rgoms, 
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'water-closets, &ad afairwajs got into good order bj half past 
nine o'clock, from Apnl to September, inclusirely; aad hj 
ten o'clock the rcatof thoycar, AH soiled bedding* clotbing, 
etc., filiall be taken from tho building at the cai'Ucsl possible 
hour, before it contaminateE tho Qir of tho ward* A stniv 
hiidf OQOO soiled or wet^ should he immediately emptied, and 
ihe tlelc sent to ihe Iflundry. 

Sec- 10. Tlieback-^tninvn/ shall be swept dolly, aod, 
once eadi wee^, well wjished — nitertdant^ boing resjKinsible 
for the entry adjoining their respective wards — ihoso in the 
foarth Btorj being also responsible for Ihe entry-way ia tho 
fiftli. An attendant may be aided by hia patients io the per- 
formance of these labors, being himself alone responsible for 
their proper performooce. 

Sec. 11. Attendants are cooddored, in this institulif>n, 
the gnardiaos and companions, but not tlio '^ keepers '' of tbc 
patients. Strictly regarding themsclvca as sueh, thoy shall 
eadeoTor th:il their patients are supplied with hooks, papers, 
and all other methods of occupation that the inuitulion 
affords. They should devise and carry on proper amusements, 
aud strive to keep evei-y patient engaged and interested so 
far us Iheircondition of mindmakes it possiblo- Theyahoald 
sea that patients, during the day, are indulging in do pemi- 
cioas practices. Those given to aolilary habits, especially, 
most rccoi?e c special attention, and. so fas as possible, induced 
to participate in the pursuits nnd amu&eucDtf of others- 
Indolent patients shoald be occaeionally led about the vards^ 
and induced to join in exercise. TLose^ on tlie contrary, 
who are weak^tnitrestloss, should be induced to lak^ repose. 

Sec. 12. WhenoTcr the weather admits, and euftable 
employment can l>e foand, it will be an es|>ecial object to 
induce all abtc-bodicd patients to engage in «ome appropriate 
labor, and the attendants Khali prumoLe that cud by encoar- 
aging them to it^ and going out with them when they can 
be Fparcd from duty in the wards, and nil not so engaged 
aliould have cxerciao by walking out, or riding in the carnage, 
B9 circumstances allow. 
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Sec. 13. Attendants arc forhidden to mako walking out 
wUli tbeir patients a prcto\t of doing errands or tcaking calls 
for ihcmselves. They should avoid going to the town when- 
ever tho state of the roads and fields allows excursions in 

er directLons, Care should l>e used that no patient walk 
ut in n coutpauy who is likely lo become excited ; if such an 
occuEience takes pUct?, he should be taken back at once. 
Should a patient, when out in company wiLh others, attempt 
cscnpc, it is better, in most caaes, to return to the lastitntioa 
and institute a fresh pursuit from llencc, rather thanrbk an 
uppLc&sfiQt struggle. Unlcas poaitkrcly knovn to be danger- 
OQS, thoir escapo is belter than the use of forcCj under such 
kcumstances. Patients sliall all be in the wards by tea 

e, and no one eIihII go out after that time, except for some 
"especial service. 

Sec. 14. Att(3ndanls EhalL be GspGcially vigilant that pa- 
tients do not have in their possession any dangerous imple^ 
mentf nialdies, or other articles improper for them to have, 
and strict search blinll bo made for such, if their existence is 
suspected. 

Seo', 15. No attendant shall ever furnish a patient wri- 
ting materiaU without the knowledge and consent of an 
ofiicerof the in^titetion, or deliver to ibo posl-otBeo, or to any 
one, any writing of a patiout, without eimilar knowicdgo 

d consent 

Sec, 16. On tho mornings of Wednesday and Saturdayj 
male patients shall bo shaven, so far as their proper appear- 
ance demands it, and, at ihe &nme time, an inspection should 
be made that their hair and nails are suitably trimuied, and 
the perflon generally in cleanly condition. Once each week, 
when water is to be obtaiDedT every patient (exceptions only 
being made by the Buperintendeot), shall have a tepid bath, 
and it is highly desirable that the feet be washed, crca when 
general bathing is not possible, 
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CHAPTEtt SIII. 



MEALS. 



Section 1, In (his iustitation it is always rulablo tbat at-^ 
tatidaDts fiball takG thdrfood at the same time as tbG patioota 
do, and whenever practicable, in company with thorn, Thi| 
may not always lie paasiblo, and departures from so desirabli 
iin usage hnyi;, consequeatly^ been tolerated. 

Sec. 2. Particular care is to be isken that the food, 
reaching the diDing'rooTDSt is kept wniin till ready tc W 
laid beforo the patieata. Each shall bo served wiLli such 
liberal allowacco oa shall be for his good, and ail ^-aste, glul 
toar, or improper liobits at the tabic shall be mildly chock- 
by tho attendants. Food that may have been haadlcd, 
readerGd unlit for eating, shoald bo sent back to a recoptoclt 
orits o^n, bdt whatever Is fit to be j^erred io another foi 
fihoiild bo carcfally laid by itself for future consomption. 

Sec, 3. Patients are not to be hurried from tba labl* 
but to "have full time to cat at thmp leisure, llflliits in eating" 
differ, and ail — the old particularly — should have lime la, 
protract tbeir eating to full exteat. Some very plain fui 
EhoLild bo kept ia tho dining-room closets that indulgonce 
granted between meals to those whose meah may have bci 
iatermptod, or to old pcoplci or to ccnvalesc&nt patients, who 
Qomctimos Toqairo food ortcaor tbaa under ordinary circum- 
stances. 

Seo. 4. After cflcli meal tho loiives and forks ebftll 
counted before taken away from the table, and lost articl 
promptly looked up, 

Se<:, 5. The ward itself is the proper place for paticn 
and the practice of allowing them to bo about iho dintn] 
room m common hoursf or in attend^Qts' rooms or apai 
should be aroided. 

Sec. t>» When fruit is to bo bad» at reasonable cost, 
sball be distributed to all.

CHAPTER XIV- 



CLOTHING, 



SecTiom 1. On tlie arrival of a patient at the institutiOQ, 
whateTer clotliing is brought shall be coiamilled imme- 
diatelj to the Supervisor of tho division towLich tho patient 
!fl Bent. 

Sec, 2. Under tho Supervisor's diroction a list shall be 
takoQ of li, carefully icicludiEig^ aha, what may be tj]ii>a ilia 
patlcal'a person. Money, jewelry, or other valuables, shall 
bcbroaght to tlic office for safo keeping, except where their 
retention by the paticot is csprc35ly permitted by ibo Super- 
intendent. 

Sec. 3. A list of the clothing ehall bo entered in a bool: 
kept by oaeh Siipcmsor for ibat purpose into which- also, 
ib&ll be entered whntcver may afterwnrds be received or 
purchased for tho patient's use. 

I Sec. 4- On the discharge of Ibo patient, the clotbing in 
his or bor possession shall be earefidly compared with (he 
list, that any lasiics may be discovered and accomited for, or 
explained. 

Sec. 5, The clothing belonging to patients in each divi- 
sion of the Hospital shall ho deposited in a room sot npart 
for tho purpose^ the bey of which shall be ia easlody of 
the Supervisor. Clolhiog required for the daily use of tho 
patients ehcLlI be kopt in tho ward closets. 

Sfic. 6, At some particular boor of each day tho Super- 
shall bo m altendanee in tboir respective clothiiig- 
roomp, to clinnge or supply tuch clothing as the waols of 
patients may require : and attendants arc enjoined nol to 
call on the .Supervisors for that purpose at any other times, if 
RYoidablo, 

Sec. 1, When any resident patient is in want of clothing, 
tbe fact shall bo reported to the -Saporvisor, who shall receive 
the instrQCiioas of the Sapenotendent in regard to its par- 
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chase or supp*/- ^^ clothing shall he pcrcliosed out of iha 
Hospital if it can be maaiifjic tared In the BeviDg-room. 

Sec. 8. AH iirticles of clothing obtained for patieots 
Bhnll bo cbargcd on the ward-bookKj which !^hall lie hsjided 

into Lhc office Gvery Saturdaj noon, and posted iDto Lhe 
clerk^a book of accounts. 

8£C. 9. AtLcndants ahili lo careful that the clothing of 
patients under their charire is ad&ptod to the seaBon, and 
especially to see ihat patioDts arc not suffered to go out^ 
cither for exercise or lubor, without & careful inspectioa of 
what is wora. Kspecinl atLcntion at such ttmc£ must bo paid 
10 the covering of the head aud the feet ; that the hat or 
bonnet bo suited to ihc woatlicr^and Lbat the shoes ore whole 
aad properly tied. 

Sm;, 10. It will be considered a culpable negligeoeo oa 
the part of the E-ltendant, if his jialient is found wearing any 
article belonging to Bnolher. 

Pec. 11, All articles worn by patients shall ho legibly 
marked, aad tlio Supervisors are expected to sec that the 
clothing of each patient is dseoted to his use, and to the uae 
of no otlicr. 



CHAPTER XV. 



LIUNDBY WORK. 

$BCTT0?f 1, Oq Monday n:]orningof each week all clothing 
designed for tfie wash Bhall be deposited in tho assorting rooms. 
Tor the male division such duty shall devolve on iho attend- 
untSf and for the feutale division the duty Ehall belong to the 
laudry-aiau. The clothing for each ward fahall be accom^ 
]>aaicd by a wasliing-list, projierly made up by the attcodanU 
before leaving the ward» and Boch list shall be kept by the 
Sapcrviaor till the clothing is again ready to go back to the 
warda.

Hec, 3- Oq Saturday odd attendant frnni each wurd shall 
proceed to the assorting room of their respective OivisioDs, 
and receive the clothing from tho drying nicks, and place il, 
each ward by itself, for the S^ipcrrifor's icapection. The 
Supervisor shall compare each parcel with the lE'a shin g-liat^ 
and make his return thereon, Lost articles shall be care- 
fullj noted 00 the list, and, if posfiible, imuiediatcly account- 
ed for. On the return of the clean clethinc to tlie wards, 
Ibo corrected list shall be tnlcen back, to 1j9 in readiness for 
the i;exC week. 

Sec, 3, Articles of clothinp belonging to the male diri- 
sion that luay require repairs, shall bo carried to the eewiog- 
room, immediatelj' ou coming from the wash, Similar arti- 
cles, belonging to the female divisioci^ shall ba repaired in the 
wards, whenever it is practicaUe. 

Sec, 4- The pil]ow-K;a3e, ond one sheet to each bed in use, 
shall be changed eacU week, and tho bcd-covcrg as frequently 
&3 their Etrict cleanlinoss iihali require. 

Sec. 6. Each patient shall receive, and put on, every 
Sabbath iBornin^, a full change of uuder-clothing, and the 
attendants shall see that no iastancQs of negleet are allowed 
in this particular. 




CHAPTER XYI. 



DAY AND SIGHT WATCH. 



Sbctiok 1. The night watelititan shall ontor on duty at 
half-past nine o^elock, P. M., at which time the lights in tho 
center building ehall be ejctingaiEhed, excepting only iboso 
Icept lighted by especial permissiouj or for the watchman'!^ 
me. 

Sec, 2. His Brst duty shall bo to attend to the security 
of the door^faatenings and the safe condition of all places 
where fire has been used during the day. 
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&E0< 3. All parsons CD tering after his iratch commcuccs, 
all lights kopt bumng, and aoy olhor unusual circumstnocc, 
shall bo reported to the Supenntendent in the morning. 

Sec. 4. He tihall patrol the halls of ihc cooler building^ 
the malo wards, and ridt tho rear building orcrj hour, from 
iho commencement to llie close of his waich- Should any_ 
thing unusnnl nttract hla ationtiou, as occurring in any femula 
ward, lie shall call tlie notice of Lho proper atteudant to it. 

Sec. 5. Ho shall visit tho dck, wlica vilhoot other 
watchers, n^ often aa tboir nGC0£j^iLics demand it, aad wben- 
c?or anything is wanted by any male paiient, essential to his 
comfort, lie shuH patiently supply it, whenever possible. lie 
shall ring iho morning hell, and, on tho appearance of ihd 
porter, his dnly ccasea. 

SeCh (5, T!xo day watcli attaches to the duties of the por- 
ter, aiid commences and ends in alteruation wilH that of ^igh^ 
watchman. The healing and lighting of the center bailding 
belong to him. He shall see that the windows and doors are 
kept secured dnnng the day, especially on iho approach of 
high winds and storms. He shall sea that visitors about iho 
premises do not transgress rules of proprioty by talking wtih 
patients at the windows, and that the cntraaees to the \nc\<h 
sure of the institution nrc kept shut, lie shall l^eep wilhm 
sound of the office bell during the day. 



CHAPTER XVII. 

HUE \ AKD BEU. BIGNAL3. 

Sec. 1. Momitiff Beli. (Commences with a. slow Irat 
gradaallj increasing succcasioa of strolkcs with tlie tolling 
hammer, breaking finally into a full peal — the whole occupy- 
ing five minutes.) TiUE; Four o'clock, A, M., in May, 
Judo. Jaly and August ; at half past foar^ A. M.f in March, 
April, September aad October ; and at half past five o'clock^ 
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in November, December, Jauaary acd February. All persons 
who have daties to perform shall rise in the morning at the 
ringing of the bell. 

8ec. 2, Breakfast Beit, (A full peal, lasting for two 
minutes.) TirttE: One hour and a half after the morning 
bell. 

Sec. B. Dinner BelL (Same as breakfast.) TimeiNood^ 
the year round. 

Sec. 4- Supper BelL (Same as breakfast.) Time: Six 
o'clock, the year round. 

Sec. 5. Dinner arid Sapper Warning, (Twenty regular 
tolling strokes.) Time: At fifteen minutes before dinner and 
supper- Calls the laborers from tho farm, nod prepares the 
tables for meals* 

Sec. 6. Chapel BelL (Ten tolling strokes on week days. 
A full peal Sundays.) Time: The nr rival of tho Chaplain, 

Sec, 7. Curfew BelL (Reverses the maoncr of the morn- 
ing bell.) Time: Half past nine o'clock, P. M. Night 
watch duty commences; doors are locked; lights extin- 
guished, and all persons out without leave are reported by 
the watchman. 



CONCLUSION, 



Note 1, A copy of these rules shall be kept iu each 
attendant's room, and io each employee's dining room ; and 
so often as the Superintendent shall give notice that they aro 
to be read aloud to those in the service of the Hospital, at 
some appointed place within the institution, it shall be the 
duty of all to attend, unless especially excused. 

Note 2. The words " he," and "she," as used in laying 
down the duties of attendants, are convertible terms — apply 
ing in accordance with the obvious sense of the rule. 
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Those Bf-Laws, Roles and BegQlationa were adopted by 
tHe Board of Trustees of the Illinois State Hospital fo& 
THE Insane, at their quarterly meeting, holden September, 
1857, and are declared to be binding od all persons in the 
service of the lustitatton.
